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THE  PREFACE. 


TT  hath  been  tlie  wisdom  of  the  Church  of  Englandj  ever  since  the' 
-'"  first  compiling  of  her  publick  Liturgy^  to  keep  the  mean  between 
the  two  extremes,  of  too  much  stiffness  in  refusings  and  of  too  much 
easiness  in  admitting  any  variation  from  it.  For,  as  on  the  one  side 
common  experience  sheweth,  that  where  a  change  hath  been  made  of 
things  advisedly  established  (no  evident  necessity  so  requiring)  sundry 
inconveniences  have  thereupon  ensued ;  and  those  many  times  more  and 
greater  than  the  evils,  that  were  intended  to  be  remedied  by  such 
change:  So  on  the  other  side,  the  particular  forms  of  divine  worship, 
and  the  rites  and  ceremonies  appointed  to  be  used  therein,  being  things 
in  their  own  nature  indifferent,  and  alterable,  and  so  acknowledged; 
it  is  but  reasonable,  that  upon  weighty  and  important  considerations, 
according  to  the  various  exigency  of  times  and  occasions,  such  changes 
and  alterations  should  be  made  therein,  as  to  those  that  are  in  place  of 
Authority  should  from  time  to  time  seem  either  necessary  or  expedient. 
Accordingly  we  find,  that  in  the  reigns  of  several  princes  of  blessed 
memory  since  the  Reformation,  the  Church,  upon  just  and  weighty 
considerations  her  thereunto  moving,  hath  yielded  to  make  such  altera- 
tions in  some  particulars,  as  in  their  respective  times  were  thought 
convenient:  yet  so,  as  that  the  main  body  and  essentials  of  it  (as  well 
in  the  chiefest  materials,  as  in  the  frame  and  order  thereof)  have  still 
continued  the  same  unto  this  day,  and  do  yet  stand  firm  and  unshaken, 
notwithstanding  all  the  vain  attempts  and  impetuous  assaults  made 
against  it,  by  such  men  as  are  given  to  change,  and  have  always  dis- 
covered a  greater  regard  to  their  own  private  fancies  and  interests^ 
than  to  that  duty  they  owe  to  the  publick. 

By  what  undue  means,  and  for  what  mischievous  purposes  the  use  of 
the  Liturgy  (though  enjoined  by  the  laws  of  the  land,  and  those  laws 
never  yet  repealed)  came,  during  the  late  unhappy  confusions,  to  be  dis- 
continued, is  too  well  known  to  the  world,  and  we  are  not  willing  here  to 
remember.  But  when,  upon  His  Majesty's  happy  restoration,  it  seemed 
probable,  that,  amongst  other  things,  the  use  of  the  Liturgy  would  also 
return  of  course  (the  same  having  never  been  legally  abolished)  unless 
some  timely  means  were  used  to  prevent  it ;  those  men  who  under  the 
late  usurped  powers  had  made  it  a  great  part  of  their  business  to  render 
the  people  disaffected  thereunto,  saw  themselves  in  point  of  reputation 
and  interest  concerned  (unless  they  would  freely  acknowledge  themselves 
to  have  erred,  which  such  men  are  very  hardly  brought  to  do)  with  their 
utmost  endeavours  to  hinder  the  restitution  thereof.    In  order  whereunto 
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diven  pampUets  were  published  against  the  Book  of  Ck>minon  Prayer, 
the  old  objections  mustered  up,  with  the  addition  of  some  new  ones,  more 
than  formerly  had  been  made,  to  make  the  number  swell.  In  fine,  great 
importuiitiea  were  used  to  His  Sacred  Majesty,  that  the  said  Book  might 
be  reiriaed,  and  such  alterations  therein,  and  additions  thereunto  made,  as 
should  be  thought  requisite  for  the  ease  of  tender  oonsdenoes :  whereunto 
His  Majesty,  out  of  his  pious  inclination  to  give  satisfiiction  (so  far  as 
ooold  be  reasonably  expected)  to  all  his  subjects  of  what  persuasion  so- 
ever, did  gracsonaly  condescend. 

In  which  reriew  we  have  endeavoured  to  observe  the  like  moderation, 
«i  we  find  to  have  been  used  in  the  like  case  in  former  times.  And  there- 
ibre  of  the  sundry  alterations  proposed  unto  us,  we  have  rejected  all  such 
at  were  either  ci  dangerous  consequence  (as  secretly  striking  at  some 
ettaUiahed  doctrine,  or  laudable  practice  of  the  Church  of  England,  or 
indeed  of  the  whole  Catholick  Church  of  Christ)  or  else  of  no  conse- 
quence at  all,  but  utterly  frivobns  and  vain.  But  such  alterations  as 
were  tendered  to  us  (by  what  persons,  under  what  pretences,  or  to  what 
pupoae  soever  tendered)  as  seemed  to  us  in  any  degree  requisite  or 
expedient,  we  have  willingly,  and  of  our  own  accord  assented  unto :  not 
cniMed  ao  to  do  by  any  strength  of  argument,  convincing  us  of  the 
Bceessity  of  making  the  said  alterations:  For  we  are  fully  persuaded 
in  oar  judgments  (and  we  here  profess  it  to  the  world)  that  the  Book, 
«i  it  s^wd  before  established  by  law,  doth  not  contain  in  it  any  thing 
OQBtrary  to  the  word  of  God,  or  to  sound  doctrine,  or  which  a  godly  man 
■ay  not  with  a  good  conscience  use  and  submit  unto,  or  which  is  not 
fuAj  defensible  against  any  that  shall  oppose  the  same;  if  it  shall 
be  allowed  such  just  and  favourable  construction  as  in  common  equity 
on^  to  be  allowed  to  all  human  writings,  especially  such  as  are  set 
forth  by  authority,  and  even  to  the  very  best  translations  of  the  holy 
ooipcure  n 


Our  general  aim  therefore  in  this  undertaking  was,  not  to  gratify  this 
w  that  party  in  any  their  unreasonable  demands ;  but  to  do  that,  which 
to  our  beat  understandings  we  conceived  might  most  tend  to  the  pre- 
servation of  peace  and  unity  in  the  Church ;  the  procuring  of  reverence, 
sad  exciting  of  piety  and  devotion  in  the  pubUck  wonhip  of  God ;  and 
the  catting  off  occasion  from  them  that  sec^  occasion  of  cavil  or  quarrel 
spinst  the  Liturgy  of  the  Church.  And  as  to  the  several  variations  from 
the  faner  Book,  whether  by  alteration,  addition,  or  otherwise,  it  shall 

to  give  this  general  account.  That  most  of  the  alterations  were 
i,  either  first,  for  the  better  direction  of  them  that  are  to  oflidate  in 
«y  part  of  Divine  service ;  which  is  chiefly  done  in  the  Calendara  and 
Rahrida :  Or  secondly,  for  the  more  proper  expressing  of  some  words  or 
phnsts  of  ancient  usage  in  terms  more  suitable  to  the  language  of  the 
present  times,  and  the  clearer  explanation  of  some  other  words  and 

(,  that  were  either  of  doubtful  signification,  or  otherwise  liable  to

shortness  thereof^  and  for  the  plsinness  of  the  order,  and  for  that  the 
rules  be  few  and  easy. 

And  whereas  heretofore  there  hath  been  great  diversity  in  saying 
and  singing  in  Churches  within  this  reakn;  some  following  Salisbury 
use,  some  Hereford  use,  and  some  the  use  of  Bangor,  some  of  York, 
some  of  Lincoln ;  now  from  henceforth  all  the  whole  realm  shall  have 
but  one  use. 

And  forasmuch  as  nothing  can  be  so  phinly  set  forth,  but  doubts  may 
arise  in  the  use  and  prsctioe  of  the  same ;  to  appease  all  such  divernty  (if 
any  arise)  and  for  the  resolution  of  all  doubts,  concerning  the  manner  how 
to  understand,  do,  and  execute,  the  things  contained  in  this  Book ;  the 
parties  that  so  doubt,  or  diversly  take  any  thing,  shall  alway  resort  to 
the  Bishop  of  the  diocese,  who  by  his  discretion  shall  take  order  for  the 
quieting  and  appeasing  of  the  same ;  so  that  the  same  order  be  not  con- 
trary to  any  thing  contained  in  this  Book.  And  if  the  Bishop  of  the 
diocese  be  in  doubt,  then  he  may  send  for  the  resolution  thereof  to  the 
Archbishop. 


ri^HOUOH  it  be  appointed,  that  all  things  shall  be  read  and  sung  in 
-'"  the  Church  in  the  English  tongue,  to  the  end  that  the  congregation 
may  be  thereby  edified;  yet  it  is  not  meant,  but  that  when  men  say 
Morning  and  Evening  Prayer  privately,  they  may  say  the  same  in  any 
language  that  they  themselves  do  understand. 

And  all  Priests  and  Deacons  are  to  say  daily  the  Morning  and  Evening 
Prayer  either  privately  or  openly,  not  being  let  by  sickness,  or  some  other 
uigent  cause. 

And  the  Curate  that  ministereth  in  every  Parish-church  or  Chapel,  be« 
ing  at  home,  and  not  being  otherwise  reasonably  hindered,  shall  say  the 
same  in  the  Parish-church  or  Chapel  where  he  ministereth,  and  shall  cause 
a  bell  to  be  tolled  thereunto  a  convenient  time  before  he  b^n,  that  the 
people  may  come  to  hear  God's  word,  and  to  pray  with  him. 


Of  CEREMONIES,  why  same  be  abaKshed,  and  same 

retained. 

f\P  such  Ceremonies  as  be  used  in  the  Church,  and  have  had  their  be- 
^^  ginning  by  the  institution  of  man,  some  at  the  first  were  of  godly  in- 
tent and  purpose  devised,  and  yet  at  length  turned  to  vanity  and  super- 
stition :  some  entered  into  the  Church  by  undiscreet  devotion,  and  such 
a  seal  as  wa»  without  knowledge ;  and  for  because  they  were  winked  at 
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IB  the  begmning,  they  grew  daily  to  more  and  more  abuses^  which  not 
only  for  their  nnprofitableness,  but  also  because  they  have  much  blinded 
the  people,  and  obacnred  the  glory  of  God,  are  worthy  to  be  cut  away,  and 
dean  rejected :  other  there  be,  which  although  they  have  been  devised  by 
mn,  jet  it  is  thought  good  to  reserve  them  still,  as  well  for  a  decent 
eider  in  the  Church,  (for  the  which  they  were  first  devised)  as  because 
they  pertain  to  edification,  whereunto  all  things  done  in  the  Church  (as 
tltt  Apostle  teacheth)  ought  to  be  referred. 

And  although  the  keeping  or  omitting  of  a  ceremony,  in  itself  consi- 
dered, 18  but  a  small  thing ;  yet  the  wilful  and  contemptuous  transgress 
sioB  and  breaking  of  a  common  order  and  discipline  is  no  small  offence 
before  God,  "Let  all  things  be  done  among  you,"  saith  St.  Paul,  ''in  a 
seemly  and  due  order :"  the  appointment  of  the  which  order  pertaineth 
not  to  private  men ;  therefore  no  man  ought  to  take  in  hand,  nor  pre- 
sume to  appoint  or  alter  any  publick  or  common  order  in  Christ's  Church, 
eaeept  he  be  lawfully  called  and  authorized  thereunto. 

And  whereas  in  this  our  time,  the  minds  of  men  are  so  diverse,  that 
tome  think  it  a  great  matter  of  conscience  to  depart  from  a  piece  of  the 
leart  of  their  ceremonies,  they  be  so  addicted  to  their  old  customs ;  and 
again  on  the  other  side,  some  be  so  new-fangled,  that  they  would  inno- 
vate aD  things,  and  so  despise  the  old,  that  nothing  can  like  them,  but 
that  is  new :  it  was  thought  expedient,  not  so  much  to  have  respect  how 
to  please  and  satisfy  either  of  these  parties,  as  how  to  please  Grod,  and 
pnlit  them  both.  And  yet  lest  any  man  should  be  offended,  whom  good 
reason  mi^t  satisfy,  here  be  certain  causes  rendered,  why  some  of  the 
aecnstomed  ceremonies  be  put  away,  and  some  retained  and  kept  still. 

Some  are  put  away,  because  the  great  excess  and  multitude  of  them 
hath  so  incrased  in  these  latter  days,  that  the  burden  of  them  was  into- 
knUe;  whereof  St.  Augustine  in  his  time  complained,  that  they  were 
grown  to  such  a  number,  that  the  estate  of  Christian  people  was  in  worse 
case  conoeming  that  matter,  than  were  the  Jews.    And  he  counselled 
that  such  yoke  and  buidoi  should  be  taken  away,  as  time  would  serve 
quietly  to  do  it.    But  what  would  St.  Augustine  have  said,  if  he  had  seen 
the  ceremonies  of  late  days  used  among  us ;  whereunto  the  multitude 
vsed  in  hia  time  was  not  to  be  compared?  This  our  excessive  multitude 
ef  ceiemonies  was  so  great,  and  many  of  them  so  dark,  that  they  did  more 
eonfonnd  and  darken,  than  declare  and  set  forth  Christ's  benefits  unto  us. 
And  besides  thia,  Christ's  Grospel  is  not  a  ceremonial  law  (as  much  of 
If  OSes'  law  was)  but  it  is  a  religion  to  serve  €k>d,  not  in  bondage  of  the 
igare  or  shadow,  but  in  the  freedom  of  the  spirit ;  being  content  only 
vith  thoae  ceremonies  which  do  serve  to  a  decent  order  and  godly  disci- 
pline, and  such  as  be  apt  to  stir  up  the  dull  mind  of  man  to  the  remem- 
brance of  his  duty  to  C^od,  by  some  notable  and  special  signification, 
whereby  he  might  be  edified.     Furthermorej  the  most  weighty  cause  of 
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the  abolishment  of  certain  ceremonies  was^  that  they  were  so  far  abused, 
partly  by  the  superstitious  blindness  of  the  rude  and  unlearned,  and 
partly  by  the  unsatiable  avarice  of  such  as  sought  more  their  own  lucre, 
than  the  glory  of  Ood^  that  the  abuses  could  not  well  be  taken  away,  the 
thing  remaining  stilL 

But  now  as  concerning  those  persons^  which  peradventure  will  be  of- 
fended, for  that  some  of  the  old  ceremonies  are  retained  still :  If  they 
consider  that  without  some  ceremonies  it  is  not  possible  to  keep  any 
order^  or  quiet  discipline  in  the  Church,  they  shall  easily  perceive  just 
cause  to  reform  their  judgements.  And  if  they  think  much,  that  any  of 
the  old  do  remain,  and  would  rather  have  all  devised  anew :  then  such 
men  granting  some  ceremonies  convenient  to  be  had,  surely  where  the 
old  may  be  well  used,  there  they  cannot  reasonably  reprove  the  old  only 
for  their  age,  without  bewraying  of  their  own  folly.  For  in  such  a  case 
they  ought  rather  to  have  reverence  unto  them  for  their  antiquity,  if  they 
will  declare  themselves  to  be  more  studious  of  unity  and  concord,  than  of 
innovations  and  new-fieingleness,  which  (as  much  as  may  be  with  true 
setting  forth  of  Christ's  religion)  is  always  to  be  eschewed.  Further- 
more, such  shall  have  no  just  cause  with  the  ceremonies  reserved  to  be 
offended.  For  as  those  be  taken  away  which  were  most  abused,  and  did 
burden  men's  consciences  without  any  cause ;  so  the  other  that  remain, 
are  retained  for  a  discipline  and  order,  which  (upon  just  causes)  may  be 
altered  and  changed,  and  therefore  are  not  to  be  esteemed  equal  with 
God's  law.  And  moreover,  they  be  neither  dark  nor  dumb  ceremonies, 
but  are  so  set  forth,  that  every  man  may  understand  what  they  do  mean, 
and  to  what  use  they  do  serve.  So  that  it  is  not  like  that  they  in  time 
to  come  should  be  abused  as  other  have  been.  And  in  these  our  doings 
we  condemn  no  other  nations,  nor  prescribe  any  thing  but  to  our  own 
people  only :  for  we  think  it  convenient  that  every  country  should  use 
such  ceremonies  as  they  shall  think  best  to  the  setting  forth  of  God  s 
honour  and  glory,  and  to  the  reducing  of  the  people  to  a  most  perfect 
and  godly  living,  without  error  or  superstition;  and  that  they  should 
put  away  other  things,  which  from  time  to  time  they  perceive  to  be 
most  abused,  as  in  men's  ordinances  it  often  chanceth  diversly  in  di- 
vers countries. 


The  Order  how  the  PsaUer  is  appointed  to  he  read. 

fllHE  Psalter  shall  be  read  through  once  every  month,  as  it  is  there 
-^    appointed*  both  for  Morning  and  Evening  Prayer.     But  in  Fe- 
bruary it  shall  be  read  only  to  the  twenty-eighth,  or  twenty-nintii  day 
of  the  month. 


And,  whereas  January,  March,  May,  July,  August,  October,  and  De- 
cember have  one-and-thirty  days  apiece;  It  is  ordered,  that  the  same 


IS  APPOINTED  TO  BE  READ. 

Paafans  shall  be  read  the  last  day  of  the  said  months^  which  were  read 
the  day  before:  so  that  the  Psalter  may  begin  again  the  first  day  of  the 
next  month  ensuing. 

Andj  whereas  the  119th  Psalm  is  divided  into  twenty-two  portions^ 
•ad  IS  over-long  to  be  read  at  one  time ;  It  is  so  ordered^  that  at  one 
tine  shall  not  be  read  above  four  or  five  of  the  said  portions. 

And  at  the  end  of  every  Psalm^  and  of  every  such  part  of  the  119th 
¥mhn,  shall  be  repeated  this  Hymn, 

Glory  be  to  the  Father,  and  to  the  Son :  and  to  the  Holy  Ghost; 

Am  it  was  ta  the  beguming,  is  now,  and  ever  shall  be:  world  without 


Note,  that  the  Psalter  foUoweth  the  division  of  the  Hebrews,  and  the 
tianslation  of  the  great  English  Bible,  set  forth  and  used  in  the  time  of 
King  Henry  the  Eighth,  and  Edward  the  Sixth. 


The  Order  how  the  rest  qf  holy  Scripture  is  appointed 

to  be  read. 

rpHE  Old  Testament  is  appointed  for  the  first  Lessons  at  Morning 
"^  and  Evening  Prayer ;  so  as  the  most  part  thereof  will  be  read  every 
year  once,  as  in  the  Calendar  is  appointed. 

The  New  Testament  is  appointed  for  the  second  Lessons  at  Morning 
and  Evening  Prayer,  and  shall  be  read  over  orderly  every  year  thrice, 
besides  the  Epistles  and  Gkwpels ;  except  die  Apocalypse,  out  of  which 
there  are  only  certain  Proper  Lessons  appointed  upon  divers  Feasts. 

And  to  know  what  Lessons  shall  be  read  every  day,  look  for  the  day  of 
the  month  in  the  Calendar  following,  and  there  ye  shall  find  the  diap- 
ten  that  shall  be  read  for  the  Lessons  both  at  Morning  and  Evening 
Pnyer ;  except  only  the  Moveable  Feasts,  which  are  not  in  die  Calen- 
dsr,  and  the  Immoveable,  where  there  is  a  blank  left  in  the  column  of 
Leesotts,  the  Proper  Lessons  for  all  which  days  are  to  be  found  in  the 
TsUe  of  Proper  Lessons. 

And  note,  that  whensoever  Proper  Psalms  or  Lessons  are  appointed ; 
then  the  Psalms  and  Lessons  of  ordinary  course  appointed  in  the  Psalter 
sad  Calendar  (if  they  be  different)  shall  be  omitted  for  that  time. 

Note  also,  that  the  Collect,  Epistle,  and  Gospel,  appointed  for  the 
Sunday  shall  serve  all  the  week  after,  where  it  is  not  in  this  Book  other- 
inse  ordered-

TI7H0S0EVER  will  be  saved  :  before 
T  T  aU  things  it  is  necessary  that  he  hold 
the  Catholick  Faith. 

Which  Faith  except  every  one  do  keep 
whole  and  undefiled  :  without  doubt  he 
shall  perish  everlastingly. 

And  the  Catholick  Faith  is  this  :  That 
we  worship  one  God  in  Trinity,  and  Tri- 
nity  in  Unity ; 

Neither  confounding  the  Persons  :  nor 
dividing  the  Substance. 

For  there  is  one  Person  of  the  Father, 
another  of  the  Son  :  and  another  of  the 
Holy  Ghost. 

But  the  Godhead  of  the  Father,  of  the 
Son,  and  of  the  Holy  Ghost,  is  all  one  : 
the  Glory  equal,  the  Majesty  co-eternal. 

Such  as  the  Father  is,  such  is  the  Son  : 
and  such  is  the  Holy  Ghost. 

The  Father  uncreate,  the  Son  uncreate  : 
and  the  Holy  Ghost  uncreate. 

The  Father  incomprehensible,  the  Son 
incomprehensible  :  and  the  Holy  Ghost 
incomprehensible. 
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The  Father  eternal,  the  Son  eternal  : 
and  the  Holy  Ghost  eternal. 

And  yet  they  are  not  three  eternals  : 
but  one  eternal 

As  also  there  are  not  three  incompre- 
hensibles,  nor  three  uncreated  :  but  one 
uncreated,  and  one  incomprehensible. 

So  likewise  the  Father  is  Almighty,  the 
Son  Almighty  :  and  the  Holy  Ghost  Al- 
mighty. 

And  yet  they  are  not  three  Almighties  i 
but  one  Almighty. 

So  the  Father  is  God,  the  Son  is  God  : 
and  the  Holy  Ghost  is  God. 

And  yet  they  are  not  three  Grods  :  but 
one  God. 

So  likewise  the  Father  is  Lord,  the  Son 
Lord  :  and  the  Holy  Ghost  Lord. 

And  yet  not  three  Lords  :  but  one 
Lord. 

For  like  as  we  are  compelled  by  the 
Christian  verity  :  to  acknowledge  every 
Person  by  himself  to  be  God  and  Lord ; 

So  are  we  forbidden  by  the  Catholick 
Beligion  :  to  say.  There  be  three  Gods, 
or  three  Lords. 

The  Father  is  made  of  none  :  neither 
created,  nor  begotten. 

The  Son  is  of  the  Father  alone  :  not 
made,  nor  created,  but  begotten. 

The  Holy  Ghost  is  of  the  Father  and 
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of  the  Son  :  neither  made,  nor  created, 
nor  begotten,  but  proceeding. 

So  there  is  one  Father,  not  three  Fa- 
thers; one  Son,  not  three  Sons  :  one  Holy 
Ghost,  not  three  Holy  Ghosts. 

And  in  this  Trinity  none  is  afore,  or 
after  other  :  none  is  greater,  or  less  than 
another ; 

But  the  whole  three  Persons  are  co- 
eternal  together  :  and  co-equal. 

So  that  in  all  things,  as  is  aforesaid  : 
the  Unity  in  Trinity,  and  the  Trinity  in 
Unity  is  to  be  worshipped. 

He  therefore  that  will  be  saved  :  must 
thus  think  of  the  Trinity. 

Furthermore,  it  is  necessary  to  everlast- 
ing  salvation  :  that  he  also  beheve  rightly 
the  Incarnation  of  our  Lord  Jesus  Christ. 

For  the  right  Faith  is,  that  we  beheve 
and  confess  :  that  our  Lord  Jesus  Christ, 
the  Son  of  Grod,  is  God  and  Man ; 

God,  of  the  Substance  of  the  Father,  be- 
gotten before  the  worlds  :  and  Man,  of  the 
Substance  of  his  Mother,  bom  in  the  world ; 

Perfect  God,  and  perfect  Man  :  of  a  rea- 
sonable soul  and  human  flesh  subsisting ; 

Equal  to  the  Father,  as  touching  his 
Godhead  :  and  inferior  to  the  Father,  as 
touching  his  Manhood. 

Who  although  he  be  God  and  Man   : 
yet  he  is  not  two,  but  one  Christ ; 
I 
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One ;  not  by  conversion  of  the  God- 
head into  flesh  :  but  by  taking  of  the 
Manhood  into  God ; 

One  altogether ;  not  by  concision  of 
Substance  :  but  by  unity  of  Person. 

For  as  the  reasonable  soul  and  flesh  is 
one  man  :  so  God  and  Man  is  one  Christ ; 

Who  suffered  for  our  salvation  :  de- 
scended into  hell,  rose  again  the  third  day 
from  the  dead. 

He  ascended  into  heaven,  he  sitteth  on 
the  right  hand  of  the  Father,  God  Al- 
mighty :  from  whence  he  shall  come  to 
judge  the  quick  and  the  dead.

No.  Then  said  they  unto  him, 
Who  art  thou  ?  that  we  may  give  an  answer  to 
them  that  sent  us.  What  say  est  thou  of  thyself? 
He  said,  I  am  the  voice  of  one  crying  in  the  wil- 
derness, Make  straight  the  way  of  the  Lord,  as 
said  the  prophet  Esaias.  And  they  which  were  sent 
were  of  the  Pharisees.  And  they  asked  him,  and 
said  unto  him.  Why  baptizest  thou  then,  if  thou  be 
not  that  Christ,  nor  Elias,  neither  that  Prophet  ? 
John  answered  them,  saying,  I  baptize  with  water : 
but  there  standeth  one  among  you,  whom  ye  know 
not :  He  it  is  who  coming  after  me  is  preferred 
before  me,  whose  shoe's  latchet  I  am  not  worthy 
to  unloose.  These  things  were  done  in  Bethabara 
beyond  Jordan,  where  John  was  baptizing.

If  we  say  that  we  have  fellowship  with 
him,  and  walk  in  darkness,  we  lie,  and  do  not  the 
truth:  but  if  we  walk  in  the  light,  as  he  is  in 
the  light,  we  have  fellowship  one  with  another, 
and  the  blood  of  Jesus  Christ  his  Son  cleanseth 
us  from  all  sin.  If  we  say  that  we  have  no  sin, 
we  deceive  ourselves,  and  the  truth  is  not  in  us.

Then  Peter, 
turning  about,  seeth  the  disciple  whom  Jesus 
loved  following ;  which  also  leaned  on  his  breast 
at  supper,  and  said,  Lord,  which  is  he  that  be* 
trayeth  thee?  Peter  seeing  him  saith  to  Jesus, 
Lord,  and  what  shall  this  man  do  ?  Jesus  saith 
unto  him.

Then  went 
this  saying  abroad  among  the  brethren.  That 
that  disciple  should  not  die;  yet  Jesus  said  not 
unto  him.

This  is 
the  disciple  which  testifieth  of  these  things,  and 
wrote  these  things,  and  we  know  that  his  testi- 
mony is  true.  And  there  are  also  many  other 
things  which  Jesus  did,  the  which  if  they  should 
be  written  every  one,  I  suppose,  that  even  the 
world  itself  could  not  contain  the  books  that 
should  be  written.

Then  Joseph, 
being  raised  from  sleep,  did  as  the  angel  of  the 
Lord  had  bidden  him,  and  took  unto  him  his 
wife;  and  knew  her  not  till  she  had  brought 
forth  her  first-bom  son :  and  he  called  his  name

Aad  he  received  the.  sigm 
of  circumcision,  a  seal  of  the  righteousness  of  the 
fiuth  which  he  had  yet  being  uncircumcised ; 
that  he  might  be  the  father  of  all  them  that 
beliere,  though  they  be  not  circumcised;  that 
righteousness  might  be  imputed  unto  them  also : 
And  the  father  of  circumcision  to  them  who  are 
not  of  the  circumcision  only,  but  also  walk  in  the 
steps  of  that  faith  of  our  father  Abraham,  which 
he  had  being  yet  uncircumcised.  For  the  pro- 
mise, that  he  should  be  the  heir  of  the  world,  was 
not  to  Abraham,  or  to  his  seed,  through  the  law» 
hot  through  the  righteousness  of  faith.  For  if 
they  wfaidi  are  of  the  law  be  heirs,  faith  is  mldii 
Toid,  and  the  promise  made  of  none  efiect.

Let  us  now  go  even  unto 
Bethlehem,  and  see  this  thing  which  is  come  to 
pass,  which  the  Lord  hath  made  known  unto  us. 
And  they  came  with  haste,  and  found  Mary  and 
Joseph,  and  the  babe  lying  in  a  manger.

Unto  me,  who  am  less 
than  the  least  of  all  saints,  is  this  grace  given, 
that  I  should  preach  among  the  Gentiles  the  un- 
searchable riches  of  Christ ;  and  to  make  all  men 
see  what  is  the  fellowship  of  the  mystery,  which 
from  the  beginning  of  the  world  hath  been  hid 
in  God,  who  created  all  things  by  Jesus  Christ : 
to  the  intent,  that  now  unto  the  principalities

Where  is  he  that  is  bom  King 
of  the  Jews  ?  for  we  have  seen  his  star  in  the 
east,  and  are  come  to  worship  him.

Then  Herod, 
when  he  had  privily  called  the  wise  men,  en- 
quired  of  them  diligently  what  time  the  star  ap- 
peared. And  he  sent  them  to  Bethlehem,  ai^ 
said.  Go,  and  search  diligently  for  the  yoong 
child,  and  when  ye  have  found  hun,  bring  me 
word  again,  that  I  may  come  and  worship  him 
also.  When  they  had  heard  the  king,  they  de- 
parted ;  and  lo^  the  star  which  they  saw  in  the 
east  w^it  before  them,  till  it  came  and  stood  over 
where  the  young  child  was.  When  they  saw  die 
star,  they  rejoiced  with  exceeding  great  joy.  And 
when  they  were  come  into  the  house,  they  saw 
the  young  child  with  Mary  his  mother,  and  fell 
down  and  worshipped  him:  and  when  they  had 
opened  their  treasures,  they  presented  unto  him 
gifts;  gold,  and  frankincense,  and  mjrrrh.  And 
being  warned  of  God  in  a  dream  that  they  should 
not  return  to  Herod,  they  departed  into  their 
own  country  another  way.

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him,  they  were  amazed:  and  his  mother  said  i 
unto  him,  Son,  why  hast  thou  thus  dealt  with 
us?  behold,  thy  father  and  I  have  sought  thee 
sorrowing.  And  he  said  unto  them.  How  is  it 
that  ye  sought  me  ?  wist  ye  not  that  I  must  be 
about  my  Father's  business?  And  they  under- 
stood not  the  saying  which  he  spake  unto  them. 
And  he  went  down  with  them,  and  came  to 
Nazareth,  and  was  subject  unto  them:  but  his 
mother  kept  all  these  sayings  in  her  heart.

THE  GOSPEL.    St.  John  ii.  1. 

VND  the  third  day  there  was  a  marriage  in 
Cana  of  Galilee,  and  the  mother  of  Jesus 
was  there.  And  both  Jesus  was  called,  and  his 
disciples,  to  the  marriage.  And  when  they  wanted 
wine,  the  mother  of  Jesus  saith  unto  him.  They 
have  no  wine.  Jesus  saith  unto  her.  Woman, 
what  have  I  to  do  with  thee  ?  mine  hour  is  not 
yet  come.

Jesus  saith  unto 
them.  Fill  the  water-pots  with  water.  And  they 
filled  them  up  to  the  brim.  And  he  saith  unto 
them.  Draw  out  now,  and  bear  unto  the  gover- 
noor  of  the  feast.  And  they  bare  it.  When  the 
mler  of  the  feast  had  tasted  the  water  that  was 
made  wine,  and  knew  not  whence  it  was,  (but 
the  servants  which  drew  the  water  knew,)  the 
govemour  of  the  feast  called  the  bridegroom, 
and  saith  unto  him.  Every  man  at  the  beginning 
doth  set  forth  good  wine,  and  when  men  have 
well  drunk,  then  that  which  is  worse :  but  thou 
hast  kept  the  good  wine  until  now,  This  begin- 
ning of  miracles  did  Jesus  in  Cana  of  Galilee, 
and  manifested  forth  his  glory,  and  his  disciples 
believed  on  him.

A  LMIGHTY  and  everlasting  God,  mercifully 
JTjL  look  upon  our  infirmities,  and  in  all  our 
dangers  and  necessities  stretch  forth  thy  right 
hand  to  help  and  defend  us ;  through  Jesus  Christ 
our  Lord.

BE  not  wise  in  your  own  conceits.  Recom- 
pense to  no  man  evil  for  evil.

If  it  be 
possible,  as  much  as  lieth  in  you,  live  peaceably 
with  all  men.  Dearly  beloved,  avenge  not  your- 
selves, but  rather  give  place  unto  wrath ;  for  it  is 
written,  Vengeance  is  mine;  I  will  repay,  saith 
the  Lord.

Lord,  if  thou  wilt,  thou  canst  make  me 
clean.  And  Jesus  put  forth  his  hand,  and  touched 
him,  saying,  I  will ;  be  thou  clean.  And  immedi- 
ately his  leprosy  was  cleansed.  And  Jesus  saith 
unto  him.  See  thou  tell  no  man,  but  go  thy  way, 
shew  thyself  to  the  priest,  and  ofier  the  gift  that 
Moses  commanded,  for  a  testimony  unto  them.

For  I  am  a  man  under  authority,  haying 
soldiers  under  me :  and  I  say  unto  this  man,  Go, 
and  he  goeth;  and  to  another.  Come,  and  he 
oometh;  and  to  my  servant.  Do  this,  and  he 
doeth  it  When  Jesus  heard  it,  he  marvelled, 
and  said  to  them  that  followed,  Verily  I  say 
onto  you,  I  have  not  found  so  great  faith,  no 
iwt  in  Israel.  And  I  say  unto  you.  That  many 
flball  come  from  the  east  and  west,  and  shall  sit 
down  with  Abraham,  and  Isaac,  and  Jacob,  in  the 
kingdom  of  heaven.  But  the  children  of  the  king- 
dom shall  be  cast  out  into  outer  darkness :  there 
shall  be  weeping  and  gnashing  of  teeth.  And 
Jesus  said  unto  the  centurion.  Go  thy  way,  and  as 
thou  hast  believed,  so  be  it  done  unto  thee.  And 
his  servant  was  healed  in  the  self-same  hour.

Who- 
soever therefore  resisteth  the  power  resisteth 
the  ordinance  of  God :  and  they  that  resist  shall

thou  then  not  be  afraid  of  the  power?  do  that 
which  is  good,  and  thou  shalt  have  praise  of  the 
same :  for  he  is  the  minister  of  God  to  thee  for 
good.

Wherefore  ye  must 
needs  be  subject,  not  only  for  wrath,  but  also  for 
conscience  sake.  For  for  this  cause  pay  ye  tri- 
bute also ;  for  they  are  God's  ministers,  attending 
continually  upon  this  very  thing.  Render  there- 
fore to  all  their  dues ;  tribute  to  whom  tribute  is 
due,  custom  to  whom  custom,  fear  to  whom  fear, 
honour  to  whom  honour.

And  there  was  a  good 
way  off  from  them  an  herd  of  many  swine,  feed- 
ing. So  the  devils  besought  him,  saying,  If  thou 
cast  us  out,  suffer  us  to  go  away  into  the  herd  of 
swine.  And  he  said  unto  them,  Go.  And  when 
they  were  come  out,  they  went  into  the  herd  of 
swine :  and  behold,  the  whole  herd  of  swine  ran 
violently  down  a  steep  place  into  the  sea,  and 
perished  in  the  waters.  And  they  that  kept 
them  fled,  and  went  their  ways  into  the  city, 
ud  told  every  thing,  and  what  was  befallen  to 
the  possessed  of  the  devils.  And  behold,  the 
whole  city  came  out  to  meet  Jesus:  and  when 
they  saw  him,  they  besought  him,  that  he  would 
depart  out  of  their  coasts.

Call  the  labourers,  and 
give  them  their  hire,  beginning  from  the  last 
unto  the  first.    And  when  they  came  that  were 
hired   about  the  eleventh  hour,  they  received 
every  man  a  peny.    But  when  the  first  came, 
they  supposed  that  they  should  have  received 
more;  and  they  likewise  received  every  man  a 
peny.   And  when  they  had  received  it,  they  mur- 
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mured  against  the  good-man  of  the  house,  sayingt 
These  last  have  wrought  but  one  hour,  and  thou 
hast  made  them  equal  unto  us,  which  have  borne 
the  burden  and  heat  of  the  day.  But  he  an- 
swered one  of  them,  and  said.  Friend,  I  do  thee 
no  wrong ;  didst  not  thou  agree  with  me  for  a 
peny  ?  Take  that  thine  is,  and  go  thy  way ;  I 
will  give  unto  this  last  even  as  unto  thee.  Is 
it  not  lavi^ul  for  me  to  do  what  I  will  with  mine 
own  ?  Is  thine  eye  evil,  because  I  am  good  ?  So 
the  last  shall  be  first,  and  the  first  last :  for  many 
be  called,  but  few  chosen.

Y£  suffer  fools  gladly,  seeing  ye  yourselves 
are  wise.    For  ye  suffer  if  a  man  bring 
you  into  bondage,  if  a  man  devour  you,  if  a  man 
take  of  you,  if  a  man  exalt  himself,  if  a  man 
smite  you  on  the  face.    I  speak  as  concerning 
reproach,  as  though  we  had  been  weak :  howbeit, 
whereinsoever  any  is  bold,  (I  speak  foolishly,)  I 
am  bold  also.   Are  they  Hebrews  ?  so  am  I.   Are 
they  Israelites?  so  am  I.   Are  they  the  seed  of 
Abraham?  so  am  I.  Are  they  ministers  of  Christ? 
(I  speak  as  a  fool,)  I  am  more :  in  labours  more 
abundant;  in  stripes  above  measure;  in  prisons 
more  frequent ;  in  deaths  oft.    Of  the  Jews  five 
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times  received  I  forty  stripes  save  one ;  thrice 
was  I  beaten  vidth  rods;  once  was  I  stoned; 
thrice  I  suffered  shipwreck ;  a  night  and  a  day 
I  have  been  in  the  deep ;   in  journeying  often ; 
'  in  perils  of  waters ;  in  perils  of  robbers ;  in  perils 
by  mine  own  countrymen ;  in  perils  by  the  hea- 
then ;  in  perils  in  the  city ;  in  perils  in  the  wil- 
derness; in  perils  in  the  sea;  in  perils  among 
&lse  brethren ;  in  weariness  and  painfiilness ;  in 
watehings  often;  in  hunger  and  thirst;  in  fast- 
ings often ;  in  cold  and  nakedness ;  besides  those 
things  that  are  without,  that  which  cometh  upon 
me  daily,  the  care  of  all  the  churches.   Who  is 
weak,  and  I  am  not  weak  ?  who  is  offended,  and 
I  bum  not  ?  If  I  must  needs  glory,  I  will  gloiy 
of  the  things  which  concern  mine  infirmities. 
The  God  and  Father  of  our  Lord  Jesus  Christ, 
which  is  blessed  for  evermore,  knoweth  that  I 
lie  not. 

THE  GOSPEL.    St.  Luke  viii.  4. 

\X  ^HEN  much  people  were  gathered  together, 
' '     and  were  come  to  him  out  of  every  city, 
he  spake  by  a  parable :  A  sower  went  out  to  sow 
his  seed ;  and  as  he  sowed,  some  fell  by  the  way- 
side^ and  it  was  trodden  down,  and  the  fowls  of 
the  air  devoured  it.   And  some  fell  upon  a  rock, 
wd  as  soon  as  it  was  sprung  up,  it  withered 
away,  because  it  lacked   moisture.    And  some 
fell  among  thorns,  and  the  thorns  sprang  up 
with  it,  and  choked  it.

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though  I  have  all  faith,  so  that  I  could  remove 
moimtains,  and  have  no  charity,  I  am  nothing. 
And  though  I  bestow  all  my  goods  to  feed  the 
poor,  and  though  I  give  my  body  to  be  burned, 
and  have  not  charity,  it  profiteth  me  nothing. 
Charity  suffereth  long,  and  is  kind ;  charity  en- 
vieth  not;  charity  vaunteth  not  itself,  is  not 
pufled  up,  doth  not  behave  itself  unseemly,  seek- 
eth  not  her  own,  is  not  easily  provoked,  thinketh 
no  evil,  rejoiceth  not  in  iniquity,  but  rejoiceth  in 
the  truth ;  beareth  all  things,  believeth  all  things, 
hopeth  all  things,  endureth  all  things.  Charity 
never  fiuleth :  but  whether  there  be  prophecies, 
they  shall  fail ;  whether  there  be  tongues,  they 
shall  cease ;  whether  there  be  knowledge,  it  shall  j 
vanish  away.  For  we  know  in  part,  and  we  pro- 
phesy in  part.  But  when  that  which  is  perfect  is 
come,  then  that  which  is  in  part  shall  be  done 
away.  When  I  was  a  child,  I  spake  as  a  child, 
I  understood  as  a  child,  I  thought  as  a  child; 
but  when  I  became  a  man,  I  put  away  childish 
thmgs.  For  now  we  see  through  a  glass  darkly ; 
but  then  face  to  face :  now  I  know  in  pai*t ;  but 
then  shall  I  know  even  as  also  I  am  known.  And 
oow  abideth  faith,  hope,  charity,  these  three ;  but 
the  greatest  of  these  is  charity. 

THE  GOSPEL.    St.  Luke  xviii.  31. 

^pHEN  Jesus  took  unto  him  the  twelve,  and 
1  said  unto  them.  Behold,  we  go  up  to  Jeru- 
salem, and  all  things  that  are  written  by  the  pro- 
phets concerning  the  Son  of  Man  shall  be  accom- 
plished. For  he  shall  be  delivered  unto  the  Gen- 
tiles, and  shall  be  mocked,  and  spitefully  entreat- 
ed, and  spitted  on :  and  they  shall  scourge  him, 
and  put  him  to  death ;  and  the  third  day  he  shall 
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rise  again.  And  they  understood  none  of  these 
things :  and  this  saying  was  hid  from  them,  nei- 
ther knew  they  the  things  which  were  spoken. 
And  it  came  to  pass,  that  as  he  was  come  mgh 
unto  Jericho,  a  certain  blind  man  sat  by  the  way- 
side begging :  and  hearing  the  multitude  pass  by, 
he  asked  what  it  meant.  And  they  told  him,  that 
Jesus  of  Nazareth  passeth  by.  And  he  cried,  say- 
ing, Jesus,  thou  Son  of  David,  have  mercy  on  me. 
And  they  which  went  before  rebuked  him,  that 
he  should  hold  his  peace :  but  he  cried  so  much 
the  more.  Thou  Son  of  David,  have  mercy  on 
me.  Aud  Jesus  stood,  and  commanded  him  to 
be  brought  unto  him:  and  when  he  was  come 
near,  he  asked  him,  saying.  What  wilt  thou  that 
I  should  do  unto  thee  ?  And  he  said,  Lord,  that 
I  may  receive  my  sight.  And  Jesus  said  unto 
him.  Receive  thy  sight;  thy  faith  hath  saved 
thee.  And  immediately  he  received  his  sight, 
and  followed  him,  glorifying  God:  and  all  the 
people,  when  they  saw  it,  gave  praise  unto  God.

dying,  and  behold,  we  live;  as  chastened,  and 
not  killed ;  as  sorrowful,  yet  alway  rejoicing ;  as 
poor,  yet  making  many  rich ;  as  having  nothing, 
and  yet  possessing  all  things.

^PHEN  was  Jesus  led  up  of  the  Spirit  into  the 
1  wilderness,  to  be  tempted  of  the  devil.

And  when  the 
tempter  came  to  him,  he  said,  If  thou  be  the 
Son  of  God,  command  that  these  stones  be  made 
bread.

Again,  the  devil  taketh  him 
up  into  an  exceeding  high  mountain,  and  shew- 
eth  him  all  the  kingdoms  of  the  world,  and  the 
glory  of  them;  and  saith  unto  him.  All  these 
things  will  I  give  thee,  if  thou  wilt  fall  down 
and  worship  me.  Then  saith  Jesus  unto  him. 
Get  thee  hence,  Satan;  for  it  is  written,  Thou 
shalt  worship  the  Lord  thy  God,  and  him  only 
shalt  thou  serve.  Then  the  devil  leaveth  him, 
and  behold,  angels  came  and  ministered  unto 
him.

their  master's  table.  Then  Jesus  answered  and 
said  unto  her,  O  woman,  great  is  thy  faith :  be  it 
unto  thee  even  as  thou  wilt.  And  her  daughter 
was  made  whole  from  that  very  hour.

But  fornication,  and  all  uncleanness,  or 
covetousness,  let  it  not  be  once  named  amongst 
you,  as  becometh  saints;  neither  filthiness,  nor 
foolish-talking,  nor  jesting,  which  are  not  con- 
venient ;  but  rather  giving  of  thanks :  for  this 
ye  know,  that  no  whoremonger,  nor  unclean  per- 
son,  nor  covetous  man,  who  is  an  idolater,  hath 
any  inheritance  in  the  kingdom  of  Christ,  and  of 
God.  Let  no  man  deceive  you  with  vain  words : 
for  because  of  these  things  cometh  the  wrath  of 
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I 

God  upon  the  children  of  disobedience.  Be  not  | 
ye  therefore  partakers  with  them:  for  ye  were 
sometimes  darkness,  but  now  are  ye  light  in  the 
Lord :  walk  as  children  of  light ;  (for  the  fruit  of 
the  Spirit  is  in  all  goodness,  and  righteousness, 
and  truth ;)  proving  what  is  acceptable  unto  the 
Lord,  And  have  no  fellowship  with  the  unfruit- 
ful works  of  darkness,  but  rather  reprove  them : 
for  it  is  a  shame  even  to  speak  of  those  things 
which  are  done  of  them  in  secret.  But  all  things 
that  are  reproved  are  made  manifest  by  the 
light:  for  whatsoever  doth  make  manifest  is 
light*  Wherefore  he  saith.  Awake,  thou  that 
sleepest,  and  arise  from  the  dead,  and  Christ 
shall  give  thee  light. 

THE  GOSPEL.    St.  Luke  xi.  14. 

JESUS  was  casting  out  a  devil,  and  it  was 
dumb*  And  it  came  to  pass,  when  the  devil 
was  gone  out,  the  dumb  spake  \  and  the  people 
wondered.  But  some  of  them  said,  He  casteth 
out  devils  through  Beelzebub,  the  chief  of  the 
devils.  And  others,  tempting  him,  sought  of  him 
a  sign  from  heaven.  But  he,  knowing  their 
thoughts,  said  unto  them.  Every  kingdom  di- 
vided against  itself  is  brought  to  desolation ;  and 
a  house  divided  against  a  house  falleth.  If  Satan 
also  be  divided  against  himself,  how  shall  his 
kingdom  stand  ?  because  ye  say,  that  I  cast  out 
devils  through  Beelzebub.  And  if  I  by  Beelze- 
bub cast  out  devils,  by  whom  do  your  sons  cast 
them  out?  therefore  shall  they  be  your  judges. 
But  if  I  with  the  finger  of  God  cast  out  devils, 
no  doubt  the  kingdom  of  God  is  come  upon  you. 
When  a  strong  man  armed  keepeth  his  palace, 
his  goods  are  in  peace ;  but  when  a  stronger  than 
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he  shaU  come  upon  him,  and  overcome  him,  he 
taketh  from  him  aU  his  armour  wherein  he 
trusted,  and  divideth  his  spoils.  He  that  is  not 
with  me  is  against  me:  and  he  that  gathereth 
not  with  me  scattereth.  When  the  unclean  spirit 
is  gone  out  of  a  man,  he  walketh  through  dry 
places,  seeking  rest;  and  finding  none,  he  saith, 
I  will  return  unto  my  house  whence  I  came  out. 
And  when  he  cometh,  he  findeth  it  swept  and 
garnished.  Then  goeth  he  and  taketh  to  him 
aeven  other  spirits  more  wicked  than  himself, 
and  they  enter  in,  and  dwell  there ;  and  the  last 
state  of  that  man  is  worse  than  the  first.  And 
it  came  to  pass,  as  he  spake  these  things,  a  cer- 
tain woman  of  the  company  lift  up  her  voice, 
and  said  unto  him.  Blessed  is  the  womh  that 
bare  thee,  and  the  paps  which  thou  hast  sucked. 
But  he  said,  Yea  rather,  blessed  are  they  that 
hear  the  Word  of  God,  and  keep  it.

RANT,  we  beseech  thee.  Almighty  God,  that 
J  we,  who  for  our  evil  deeds  do  worthily 
deserve  to  be  punished,  by  the  comfort  of  thy 
grace  may  mercifully  be  relieved;  through  our 
Lord  and  Saviour  Jesus  Christ.

THE  EPISTLE.    Gal.  iv.  21. 

TELL  me,  ye  that  desire  to  be  under  the  law, 
do  ye  not  hear  the  law  ?  For  it  is  written, 
that  Abraham  had  two  sons,  the  one  by  a  bond- 
maid, the  other  by  a  free-woman.  But  he  who 
was  of  the  bond-woman  was  bom  after  the  flesh ; 
but  he  of  the  free-woman  was  by  promise.  Which 
things  are  an  allegory:  for  these  are  the  two 
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covenants ;  the  one  from  the  mount  Sinai,  which 
gendereth  to  hondage,  which  is  Agar.  For  this 
Agar  is  mount  Sinai  in  Arabia,  and  answereth  to 
Jerusalem  which  now  is,  and  is  in  bondage  with 
her  children*  But  Jerusalem  which  is  above  is 
free ;  which  is  the  mother  of  us  all.  For  it  is 
written,  Rejoice,  thou  barren  that  bearest  not; 
break  forth  and  cry,  thou  that  travailest  not: 
for  the  desolate  hath  many  more  children  than 
she  which  hath  an  husband.  Now  we,  brethren, 
as  Isaac  was,  are  the  children  of  promise.  But 
as  then  he  that  was  born  after  the  flesh  perse- 
cuted him  that  was  born  after  the  Spirit ;  even 
so  it  is  now.  Nevertheless,  what  saith  the  Scrip- 
ture? Cast  out  the  bond-woman  and  her  son; 
for  the  son  of  the  bond-woman  shall  not  be  heir 
with  the  son  of  the  free-woman.  So  then,  bre- 
thren, we  are  not  children  of  the  bond-woman, 
but  of  the  free. 

THE  GOSPEL.    St.  John  vi.  1. 

JESUS  went  over  the  sea  of  Galilee,  which 
is  the  sea  of  Tiberias.  And  a  great  multi- 
tude followed  him,  because  they  saw  his  miracles 
which  he  did  on  them  that  were  diseased.  And 
Jesus  went  up  into  a  mountain,  and  there  he  sat 
with  his  disciples.  And  the  Passover,  a  feast  of 
the  Jews,  was  nigh.  When  Jesus  then  lift  up  his 
eyes,  and  saw  a  great  company  come  unto  him, 
he  saith  unto  Philip,  Whence  shall  we  buy  bread, 
that  these  may  eat  ?  (And  this  he  said  to  prove 
him;  for  he  himself  knew  what  he  would  do.) 
Philip  answered  him.  Two  hundred  peny-worth 
of  bread  is  not  sufficient  for  them,  that  every  one 
of  them  may  take  a  little.  One  of  his  disciples^ 
Andrew,  Simon  Peter's  brother,  saith  unto  him. 
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There  is  a  lad  here,  which  hath  five  barley-loaves, 
and  two  small  fishes :  but  what  are  they  among 
so  many?  And  Jesus  said,  Make  the  men  sit 
down.  Now  there  was  much  grass  in  the  place. 
So  the  men  sat  down,  in  number  about  five  thou- 
sand. And  Jesus  took  the  loaves,  and  when  he 
had  given  thanks  he  distributed  to  the  disciples, 
and  the  disciples  to  them  that  were  set  down; 
and  likewise  of  the  fishes  as  much  as  they  would. 
When  they  were  filled,  he  said  unto  his  disciples. 
Gather  up  the  fragments  that  remain,  that  nothing 
be  lost.  Therefore  they  gathered  them  together, 
and  filled  twelve  baskets  with  the  fragments  of 
the  five  barley-loaves,  which  remained  over  and 
above  unto  them  that  had  eaten.  Then  those 
men,  when  they  had  seen  the  miracle  that  Jesus 
did,  said.  This  is  of  a  truth  that  Prophet  that 
should  come  into  the  world.

ClHRIST  being  come  an  High  Priest  of  good 
'  things  to  come,  by  a  greater  and  more  per- 
fect tabernacle,  not  made  with  hands ;  that  is  to 
say,  not  of  this  building ;  neither  by  the  blood  of 
goats  and  calves ;  but  by  his  own  blood  he  entered 
in  once  into  the  holy  place,  having  obtained  eter-^ 
nal  redemption  for  us.  For  if  the  blood  of  bulls 
and  of  goats,  and  the  ashes  of  an  heifer  sprinkling 
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the  unclean,  sanctifieth  to  the  purifying  of  the 
flesh ;  how  much  more  shall  the  hlood  of  Christ, 
who,  through  the  eternal  Spirit,  offered  himself 
without  spot  to  God,  purge  your  conscience  from 
dead  works  to  serve  the  living  God  ?  And  for  this 
cause  he  is  the  Mediator  of  the  new  testament, 
that  by  means  of  death,  for  the  redemption  of 
the  transgressions  that  were  under  the  first  tes- 
tament, they  which  are  called  might  receive  the 
promise  of  eternal  inheritance. 

THE  GOSPEL.    St.  John  viii.  46. 

JESUS  said.  Which  of  you  convinceth  me  of 
sin  ?  and  if  I  say  the  truth,  why  do  ye  not 
helieve  me?   He  that  is  of  God  heareth  God's 
words ;  ye  therefore  hear  them  not,  because  ye 
are  not  of  God.    Then  answered  the  Jews,  and 
said  unto  him.  Say  we  not  well,  that  thou  art  a 
Samaritan,  and  hast  a  devil  ?  Jesus  answered,  I 
have  not  a  devil ;  but  I  honour  my  Father,  and 
ye  do  dishonour  me.    And  I  seek  not  mine  own 
glory;  there  is  one  that  seeketh  and  judgeth. 
Verily,  verily,  I  say  unto  you,  If  a  man  keep  my 
saying,  he  shall  never  see  death.   Then  said  the 
Jews  unto  him.  Now  we  know  that  thou  hast  a 
devil :  Abraham  is  dead,  and  the  prophets ;  and 
thou  sayest.  If  a  man  keep  my  saying,  he  shall 
never  taste  of  death.   Art  thou  greater  than  our 
father  Abraham,  which  is  dead?  and  the  pro- 
phets are  dead :  whom  makest  thou  thyself?  Je- 
sus answered.  If  I  honour  myself,  my  honour  is 
nothing ;  it  is  my  Father  that  honoureth  me,  of 
whom  ye  say,  that  he  is  your  God :  yet  ye  have 
not  known  him ;  but  I  know  him :  and  if  I  should 
say,  I  know  him  not,  I  shall  be  a  liar  like  unto 
you ;  but  I  know  him,  and  keep  his  saying.  Your 
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father  Abraham  rejoiced  to  see  my  day,  and  he 
saw  it,  and  was  glad*  Then  said  tiie  Jews  unto 
him.  Thou  art  not  yet  fifty  years  old,  and  hast 
thoa  seen  Abraham  ?  Jesus  said  unto  them.  Ve- 
rily, Terily,  I  say  unto  you,  before  Abraham  was, 
I  am.  Then  took  they  up  stones  to  cast  at 
him:  but  Jesus  hid  himself,  and  went  out  of 
the  temple.

THE  EPISTLE.    PhiL  ii  5. 

LET  this  mind  be  in  you,  which  was  also 
in  Christ  Jesus:  who»  being  in  the  form  of 
God,  thought  it  not  robbery  to  be  equal  with 
God;  but  made  himself  of  no  reputation,  and 
took  upon  him  the  form  of  a  servant,  and  was 
made  in  the  likeness  of  men :  and  being  found 
in  fashion  as  a  n\an,  he  humbled  himself,  and 
became  obedient  unto  death,  even  the  death  of 
the  cross.  Wherefore  God  also  hath  highly  ex- 
alted him,  and  given  him  a  Name  which  is  above 
every  name;  that  at  the  Name  of  Jesus  every 
knee  should  bow,  of  things  in  heaven,  and  things 
in  earthy  and  things  under  the  earth;  and  that 
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every  tongue  should  confess  that  Jesus  Christ  is  i 
Lord,  to  the  glory  of  God  the  Father. 

THE  QOSPEL.    St.  Matth.  xxviL  1.  i 

WHEN  the  morning  was  come,  all  the  chief 
priests  and  elders  of  the  people  took  coun- 
sel against  Jesus,  to  put  him  to  death.   And  when 
they  had  hound  him,  they  led  him  away,  and 
delivered  him  to  Pontius  Pilate  the  govemour. 
Then  Judas  who  had  hetrayed  him,  when  he 
saw  that  he  was  condemned,  repented  himself, 
and  brought  again  the  thirty  pieces  of  silver  to 
the  chief  priests  and  elders,  saying,  I  have  sinned, 
in  that  I  have  betrayed  the  innocent  blood.  And 
they  said.  What  is  that  to  us  ?  see  thou  to  that 
And  he  cast  down  the  pieces  of  silver  in  the 
temple,  and  departed,  and  went  and  hanged  him- 
self. And  the  chief  priests  took  the  silver  pieces, 
and  said.  It  is  not  lawful  for  to  put  them  into  the 
treasury,  because  it  is  the  price  of  blood.  And 
they  took  counsel,  and  bought  with  them  the 
potter's  field,  to  bury  strangers  in.    Wherefore 
that  field  was  called.  The  field  of  blood,  unto  this 
day.   (Then  was  fulfilled  that  which  was  spoken 
by  Jeremy  the  prophet,  saying.  And  they  took 
the  thirty  pieces  of  silver,  the  price  of  him  that 
was  valued,  whom  they  of  the  children  of  Israel 
did  value,  and  gave  them  for  the  potter's  field, 
as  the  Lord  appointed  me.)    And  Jesus  stood 
before  the  governour;  and  the  governour  asked 
him,  saying.  Art  thou  the  ^ing  of  the  Jews? 
And  Jesus   said  unto   him.  Thou  sayest.     And 
when  he  was  accused  of  the  chief  priests  and 
elders,  he  answered  nothing.    Then  saith  Pilate 
unto  him,  Hearest  thou  not  how  many  things 
they  witness   against  thee?    And  he  answered 
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him  to  never  a  word,  insomuch  that  the  goyer- 
noor  marvelled  greatly.    Now  at  that  feast  the 
governour  was  wont  to  release  unto  the  people 
a  prisoner,  whom  they  would.    And  they  had 
then  a  notable  prisoner,  called  Barabbas.    There- 
fore when  they  were  gathered  together,  Pilate 
said  unto  them.  Whom  will  ye  that  I  release  unto 
yoa  ?  Barabbas,  or  Jesus  which  is  called  Christ  ? 
For  he  knew  that  for  envy  they  had  delivered 
him.  When  he  was  set  down  on  the  judgement- 
sea^  his  wife  sent  unto  him,  saying.  Have  thou 
nothing  to  do  with  that  just  man:   for  I  have 
sofered  many  things  this  day  in  a  dream  be^ 
cause  of  him.    But  the  chief  priests  and  elders 
persuaded   the  multitude  that  they  should  ask 
Barabbas,    and   destroy   Jesus.    The    govei*nour 
answered  and  said  unto  them.  Whether  of  the 
twain  will  ye  that  I  release  unto  you?  They 
said,  Barabbas.    Pilate   saith  unto  them.  What 
shall  I  do  then  with  Jesus,  which  is  called  Christ  ? 
They  all   say  unto  him.  Let  him  be  crucified. 
And  the  governour  said.  Why,  what  evil  hath 
he  done?  But  they  cried  out  the  more,  saying. 
Let  him  be  crucified.  When  Pilate  saw  that  he 
could  prevail  nothing,  but  that  rather  a  tumult 
was  miade,  he  took  water,  and  washed  his  hands 
before  the  multitude,  saying,  I  am  innocent  of 
the  blood  of  this  just  person :  see  ye  to  it.   Then 
answered  all  the  people,  and  said.  His  blood  be 
on  us,  and  on  our  children.    Then  released  he 
Barabbas  unto  them :  and  when  he  had  scourged 
Jesus  he  delivered  him  to  be  crucified.    Then 
the  soldiers  of  the  governour  took  Jesus  into 
the  common  hall,  and  gathered  unto  him  the 
whde  band  of  soldiers.  And  they  stripped  him, 
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and  put  on  him  a  scarlet  robe.  And  when  they 
had  platted  a  crown  of  thorns  they  put  it  upon 
his  head,  and  a  reed  in  his  right  hand:  and 
they  bowed  the  knee  before  him,  and  mocked 
him,  saying,  Hail,  King  of  the  Jews.    And  they 
spit  upon  him,  and  took  the  reed,  and  smote  him 
on  the  head.   And  after  that  they  had  mocked 
him  they  took  the  robe  off  from  him,  and  put 
his  own  raiment  on  him,  and  led  him  away  to 
crucify  him.    And  as  they  came  out  they  found 
a  man  of  Cyrene,  Simon  by  name;  him  they 
compelled  to  bear  his  cross.    And  when  they 
were  come  unto  a  place  called  Golgotha,  that 
is  to  say,  a  place  of  a  scull,  they  gave  him  vine- 
gar to  drink  mingled  with  gall:  and  when  he 
had  tasted  thereof,  he  would  not  drink.    And 
they  crucified  him,  and  parted  his  garments,  cast- 
ing lots:  that  it  might  be  fulfilled,  which  was 
spoken  by  the  prophet.  They  parted  my  garments 
among  them,  and  upon  my  vesture  did  they  cast 
lots.  And  sitting  down  they  watched  him  there ; 
and  set  up  over  his  head  his  accusation  written, 
THIS  IS  JESUS  THE  KING  OF  THE  JEWS. 
Then  were  there  two  thieves  crucified  with  him ; 
one  on  the  right  hand,  and  another  on  the  left 
And  they  that  passed  by  reviled  him,  wagging 
their  heads,  and  saying.  Thou  that  destroyest  the 
temple,  and  buildest  it  in  three  days,  save  thyself: 
if  thou  be  the  Son  of  God,  come  down  from  the 
cross.    Likewise  also  the  chief  priests  mocking 
him,  with  the  scribes  and  elders,  said.  He  saved 
others,  himself  he  cannot  save :  if  he  be  the  King 
of  Israel,  let  him  now  come  down  from  the  cross, 
and  we  will  believe  him.    He  trusted  in  God ;  let 
him  deliver  him  now,  if  he  will  have  him :  for  he 
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said,  I  am  the  Son  of  God.    The  thieves  also, 
which  were  crucified  with  him,  cast  the  same 
in  his  teeth.    Now  from  the  sixth  hour  there 
was  darkness  over  all  the  land  unto  the  ninth 
hour.    And  about  the  ninth  hour  Jesus  cried 
with  a  loud  voice,  saying,  JEli,  Elij  lama  sabach^ 
thanif  that  is  to  say,  My  God,  my  God,  why  hast 
tboa  forsaken  me?   Some  of  them  that  stood 
there,  when  they  heard  that,  said.  This    man 
calleth  for  Elias.    And  straightway  one  of  them 
ran,  and  took  a  spunge,  and  filled  it  with  vi- 
negar, and  put  it  on  a  reed,  and  gave  him  to 
drinL    The  rest  said.  Let  be,  let  us  see  whe- 
ther Elias  will  come  to  save  him.    Jesus,  when 
he  had  cried  again  with  a  loud  voice,  yielded  up 
the  ghost     And  behold,  the  vail  of  the  temple 
was  rent  in  twain  from  the  top  to  the  bottom, 
and  the  earth  did  quake,  and  the  rocks  rent, 
and  the  graves  were  opened,  and  many  bodies 
of  saints  which  slept  arose,  and  came  out  of  the 
graves  after  his  resurrection,  and  went  into  the 
holy  city,  and  appeared  unto  many.    Now  when 
the  centurion,  and  they  that  were  with  him, 
watching  Jesus,  saw  the  earthquake,  and  those 
things  that  were  done,  they  feared  greatly,  say^ 
ing.  Truly  this  was  the  Son  of  God.

FOB  THE  EPISTLE.    Isai.  Ixiii.  1. 

\T"^HO  is  this  that  cometh  from  Edom,  with 
T  T  dyed  garments  from  Bozrah  ?  this  that  is 
glorious  in  his  apparel,  travelling  in  the  great- 
ness of  his  strength  ?  I  that  speak  in  righteous- 
ness, mighty  to  save.  Wherefore  art  thou  red  in 
apparel,  and  thy  garments  like  him  that 
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treadeth  in  the  wine-fat?   I  have  trodden  the 
wine-press  alone,  and  of  the  people  there  was 
none  with  me:  for  I  will  tread  them  in  mine 
anger,  and  trample  them  in  my  fury,  and  their 
blood  shall  be  sprinkled  upon  my  garments,  and 
I  will  stain  all  my  raiment.    For  the  day  of  ven-   ' 
geance  is  in  mine  heart,  and  the  year  of  my   I 
redeemed   is   come.    And   I  looked,  and  there 
was  none  to  help;   and  I  wondered  that  there 
was  none  to  uphold:   therefore  mine  own  arm 
brought  salvation  unto  me,  and  my  fury  it  up- 
held me.    And  I  will  tread  down  the  people  in 
mine  anger,  and  make  them  drunk  in  my  fury, 
and  I  will  bring  down  their  strength  to  the 
earth.     I  will  mention  the  loving-kindnesses  of 
the  Lord,  and  the  praises  of  the  Lord,  according 
to  all  that  the  Lord  hath  bestowed  on  us,  and 
the  great  goodness  towards  the  house  of  Israel, 
which  he  hath  bestowed  on  them,  according  to 
his  mercies,  and  according  to  the  multitude  of 
his  loving-kindnesses.    For  he  said,  Surely  they 
are  my  people,  children  that  will  not  lie :  so  he 
was  their  Saviour.    In  all  their  affliction  he  was 
afflicted,  and  the  angel  of  his   presence   saved 
them :  in  his  love,  and  in  his  pity,  he  redeemed 
them,  and  he  bare  them,  and  carried  them  all 
the  days  of  old.     But  they  rebelled,  and  vexed 
his  Holy  Spirit;  therefore  he  was  turned  to  be 
their  enemy,  and  he  fought  against  them.    Then 
he  remembered  the  days  of  old,  Moses  and  his 
people,  saying.  Where  is  he  that  brought  them 
up  out  of  the   sea  with  the   shepherd  of  his 
flock  ?  where  is  he  that  put  his  Holy  Spirit  with- 
in him?   that  led  them  by  the  right  hand  of 
Moses,  with  his  glorious  aim,  dividing  the  water 
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before  them,   to   make   himself  an   everlasting 

Name?  that  led  them  through  the  deep  as  an 

horse  in  the  wilderness,  that  they  should  not 

stumble  ?  As  a  heast  goeth  down  into  the  valley, 

the  Spirit  of  the  Lord  caused  him  to  rest :   so 

didst  thou  lead  thy  people,  to  make  thyself  a 

^orious  Name.     Look  down  from  heaven,  and 

behold  from  the  habitation  of  thy  holiness,  and 

of  diy  glory :  where  is  thy  zeal,  and  thy  strength, 

the  sounding  of  thy  bowels,  and  of  thy  mercies 

towards  me?   Are  they  restrained?    Doubtless 

thou  art  our  Father,  though  Abraham  be  igno* 

rant  of  us,  and  Israel  acknowledge  us  not :  Thou, 

0  Lord,  art  our  Father,  our  Redeemer,  thy  Name 

is  from  everlasting.   O  Lord,  why  hast  thou  made 

OS  to  err  from  thy  ways?   and  hardened  our 

hearts  from  thy  fear?  Return  for  thy  servants' 

sake,  the  tribes  of  thine  inheritance.    The  people 

of  thy  holiness   have  possessed  it  but  a  little 

while:  our  adversaries  have  trodden  down  thy 

sanctuary.    We   are  thine:    thou   never  barest 

role  over  them;   they  were   not  called  by  thy 


THE  GOSPEL.    St.  Mark  xiv.  1. 

VFTER  two  days  was  the  feast  of  the  Pass- 
over, and  of  unleavened  bread:  and  the 
chief  priests  and  the  scribes  sought  how  they 
might  take  him  by  craft,  and  put  him  to  death. 
But  they  said.  Not  on  the  feast-day,  lest  there  be 
an  uproar  of  the  people.  And  being  in  Bethany, 
in  the  house  of  Simon  the  leper,  as  he  sat  at 
meat,  there  came  a  woman  having  an  alabaster 
box  of  ointment  of  spikenard,  very  precious ;  and 
she  brake  the  box,  and  poured  it  on  his  head. 
And  there  were  some  that  had  indignation  with* 
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in  themselves,  and  said,  Why  was  this  waste  of 
the  ointment  made  ?  for  it  might  have  been  sold  ' 
for  more  than  three  hundred  pence,  and  have 
been  given  to  the  poor:   and  they  murmured 
against   her.    And  Jesus   said,  Let   her  alone; 
why  trouble  ye  her  ?  she  hath  wrought  a  good 
work  on  me:   for  ye  have  the  poor  with  you 
always,  and  whensoever  ye  will  ye  may  do  them 
good;   but  me  ye  have  not  always.    She  hath 
done  what  she  could ;  she  is  come  aforehand  to 
anoint  my  body  to  the  burying.   Verily  I  say  un- 
to you.  Wheresoever  this  Gospel  shall  be  preach- 
ed throughout  the  whole  world,  this  also  that  she 
hath  done  shall  be  spoken  of  for  a  memorial  of 
her.   And  Judas  Iscariot,  one  of  the  twelve,  went 
unto  the  chief  priests  to  betray  him  unto  them. 
And  when  they  heard  it  they  were  glad,  and 
promised  to  give  him  money.    And  he   sought 
how  he  might  conveniently  betray  him.    And 
the  first  day  of  unleavened  bread,  when  they 
killed  the  passover,  his  disciples  said  unto  him. 
Where  wilt  thou  that  we  go  and  prepare,  that 
thou  may  est  eat  the  passover?  And  he  sendeth 
forth  two  of  his  disciples,  and  saith  unto  them, 
Go  ye  into  the  city,  and  there  shall  meet  you 
a  man  bearing  a  pitcher  of  water ;  follow  him : 
And  wheresoever  he  shall  go  in,  say  ye  to  the 
good-man  of  the  house.  The  Master  saith,  Where 
is  the  guest-chamber,  where  I  shall  eat  the  pass- 
over  with  my  disciples  ?  And  he  will  shew  you 
a  large   upper- room   furnished,  and   prepiured: 
there   make    ready   for   us.    And   his   disciples 
went  forth,  and  came  into  the  city,  and  found 
as  he  had  said  unto  them :  and  they  made  ready 
the  passover.    And  in  the  evening  he  cometh 
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with  the  twelve.    And  as  they  sat,  and  did  eat, 

Jesus  said,  Verily  I  say  unto  you,  One  of  you 

which  eateth  with  me  shall   betray  me.    And 

they  began  to  be  sorrowful,  and  to  say  unto  him 

one  by  one,  Is  it  I?  and  another  said.  Is  it  I? 

And  he  answered  and  said  unto  them.  It  is  one 

of  the  twelve  that  dippeth  with  me  in  the  dish. 

The  Son  of  Man  indeed  goeth,  as  it  is  written 

(^  him :  but  wo  to  that  man  by  whom  the  Son 

of  Man  is  betrayed :  good  were  it  for  that  man  « 

if  he  had  never  been  born.    And  as  they  did 

eat,  Jesus  took  bread,  and  blessed,  and  brake  it, 

and  gave  to  them,  and  said.  Take,  eat:  this  is 

my  body.    And  he  took  the  cup,  and  when  he 

had  given  thanks  he  gave  it  to  them :  and  they 

aD  drank  of  it.    And  he  said  unto  them.  This 

is  my  blood  of  the   new  testament,  which  is 

shed  for  many.    Verily  I  say  unto  you,  I  will 

drink  no  more  of  the  fruit  of  the  vine,  until 

that  day  that  I  drink  it  new  in  the  Kingdom 

of  God.     And  when  they  had  sung  an  hymn 

they  went  out  into  the  mount  of  Olives.    And 

JesQs  saith  unto  them.  All  ye  shall  be  offended 

because   of  me  this  night:  for  it  is  written,  I 

will  smite  the  shepherd,  and  the  sheep  shall  be 

scattered.     But,  after  that  I  am  risen,  I  will  go 

before  you  into  Galilee.    But  Peter  said  unto 

him.  Although  all  shall  be  offended,  yet  will  not 

I.  And  Jesus  saith  unto  him.  Verily  I  say  unto 

thee.  That  this  day,  even  in  this  night,  before 

the  cock  crow  twice,  thou  shalt  deny  me  thrice. 

But  he  spake  the  more  vehemently.  If  I  should 

die  with  thee,  I  will  not  deny  thee  in  any  wise. 

Likewise  also  said  they  all.    And  they  came  to 

a  place  which  was  named  Gethsemane:  and  he

saith  to  his  disciples.  Sit  ye  here,  while  I  shall 
pray.  And  he  taketh  with  him  Peter,  and  James, 
and  John,  and  began  to  be  sore  amazed,  and  to 
be  very  heavy,  and  saith  unto  them,  My  soul  is 
exceeding  sorrowful  unto  death;  tarry  ye  here, 
and  watch.  And  he  went  forward  a  little,  and 
fell  on  the  ground,  and  prayed,  that,  if  it  were 
possible,  the  hour  might  pass  from  him.  And 
he  said,  Abba,  Father,  all  things  are  possible  un- 
.1  to  thee;  take  away  this  cup  from  me;  never- 
theless, not  what  I  will,  but  what  thou  wilt 
And  he  cometh  and  findeth  them  sleeping,  and 
saith  unto  Peter,  Simon,  sleepest  thou?  couldest 
not  thou  watch  one  hour?  Watch  ye  and  pray, 
lest  ye  enter  into  temptation:  the  spirit  truly 
is  ready,  but  the  flesh  is  weak.  And  again  he 
went  away,  and  prayed,  and  spake  the  same 
words.  And  when  he  returned  he  found  them 
asleep  again,  (for  their  eyes  were  heavy,)  nei- 
ther wist  they  what  to  answer  him-  And  he 
cometh  the  third  time,  and  saith  unto  them, 
Sleep  on  now,  and  take  your  rest:  it  is  enough, 
the  hour  is  come;  behold,  the  Son  of  Man  is 
betrayed  into  the  hands  of  sinners.  Rise  up, 
let  us  go;  lot  he  that  betrayeth  me  4s  at  hand. 
And  immediately,  while  he  yet  spake,  cometh 
Judas,  one  of  the  twelve,  and  with  him  a  great 
multitude  with  swords  and  staves,  from  the  chief 
priests,  and  the  scribes,  and  the  elders.  And  he 
that  betrayed  him  had  given  them  a  token,  say- 
ing, Whomsoever  I  shall  kiss,  that  same  is  he ; 
take  him,  and  lead  him  away  safely.  And  as 
soon  as  he  was  come  he  goeth  straightway  to 
him,  and  saith,  Master,  master ;  and  kissed  him. 
And  they  laid  their  hands   on  him,  and  took 
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him.    And  one  of  them  that  stood  by  drew  a 
sword,  and  smote  a  8ei*vant  of  the  high  priest, 
and  cut  off  his  ear.    And  Jesus  answered,  and 
said  unto  them,  Are  ye  come  out  as  against  a 
thie^  with  swords  and  with  staves,  to  take  me  ? 
I  was  daily  with  you   in  the  temple  teaching, 
and  ye  took  me  not:   but  the  Scriptures  must 
be  fiilfiUed*   And  they  all  forsook  him,  and  fled. 
And  there  followed  him  a  certain  young,  man, 
having  a  linen  cloth  cast  about  his  naked  body ; 
and  the  young  men  laid  hold  on  him :  and  he 
left  the  linen  cloth,  and  fled  from  them  naked. 
And  they  led  Jesus  away  to  the  high  priest :  and 
with  him   were  assembled  all  the  chief  priests, 
and  the  elders,  and  the  scribes.    And  Peter  fol- 
lowed him  afar  off,  even  into  the  palace  of  the 
high  priest;  and  he  sat  with  the  servants,  and 
warmed  himself  at  the  fire.   And  the  chief  priests 
and  all  the  council  sought  for  witness  against 
Jesus  to  put  him  to  death ;  and  found  none.    For 
many  bare  false  witness  against  him,  but  their 
witness  agreed  not  together.    And  there  arose 
certain,  and  bare  false  witness  against  him,  say- 
ing. We  heard  him  say,  I  \vill  destrov  this  temple 
that  is  made  with  hands,  and  withm  three  days 
I  will  build  another  made  without  hands.     But 
neither  so  did  their  witness  agree  together.   And 
the  high  priest  stood  up  in  the  midst,  and  asked 
Jesus,  saying,  Answerest  thou  nothing  ?  what  is 
it  which  these  witness  against  thee?   But  he 
held  his  peace,  and  answered  nothing.    Again 
the  high  priest  asked  him,  and  said  unto  him. 
Art  thou  the  Christ,  the  Son  of  the  Blessed? 
And  Jesus  said,  I  am;  and  ye  shall  see  the  Son 
of  Man  sitting  on  the  right  hand  of  power,  and 
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coming  in  the  clouds  of  heaven.  Then  the  high 
priest  rent  his  clothes,  and  saith,  What  need  we 
any  further  witnesses?  ye  have  heard  the  blas- 
phemy :  what  think  ye  ?  And  they  all  condemned 
him  to  be  guilty  of  death.  And  some  began  to 
spit  on  him,  and  to  cover  his  face,  and  to  buffet 
him,  and  to  say  unto  him.  Prophesy:  and  the 
servants  did  strike  him  with  the  palms  of  their 
hands.  And  as  Peter  was  heneath  in  the  palace 
there  cometh  one  of  the  maids  of  the  high  priest ; 
and  when  she  saw  Peter  warming  himself  she 
looked  upon  him,  and  said.  And  thou  also  wast 
with  Jesus  of  Nazareth.  But  he  denied,  saying, 
I  know  not,  neither  understand  I  what  thou 
sayest  And  he  went  out  into  the  porch;  and 
the  cock  crew.  And  a  maid  saw  him  again,  and 
hegan  to  say  to  them  that  stood  by.  This  is  one 
of  them.  And  he  denied  it  again.  And  a  little 
after,  they  that  stood  by  said  again  to  Peter, 
Surely  thou  art  one  of  them;  for  thou  art  a 
Galilean,  and  thy  speech  agreeth  thereto.  But 
he  began  to  curse  and  to  swear,  saying,  I  know 
not  this  man  of  whom  ye  speak.  And  the  se- 
cond time  the  cock  crew.  And  Peter  called  to 
mind  the  word  that  Jesus  said  unto  him.  Before 
the  cock  crow  twice,  thou  shalt  deny  me  thrice. 
And  when  he  thought  thereon,  he  wept

THE  Lord  God  hath  opened  mine  ear,  and 
I  was  not  rebellious,  neither  turned  away 
hack.  I  gave  my  hack  to  the  smiters,  and  my 
cheeks  to  them  that  plucked  off  the  hair :  I  hid 
not  my  face  from  shame  and  spitting.     For  the 
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Lord  God  wUl  help  me,  therefore  shall  I  not  be 
confounded:  therefore  have  I  set  my  face  like 
a  flint,  and  I  know  that  I  shall  not  be  ashamed. 
He  is  near  that  justifieth  me ;  who  will  contend 
with  me?  Let  us  stand  together;  who  is  mine 
adversary?  let  him  come  near  to  me.  Behold, 
the  Lord  God  will  help  me;  who  is  he  that 
shall  condemn  me?  Lo,  they  all  shall  wax  old 
as  a  garment :  the  moth  shall  eat  them  up.  Who 
is  among  you  that  feareth  the  Lord,  that  obey- 
eth  the  voice  of  his  servant,  that  walketh  in 
darkness,  and  hath  no  light?  let  him  trust  in 
the  Name  of  the  Lord,  and  stay  upon  his  God. 
Behold,  all  ye  that  kindle  a  fire,  that  compass 
yourselves  about  with  sparks ;  walk  in  the  light 
of  your  fire,  and  in  the  sparks  that  ye  have 
kindled.  This  shall  ye  have  of  mine  hand,  ye 
shall  lie  down  in  sorrow. 

THE  GOSPEL.    St  Mark  xv.  1. 

4  ND  straightway  in  the  morning  the  chief 
^^  priests  held  a  consultation  with  the  elders, 
and  scribes,  and  the  whole  council,  and  bound 
Jesus,  and  carried  him  away,  and  delivered  him 
to  Pilate.  And  Pilate  asked  him,  Art  thou  the 
King  of  the  Jews?  And  he  answering  said  unto 
him.  Thou  sayest  it.  And  the  chief  priests  ac- 
cused him  of  many  things :  but  he  answered  no- 
thing. And  Pilate  asked  him  again,  saying,  An- 
swerest  thou  nothing?  behold  how  many  things 
they  witness  against  thee.  But  Jesus  yet  an- 
swered nothing :  so  that  Pilate  marvelled.  Now 
at  that  feast  he  released  unto  them  one  prisoner, 
whcHnsoever  they  desired.  And  there  was  one 
named  Barabbas,  which  lay  bound  with  them 
that  had  made  insurrection  with  him,  who  had 
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committed  murder  in  the  insurrection.  And  the 
multitude,  crying  aloud,  began  to  desire  him  to 
do  as  he  had  ever  done  unto  them.  But  Pilate 
answered  them,  saying,  Will  ye  that  I  release 
unto  you  the  King  of  the  Jews  ?  For  he  knew 
that  the  chief  priests  had  delivered  him  for  envy. 
But  the  chief  priests  moved  the  people,  that  he 
should  rather  release  Barabbas  unto  them.  And 
Pilate  answered,  and  said  again  unto  them,  What 
will  ye  then  that  I  shall  do  unto  him  whom  ye 
call  the  King  of  the  Jews  ?  And  they  cried  out 
again.  Crucify  him.  Then  Pilate  said  unto  them, 
Why,  what  evil  hath  he  done?  And  they  cried 
out  the  more  exceedingly.  Crucify  him.  And  so 
Pilate,  willing  to  content  the  people,  released 
Barabbas  unto  them,  and  delivered  Jesus,  when 
he  had  scourged  him,  to  be  crucified.  And  the 
soldiers  led  him  away  into  the  hall,  called  Prse- 
torium;  and  they  call  together  the  whole  band. 
And  they  clothed  him  with  purple,  and  platted 
a  crown  of  thorns,  and  put  it  about  his  head: 
and  began  to  salute  him.  Hail,  King  of  the  Jews. 
And  they  smote  him  on  the  head  with  a  reed, 
and  did  spit  upon  him,  and  bowing  their  knees 
worshipped  him.  And  when  they  had  mocked 
him  they  took  off  the  purple  from  him,  and  put 
his  own  clothes  on  him,  and  led  him  out  to 
crucify  him.  And  they  compel  one  Simon  a  Cy- 
renian,  who  passed  by,  coming  out  of  the  coun- 
try, the  father  of  Alexander  and  Rufus,  to  bear 
his  cross.  And  they  bring  him  unto  the  place 
Golgotha,  which  is,  being  interpreted.  The  place 
of  a  scull.  And  they  gave  him  to  drink  wine 
mingled  with  myrrh;  but  he  received  it  not. 
And  when  they  had  crucified  him  they  parted

his  gannents,  casting  lots  upon  theni^  what  every 
man  should  take.    And  it  was  the  third  hour, 
and  they  crucified  him.    And  the  superscription 
of  his  accusation  was  written  over,  THE  KING 
OF  THE  JEWS.    And  with  him  they  crucify 
two  thieves,  the  one  on  his  right  hand,  and  the 
other  on  his  left.    And  the  scripture  was  ful- 
filled, which  saith.  And  he  was  numbered  with 
the  transgressors.  And  they  that  passed  by  railed 
on  him,  wagging  their  heads,  and  saying;  Ah, 
thou  that  destroyest  the  temple,  and  buildest  it 
in  three  days,  save  thyself,  and  come  down  from 
the  cross.    Likewise  also  the  chief  priests  mock- 
ing said  among  themselves,  with  the  scribes,  He 
saved  others ;  himself  he  cannot  save.   Let  Christ 
the  King  of  Israel  descend  now  frt>m  the  cross, 
that  we   may  see  and  believe.    And  they  that 
were  crucified  with  him  reviled  him.  And  when 
the  sixth  hour  was  come,  there  was  darkness 
over  the  whole  land  until  the  ninth  hour.    And 
at  the  ninth  hour  Jesus  cried  with  a  loud  voice, 
saying,  JEIoij  Eloij  lama  sabachthani  f  which  is,  be- 
ing interpreted.  My  God,  my  God,  why  hast  thon 
forsaken  me  ?  And  some  of  them  that  stood  by, 
when  they  heard  it,  said.  Behold,  he  calleth  Elias. 
And  one  ran  and  filled  a  spunge  full  of  vinegar, 
and  put  it  on  a  reed,  and  gave  him  to  drink, 
saying.  Let  alone;  let  us  see  whether  Elias  will 
come  to  take  him  down.    And  Jesus  cried  with 
a  loud  voice,  and  gave  up  the  ghost.    And  the 
vail  of  the  temple  was  rent  in  twain  from  the 
top  to   the  bottom.    And  when  the  centurion, 
which  stood  over  against  him,  saw  that  he  so 
cried  out,  and  gave  up  the  ghost,  he  said.  Truly 
this  man  was  the  Son  of  God. 
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THE  EPISTLE.    Heb.  ix.  l6. 

WHERE  a  testament  is,  there  must  also  of 
necessity  be  the  death  of  the  testator: 
for  a  testament  is  of  force  after  men  are  dead; 
otherwise  it  is  of  no  strength  at  all  whilst  the 
testator  liveth.   Whereupon,  neither  the  first  tes- 
tament was  dedicated  without  blood :  for  when 
Moses  had  spoken  every  precept  to  all  the  peo- 
ple, according  to  the  law,  he  took  the  blood  of 
calves  and  of  goats,  with  water,  and  scarlet  wool, 
and  hyssop,  and  sprinkled  both  the  book,  and 
all  the  people,  saying,  This  is  the  blood  of  the 
testament,  which  God  hath  enjoined  unto  you. 
Moreover,  he  sprinkled  with  blood  both  the  ta- 
bernacle, and  all  the  vessels  of  the  ministry.   And 
almost  all  things  are  by  the  law  purged  with 
blood ;  and  without  shedding  of  blood  is  no  re- 
mission.   It  was  therefore  necessary  that  the  pat- 
terns of  things  in  the  heavens  should  be  purified 
with  these;  but  the  heavenly  things  themselves 
with  better  sacrifices  than  these.   For  Christ  is  not 
entered  into  the  holy  places  made  with  hands, 
which  are  the  figures  of  the  true,  but  into  hea- 
ven itself,  now  to  appear  in  the  presence  of  God 
for  us ;  nor  yet  that  he  should  offer  himself  often, 
as  the  high  priest  entereth  into  the  holy  place 
every  year  with  blood  of  others :  for  then  must 
he  often  have  suffered  since  the  foundation  of 
the  world ;  but  now  once  in  the  end  of  the  world 
hath  he  appeared  to  put  away  sin  by  the  sacrifice 
of  himself.  And  as  it  is  appointed  unto  men  once 
to  die,  but  after  this  the  judgement:  so  Christ 
was  once  offered  to  bear  the  sins  of  many ;  and 
unto  them  that  look  for  him  shall  he  appear  the 
second  time  without  sin  unto  salvation. 
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THE  GOSPEL.    St.  Luke  xxii.  1. 

VrOW  the   feast  of  unleavened   bread   drew 
▲.1    nigh,  which    is  called  the  Passover.    And 
the  chief  priests  and  scribes  sought  how  they 
might  kill  him ;  for  they  feared  the  people.   Then 
entered  Satan  into  Judas  sumamed  Iscariot,  be- 
ing of  the  number  of  the  twelve.   And  he  went 
his  way^  and  communed  with  the  chief  priests 
and  captains,  how  he  might  betray  him  unto 
them.   And  they  were  glad,  and  covenanted  to 
give  him  money.   And  he  promised,  and  sought 
opportunity  to  betray  him  unto  them  in  the  ab- 
sence of  the  multitude.    Then  came  the  day  of 
unleavened  bread,  when  the  passover  must  be 
killed.  And  he  sent  Peter  and  John,  saying.  Go 
and  prepare  us  the  passover,  that  we  may  eat. 
And  they  said  unto  him.  Where  wilt  thou  that 
we  prepare?   And  he  said  unto  them,  Behold, 
when  ye  are  entered  into  the  city,  there  shall 
a  man  meet  you,  bearing  a  pitcher  of  water; 
follow  him   into  the  house  where  he  entereth 
in.  And  ye  shall  say  unto  the  good-man  of  the 
house,  The  Master  saith  unto  thee.  Where  is  the 
gnest-chamber,  where  I  shall  eat  the  passover 
with  my  disciples?   And  he  shall  shew  you  a 
large  upper  room  furnished;  there  make  ready. 
And  they  went,  and  found  as  he  had  said  unto 
them:  and  they  made  ready  the  passover.   And 
when  the  hour  was  come  he  sat  down,  and  the 
twelve  Apostles  with  him.    And  he  said   unto 
them,  With  desire  I  have    desired  to  eat  this 
passover  with  you  before  I  suffer :  for  I  say  un- 
to you,  I  will  not  any  more  eat  thereof,  until 
it  be  fulfilled  in  the  Kingdom  of  God.   And  he 
took  the  cup,  and  gave  thanks,  and  said.  Take 
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this,  and  divide  it  among  yourselves.    For  I  say 
unto  you,  I  will  not  drink  of  the  firuit  of  the 
vine,  until   the  Kingdom   of  God   shall  come. 
And  he  took  hread,  and  gave  thanks,  and  hrake 
it,  and  gave  unto  them,  saying.  This  is  my  body, 
which  is  given  for  you :  this  do  in  remembrance 
of  me.    Likewise  also  the  cup  after  supper,  say- 
ing, This  cup  is  the  new  testament  in  my  blood, 
which  is  shed  for  you.    But  behold,  the  hand 
of  him  that  betrayeth  me  is  with  me  on  the 
table.    And  truly  the  Son  of  Man  goeth  as  it 
was  determined ;  but  wo  unto  that  man  by  whom 
he  is  betrayed.  And  they  began  to  enquire  among 
themselves,  which  of  them  it  was  that  should  do 
this  thing.    And  there  was  also  a  strife  among 
them,  which  of  them  should  be  accounted  the 
greatest.    And  he  said  unto  them,  The  kings  of 
the  Gentiles  exercise  lordship  over  them,  and 
they  that  exercise  authority  upon  them  ar^^  call- 
ed benefactors.    But  ye  shall  not  be  so :  but  he 
that  is  greatest  among  you,  let  him  be  as  the 
younger;  and  he  that  is  chief,  as  he  that  doth 
serve.    For  whether  is  greater,  he  that  sitteth 
at  meat,  or  he  that  serveth?  is  not  he  that  sit- 
teth at  meat  ?  but  I  am  among  you  as  he  that 
serveth.     Ye   are   they  which   have   continued 
with   me   in  my   temptations.    And  I  appoint 
unto  you  a  kingdom,  as  my  Father  ha^  ap- 
pointed unto  me;  that  ye  may  eat  and  drink 
at  my  table  in  my  kingdom,  and  sit  on  thrones, 
judging  the  twelve  tribes  of  Israel.    And  the 
Lord  said,  Simon,  Simon,  behold,  Satan  hath  de- 
sired to  have  you,  that  he  may  sift  you  as  wheat : 
but  I  have  prayed  for  thee,  that  thy  faith  fail 
not;  and  when  thou  art  converted,  strengthen 
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'   thy  brethren.    And  he  said  unto  him.  Lord,  I 
am  ready  to  go  with  thee  hoth  into  prison  and 
to  death.    And  he  said,  I  tell  thee,  Peter,  the 
cock  shall  not  crow  this  day,  hefore  that  thou 
shalt  thrice  deny  that  thou  knowest  me.    And 
he  said  unto  them.  When  I  sent  you  without 
purse,  and  scrip,  and  shoes,  lacked  ye  any  thing  ? 
And  they  said.  Nothing.    Then   said   he   unto 
them.  But  now,  he  that  hath  a  purse,  let  him 
take  it,  and  likewise  his  scrip :  and  he  that  hath 
no  sword,  let  him  sell  his  garment,  and  huy 
one.    For  I  say  unto  you,  That   this   that    is 
written  must  yet  he  accomplished  in  me.  And 
he  was  reckoned  among  the  transgressors:  for 
the  things  concerning  me  have  an  end.    And 
they  said,  Lord,  hehold,  here  are  two  swords. 
And  he  said  unto  them,  It  is  enough.    And  he 
came  out,  and  went,  as  he  was  wont,  to  the 
mount  of  Olives,  and  his  disciples  also  followed 
him.    And  when  he  was  at  the  place,  he  said 
anto  them.  Pray,  that  ye  enter  not  into  tempta- 
tion.  And  he  was  withdraMm  from  them  about 
a  stone's  cast,  and  kneeled  down  and  prayed, 
saying.  Father,  if  thou  he  willing,  remove  this 
cap  from   me:    nevertheless,  not  my  will,  but 
thine  be   done.    And  there  appeared  an  angel 
anto  him  from  heaven,  strengthening  him.    And 
being  in  an  agony,  he  prayed  more  earnestly; 
and  his  sweat  was  as  it  were  great  drops  of 
blood  falling  down  to  the  ground.    And  when 
he  rose  up  from  prayer,  and  was  come  to  his 
disciples,   he  found  them   sleeping  for  sorrow, 
and  said   unto  them.  Why  sleep  ye?   rise  and 
pray,  lest  ye  enter  into  temptation.    And  while 
he  yet  ^mke,  behold,  a  multitude,  and  he  that 
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was  called  Judas,  one  of  the  twelve^  went  be^  i 
fore  them,  and  drew  near  unto  Jesus  to  kiss 
him.    But  Jesus  said  unto  him^  Judas,  betrayest 
thou  the  Son  of  Man  with  a  kiss?  When  they  ' 
who  were  about  him  saw  what  would  follow, 
they  said  unto  him.  Lord,  shall  we  smite  with  ! 
the  sword?   And  one  of  them  smote  the  ser- 
vant of  the  high  priest,  and  cut  off  his  right 
ear.    And  Jesus   answered  and   said,  SuflFer  ye 
thus  far*    And  he .  touched  his  ear,  and  healed 
him.    Then  Jesus  said  unto  the  chief  priests, 
and  captains  of  the  temple,  and  the  elders  who 
were  come  to  him.  Be  ye  come  out  as  against 
a  thief,  with  swords  and  staves?   When  I  was 
daily  with  you  in  the  temple,  ye  stretched  forth 
po  hands  against  me:    but  this  is  your  hour, 
and  the   power  of  darkness.    Then  took  they 
him,  and  led  him,  and  brought  him  into  the 
high  priest's  house :  and  Peter  followed  afar  off. 
And  when  they  had  kindled  a  fire  in  the  midst 
of  the  hall,  and  were  set  down  together,  Peter 
sat  down  among  them.    But  a  certain  maid  be- 
lield  him,  as  he  sat  by  the  fire,  and  earnestly 
looked  upon  him,  and  said,  This  man  was  also 
with  him.    And  he  denied  him,  saying.  Woman, 
I  know  him  not.    And  after  a  little  while  an- 
other saw  him,  and  said.  Thou  art  also  of  them. 
And  Peter  said,  Man,  I  am  not.    And  about  the 
space  of  one  hour  after,  another  confidently  af- 
firmed, saying.  Of  a  truth  this  fellow  also  was 
with  him ;  for  he  is  a  Galilean.    And  Peter  said, 
Man,  I  know  not  what  thou  sayest.    And  im- 
mediately, while  he  yet  spake,  the  cock  crew. 
And  the  Lord  turned,  and  looked  upon  Peter; 
and  Peter  remembered  the  word  of  the  Lord, 
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how  he  had  said  unto  him,  Before  the  cock 
crow,  thou  ahalt  deny  me  thrice.    And  Peter 
went  out,  and  wept  bitterly.   And  the  men  that 
held  Jesus  mocked  him,  and  smote  him.    And 
when  they  had  blindfolded  him,  they  struck  him 
on  the  face,  and  asked  him,  saying,  Prophesy^ 
who  is  it  that  smote  thee?   And  many  other 
things  blasphemously  spake  they  against   him. 
And  as   soon  as  it  was  day,  the  elders  of  the 
people,  and  the  chief  priests,  and  the  scribes, 
came  t<^ther,  and  led  him  into  their  council, 
saying,  Art  thou  the  Christ?  tell  us.    And  he 
said  unto  them,  If  I  tell  you,  ye  will  not  be- 
lieve :  and  if  I  also  ask  you,  ye  will  not  answer 
me,  nor  let  me  go.    Hereafter  shall  the  Son  of 
Man  sit  on  the  right  hand  of  the  power  of  God 
Then  said  they  aU,  Art  thou  then  the  Son  of 
God?   And  he  said  unto  them,  Ye  say  that  I 
am.   And  they  said.  What  need  we  any  further 
witness  ?  for  we  ourselves  have  heard  of  his  OMm 
month. 
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THE  EPISTLE.    1  Cor.  xi.  17- 

N  this  that  I  declare  unto  you,  I  praise  you 
not;,  that  ye  come  together  not  for  the  bet* 
ter,  but  for  the  worse.  For  first  of  all,  when 
ye  come  together  in  the  church,  I  hear  that 
there  be  divisions  among  you,  and  I  partly  be- 
lieve it.  For  there  must  be  also  heresies  among 
you,  that  they  who  are  approved  may  be  made 
manifest  among  you.  When  ye  come  together 
therefore  into  one  place,  this  is  not  to  eat  the 
Lord's  supper:  for  in  eating  every  one  taketh 
before  otiier  his  own  supper ;  and  one  is  hungry, 
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and  another  is  drunken.    What»  have  ye  not    ' 
houses  to  eat  and  to  drink  in?   or  despise  ye    ^ 
the  church  of  God,  and  shame  them  that  have 
not?   What  shall  I  say  to  you?   shall  I  praise 
you  in  this?   I  praise  you  not.   For  I  have  re- 
ceived of  the  Lord  that  which  also  I  delivered 
unto  you,  That  the  Lord  Jesus,  the  same  night 
in  which  he  was  betrayed,  took  bread ;  and  when 
he  had  given  thanks,  he  brake  it,  and  said.  Take, 
eat;  this  is  my  body,  which  is  broken  for  you: 
this  do  in  remembrance  of  me.   After  the  same 
manner  also  he  took  the  cup,  when  he  had  sup* 
ped,  saying.  This  cup  is  the  new  testament  in 
my  blood:  this  do  ye,  as  oft  as  ye  drink  it,  in 
remembrance  of  me.    For  as  often  as   ye  eat 
this  bread,  and  drink  this  cup,  ye  do  shew  the 
Lord's  death  till  he  come.    Wherefore,  whoso- 
ever shall  eat  this  bread,  and  drink  this  cup  of 
the  Lord,   unworthily,   shall   be   guilty  of  the 
body  and  blood  of  the  Lord.    But  let  a  man 
examine   himself,  and   so  let  him  eat  of  that 
bread,  and  drink  of  th^t  cup.    For  he  that  eat- 
eth  and  drinketh  unworthily  eateth  and  drink- 
eth   damnation  to   himself,  not   discerning  the 
Lord's  body.    For  this  cause  many  are  weak 
and  sickly  among  you,  and  many  sleep.    For  if 
we  would  judge  ourselves,  we   should  not  be 
judged.    But  when  we  are  judged,  we  are  chast- 
ened of  the  Lord,  that  we  should  not  be  con- 
demned with  the  world.    Wherefore,  my  bre- 
thren, when  ye  come  together  to  eat,  tarry  one 
for  another.    And  if  any  man  hunger,  let  him 
eat  at  home;  that  ye  come  not  together  unto 
condemnation.    And  the  rest  will  I  set  in  order 
when  I  come. 
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THE  GOSPEL.    St  Luke  xxiii.  1. 

riiHE  whole  multitude  of  them   arose,   and 
1     led  him  unto  Pilate.    And  they  hegan  to 
accuse  him,  saying,  We  found  this  fellow  per-- 
verting  the  nation,  and  forbidding  to  give  tri-- 
bote  to  Caesar,  saying.  That  he  himself  is  Christ 
a  King.    And   Pilate    asked    him,    saying.  Art 
thou  the  King  of  the  Jews?  And  he  answered 
him,  and  said.  Thou  sayest  it.    Then  said  Pilate 
to  the  chief  priests,  and  to  the  people,  I  find 
00  £uilt  in  this  man.  And  they  were  the  more 
fierce,  saying,  He  stirreth  up  the  people,  teach- 
ing throughout  all  Jewry,  beginning  from  Gali- 
lee to  this  place.  When  Pilate  heard  of  Galilee, 
he  asked   whether  the   man  were   a  Galilean. 
And  as  soon  as  he  knew  that  he  belonged  un- 
to Herod's  jurisdiction,  he  sent  him  to  Herod, 
who  hinouself  was  also  at  Jerusalem  at  that  time. 
And  when  Herod  saw  Jesus  he  was  exceeding 
glad ;  for  he  was  desirous  to  see  him  of  a  long 
season,  because  he  had  heard  many  things  of 
him;  and  he  hoped  to  have  seen  some  miracle 
done  by  him.    llien  he  questioned  with  him  in 
many  words;    but  he   answered   him  nothing. 
And  the  chief  priests  and  scribes  stood  and  ve- 
hemently accused   him.    And  Herod   with   his 
men  of  war  set  him  at  nought,  and  mocked 
him,  and  arrayed  him  in  a  gorgeous  robe,  and 
sent  him  again  to  Pilate.    And  the  same  day 
Pilate  and  Herod  were  made  friends  together; 
for  before  they  were  at  enmity  between  them- 
selves.   And  Pilate,  when  he  had  called  toge- 
ther the  chief  priests,  and  the  rulers,  and  the 
people,  said  unto  them.  Ye  have  brought  this 
man  unto  me,  as  one  that  perverteth  the  peo- 
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pie :  and  behold,  I9  having  examined  him  before 
you,  have  found  no  fault  in  this  man  touching 
those  things  whereof  ye  accuse  him:   No,  nor 
yet  Herod :  for  I  sent  you  to  him ;  and  lo,  no- 
thing worthy  of  death  is  done  unto  him.    I  will 
therefore  chastise  him,  and  release  him*    For  of 
necessity  he  must  release  one  unto  them  at  the 
feast.    And  they  cried  out  all  at  once,  saying, 
Away  with  this  man,  and  release  unto  us  Ba- 
rabbas:    (who  for  a  certain   sedition   made  in 
the  city,  and  for  murder,  was  cast  into  prisoa) 
Pilate  therefore,  willing  to  release  Jesus,  spake 
again  to  them.    But  they  cried,  saying.  Crucify 
him,  crucify  him.    And  he  said  unto  them  the 
third  timcj  Why,  what  evil  hath  he  done?  I 
have  found  no  cause  of  death  in  him :    I  will 
therefore  chastise  him,  and  let  him   go.    And 
they  were  instant  with  loud  voices,  requiring 
that  he  might  be  crucified:   and  the  voices  of 
them  and  of  the  chief  priests  prevailed*    And 
Pilate  gave  sentence  that  it  should  be  as  they 
required.    And  he  released  unto  them  him  that 
for  sedition  and  murder  was  cast  into   prison, 
whom  they  had  desired ;  but  he  delivered  Jesus 
to  their  will.    And  as  they  led  him  away,  they 
laid  hold  upon  one  Simon  a  C3nrenian,  coming 
out  of  the  country,  and  on  him  they  laid  the 
cross,  that  he  might  bear  it  after  Jesus.    And 
there  followed  him  a  great  company  of  people, 
and  of  women,  which  also  bewailed  and  lament- 
ed him.    But  Jesus,  turning   unto  them,   said. 
Daughters  of  Jerusalem,  weep  not  for  me,  but 
weep  for  yourselves,  and  for  your  children.    For 
behold,  the  days  are  coming,  in  the  which  they 
shall  say.  Blessed  are  the  barren,  and  the  wombs 
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that  never  bare,  and  the  paps  which  never  gave 
8ucL   Then  shall  they  begin  to  say  to  the  moon- 
tains.  Fall  on  us;  and  to  the  hills.  Cover  ns. 
For  if  they  do  these  things  in  a  green  tree, 
what  shall  be  done  in  the  dry?  And  there  were 
alao  two  other,  malefactors,  led  with  him  to  be 
pat  to  death.    And  when  they  were  come  to 
the  place  whidi  is  called  Calvary,  there  they 
crucified  him;  and  the  malefactors,  one  on  the 
ri(^t  hand,  and  the  other  on  the  left    Then  said 
Jesus,  Father,  foi^ve  them,  for  they  know  not 
what  they   do*    And  they  parted  his  raiment, 
and  cast  lots.    And  the  people  stood  beholding; 
and  the   rulers  also   with  them   derided   him, 
saying,  He  saved  others;  let  him  save  himself 
if  he  be  Christ,  the  chosen  of  God.    And  the 
soldiers  also  mocked  him,  coming  to  him,  and 
offering  him  vin^ar,  and  saying,  If  thou  be  the 
King  of  the  Jews,  save  thyself.    And  a  super- 
scription also  was  written  over  him  in  letters 
of  Greek,  and  Latin,  and  Hebrew,  THIS  IS  THE 
KING  OF  THE  JEWS.    And  one  of  the  male- 
factors, which  were  hanged,  railed  on  him,  say- 
ing, If  thou  be  Christ,  save  thyself,  and  us.    But 
the  other  answering  rebuked  him,  saying.  Dost 
not  thou  fear  God,  seeing  thou  art  in  the  same 
condemnation?  And  we  indeed  justly;   for  we 
receive  the  due  reward  of  our  deeds,  but  this 
man  hath  done  nothing  amiss.    And  he  said  un- 
to Jesus,  Lord,  remember  me  when  thou  comest 
iDto  thy  kingdom.    And  Jesus   said  unto  him. 
Verily  I  say  unto  thee.  To-day  shalt  thou  be 
with  me  in  paradise.    And   it  was  about  the 
sixth  hour:  and  there  was  a  darkness  over  all 
the  earth  until  the  ninth  hour.    And  the  sun 
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was  darkened,  and  the  vail  of  the  temple  was 
rent  in  the  midst.  And  when  Jesus  had  cried 
with  a  loud  voice,  he  said,  Father,  into  thy 
hands  I  commend  my  spirit:  and  having  said 
thus,  he  gave  up  the  ghost.  Now  when  the 
centurion  saw  what  was  done,  he  glorified  God, 
saying.  Certainly  this  was  a  righteous  man.  And 
all  the  people  that  came  together  to  that  sight, 
beholding  the  things  that  were  done,  smote  their 
breasts,  and  returned.  And  all  his  acquaintance, 
and  the  women  that  followed  him  from  Galilee, 
stood  afar  off,  beholding  these  things.

0  MERCIFUL  God,  who  hast  made  all  men,

THE  EPISTLE.    Heb.  x.  1. 

THE  law  having  a  shadow  of  good  things 
to  come,  and  not  the  very  image  of  the 
things,  can  never  with  those  sacrifices,  which 
they  offered  year  by  year  continually,  make  the 
comers  thereunto  perfect:  for  then  would  they 
not  have  ceased  to  be  offered  ?  because  that  the 
worshippers  once  purged  should  have  had  no 
more  conscience  of  sins.  But  in  those  sacrifices 
there  is  a  remembrance  again  made  of  sins  every 
year.  For  it  is  not  possible  that  the  blood  of 
bolls  and  of  goats  should  take  away  sins.  Where^ 
fore,  when  he  cometh  into  the  world,  he  saith. 
Sacrifice  and  offering  thou  wouldest  not,  but  a 
body  hast  thou  prepared  me :  In  burnt-offerings 
and  sacrifices  for  sin  thou  hast  had  no  pleasure : 
Then  said  I,  Lo,  I  come  (in  the  volume  of  the 
book  it  is  written  of  me)  to  do  thy  will,  O  God. 
Above,  when  he  said,  Sacrifice  and  offering,  and 
bomt-offerings,  and  offering  for  sin  thou  would- 
est not,  neither  hadst  pleasure  therein,  which 
are  offered  by  the  Law:  then  said  he,  Lo,  I 
come  to  do  thy  will,  O  God.  He  taketh  away 
the  first,  that  he  may  establish  the  second.  By 
the  which  will  we  are  sanctified,  through  the 
offering  of  the  body  of  Jesus  Christ  once  for  all. 
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And  ev^ry  priest  standeth  daily  ministering,  and 
offering  oftentimes  the  same  sacrifices,  which  can 
never  take  away  sins.  But  this  man,  after  he 
had  offered  one  sacrifice  for  sins,  for  ever  sat 
down  on  the  right  hand  of  God;  from  hence- 
forth expecting  till  his  enemies  he  made  his 
foot-stool.  For  hy  one  offering  he  hath  perfect- 
ed for  ever  them  that  are  sanctified:  Whereof 
the  Holy  Ghost  also  is  a  witness  to  us :  for  af- 
ter that  he  had  said  before.  This  is  the  covenant 
that  I  will  make  with  them  after  those  days, 
saith  the  Lord,  I  will  put  my  laws  into  their 
hearts,  and  in  their  minds  will  I  write  them ; 
and  their  sins  and  iniquities  will  I  remember  no 
more.  Now  where  remission  of  these  is,  there 
Is  no  more  offering  for  sin.  Having  therefore, 
brethren,  boldness  to  enter  into  the  holiest  by 
the  blood  of  Jesus,  by  a  new  and  living  way, 
which  he  hath  consecrated  for  us,  through  the 
vail,  that  is  to  say,  his  flesh;  and  having  an 
High  Priest  over  the  house  of  God ;  let  us  draw 
near  with  a  true  heart,  in  full  assurance  of  faith, 
having  our  hearts  sprinkled  from  an  evil  con- 
science, and  our  bodies  washed  with  pure  water. 
Let  us  hold  fast  the  profession  of  our  faith  vnth- 
out  wavering;  (for  he  is  faithful  that  promis- 
ed;) and  let  us  consider  one  another  to  provoke 
unto  love,  and  to  good  works ;  not  forsaking  the 
assembling  of  ourselves  together,  as  the  manner 
of  some  is ;  but  exhorting  one  another :  and  so 
much  the  more,  as  ye  see  the  day  approaching. 

THE  OOSPEL.    St.Johnxix.  1. 

PILATE  therefore  took  Jesus,  and  scourged 
him.    And  the  soldiers  platted  a  crown  of 
thorns,  and  put  it  on  his  head,  and  they  put  on 
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him  a  purple  robe,  and  said,  Hail,  King  of  the 
Jews:  and  they  smote  him  with  their  hands* 
Pilate  therefore  went  forth  again,  and  saith  un- 
to them.  Behold,  I  bring  him  forth  to  you,  that 
je  may  know  that  I  find  no  fault  in  him.  Then 
came  Jesus  forth,  wearing  the  crown  of  thorns, 
and  the  purple  robe.  And  Pilate  saith  unto  them, 
Behold  the  man !  When  the  chief  priests  there- 
fore and  officers  saw  him,  they  cried  out,  saying. 
Crucify  him,  crucify  him.  Pilate  saith  unto  them. 
Take  ye  him,  and  crucify  him:  for  I  find  no 
fiinlt  in  him*  The  Jews  answered  him.  We  have 
a  law,  and  by  our  law  he  ought  to  die,  because 
he  made  himself  the  Son  of  God.  When  Pilate 
therefore  heard  that  saying,  he  was  the  more 
afraid ;  and  went  again  into  the  judgement-hall, 
and  saith  unto  Jesus,  Whence  art  thou  ?  But  Je- 
sus gave  hiuDi  no  answer.  Then  saith  Pilate  unto 
him,  Speakest  thou  not  unto  me  ?  knowest  thou 
not  that  I  have  power  to  crucify  thee,  and  have 
power  to  release  thee?  Jesus  answered.  Thou 
oooldest  have  no  power  at  all  against  me,  except 
it  were  given  thee  from  above:  therefore  he 
that  delivered  me  unto  thee  hath  the  greater 
sin.  And  from  thenceforth  Pilate  sought  to  re- 
lease him :  but  the  Jews  cried  out,  saying,  If  thou 
let  this  man  go,  thou  art  not  Csesar's  friend: 
whosoever  maketh  himself  a  king  speaketh  a- 
gainst  Csesar.  When  Pilate  therefore  heard  that 
saying,  he  brought  Jesus  forth,  and  sat  down  in 
the  judgement-seat,  in  a  place  that  is  called  the 
Pavement^  but  in  the  Hebrew,  Gabbatha.  And 
it  was  the  preparation  of  the  passover,  and  about 
the  sixth  hour :  and  he  saith  unto  the  Jews,  Be- 
hold your  King !  But  they  cried  out.  Away  with 
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him,  away  with  him^  crucify  him.  Pilate  saith 
unto  them,  Shall  I  crucify  your  King  ?  The  chief 
priests  answered,  We  have  no  king  but  Csesar. 
Then  delivered  he  him  therefore  unto  them  to 
be  crucified:  and  they  took  Jesus,  and  led  him 
away.  And  he,  bearing  his  cross,  went  forth 
into  a  place  called  the  place  of  a  scull,  which 
is  called  in  the  Hebrew,  Golgotha:  where  they 
crucified  him,  and  two  other  with  him,  on  either 
side  one,  and  Jesus  in  the  midst.  And  Pilate 
wrote  a  title,  and  put  it  on  the  cross ;  and  the 
writing  was,  JESUS  OF  NAZARETH  THE 
KING  OF  THE  JEWS.  This  title  then  read 
many  of  the  Jews:  for  the  place  where  Jesus 
was  crucified  was  nigh  to  the  city:  and  it  was 
written  in  Hebrew,  and  Greek,  and  Latin.  Then 
said  the  chief  priests  of  the  Jews  to  Pilate,  Write 
not.  The  King  of  the  Jews ;  but  that  he  said,  I 
am  the  King  of  the  Jews.  Pilate  answered.  What 
I  have  written,  I  have  written.  Then  the  sol- 
diers, when  they  had  crucified  Jesus,  took  his 
garments,  and  made  four  paii;s,  to  every  soldier 
a  part;  and  also  his  coat:  now  the  coat  was 
without  seam,  woven  from  the  top  throughout. 
They  said  therefore  among  themselves,  Let  us 
not  rend  it,  but  cast  lots  for  it,  whose  it  shall 
be:  that  the  Scripture  might  be  fulfilled,  which 
saith,  They  parted  my  raiment  among  them, 
and  for  my  vesture  they  did  cast  lots.  These 
things  therefore  the  soldiers  did.  Now  there 
stood  by  the  cross  of  Jesus,  his  mother,  and  his 
mother's  sister,  Mary  the  wife  of  Cleophas,  and 
Mary  Magdalene.  When  Jesus  therefore  saw 
his  mother,  and  the  disciple  standing  by,  whom 
he  loved,  he  saith  unto  his  mother.  Woman,  be- 
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hold  thy  son.  Then  saith  he  to  the  disciple.  Be- 
hold thy  mother.  And  from  that  hour  that  dis* 
ciple  took  her  unto  his  own  home.  Afker  this, 
Jeeas,  knowing  that  all  things  were  now  accom- 
plished, that  the  Scripture  might  be  fulfilled, 
saith,  I  thirst.  Now  there  was  set  a  vessel  full 
of  vinegar:  and  they  filled  a  spunge  with  vi- 
negar, and  put  it  upon  hyssop,  and  put  it  to  his 
moath.  When  Jesus  therefore  had  received  the 
vinegar,  he  said,  It  is  finished :  and  he  bowed  his 
head,  and  gave  up  the  ghost.  The  Jews  there- 
fore, because  it  was  the  preparation,  that  the 
bodies  should  not  remain  upon  the  cross  on  the 
sabbath-day,  (for  that  sabbath-day  was  an  high- 
day,)  besought  Pilate  that  their  legs  might  be 
broken,  and  that  they  might  be  taken  away. 
Then  came  the  soldiers,  and  brake  the  legs  of 
the  first,  and  of  the  other  which  was  crucified 
with  him.  But  when  they  came  to  Jesus,  and* 
saw  that  he  was  dead  already,  they  brake  not 
his  1^8.  But  one  of  the  soldiers  with  a  spear 
pierced  his  side,  and  forthwith  came  thereout 
blood  and  water.  And  he  that  saw  it  bare  re- 
and,  and  his  record  is  true:  and  he  knoweth 
tht^  be  saith  true,  that  ye  might  believe.  For 
tll^cSthings  were  done  that  the  Scripture  should 
b^jbifilled,  A  bone  of  him  shall  not  be  broken. 
Aid  again,  another  Scripture  saith.  They  shall 
locft:  on  him  whom  they  pierced.

THE  EPISTLE.    1  St.  Peter  iu.  17- 

IT  is  better,  if  the  will  of  God  be  so,  that  ye 
suffer  for  well-doing,  than  for  evil-doing.  For 
Christ  also  hath  once  suffered  for  sins,  the  just 
for  the  unjust,  that  he  might  bring  us  to  God, 
being  put  to  death  in  the  flesh,  but  quicken- 
ed by  the  Spirit.  By  which  also  he  went  and 
preached  unto  the  spirits  in  prison ;  which  some- 
time were  disobedient,  when  once  the  long-suf- 
fering of  God  waited  in  the  days  of  Noah,  while 
the  ark  was  a  preparing;  wherein  few,  that  is, 
eight  souls,  were  saved  by  water.  The  like  fi- 
gure whereunto,  even  baptism,  doth  also  now 
'save  ns,  (not  the  putting  away  the  filth  of  the 
flesh,  but  the  answer  of  a  good  conscience  to- 
wards God,)  by  the  resurrection  of  Jesus  Christ : 
who  is  gone  into  heaven,  and  is  on  the  right 
hand  of  God,  angels  and  authorities  and  powers 
being  made  subject  unto  him. 

THE  GOSPEL.    St.  Matth.  xxvu.  57. 

\1  rHEN  the  even  was  come,  there  came  a 
T  rich  man  of  Arimathsea,  named  Joseph, 
who  also  himself  was  Jesus'  disciple.  He  went 
to  Pilate,  and  begged  the  body  of  Jesus.  Then 
Pilate  commanded  the  body  to  be  delivered.  And 
when  Joseph  had  taken  the  body,  he  wrapped 
it  in  a  clean  linen  cloth,  and  laid  it  in  his  own 
new  tomb,  which  he  had  hewn  out  in  the  rock ; 
and  he  rolled  a  great  stone  to  the  door  of  the 
sepulchre,  and  departed.    And  there  was  Mary 
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Magdalene,  and  the  other  Mary,  sitting  over 
against  the  sepulchre.  Now  the  next  day  that 
followed  the  day  of  the  preparation,  the  chief 
priests  and  Pharisees  came  together  unto  Pilate^ 
saying,  Sir,  we  remember  that  that  deceiver  said, 
while  he  was  yet  alive.  After  three  days  I  will 
rise  again.  Conunand  therefore  that  the  sepul- 
chre be  made  sure  until  the  third  day,  lest  his 
disciples  come  by  night  and  steal  him  away,  and 
say  unto  the  people,  He  is  risen  from  the  dead : 
so  the  last  error  shall  be  worse  than  the  first. 
Pilate  said  unto  them.  Ye  have  a  watch;  go 
your  way,  make  it  as  sure  as  you  can.  So  they 
went  and  made  the  sepulchre  sure,  sealing  the 
stone,  and  setting  a  watch. 

•"  .it  Mitrning  Prayer,  instead  of  the  Psalnij  O  come,  let  us  sing,  &c. 

these  Anthems  shall  he  snng  or  said, 

(1HRIST  our  passover  is  sacrificed  for  us  : 
^  therefore  let  us  keep  the  feast ; 
Not  with  the  old  leaven,  nor  with  the  leaven 
of  malice  and  wickedness  :  but  with  the  unlea- 
vened bread  of  sincerity  and  truth.    1  Cor.  v.  7* 

IHRIST  being  raised  from  the  dead  dieth 
no  more  :  death  hath  no  more  dominion  over 
him. 

For  in  that  he  died,  he  died  unto  sin  once  :  but 
in  that  he  liveth,  he  liveth  unto  God. 

Likewise  reckon  ye  also  yourselves  to  be  dead 
indeed  unto  sin  :  but  alive  unto  God  through 
Jesus  Christ  our  Lord.    Rom.  vi.  9. 

1 HRIST  is  risen  from  the  dead  :  and  be- 
^    come  the  first-fruits  of  them  that  slept. 
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For  since  by  man  came  death  :  by  man  came 
also  the  resurrection  of  the  dead. 

For  as  in  Adam  all  die  :  even  so  in  Christ 
shall  all  be  made  alive.    1  Cor.  xv.  20.

THE  GOSPEL.    St.  John  xx.  1. 

THE  first   day  of  the  week   cometh   Mary 
Magdalene   early,  when  it  was  yet   dark, 
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unto  the  sepulchre,  and  seeth  the  stone  taken 
away  from  the  sepulchre.  Then  she  runneth 
and  oometh  to  Simon  Peter,  and  to  the  other 
disciple  whom  Jesus  loved,  and  saith  unto  them. 
They  have  taken  away  the  Lord  out  of  the  se- 
puldire,  and  we  know  not  where  they  have  laid 
him.  Peter  therefore  went  forth,  and  that  other 
disciple,  and  came  to  the  sepulchre.  So  they 
ran  both  together;  and  the  other  disciple  did 
outrun  Peter,  and  came  first  to  the  sepulchre; 
and  he,  stooping  down  and  looking  in,  saw  the 
linen  clothes  lying;  yet  went  he  not  in.  Then 
Cometh  Simon  Peter  following  him,  and  went 
ioto  the  sepulchre,  and  seeth  the  linen  clothes 
lie;  and  the  napkin  that  was  about  his  head, 
not  lying  with  the  linen  clothes,  but  wrapped 
together  in  a  place  by  itself.  Then  went  in  also 
that  other  disciple  which  came  first  to  the  se- 
pulchre, and  he  saw,  and  believed.  For  as  yet 
they  knew  not  the  Scripture,  that  he  must  rise 
^^gain  from  the  dead.  Then  the  disciples  went 
away  again  unto  their  own  home.

MONDAY  IN  EASTER-WEEK.

FOR  THE  EPISTLE.    Acts  x.  34. 

PETER  opened  his  mouth,  and  said,  Of  a 
truth  I  perceive  that  God  is  no  respecter 
of  persons ;  but  in  every  nation  he  that  feareth 
him,  and  worketh  righteousness,  is  accepted  with 
him.  The  word  which  God  sent  unto  the  chil- 
dren of  Israel,  preaching  peace  by  Jesus  Christ ; 
(he  is  Lord  of  all ;)  that  word  (I  say)  ye  know, 
which  was  published  throughout  all  Judsea,  and 
began  from  Galilee,  after  the  baptism  which  John 
preached :  how  God  anointed  Jesus  of  Nazareth 
with  the  Holy  Ghost,  and  with  power;  who 
went  about  doing  good,  and  healing  all  that 
were  oppressed  of  the  devil :  for  God  was  with 
him.  And  we  are  witnesses  of  all  things  which 
he  did,  both  in  the  land  of  the  Jews,  and  in 
Jerusalem;  whom  they  slew,  and  hanged  on  a 
tree :  Him  God  raised  up  the  third  day,  and 
shewed  him  openly;  not  to  all  the  people,  but 
unto  witnesses  chosen  before  of  God,  even  to  us, 
who  did  eat  and  drink  with  him  after  he  rose 
from  the  dead.  And  he  commanded  us  to  preach 
unto  the  people,  and  to  testify  that  it  is  he  who 
was  ordained  of  God  to  be  the  Judge  of  quick 
and  dead.  To  him  give  all  the  prophets  witness, 
that  through  his  Name  whosoever  believeth  in 
him  shall  receive  remission  of  sins. 

THE  GOSPEL.    St.  Luke  xxiv.  13. 

BEHOLD,  two  of  his  disciples  went  that  same 
day  to  a  village  called  Enunaus,  which  was 
from  Jerusalem  about  threescore  furlongs.  And 
they  talked  together  of  all  these  things  which 
had  happened.  And  it  came  to  pass,  that  w^hile 
they  communed  together,  and  reasoned,  Jesus 
himself  drew  near,  and  went  with  them.     But 
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their  eyes  were  holden,  that  they  should  not 
know  him.   And  he  said  unto  them,  What  man- 
ner of  communications  are  these  that  ye  have 
one  to  another,  as  ye  walk,  and  are  sad  ?   And 
the  one  of  them,  whose  name  was  Cleopas,  an- 
swering, said  unto  him.  Art  thou  only  a  stranger 
in  Jerusalem,  and  hast  not  known  the  things 
which  are  come  to  pass  there  in  these  days? 
And  he  said  unto  them.  What  things  ?   And  they 
Slid  unto  him.  Concerning  Jesus  of  Nazareth, 
who  was  a  prophet  mighty  in  deed  and  word, 
before  God  and  all  the  people :  and  how  the 
chief  priests  and  our  rulers  delivered  him  to  be 
condenmed  to  death,  and  have  crucified  him.  But 
we  trusted  that  it  had  been  he  which  should 
have  redeemed  Israel:  and  besides  all  this,  to- 
day is  the  third  day  since  these  things   were 
done.   Yea,  and  certain  women  also  of  our  com- 
pany made  us  astonished,  which  were  early  at 
the  sepulchre;  and  when  they  found  not  his 
body,  they  came,  saying,  that  they  had  also  seen 
a  vision  of  angels,  which  said  that  he  was  alive. 
And  certain  of  them  which  were  with  us  went 
to  the  sepulchre,  and  found  it  even  so  as  the 
women  had  said;  but  him  they  saw  not.    Then 
he  said  unto  them,  O  fools,  and  slow  of  heart 
to  believe   all  that  the  prophets  have  spoken: 
ongfat  not  Christ  to  have  suffered  these  things, 
and  to  enter  into  his  glory  ?    And  beginning  at 
Moses,  and  all  the  prophets,  he  expounded  unto 
them  in  all  the  Scriptures  the  things  concerning 
himself.    And  they  drew  nigh  unto  the  village 
whither  they  went ;  and  he  made  as  though  he 
would  have  gone  further :  but  they  constrained 
him,  sayings  Abide  with  us,  for  it   is  towards 
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evening,  and  the  day  is  far  spent.  And  he  went 
in  to  tarry  with  them.  And  it  came  to  pass,  as 
he  sat  at  meat  with  them,  he  took  bread,  and 
blessed  it,  and  brake,  and  gave  to  them.  And 
their  eyes  were  opened,  and  they  knew  him,  and 
he  vanished  out  of  their  sight.  And  they  said  one 
to  another.  Did  not  our  heart  burn  within  us, 
while  he  talked  with  us  by  the  way,  and  while 
he  opened  to  us  the  Scriptures  ?  And  they  rose 
up  the  same  hour,  and  returned  to  Jerusalem,  and 
found  the  eleven  gathered  together,  and  ihem 
that  were  with  them,  saying.  The  Lord  is  risen 
indeed,  and  hath  appeared  to  Simon.  And  they 
told  what  things  were  done  in  the  way,  and  how 
he  was  known  of  them  in  breaking  of  bread.

M£N  and  brethren,  children  of  the  stock  of 
Abraham,  and  whosoever  among  you  fear- 
eth  Gody  to  you  is  the  word  of  this  salvation 
sent.  For  they  that  dwell  at  Jerusalem,  and  their 
rulers,  because  they  knew  him  not,  nor  yet  the 
voices  of  the  prophets  which  are  read  every  sab-  I 
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bath-day,  they  have  fulfilled  them  in  eondeninmg 
him.    And  though  they  found  no  cause  of  death 
in  him,  yet  desired  they  Pilate  that  he  should 
be  slain.    And  when  they  had  fulfilled  all  that 
was  written  of  him,  they  took  him  down  from 
the  tree,  and  laid  him  in  a  sepulchre.    But  God 
raised  him  from  the  dead:   and  he  was   seen 
many  days  of  them  which  came  up  with  him 
from  Galilee  to  Jerusalem,  who  are  his  witnesses 
mito  the  people.    And  we  declare  unto  you  glad 
tidings,  how  that  the  promise  which  was  made 
mito  the  fathers,  God  hath  fulfilled  the   same 
unto  us  their  children,  in  that  he  hath  raised  up 
Jesus  again;  as  it  is  also  written  in  the  second 
Psalm,  Thou  art  my  Son,  this  day  have  I  begot- 
ten thee.    And  as  concerning  that  he  raised  him 
up  from  the  dead,  now  no  more  to  return  to 
corruption,  he  said  on  this  wise,  I  will  give  you 
the  sure  mercies  of  David.   Wherefore  he  saith 
also  in   another  Psalm,  Thou    shalt   not   suffer 
thine  Holy  One  to  see  corruption.    For  David, 
after  he  had  served  his  o^vn  generation  by  the 
will  of  God,  fell  on  sleep,  and  was  laid  unto  his 
fathers,  and  saw  corruption :  But  he  whom  God 
raised  again  saw  no  corruption.    Be  it  known  un- 
to you  therefore,  men  and  brethren,  that  through 
this  man  is  preached  unto  you  the  forgiveness 
of  sins :  and  by  him  all  that  believe  are  justi- 
fied from  all  things,  from  which  ye  could  not 
be  justified  by  the  law  of  Moses.    Beware  there- 
fore, lest  that  come  upon  you  which  is  spoken 
of  in  the  prophets;   Behold,  ye  despisers,  and 
wonder,  and  perish :  for  I  work  a  work  in  your 
days,  a  work  which  ye  shall  in  no  wise  believe, 
though  a  man  declare  it  unto  you.

These  are 
the  words  which  I  spake  unto  you,  while  I  was 
yet  with  you,  that  all  things  must  be  fulfilled 
which  were  written  in  the  law  of  Moses,  and  in 
the  Prophets,  and  in  the  Psalms  concerning  me. 
Then  opened  he  their  understanding,  that  they 
might  understand  the  Scriptures,  and  said  un- 
to them.  Thus  it  is  written,  and  thus  it  behoved 
Christ  to  suffer,  and  to  rise  from  the  dead  the 
third  day ;  and  that  repentance  and  remission  of 
sins  should  be  preached  in  his  Name  among  all 
nations,  beginning  at  Jerusalem.  And  ye  are  wit- 
nesses of  these  things.

This  is 
he  that  came  by  water  and  blood,  even  Jesus 
Christ;  not  by  water  only,  but  by  water  and 
blood :  and  it  is  the  Spirit  that  beareth  witness, 
because  the  Spirit  is  truth.  For  there  are  three 
that  bear  record  in  heaven,  the  Father,  the  Word, 
and  the  Holy  Ghost:  and  these  three  are  one. 
And  there  are  three  that  bear  witness  in  earth, 
the  spirit,  and  the  water,  and  the  blood:  and 
these  three  agree  in  one.  If  w^e  receive  the 
witness  of  men,  the  witness  of  God  is  greater : 
for  this  is  the  witness  of  God,  which  he  hath 
testified  of  his  Son.  He  that  believeth  on  the 
Son  of  God  hath  the  witness  in  himself :  he  that 
believeth  not  God  hath  made  him  a  liar,  because 
he  believeth  not  the  record  that  God  gave  of 
his  Son.  And  this  is  the  record,  that  God  hath 
given  to  us  eternal  life ;  and  this  life  is  in  his 
Son.  He  that  hath  the  Son  hath  life;  and  he 
that  hath  not  the  Son  hath  not  life.

For  what  glory  is  it,  if,  when  ye 
be  huffeted  for  your  faults,  ye  shall  take  it  pa- 
tiently ?  But  ii^  when  ye  do  well,  and  sufier  for 
it,  ye  take  it  patiently;  this  is  acceptable  with 
God.  For  even  hereunto  were  ye  called:  be- 
cause Christ  also  suffered  for  us,  leaving  us  an 
example,  that  ye  should  follow  his  steps:  who 
did  no  sin,  neither  was  guile  found  in  his  mouth :

^7'ERILY,  verily  I  say  unto  you.  Whatsoever 
ye  shall  ask  the  Father  in  my  Name,  he 
will  give  it  you.  Hitherto  have  ye  asked  no- 
thing in  my  Name :  ask,  and  ye  shall  receive, 
that  your  joy  may  be  full.  These  things  have 
I  spoken  unto  you  in  proverbs :  the  time  Com- 
eth when  I  shall  no  more  speak  unto  you  in  pro- 
verbs, but  I  shall  shew  you  plainly  of  the  Father.

Now  are  we 
sure  that  thou  knowest  all  things,  and  needest 
not  that  any  man  should  ask  thee :  by  this  we 
believe  that  thou  earnest  forth  from  God.    Jesus 
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answered  them,  Do  ye  now  believe  ?  Behold,  the 
hour  Cometh,  yea,  is  now  come,  that  ye  shall  be 
scattered  every  man  to  his  own,  and  shall  leave 
me  alone :  and  yet  I  am  not  alone,  because  the 
Father  is  with  me.  These  things  I  have  spoken 
unto  you,  that  in  me  ye  might  have  peace.  In 
the  world  ye  shall  have  tribulation;  but  be  of 
good  cheer,  I  have  overcome  the  world.

j  this  time  restore  again  the  kingdom  to  Israel? 
And  he  said  unto  them.  It  is  not  for  you   to 

I  know  the  times  or  the  seasons,  which  the  Fa- 
ther hath  put  in  his  own  power.  But  ye  shall 
receive  power  after  that  the  Holy  Ghost  is  come 
upon  you;  and  ye  shall  be  witnesses  unto  me, 

I  both  in  Jerusalem,  and  in  all  Judsea,  and  in  Sa- 
maria, and  unto  the  uttermost  part  of  the  earth.

Go  ye  into 
all  the  world,  and  preach  the  Gospel  to  every 
creature.  He  that  believeth  and  is  baptized  shall 
be  saved;  but  he  that  believeth  not  shall  be 
damned.  And  these  signs  shall  follow  them  that 
believe :  In  my  Name  shall  they  cast  out  devils ; 
they  shall  speak  with  new  tongues;  they  shall 
take  up  serpents ;  and  if  they  drink  any  deadly 
thing,  it  sludl  not  hurt  them;  they  shall  lay 
han^  on  the  sick,  and  they  shall  recover.

THEN  Peter  opened  his  mouth,  and  said,  Of 
a  truth  I  perceive  that  God  is  no  respecter 
of  persons ;  but  in  every  nation  he  that  feareth 
him,  and  worketh  righteousness,  is  accepted  with 
him.   The  Word  which  God  sent  unto  the  chil- 
dren of  Israel,  preaching  peace  by  Jesus  Christ; 
(he  is  Lord  of  all ;)  that  Word,  I  say,  ye  know, 
which  was  published  throughout  all  Judsea,  and 
began   from  Galilee,  after  the   baptism    which 
John  preached :  how  God  anointed  Jesus  of  Nsr 
zareth  with  the  Holy  Ghost,  and  with  power; 
who  went  about  doing  good,  and  healing  all 
that  were  oppressed  of  the  devil :  for  God  was 
with  him.    Aild  we  are  witnesses  of  all  things 
which  he  did,  both  in  the  land  of  the  Jews,  and 
in  Jerusalem ;  whom  they  slew,  and  hanged  on 
a  tree:  Him  God  raised  up  the  third  day,  and 
shewed  him  openly;  not  to  all  the  people,  but 
unto  witnesses  chosen  before  of  God;  even  to 
us  who  did  eat  and  drink  with  him  after  he 
rose  from  the  dead.    And  he  commanded  us  to 
preach  unto  the  people,  and  to  testify  that  it  is 
he  which  was  ordained  of  God  to  be  the  Judge 
of  quick  and  dead.  To  him  give  all  the  prophets 
witness,  that  through  his  Name  whosoever  be- 
lieveth  in  him  shall  receive  remission  of  sins. 
While  Peter  yet  spake  these  words,  the  Holy 
Ghost  fell  on  all  them  which  heard  the  word. 
And  they  of  the  circumcision,  which  believed, 
were  astonished,  as  many  as  came  with  Peter,

because  that  on  the  Gentiles  also  was  poured 
out  the  gift  of  the  Holy  Ghost.  For  they  heard 
them  speak  with  tongues,  and  magnify  God. 
Then  answered  Peter,  Can  any  man  forbid  wa« 
ter,  that  these  should  not  be  baptized,  which  have 
received  the  Holy  Ghost  as  well  as  we?  And 
he  commanded  them  to  be  baptized  in  the  Name 
of  the  Lord.  Then  prayed  they  him  to  tarry 
certain  days.

1  OD  so  loved  the  world,  that  he  gave  his 
I  only-begotten  Son,  that  whosoever  believ* 
eth  in  him  should  not  perish,  but  have  everlast^ 
log  life.  For  God  sent  not  his  Son  into  the 
world  to  condemn  the  world,  but  that  the  world 
through  him  might  be  saved.  He  that  believ- 
eth  on  him  is  not  condemned:  but  he  that  be- 
lieveth  not  is  condemned  already;  because  he 
hath  not  believed  in  the  Name  of  the  only-be- 
gotten Son  of  God.  And  this  is  the  condemnar- 
tioD,  that  light  is  come  into  the  world,  and  men 
loved  darkness  rather  than  light,  because  their 
deeds  were  evil.

^T^ERILY,  verily  I  say  unto  you.  He  that 
▼  entereth  not  by  the  door  into  the  sheep- 
fold,  but  climbeth  up  some  other  way,  the  same 
is  a  thief  and  a  robber.  But  he  that  entereth 
in  by  the  door  is  the  shepherd  of  the  sheep :  to 
him  the  porter  openeth ;  and  the  sheep  hear  his 
voice,  and  he  calleth  his  own  sheep  by  name, 
and  leadeth  them  out.  And,  when  he  putteth 
forth  his  own  sheep,  he  goeth  before  them,  and 
the  sheep  follow  him ;  for  they  know  his  voice. 
And  a  stranger  will  they  not  follow;  but  will 
flee  from  him;  for  they  know  not  the  voice  of 
strangers.  This  parable  spake  Jesus  unto  them: 
but  they  understood  not  what  things  they  were 
which  he  spake  unto  them.  Then  said  Jesus 
unto  them  again ;  Verily,  verily  I  say  unto  you, 
I  am  the  door  of  the  sheep.  AJl  that  ever  came 
before  me  are  thieves  and  robbers ;  but  the  sheep 
did  not  hear  them.  I  am  the  door;  by  me  if 
any  man  enter  in,  he  shall  be  saved,  and  shall 
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go  in  and  out,  and  find  pasture.  The  thief  com- 
eth  not  but  for  to  steal,  and  to  kill,  and  to  de- 
stroy :  I  am  come  that  they  might  have  life,  and 
that  they  might  have  it  more  abundantly*

VFTER  this  I  looked,  and  behold,  a  door 
was  opened  in  heaven:  and  the  first  voice 
which  I  heard  was  as  it  were  of  a  trumpet  talk- 
ing with  me ;  which  said,  Come  up  hither,  and 
I  will  shew  thee  things  which  must  be  here- 
after. And  immediately  I  was  in  the  Spirit ; 
and  behold,  a  throne  was  set  in  heaven,  and 
one  sat  on  the  throne :  and  he  that  sat  was  to 
look  upon  like  a  jasper  and  a  sardine  stone :  and 
there  was  a  rainbow  round  about  the  throne, 
in  sight  like  unto  an  emerald.  And  round  about 
the  throne  were  four  and  twenty  seats;  and 
apon  the  seats  I  saw  four  and  twenty  elders 
sitting,  clothed  in  white  raiment;  and  they  had 
on  their  heads  crowns  of  gold :  and  out  of  the 
throne  proceeded  lightnings,  and  thunderings, 
and  voices.  And  there  were  seven  lamps  of 
fire  burning  before  the  throne,  which  are  the 
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seven  spirits  of  God.  And  before  the  throne 
there  was  a  sea  of  glass  like  unto  crystal:  and 
in  the  midst  of  the  throne,  and  round  about  the 
throne,  were  four  beasts  full  of  eyes  before  and 
behind.  And  the  first  beast  was  like  a  lion,  and 
the  second  beast  like  a  calf,  and  the  third  beast 
had  a  face  as  a  man,  and  the  fourth  beast  was 
like  a  flying  eagle.  And  the  four  beasts  bad 
each  of  them  six  wings  about  him;  and  they 
were  full  of  eyes  within :  and  they  rest  not  day 
and  night,  saying.  Holy,  holy,  holy.  Lord  God 
Almighty,  which  was,  and  is,  and  is  to  come. 
And  when  those  beasts  give  glory,  and  honour, 
and  thanks,  to  him  that  sat  on  the  throne,  who 
liveth  for  ever  and  ever,  the  four  and  twenty  eld- 
ers fall  down  before  him  that  sat  on  the  throne, 
and  worship  him  that  liveth  for  ever  and  ever, 
and  cast  their  crowns  before  the  throne,  saying, 
Thou  art  worthy,  O  Lord,  to  receive  glory,  and 
honour,  and  power ;  for  thou  hast  created  all 
things,  and  for  thy  pleasure  they  are  and  were 
created. 

THE  GOSPEL.    St.  John  iii.  1. 

THERE  was  a  man  of  the  Pharisees,  named 
Nicodemus,  a  ruler  of  the  Jews :  the  same 
came  to  Jesus  by  night,  and  said  unto  him.  Rab- 
bi, we  know  that  thou  art  a  teacher  come  from 
God :  for  no  man  can  do  these  miracles  that  thou 
doest,  except  God  be  with  him.  Jesus  answered 
and  said  unto  him.  Verily,  verily  I  say  unto 
thee.  Except  a  man  be  bom  again,  he  cannot 
see  the  Kingdom  of  God.  Nicodemus  saith  unto 
him.  How  can  a  man  be  born  when  he  is  old? 
can  he  enter  the  second  time  into  his  mother's 
womb,  and  be  born?    Jesus  answered,  Verily, 
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Terily  I  gay  unto  thee.  Except  a  man  be  bom 
of  water,  and  of  the  Spirit,  he  cannot  enter 
into  the  Kingdom  of  God.  That  which  is  bom 
of  the  flesh  is  flesh ;  and  that  which  is  born  of 
the  Spirit  is  spirit  Marvel  not  that  I  said  unto 
thee.  Ye  must  be  born  again.  The  wind  blow- 
eth  where  it  listeth,  and  thou  hearest  the  sound 
thereoi^  but  canst  not  tell  whence  it  cometh, 
and  whither  it  goeth;  so  is  every  one  that  is 
bom  of  the  Spirit.  Nicodemus  answered  and 
said  unto  him.  How  can  these  things  be  ?  Jesus 
answered  and  said  unto  him.  Art  thou  a  master 
of  Israel,  and  knowest  not  these  things  ?  Verily, 
verily  I  say  unto  thee.  We  speak  that  we  do 
know,  and  testify  that  we  have  seen;  and  ye 
iBoeive  not  our  witness.  If  I  have  told  you 
earthly  things,  and  ye  believe  not;  how  shall 
ye  believe,  if  I  tell  you  of  heavenly  things  ?  And 
no  man  hath  ascended  up  to  heaven,  but  he  that 
came  down  from  heaven,  even  the  Son  of  man, 
who  is  in  heaven.  And  as  Moses  lifted  up  the 
serpent  in  the  wilderness,  even  so  must  the  Son 
of  man  be  lifted  up :  that  whosoever  believeth  in 
him  should  not  perish,  but  have  eternal  life.

Here- 
in is  love,  not  that  we  loved  God,  but  that  he 
loved  us,  and  sent  his  Son  to  be  the  propitiation 
for  our  sins.  Beloved,  if  God  so  loved  us,  we 
ought  also  to  love  one  another.  No  man  hath 
geen  God  at  any  time.  If  we  love  one  another, 
God  dwelleth  in  us,  and  his  love  is  perfected  in 
us.  Hereby  know  we  that  we  dwell  in  him,  and 
he  in  us;  because  he  hath  given  us  of  his  Spi* 
rit.  And  we  have  seen,  and  do  testify,  that  the 
Father  sent  the  Son  to  be  the  Saviour  of  the 
world.  Whosoever  shall  confess  that  Jesus  is 
the  Son  of  God,  God  dwelleth  in  him,  and  he 
in  God.  And  we  have  known  and  believed  the 
love  that  God  hath  to  us.  God  is  love;  and  he-' 
that  dwelleth  in  love  dwelleth  in  God,  and  God 
in  him.  Herein  is  our  love  made  perfect,  that^ 
we  may  have  boldness  in  the  day  of  judgement ; 
because  as  he  is,  so  are  we  in  this  world.  There 
is  no  fear  in  love;  but  perfect  love  casteth  out 
fear;  because  fear  hath  torment:  He  that  fear- 
eth  is  not  made  perfect  in  love.  We  love  him, 
because  he  first  loved  us.  If  a  man  say,  I  love 
God,  and  hateth  his  brother,  he  is  a  liar:  for 
he  that  loveth  not  his  brother,  whom  he  hath 
seen,  how  can  he  love  God,  whom  he  hath  not 
seen  ?  And  this  commandment  have  we  from  him 
That  he  who  loveth  God  love  his  brother  also. 
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THE  GOSPEL.    St.  Luke  xvi.  19- 

THERE  was  a  certain  rich  man,  which  was 
clothed  in  purple,  and  fine  linen,  and  fared 
sumptuously  every  day.  And  there  was  a  cer- 
tain beggar  named  Lazarus,  which  was  laid  at 
his  gate  full  of  sores,  and  desiring  to  be  fed  with 
the  crumbs,  which  fell  from  the  rich  man's  table ;

Father  Abraham, 
rcy  on  me,  and  send  Lazarus,  that  he  may 
tip  of  his  finger  in  water,  and  cool  my 
e;  for  I  am  tormented  in  this  flame.  But 
Abraham  said.  Son,  remember  that  thou  in  thy 
life-time  receivedst  thy  good  things,  and  likewise 
Lazarus  evil  things;  but  now  he  is  comforted, 
and  thou  art  tormented.  And  besides  all  this, 
tween  us  and  you  there  is  a  great  gulf  fixed : 
that  they  who  would  pass  from  hence  to  you 
not ;  neither  can  they  pass  to  us,  that  would 
e  from  thence.  Then  he  said,  I  pray  thee 
erefore,  father,  that  thou  wouldest  send  him  to 
y  Other's  house :  for  I  have  five  brethren ;  that 
e  may  testify  unto  them,  lest  they  also  come  into 
this  place  of  torment.  Abraham  saith  unto  him, 
They  have  Moses  and  the  prophets;  let  them 
hear  them.  And  he  said.  Nay,  father  Abraham ; 
bat  if  one  went  unto  them  from  the  dead,  they 
will  repent.  And  he  said  unto  him.  If  they  hear 
not  Moses  and  the  prophets,  neither  will  they  be 
persuaded,  though  one  rose  from  the  dead.

For  he  was  as- 
tonished, and  all  that  were  with  him,  at  the 
draught  of  the  fishes  which  they  had  taken; 
and  so  was  also  James,  and  John,  the  sons  of 
Zebedee,  which  were  partners  with  Simon.

.was  raised  up  from  the  dead  by  the  glory  of  the

in  the  likeness  of  his  death,  we  shall  be  also  in 
the  likeness  of  his  resurrection:  knowing  this, 
that  our  old  man  is  crucified  with  him,  that  the 
body  of  sin  might  be  destroyed,  that  henceforth 
we  should  not  serve  sin.

Therefore  if  thou  bring  thy  gift  to 
the  altar,  and  there  rememberest  that  thy  bro- 
ther hath  ought  against  thee ;  leave  there  thy 
gift  before  the  altar,  and  go  thy  way,  first  be  re- 
conciled to  thy  brother,  and  theii  come  and  offer 
thy  gift.    Agree  with  thine  adversary  quickly. 
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whiles  thou  art  in  the  way  with  him;  lest  at 
any  time  the  adversary  deliver  thee  to  the  jndge, 
and  the  judge  deliver  thee  to  the  officer,  and 
thou  be  cast  into  prison.  Verily  I  say  unto  thee, 
Thou  shalt  by  no  means  come  out  thence,  till 
thou  hast  paid  the  uttermost  farthing.

Ye  shall  know  them  by 
their  fruits :  do  men  gather  grapes  of  thorns,  or 
figs  of  thistles  ?  Even  so  every  good  tree  bring- 
eth  forth  good  fruit ;  but  a  corrupt  tree  bringeth 
forth  evil  fruit.  A  good  tree  cannot  bring  forth 
evil  fruit ;  neither  can  a  corrupt  tree  bring  forth 
good  fruit.  Every  tree  that  bringeth  not  forth 
good  fruit  is  hewn  down,  and  cast  into  the  fire. 
Wherefore  by  their  fruits  ye  shall  know  them. 
Not  every  one  that  saith  unto  me.  Lord,  Lord, 
shall  enter  into  the  Kingdom  of  heaven ;  but  he 
that  doeth  the  will  of  my  Father  which  is  in 
heaven.

BRETHREN,  I  would  not  that  ye  should 
be  ignorant,  how  that  all  our  fathers  were 
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under  the  cloudy  and  all  passed  through  the  sea] 
and  were  all  baptized  unto  Moses  in  the  cloudy 
and  in  the  sea;  and  did  all  eat  the  same  spi* 
ritual  meat,  and  did  all  drink  the  same  spiritual 
drink:  (for  they  drank  of  that  spiritual  Rock 
that  followed  them  ;  and  that  Rock  was  Christ.) 
But  with  many  of  them  God  was  not  well  pleas- 
ed ;  for  they  were  overthrown  in  the  wilderness. 
Now  these  things  were  our  examples,  to  the  in- 
tent we  should  not  lust  after  evil  things,  as  they 
also  lusted.  Neither  be  ye  idolaters,  as  were 
some  of  them ;  as  it  is  written,  The  people  sat 
down  to  eat  and  drink,  and  rose  up  to  play. 
Neither  let  us  commit  fornication,  as  some  of 
them  committed,  and  fell  in  one  day  three  and 
twenty  thousand.  Neither  let  us  tempt  Christ, 
as  some  of  them  also  tempted,  and  were  destroy- 
ed of  serpents.  Neither  murmur  ye,  as  some 
of  them  also  murmured,  and  were  destroyed  of 
the  destroyer.  Now  all  these  things  happened 
onto  them  for  ensamples :  and  they  are  wi*itten 
for  our  admonition,  upon  whom  the  ends  of  the 
world  are  come.  Wherefore  let  him  that  think- 
eth  he  standeth  take  heed  lest  he  fall.  There 
hath  no  temptation  taken  you,  but  such  as  is 
common  to  man:  but  God  is  faithful,  who  will 
not  suffer  you  to  be  tempted  above  that  ye  are 
able ;  but  will  with  the  temptation  also  make  a 
way  to  escape,  that  ye  may  be  able  to  bear  it.

IESUS  said  unto  his  disciples.  There  was  d 
certain  rich  man  which  had  a  steward ;  and 
the  same  was  accused  unto  him  that  he  had 
wasted  his  goods.  And  he  called  him,  and  said 
unto  him.  How  is  it  that  I  hear  this  of  thee  ? 
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Give  an  acoount  of  thy  stewardship;  for  thoa 
mayest  be  no  longer  steward.  Then  the  stew- 
ard said  within  himself.  What  shall  I  do?  for 
my  lord  taketh  away  from  me  the  stewardship : 
I  cannot  dig,  to  beg  I  am  ashamed.  I  am  re- 
solved what  to  do,  that,  when  I  am  put  out  of 
the  stewardship,  they  may  receive  me  into  their 
houses.  So  he  called  every  one  of  his  lord's  debt- 
ors  unto  him,  and  said  unto  the  first,  How  much 
owest  thou  unto  my  lord  ?  And  he  said,  An  hun- 
dred measures  of  oil.  And  he  said  unto  him, 
Take  thy  bill,  and  sit  down  quickly,  and  write 
fifty.  Then  said  he  to  another.  And  how  much 
owest  thou  ?  And  he  said.  An  hundred  measures 
of  wheat.  And  he  said  unto  him,  Take  thy  bill, 
and  write  fourscore.  And  the  lord  commended 
the  unjust  steward,  because  he  had  done  wisely: 
for  the  children  of  this  world  are  in  their  gene- 
ration wiser  than  the  children  of  light.  And  I 
say  unto  you.  Make  to  yourselves  friends  of  the 
mammon  of  unrighteousness ;  that  when  ye  fail, 
they  may  receive  you  into  everlasting  habita- 
tions.

dumb  idols,  even  as  ye  were  led  Wherefore  I 
give  you  to  understand,  that  no  man  speaking 
by  the  Spirit  of  God  calleth  Jesus  accursed ;  and 
that  no  man  can  say  that  Jesus  is  the  Lord, 
but  by  the  Holy  Ghost.  Now  there  are  diver- 
sities of  gifts,  hut  the  same  Spirit.  And  there 
are  differences  of  administrations,  but  the  same 
Lord.  And  there  are  diversities  of  operations, 
but  it  is  the  same  God,  who  worketh  all  in  all. 
But  the  manifestation  of  the  Spirit  is  given  to 
every  man  to  profit  withal.  For  to  one  is  given 
by  llie  Spirit  the  word  of  wisdom ;  to  another 
the  word  of  knowledge  by  the  same  Spirit ;  to 
another  faith  by  the  same  Spirit ;  to  another  the 
gifts  of  healing  by  the  same  Spirit;  to  another 
the  working  of  miracles ;  to  another  prophecy ; 
to  another  discerning  of  spirits ;  to  another  di- 
vers kinds  of  tongues ;  to  another  the  intei^pre- 
tation  of  tongues.  But  all  these  worketh  that 
one  and  the  self-same  Spirit,  dividing  to  every 
man  severally  as  he  will.

And  he  taught  daily  in  the  temple.

BRETHREN,  I  declare  unto  you  the  Gospel 
which  I  preached  unto  you,  which  also  ye 
have  received,  and  wherein  ye  stand :  by  which 
also  ye  are  saved,  if  ye  keep  in  memory  what 
I  preached  unto  you,  unless  ye  have  believed 
in  vain.  For  I  delivered  unto  you  first  of  all, 
that  which  I  also  received,  how  that  Christ  died 
for  our  sins,  according  to  the  Scriptures;  and 
that  he  was  buried ;  and  that  he  rose  again  the 
third  day,  according  to  the  Scriptures;  and  that 
he  was  seen  of  Cephas,  then  of  the  twelve :  after 
that,  he  was  seen  of  above  five  hundred  brethren 
at  once ;  of  whom  the  greater  part  remain  unto 
this  present;  but  some  are  fallen  asleep:  after 
that,  he  was  seen  of  James ;  then  of  all  the  Apo- 
stles :  and  last  of  all,  he  was  seen  of  me  also,  as 
of  one  bom  out  of  due  time.  For  I  am  the  least 
of  the  Apostles,  that  am  not  meet  to  be  called 
an  Apostle,  because  I  persecuted  the  Church  of 
God.    But  by  th^.  grace  of  God  I  am  what  I 
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am:  and  his  grace  which  was  bestowed  upon 
me  was  not  in  vain ;  but  I  laboured  more  abun* 
daotly  than  they  all;  yet  not  I,  but  the  grace 
of  God  which  was  with  me.  Therefore  whe^ 
ther  it  were  I  or  they,  so  we  preach,  and  so  ye 
believed. 

THE  GOSPEL.    St.  Luke  xviii.  9- 

JESUS  spake  this  parable  unto  certain  which 
trusted  in  themselves  that  they  were  righ- 
teous, and  despised  others:  Two  men  went  up 
into  the  temple  to  pray ;  the  one  a  Pharisee,  and 
the  other  a  Publican.  The  Pharisee  stood  and 
prayed  thus  with  himself,  God,  I  thank  thee,  that 
I  am  not  as  other  men  are,  extortioners,  unjust, 
adulterers,  or  even  as  this  Publican :  I  fast  twice 
in  the  week,  I  give  tithes  of  all  that  I  possess. 
And  the  Publican,  standing  afar  off,  would  not 
lift  up  so  much  as  his  eyes  unto  heaven,  but 
smote  upon  his  breast,  saying,  God  be  merciful 
to  me  a  sinner.  I  tell  you,  this  man  went  down 
to  his  house  justified  rather  than  the  other:  for 
every  one  that  exalteth  himself  shall  be  abased ; 
and  he  that  humbleth  himself  shall  be  exalted.

SUCH  trust  have  we  through  Christ  to  God- 
ward:  not  that  we  are  sufficient  of  our- 
selves to  think  any  thing  as  of  ourselves;  but 
our  sufficiency  is  of  God.  Who  also  hath  made 
us  able  ministers  of  the  New  Testament ;  not  of 
the  letter,  but  of  the  Spirit :  for  the  letter  kill- 
eth,  but  the  Spirit  giveth  life.  But  if  the  minis- 
tration of  death  written  and  engraven  in  stones 
was  glorious,  so  that  the  children  of  Israel  could 
not  stedfastly  behold  the  face  of  Moses  for  the 
glory  of  his  countenance,  which  glory  was  to  be 
done  away ;  how  shall  not  the  ministration  of  the 
Spirit  be  rather  glorious  ?  For  if  the  ministration 
of  condemnation  be  glory,  much  more  doth  the 
ministration  of  righteousness  exceed  in  glory. 

THE  GOSPEL.    St.  Mark  vii.  31. 

JESUS,  departing  from  the  coasts  of  Tyre  and 
Sidon,  came  unto  the  sea  of  Galilee,  through 
the  midst  of  the  coasts  of  Decapolis.  And  they 
bring  unto  him  one  that  was  dea^  and  had  an 
impediment  in  his  speech ;  and  they  beseech  hhn 
to  put  his  hand  upon  him.  And  he  took  him 
aside  from  the  multitude,  and  put  his  fingers  in- 
to his  ears,  and  he  spit,  and  touched  his  tongue ; 
and  looking  up  to  heaven,  he  sighed,  and  saith 
unto  him,  EphphathOj  that  is,  Be  opened.  And 
.straightway  his  ears  were  opened,  and  the  string 
of  his  tongue  was  loosed,  and  he  spake  plain. 
And  he  charged  them  that  they  should  tell  no 
man :  but  the  more  he  charged  them,  so  much 
the  more  a  great  deal  they  published  it;  and 
were  beyond  measure  astonished,  saying.  He  hath 
.done  all  things  well;  he  maketh  both  the  deaf 
to  hear,  and  the  dumb  to  speak.

rpO  Abraham  and  his  seed  were  the  promises 
1  made.  He  saith  not,  And  to  seeds,  as  of 
many ;  but  as  of  one ;  And  to  thy  seed,  which  is 
Christ.  And  this  I  say.  That  the  covenant  that 
was  confirmed  before  of  God  in  Christ,  the  Law, 
whidi  was  four  hundred  and  thirty  years  after, 
cannot  disannul,  that  it  should  make  the  promise 
of  none  efiect  For  if  the  inheritance  be  of  the 
Law,  it  is  no  more  of  promise ;  but  God  gave  it 
to  Abraham  by  promise.  Wherefore  then  serv- 
eth  the  Law?  It  was  added  because  of  trans- 
gressions, till  the  seed  should  come,  to  whom 
the  promise  was  made ;  and  it  was  ordained  by 
angels  in  the  hand  of  a  mediator.  Now  a  me- 
diator is  not  a  mediator  of  one ;  but  God  is  one. 
Is  the  Law  then  against  the  promises  of  God  ? 
God  forbid:  for  if  there  had  been  a  law  given 
which  could  have  given  life,  verily  righteous* 
nesB  should  have  been  by  the  Law.  But  the 
Scripture  hath  concluded  all  under  sin,  that  the 
promise  by  faith  of  Jesus  Christ  might  be  given 
to  them  that  believe. 

THE  GOSPEL.    St  Luke  x.  8S. 

BLESSED  are  the  eyes  which  see  the  things 
that  ye  see.    For  I  tell  you.  That  many 
proi^ets  and  kings  have  desired  to  see  those 
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things  which  ye  see,  and  have  not  seen  them; 
and  to  hear  those  things  which  ye  hear»  and 
have  not  heard  them.  And  behold,  a  certain 
Lawyer  stood  up,  and  tempted  him,  saying, 
Master,  what  shall  I  do  to  inherit  eternal  life  ? 
He  said  unto  him.  What  is  written  in  the  Law  ? 
how  readest  thou  ?  And  he  answering  said.  Thou 
shalt  love  the  Lord  thy  God  with  all  thy  heart, 
and  with  all  thy  soul,  and  with  all  thy  strength, 
and  with  all  thy  mind;  and  thy  neighbour  as 
thyself.  And  he  said  unto  him,  Thou  hast  an- 
swered right;  this  do,  and  thou  shalt  live.  But 
he,  willing  to  justify  himself,  said  unto  Jesus, 
And  who  is  my  neighbour?  And  Jesus  answer- 
ing said,  A  certain  man  went  down  from  Jeru- 
salem  to  Jericho,  and  fell  among  thieves,  which 
stripped  him  of  his  raiment,  and  wounded  him, 
and  departed,  leaving  him  half  dead.  And  by 
chance  there  came  down  a  certain  Priest  that 
way,  and,  when  he  saw  him,  he  passed  by  on 
the  other  side.  And  likewise  a  Levite,  when  he 
was  at  the  place,  came  and  looked  on  him,  and 
passed  by  on  the  other  side.  But  a  certain  Sa- 
maritan,  as  he  journeyed,  came  where  he  was; 
and,  when  he  saw  him,  he  had  compassion  on 
him,  and  went  to  him,  and  bound  up  his  wounds, 
pouring  in  oil  and  wine,  and  set  him  on  his  own 
beast,  and  brought  him  to  an  inn,  and  took  care 
of  him.  And  on  the  morrow,  when  he  departed, 
he  took  out  two  pence,  and  gave  them  to  the 
host,  and  said  unto  him.  Take  care  of  him ;  and 
whatsoever  thou  spendest  more,  when  I  come 
again,  I  will  repay  thee.  Which  now  of  these 
three,  thinkest  thou,  was  neighbour  unto  him 
that  fell  among  the  thieves?  And  he  said.  He 
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that  shewed  mercy  on  him.    Then  said  Jesus 
unto  him,  Go,  and  do  thou  likewise.

I   SAY  then.  Walk  in  the  Spirit,  and  ye  shall 
not  fulfil  the  lust  of  the  flesh.    For  the  flesh 
lusteth  against  the  Spirit,  and  the  Spirit  against 
the  flesh ;  and  these  are  contrary  the  one  to  the 
other;  so  that  ye  cannot  do  the  things  that  ye 
would.    But  if  ye  be  led  by  the  Spirit,  ye  are 
not  under  the  law.    Now  the  works  of  the  flesh 
are  manifest,  which  are  these,  adultery,  fornica- 
tion, uncleanness,  lasciviousness,  idolatry,  witch- 
craft, hatred,  variance,  emulations,  wrath,  strife, 
seditions,  heresies,  envyings,  murders,  drunken- 
ness, revellings,  and  such  like :   of  the  which  I 
tell  you  before,  as  I  have  also  told  you  in  time 
past.  That  they  who  do  such  things  shall  not 
inherit  the  kingdom  of  God.    But  the  fruit  of 
the  Spirit  is  love,  joy,  peace,  long-sufiering,  gen- 
tleness, goodness,  faith,  meekness,  temperance: 
against  such  there  is  no  law.    And  they  that 
are  Christ's  have  crucified  the  flesh,  with  the 
affections  and  lusts.

VND  it  came  to  pass,  as  Jesus  went  to  Je^ 
rusalem,  that  he  passed  through  the  midst 
of  Samaria,  and  Galilee.  And  as  he  entered  into 
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a  certain  village,  there  met  him  ten  men  that 
were  lepers,  which  stood  afar  oflPl  And  they 
lifted  up  their  voices,  and  said,  Jesus,  Master, 
have  mercy  on  us.  And  when  he  saw  them,  he 
said  unto  them.  Go,  shew  yourselves  unto  the 
priests.  And  it  came  to  pass,  that,  as  they  went, 
they  were  cleansed.  And  one  of  them,  when 
he  saw  that  he  was  healed,  turned  hack,  and 
with  a  loud  voice  glorified  God,  and  fell  down 
on  his  face  at  his  feet,  giving  him  thanks;  and 
he  was  a  Samaritan.  And  Jesus  answering  said, 
Were  there  not  ten  cleansed?  hut  where  are 
the  nine?  There  are  not  found  that  returned 
to  give  glory  to  God,  save  this  stranger.  And 
he  said  unto  him,  Arise,  go  thy  way,  thy  fEiith 
hath  made  thee  whole.

YE  see  how  large  a  letter  I  have  written 
unto  you  with  mine  own  hand.  As  many 
as  desire  to  make  a  fair  shew  in  the  flesh,  they 
constrain  you  to  be  circumcised;  only  lest  they 
should  suffer  persecution  for  the  cross  of  Christ 
For  neither  they  themselves  who  are  circum- 
cised keep  the  law ;  but  desire  to  have  you  cir- 
cumcised, that  they  may  glory  in  your  flesh.  But 
God  forbid  that  I  should  glory,  save  in  the  Gro6» 
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of  our  Lord  Jesus  Christ,  by  whom  the  world 
19  crucified  unto  me,  and  I  unto  the  world.  For 
in  Christ  Jesus  neither  circumcision  availeth  any 
thing,  nor  uncircumcision,  but  a  new  creature. 
And  as  many  as  walk  according  to  this  rule, 
peace  be  on  them,  and  mercy,  and  upon  the  Is- 
rael of  God.  From  henceforth  let  no  man  trou- 
ble me ;  for  I  bear  in  my  body  the  marks  of  the 
Lord  Jesus.  Brethren,  the  grace  of  our  Lord 
Jesus  Christ  be  with  your  spirit.    Amen. 

THE  GOSPEL.     St.  Matth.  vi.  24. 

V^O  man  can  serve  two  masters:  for  either 
^1  he  will  hate  the  one,  and  love  the  other; 
or  else  he  will  hold  to  the  one,  and  despise 
the  other.  Ye  cannot  serve  God  and  Mammon. 
Therefore  I  say  unto  you.  Take  no  thought  for 
your  life,  what  ye  shall  eat,  or  what  ye  shall 
drink;  nor  yet  for  your  body,  what  ye  shall 
put  on:  Is  not  the  life  more  than  meat,  and 
the  body  than  raiment?  Behold  the  fowls  of 
the  air ;  for  they  sow  not,  neither  do  they  reap, 
nor  gather  into  barns;  yet  your  heavenly  Fa- 
ther feedeth  them.  Are  ye  not  much  better  than 
they  ?  Which  of  you  by  taking  thought  can  add 
one  cubit  unto  his  stature?  And  why  take  ye 
thought  for  raiment  ?  Consider  the  lilies  of  the 
field  how  they  grow:  they  toil  not,  neither  do 
they  spin :  and  yet  I  say  unto  you.  That  even 
Solomon  in  all  his  glory  was  not  arrayed  like 
one  of  these.  Wherefore,  if  God  so  clothe  the 
grass  of  the  field,  which  to-day  is,  and  to-mor- 
row is  cast  into  the  oven;  shall  he  not  much 
more  clothe  you,  O  ye  of  little  faith  ?  Therefore 
take  no  thought,  saying.  What  shall  we  eat  ?  or 
what  shall  we  drink?   or  wherewithal  shall  we 
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be  clothed?  (for  after  all  these  things  do  the 
Gentiles  seek :)  for  your  heavenly  Father  know- 
eth  that  ye  have  need  of  all  these  things.  But 
seek  ye  first  the  kingdom  of  God,  and  his  righ- 
teousness, and  all  these  things  shall  be  added 
unto  you.  Take  therefore  no  thought  for  the 
morrow ;  for  the  morrow  shall  take  thought  for 
the  things  of  itself:  sufficient  unto  the  day  is  the 
evil  thereof.

When  thou  art 
bidden  of  any  man  to  a  wedding,  sit  not  down 
in  the  highest  room;  lest  a  more  honourable 
man  than  thou  be  bidden  of  him ;  and  he  that 
bade  thee  and  him  come  and  say  to  thee,  Give 
this  man  place;  and  thou  begin  with  shame  to 
take  the  lowest  room.  But  when  thou  art  bid- 
den,  go  and  sit  down  in  the  lowest  room ;  that, 
when  he  that  bade  thee  cometh,  he  may  say 
unto  thee.  Friend,  go  up  higher :  then  shalt  thoa 
have  worship  in  the  presence  of  them  that  sit 
at  meat  with  thee.  For  whosoever  exalteth 
himself  shall  be  abased;  and  he  that  humbleth 
himself  shall  be  exalted.

Wherefore,  putting 
away  lying,  speak  every  man  truth  with  his 
neighbour :  for  we  are  members  one  of  another. 
Be  ye  angry  and  sin  not:   let  not  the  sun  go 
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down  upon  your  wrath:  neither  give  place  to 
the  devil  Let  him  that  stole  steal  no  knore; 
but  rather  let  him  labour,  working  with  his 
hands  the  thing  which  is  good,  that  he  may 
have  to  give  to  him  that  needeth.  Let  no  cor- 
rupt communication  proceed  out  of  your  mouth, 
but  that  which  is  good  to  the  use  of  edifying, 
that  it  may  minister  grace  unto  the  hearers.

But  when  the  multi* 
tude  saw  it,  they  marvelled,  and  glorified  God, 
who  had  given  such  power  unto  men.

The  Kingdom  of  heaven  is  Uke 
unto  a  certain  king,  who  made  a  marriage 
for  his  son;  and  sent  forth  his  servants  to  call 
them  that  were  bidden  to  the  wedding;  and 
they  would  not  come.  Again,  he  sent  forth 
other  servants,  saying.  Tell  them  which  are  bid- 
den, Behold,  I  have  prepared  my  dinner;  my 
oxen  and  my  fatlings  are  killed,  and  all  things 
are  ready;  come  unto  the  marriage.  But  they 
made  light  of  it,  and  went  their  ways,  one  to 
his  farm,  another  to  his  merchandise:  and  the 
remnant  took  his  servants,  and  entreated  them 
spitefully,  and  slew  them.    But  when  the  king 
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heard  thereof,  he  was  wroth ;  and  he  sent  forth 
his  armies,  and  destroyed  those  murderers,  and 
burnt  up  their  city.  Then  saith  he  to  his  ser- 
vants, The  wedding  is  ready,  but  they  who  were 
bidden  were  not  worthy.  Go  ye  therefore  into 
the  high-ways,  and  as  many  as  ye  shall  find  bid 
to  the  marriage.  So  those  servants  went  out 
into  the  high-ways,  and  gathered  together  all, 
as  many  as  they  found,  both  bad  and  good ;  and 
the  wedding  was  furnished  with  guests.  And 
when  the  king  came  in  to  see  the  guests,  he 
saw  there  a  man  which  had  not  on  a  wedding- 
garment.  And  he  saith  unto  him,  Friend,  how 
earnest  thou  in  hither,  not  having  a  weddings 
garment  ?  And  he  was  speechless.  Then  said  the 
king  to  the  servants,  Bind  him  hand  and  foot, 
and  take  him  away,  and  cast  him  into  outer  dark- 
ness: there  shall  be  weeping  and  gnashing  of 
teeth.  For  many  are  called,  but  few  are  chosen.

Sir, 
come  down  ere  my  child  die.  Jesus  saith  unto 
him.  Go  thy  way,  thy  son  liveth.  And  the  man 
believed  the  word  that  Jesus  had  spoken  unto 
him,  and  he  went  his  way.  And,  as  he  was  now 
going  down,  his  servants  met  him,  and  told  him, 
saying.  Thy  son  liveth.  Then  enquired  he  of 
them  the  hour  when  he  began  to  amend:  and 
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they  said  unto  him,  Yesterday  at  the  seventh 
hour  the  fever  left  him.  So  the  father  knew 
that  it  was  at  the  same  hour,  in  the  which  Je- 
sus said  unto  him,  Thy  son  liveth ;  and  himself 
believed,  and  his  whole  house.  This  is  again  the 
second  miracle  that  Jesus  did,  when  he  was  come 
out  of  Judaea  into  Galilee.

Jesus  saith  unto  him, 
I  say  not  unto  thee,  until  seven  times;  but 
until  seventy  times  seven.  Therefore  is  the 
Kingdom  of  heaven  likened  unto  a  certain  king, 
which  would  take  account  of  his  servants.  And 
when  he  had  begun  to  reckon,  one  was  brought 
unto  him,  which  owed  him  ten  thousand  talents. 
But  forasmuch  as  he  had  not  to  pay,  his  lord 
commanded  him  to  be  sold,  and  his  wife  and 
children,  and  all  that  he  had,  and  payment  to 
be  made.  The  servant  therefore  fell  down  and 
worshipped  him,  saying.  Lord,  have  patience 
with  me,  and  I  will  pay  thee  all.  Then  the 
lord  of  that  servant  was  moved  with  compas- 
sion, and  loosed  him,  and  forgave  him  the  debt 
But  the  same  servant  went  out,  and  found  one 
of  his  fellow-servants,  which  owed  him  an  hun- 
dred pence ;  and  he  laid  hands  on  him,  and  took 
him  by  the  throat,  saying.  Pay  me  that  thou 
owest.  And  his  fellow-servant  fell  down  at  his 
feet,  and  besought  him,  saying.  Have  patience 
with  me,  and  I  will  pay  thee  all.  And  he  would 
not ;  but  went  and  cast  him  into  prison,  till  he 
should  pay  the  debt.  So  when  his  fellow-ser- 
vants saw  what  was  done,  they  were  very  sorry, 
and  came  and  told  unto  their  lord  all  that  was 
done.  Then  his  lord,  after  that  he  had  called 
him,  said  unto  him,  O  thou  wicked  servant,  I 
forgave  thee  all  that  debt,  because  thou  desir- 
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edst  me :  shouldest  not  thou  also  have  had  cx)m- 
passion  on  thy  feUow-servant,  even  as  I  had  pity 
on  thee  ?  And  his  lord  was  wroth^  and  delivered 
him  to  the  tormentors,  till  he  should  pay  all  that 
was  doe  unto  him.  So  likewise  shall  my  hea- 
venly Father  do  also  unto  you,  if  ye  from  your 
hearts  forgive  not  every  one  his  brother  their 
trespasses.

They  say  unto  him,  Csesar's.  Then  saith  he  unto 
them,  Render  therefore  unto  Csesar  the  things 
which  are  Caesar's ;  and  unto  God  the  things  that 
are  God's.  When  they  had  heard  these  words,  they 
xnanrelled,  and  left  him,  and  went  their  way.

WHEN  Jesus  then  lift  up  his  eyes,  and  saw 
a  great  company  come  unto  him,  he  aaith 
unto  Philip,  Whence  shall  we  buy  bread  that 
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these  may  eat  ?  (And  this  he  said  to  prove  him ; 
for  he  himself  knew  what  he  would  do.)  Philip 
answered  him,  Two  hundred  peny-worth  of  bread 
is  not  sufficient  for  them,  that  every  one  of  them 
may  take  a  little.  One  of  his  disciples,  Andrew, 
Simon  Peter's  brother,  saith  unto  him,  There  is 
a  lad  here,  which  hath  five  barley*loaves,  and 
two  small  fishes;  but  what  are  they  among  so 
many  ?  And  Jesus  said,  Make  the  men  sit  down. 
Now  there  was  much  grass  in  the  place.  So  the 
men  sat  down,  in  number  about  five  thousand. 
And  Jesus  took  the  loaves,  and,  when  he  had 
given  thanks,  he  distributed  to  the  disciples,  and 
the  disciples  to  them  that  were  set  down,  and 
likewise  of  the  fishes,  as  much  as  they  would. 
When  they  were  filled,  he  said  unto  his  dis- 
ciples, Gatiher  up  the  fragments  that  remain, 
that  nothing  be  lost.  Therefore  they  gathered 
them  together,  and  filled  twelve  baskets  with  the 
fragments  of  the  five  barley-loaves,  which  remain- 
ed over  and  above  unto  them  that  had  eaten. 
Then  those  men,  when  they  had  seen  the  mi*- 
nu^le  that  Jesus  did,  said,  This  is  of  a  truth  that 
Prophet  that  should  come  into  the  world.

1  beautiful  are  the  feet  of  them  that  preach  the 
Gospel  of  peace,  and  bring  glad  tidings  of  good 
things!  But  they  have  not  all  obeyed  the  Gos- 
pel. For  Esaias  saith.  Lord,  who  hath  believed 
our  report?  So  then  faith  cometh  by  hearing, 
and  hearing  by  the  Word  of  God.  But  I  say, 
Have  they  not  heard?  Yes  verily,  their  sound 
went  into  all  the  earth,  and  their  words  unto 
the  ends  of  the  world.  But  I  say,  Did  not  Israel 
know?  Firat  Moses  saith,  I  will  provoke  you 
to  jealousy  by  them  that  are  no  people,  and  by 
a  foolish  nation  I  will  anger  you.  But  £saias 
is  very  bold,  and  saith,  I  was  found  of  them  that 
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sought  me  not ;  I  was  made  manifest  unto  them 
that  asked  not  after  me.  But  to  Israel  he  saith, 
All  day  long  I  have  stretched  forth  my  hands 
unto  a  disobedient  and  gainsaying  people.

1  ESUS,  walking  by  the  sea  of  Galilee,  saw  two 
f)  brethren,  Simon  called  Peter,  and  Andrew 
his  brother,  casting  a  net  into  the  sea,  (for  they 
were  fishers;)  and  he  saith  unto  them,  Follow 
me ;  and  I  will  make  you  fishers  of  men.  And 
they  straightway  left  their  nets,  and  followed 
him.  And  going  on  from  thence  he  saw  other 
two  brethren,  James  the  son  of  Zebedee,  and 
John  his  brother,  in  a  ship  with  Zebedee  their 
father,  mending  their  nets;  and  he  called  them. 
And  they  immediately  left  the  ship  and  their 
father,  and  followed  him.

But  he  said  unto  them^  Except 
I  shall  see  in  his  hands  the  print  of  the  nails, 
and  put  my  finger  into  the  print  of  the  nails, 
and  thrust  my  hand  into  his  side,  I  will  not  be- 
lieve. And  after  eight  days  again  his  disciples 
were  within,  and  Thomas  with  them :  then  came 
Jesus,  the  doors  being  shut,  and  stood  in  the 
midst,  and  said.  Peace  be  unto  you.  Then  saith 
he  to  Thomas,  Reach  hither  thy  finger,  and  be- 
hold my  hands ;  and  reach  hither  thy  hand,  and 
thrust  it  into  my  side ;  and  be  not  faithless,  but 
believing.  And  Thomas  answered  and  said  un- 
to him.  My  Lord,  and  my  God.  Jesus  saith  unto 
him,  Thomas,  because  thou  hast  seen  me,  thou 
hast  believed;  blessed  are  they  that  have  not 
seen,  and  yet  have  believed.  And  many  other 
signs  truly  did  Jesus  in  the  presence  of  his  dis- 
ciples, which  are  not  written  in  this  book*  But 
these  are  written,  that  ye  might  believe  that 
Jesus  is  the  Christ,  the  Son  of  God;  and  that 
believing  ye  might  have  life  through  his  Name.

VND  SauU  yet  breathing  out  threatenings  and 
slaughter  against  the  disciples  of  the  Liord, 
went  unto  the  high  priest,  and  desired  of  him 
letters  to  Damascus  to  the  synagogues,  that,  if 
he  found  any  of  this  way,  whether  they  were 
men  or  women,  he  might  bring  them  bound 
unto  Jerusalem.  And,  as  he  journeyed,  he  came 
near  Damascus,  and  suddenly  there  shined  round 
about  him  a  light  from  heaven.  And  he  fell  to 
the  earth,  and  heard  a  voice  saying  unto  him, 
Saul,  Saul,  why  persecutest  thou  me?  And  he 
said,  Who  art  thou^  Lord?  And  the  Lord  said, 
I  am  Jesus  whom  thou  persecutest:  it  is  hard 
for  thee  to  kick  against  the  pricks.  And  he, 
trembling  and  astonished,  said.  Lord,  what  wilt 
thou  have  me  to  do?  And  the  Lord  said  unto 
him.  Arise,  and  go  into  the  city,  and  it  shall  be 
told  thee  what  thou  must  do.  And  the  men 
which  journeyed  with  him  stood  speechless,  hear* 
ing  a  voice,  but  seeing  no  man.  And  Saul  arose 
fit>m  the  earth,  and  when  his  eyes  were  opened 
he  saw  no  man ;  but  they  led  him  by  the  hand, 
and  brought  him  into  Damascus.  And  he  was 
three  days  without  sight,  and  neither  did  eat 
nor  drink.  And  there  was  a  certain  disciple  at 
Damascus,  named  Ananias,  and  to  him  said  the 
Lord  in  a  vision,  Ananias.  And  he  said,  Behold, 
I  am  here.  Lord.  And  the  Lord  said  unto  him. 
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Arise,  and  go  into  the  street  which  is  called 
Straight,  and  enquire  in  the  house  of  Judas  for 
one  called  Saul,  of  Tarsus :  for  hehold,  he  pray- 
eth,  and  hath  seen  in  a  vision  a  man  named 
Ananias,  coming  in,  and  putting  his  hand  on 
him,  that  he  might  receive  his  sight.  Then 
Ananias  answered,  Lord,  I  have  heard  by  many 
of  this  man,  how  much  evil  he  hath  done  to  thy 
saints  at  Jerusalem ;  and  here  he  hath  authority 
from  the  chief  priests  to  bind  all  that  call  on 
thy  Name.  But  the  Lord  said  unto  him.  Go  thy 
way ;  for  he  is  a  chosen  vessel  unto  me,  to  bear 
my  Name  before  the  Gentiles,  and  kings,  and 
the  children  of  Israel :  for  I  will  shew  him  how 
great  things  he  must  suffer  for  my  Name's  sake. 
And  Ananias  went  his  way,  and  entered  into  the 
house ;  and,  putting  his  hands  on  him,  said,  Bro- 
ther Saul,  the  Lord,  (even  Jesus  that  appeared 
unto  thee  in  the  way  as  thou  camest,)  hath  sent 
me,  that  thou  mightest  receive  thy  sight,  and  be 
filled  with  the  holy  Ghost.  And  immediately 
there  fell  from  his  eyes  as  it  had  been  scales; 
and  he  received  sight  forthwith,  and  arose,  and 
was  baptized.  And  when  he  had  received  meat^ 
he  was  strengthened.  Then  was  Saul  certain 
days  with  the  disciples  which  were  at  Damas- 
cus. And  straightway  he  preached  Christ  in  the 
synagogues,  that  he  is  the  Son  of  God.  But  all 
that  heard  him  were  amazed,  and  said,  Is  not 
this  he  that  destroyed  them  which  called  on  this 
Name  in  Jerusalem,  and  came  hither  for  that  in- 
tent, that  he  might  bring  them  bound  unto  the 
chief  priests  ?  But  Saul  increased  the  more  in 
strength,  and  confounded  the  Jews  which  dwelt 
at  Damascus,  proving  that  this  is  very  Christ

1)£TER  answered  and  said  unto  Jesus,  Be- 
hold,  we  have  forsaken  all,  and  followed 
thee ;  what  shall  we  have  therefore  ?  And  Jesus 
said  onto  them,  Verily  I  say  unto  you,  That  ye 
which  have  followed  me,  in  the  regeneration 
when  the  Son  of  man  shall  sit  in  the  throne  of 
his  glory,  ye  also  shall  sit  upon  twelve  thrones, 
judging  the  twelve  tribes  of  Israel.

Lord,  now  lettest  thou  thy  servant  depart  in 
peace,  according  to  thy  word:  for  mine  eyes 
have  seen  thy  salvation,  which  thou  hast  pre* 
pared  before  the  face  of  all  people;  a  light  to 
lighten  the  Gentiles,  and  the  glory  of  thy  people 
Israel.  And  Joseph  and  his  mother  marvelled  at 
those  things  which  were  spoken  of  him.  And 
Symeon  blessed  them,  and  said  unto  Mary  his 
mother,  Behold,  this  child  is  set  for  the  fall  and 
rising  again  of  many  in  Israel;  and  for  a  sign 
which  shall  be  spoken  against;  (yea,  a  sword 
shall  pierce  through  thy  own  soul  also;)  that 
the  thoughts  of  many  hearts  may  be  revealed. 
And  there  was  one  Anna  a  prophetess,  the  daugh- 
ter of  Phanuel,  of  the  tribe  of  Aser ;  she  was  of 
a  great  age,  and  had  lived  with  an  husband 
seven  years  from  her  virginity :  and  she  was  a 
widow  of  about  fourscore  and  four  years ;  which 
depaited  not  from  the  temple,  but  served  God 
with  fastings  and  prayers  night  and  day.  Artd 
she  coming  in  that  instant  gave  thanks  likewise 
unto  the  Lord,  and  spake  of  him  to  all  them 
that  looked  for  redemption  in  Jerusalem.  And 
when  they  had  performed  all  things  according 
to  the  law  of  the  Lord,  they  returned  into  Ga- 
lilee to  their  own  city  Nazareth.  And  the  child 
grew,  and  waxed  strong  in  spirit,  filled  with 
wisdom ;  and  the  grace  of  God  was  upon  him.

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preserved  from  false  Apostles,  may  be  ordered 
and  guided  by  faithful  and  true  pastors ;  through 
Jesus  Christ  our  LfOrd.  Amen. 

FOR  THE  EPISTLE.    Acts  i.  15. 

IN  those  days  Peter  stood  up  in  the  midst  of 
the  disciples,  and  said,  (the  number  of  the 
names  together  were  about  an  hundred  and 
twenty,)  Men  and  brethren,  this  Scripture  must 
needs  have  been  fulfilled,  which  the  Holy  Ghost 
by  the  mouth  of  David  spake  before  concern- 
ing Judas,  which  was  guide  to  them  that  took 
Jesus:  for  he  was  numbered  with  us,  and  had 
obtained  part  of  this  ministry.  Now  this  man 
purchased  a  field  with  the  reward  of  iniquity; 
and  falling  headlong  he  burst  asunder  in  the 
midst,  and  all  his  bowels  gushed  out.  And  it 
was  known  unto  all  the  dwellers  at  Jerusalem, 
insomuch  as  that  field  is  called  in  their  proper 
tongue,  Aceldama,  that  is  to  say.  The  field  of 
blood.  For  it  is  written  in  the  book  of  Psalms, 
LfCt  his  habitation  be  desolate,  and  let  no  man 
dwell  therein;  and.  His  bishoprick  let  another 
take.  Wherefore,  of  these  men  which  have  com- 
panied  with  us  all  the  time  that  the  LfOrd  Jesus 
went  in  and  out  among  us,  beginning  from  the 
baptism  of  John,  unto  that  same  day  that  he 
was  taken  up  from  us,  must  one  be  ordained  to 
be  a  witness  with  us  of  his  resurrection.  And 
they  appointed  two,  Joseph  called  Barsabas,  who 
was  surnamed  Justus,  and  Matthias.  And  they 
prayed,  and  said.  Thou,  LfOrd,  which  knowest 
the  hearts  of  all  men,  shew  whether  of  these 
two  thou  hast  chosen ;  that  he  may  take  part 
of  this  ministry  and  apostleship,  from  which 
Judas  by  transgression  fell,  that  he  might  go  to 
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his  own  place.  And  they  gave  forth  their  lots; 
and  the  lot  fell  upon  Matthias,  and  he  was  num- 
bered with  the  eleven  Apostles. 

THE  GOSPEL.    St.  Matth.  xi.  25. 

\T  that  time  Jesus  answered  and  said,  I  thank 
thee,  O  Father,  Lord  of  heaven  and  earth, 
because  thou  hast  hid  these  things  from  the  wise 
and  prudent,  and  hast  revealed  them  unto  babes. 
Even  so.  Father,  for  so  it  seemed  good  in  thy 
sight.  All  things  are  delivered  unto  me  of  my 
Father:  and  no  man  knoweth  the  Son,  but  the 
Father;  neither  knoweth  any  man  the  Father, 
save  the  Son,  and  he  to  whomsoever  the  Son 
will  reveal  him.  Come  unto  me,  all  ye  that  la- 
bour and  are  heavy  laden,  and  I  will  give  you 
rest.  Take  my  yoke  upon  you,  and  leai*n  of  me ; 
for  I  am  meek  and  lowly  in  heart :  and  ye  shall 
find  rest  unto  your  souls.  For  my  yoke  is  easy, 
and  my  burden  is  light.

A  ND  in  the  sixth  month  the  angel  Gabriel 
JllL  was  sent  from  God  unto  a  city  of  Galilee 
named  Nazareth,  to  a  Virgin  espoused  to  a  man 
whose  name  was  Joseph,  of  the  house  of  David ; 
and  the  Virgin's  name  was  Mary.  And  the  angel 
came  in  unto  her,  and  said.  Hail,  thou  that  art 
highly  favoured,  the  Lord  is  with  thee;  blessed 
art  thou  among  women.

called  barren:  for  with  God  nothing  shall  be 
impossible.  And  Mary  said,  Behold  the  handmaid 
of  the  Lord ;  be  it  unto  me  according  to  thy 
word.  And  the  angel  departed  from  her.

And  he  gave  some  Apo- 
stles, and  some  Prc^hets,  and  some  Evangelists, 
and  eome  Pastors  and  Teachers ;  for  the  perfect- 
ing of  the  saints,  for  the  work  of  die  ministry, 
fior  the  edifying  of  the  body  of  Christ ;  till  we  all 
come  in  the  unity  of  the  faith,  and  af  the  know- 
ledge of  the  Son  of  God,  unto  a  perfect  man, 
unto  the  measure  of  the  stature  of  tiie  fulness  of 
Christ ;  that  we  henceforth  be  no  more  children, 
tossed  to  and  fro,  and  carried  about  with  every 
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wind  of  doctrine,  by  the  sleight  of  men,  and  cun- 
ning craftiness,  whereby  they  lie  in  wait  to  de- 
ceive ;  but  speaking  the  truth  in  love,  may  grow

I  AM  the  true  vine,  and  my  Father  is  the  hus- 
bandman. Every  branch  in  me  that  beareth 
not  fruit  he  taketh  away ;  and  every  branch  that 
beareth  fruit,  he  purgeth  it,  that  it  may  bring 
forth  more  fruit.  Now  ye  are  clean  through  the 
word  which  I  have  spoken  unto  you.  Abide  in 
me,  and  I  in  you.  As  the  branch  cannot  bear 
.fruit  of  itself  except  it  abide  in  the  vine ;  no 
more  can  ye,  except  ye  abide  in  me.  I  am  the 
vine,  ye  are  the  branches.  He  that  abideth  in 
me,  and  I  in  him,  the  same  bringeth  forth  much 
fruit ;  for  without  me  ye  can  do  nothing.  If  a 
man  abide  not  in  me,  he  is  cast  forth  as  a  branch, 
and  is  withered ;  and  men  gather  them,  and  cast 
them  into  the  fire,  and  they  are  burned.  If  ye 
abide  in  me,  and  my  words  abide  in  you,  ye  shall 
ask  what  ye  will,  and  it  shall  be  done  unto  you. 
Herein  is  my  Father  glorified,  that  ye  bear  much 
fruit;  so  shall  ye  be  my  disciples.  As  the  Fa- 
ther hath  loved  me,  so  have  I  loved  you  :  con- 
tinue ye  in  my  love.  If  ye  keep  my  command- 
ments, ye  shall  abide  in  my  love ;  even  as  I  have 
kept  my  Father's  commandments,  and  abide  in 
his  love.   These  things  have  I  spoken  unto  you. 
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that  my  joy  might  remain  in  you,  and  that  your 
joy  might  be  full.

knowing  this,  that  the  trying  of  your  faith  work- 
eth  patience.    But  let  patience  have  her  perfect 
work,  that  ye  may  be  perfect  and  entire,  want- 
ing nothing.    If  any  of  you  lack  wisdom,  let  him 
ask  of  God,  that  giveth  to  all  men  liberally,  and 
upbraideth  not,  and  it  shall  be  given  him.    But 
let  him  ask  in  faith,  nothing  wavering;  for  he 
that  wavereth  is  like  a  wave  of  the  sea,  driven 
with   the  wind,  and  tossed.    For  let  not  that 
man  think  that  he  shall  receive  any  thing  of 
the  Lord.    A  double-minded  man  is  unstable  in 
all  his  ways.    Let  the  brother  of  low  degree  re- 
joice in  that  he  is  exalted;  but  the  rich  in  that 
he  is  made  low ;  because  as  the  flower  of  the 
grass  he  shall  pass  away.    For  the  sun  is  no 
sooner  risen  with  a  burning  heat,  but  it  wither- 
eth  the  grass,  and  the  flower  thereof  falleth 
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and  the  grace  of  the  fashion  of  it  perisheth :  so 
also  shall  the  rich  man  fade  away  in  his  ways. 
Blessed  is  the  man  that  endureth  temptation; 
for  when  he  is  tried,  he  shall  receive  the  crown 
of  life,  which  the  Lord  hath  promised  to  them 
that  love  him. 

THE  GOSPEL.    St.  John  xir.  1. 

AND  Jesus  said  unto  his  disciples,  Let  not 
,  your  heart  he  troubled ;  ye  believe  in  God, 
believe  also  in  me.  In  my  Father's  house  are 
many  mansions ;  if  it  were  not  so,  I  would  have 
told  you.  I  go  to  prepare  a  place  for  you :  and 
if  I  go  and  prepare  a  place  for  you,  I  will  come 
again,  and  receive  you  unto  myself,  that  where 
I  am,  there  ye  may  be  also.  And  whither  I  go 
ye  know,  and  the  way  ye  know.  Thomas  saith 
unto  him.  Lord,  we  know  not  whither  thou  go- 
est,  and  how  can  we  know  the  way  ?  Jesus  saith 
unto  him,  I  am  the  way,  the  truth,  and  the  life : 
no  man  cometh  unto  the  Father  but  by  me.  If 
ye  had  known  me,  ye  should  have  known  my 
Father  also :  and  from  henceforth  ye  know  him, 
and  have  seen  him.  Philip  saith  unto  him.  Lord, 
shew  us  the  Father,  and  it  sufficeth  us.  Jesus 
saith  unto  him.  Have  I  been  so  long  time  with 
you,  and  yet  hast  thou  not  known  me,  Philip? 
He  that  hath  seen  me  hath  seen  the  Father; 
and  how  sayest  thou  then,  Shew  us  the  Father? 
Believest  thou  not  that  I  am  in  the  Father,  and 
the  Father  in  me  ?  The  words  that  I  speak  un- 
to you  I  speak  not  of  myself;  but  the  Father 
that  dwelleth  in  me,  he  doeth  the  works.  Be* 
lieve  me,  that  I  am  in  the  Father,  and  the  Fa- 
ther in  me;  or  else  believe  me  for  the  very 
works'  sake.    Verily,  verily  I  say  unto  you,  He 
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that  believeth  on  me,  the  works  that  I  do  shall 
he  do  also;  and  greater  works  than  these  shall 
he  do ;  because  I  go  unto  my  Father.  And  what- 
soever ye  shall  ask  in  my  Name,  that  will  I 
do,  that  the  Father  may  be  glorified  in  the  Son. 
If  ye  shall  ask  any  thing  in  my  Name,  I  will 
do  it.

Who,  when  he  came,  and 
had  seen  the  grace  of  God,  was  glad ;  and  ex- 
horted them  all,  that  with  purpose  of  heart  they 
would  cleave  unto  the  Lord.  For  he  was  a  good 
man,  and  full  of  the  holy  Ghost,  and  of  faith : 
and  much  people  was  added  unto  the  Lord.  Then 
departed  Barnabas  to  Tarsus,  for  to  seek  Saul. 
And  when  he  had  found  him,  he  brought  him 
unto  Antioch.  And  it  came  to  pass,  that  a  whole 
year  they  assembled  themselves  with  the  Church, 
and  taught  much  people :  and  the  disciples  were 
called  Christians  first  in  Antioch.  And  in  these 
days  came  prophets  from  Jerusalem  unto  An- 
tioch. And  there  stood  up  one  of  them  named 
Agabus,  and  signified  by  the  Spirit,  that  there 
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should  be  great  dearth  throughout  all  the  world ; 
which  came  to  pass  in  the  days  of  Claudius  Cae- 
sar. Then  the  disciples,  every  man  according  to 
his  ability,  determined  to  send  relief  unto  the 
brethren  which  dwelt  in  Judaea.  Which  also 
they  did,  and  sent  it  to  the  elders  by  the  hands 
of  Barnabas  and  Saul.

And  he  killed  James  the  brother  of  John  with 
the  swordL  And,  because  he  saw  it  pleased  the 
Jew8»  he  proceeded  further  to  take  Peter  also. 
(Then  were  the  days  of  unleavened  bread)  And 
when  he  had  apprehended  him,  he  put  him  in 
prison,  and  delivered  him  to  four  quaternions  of 
soldiers  to  keep  him,  intending  after  Easter  to

bring  him  forth  to  the  people.  Peter  therefore 
was  kept  in  prison ;  but  prayer  was  made  with* 
out  ceasing  of  the  Church  unto  God  for  him. 
And  when  Herod  would  have  brought  him  forth, 
the  same  night  Peter  was  sleeping  between  two 
soldiers,  bound  with  two  chains;  and  the  keep- 
ers before  the  door  kept  the  prison.  And  behold, 
the  angel  of  the  Lord  came  upon  him,  and  a 
light  shined  in  the  prison;  and  he  smote  Peter 
on  the  side,  and  raised  him  up,  saying,  Arise  up 
quickly.  And  his  chains  fell  off  from  his  hands. 
And  the  angel  said  unto  him.  Gird  thyself,  and 
bind  on  thy  sandals:  and  so  he  did.  And  he 
saith  unto  him,  Cast  thy  garment  about  thee, 
and  follow  me.  And  he  went  out  and  followed 
him;  and  wist  not  that  it  was  true  which  was 
done  by  the  angel ;  but  thought  he  saw  a  vision. 
When  they  were  past  the  first  and  the  second 
ward,  they  came  unto  the  iron  gate  that  lead- 
eth  unto  the  city,  which  opened  to  them  of  his 
own  accord ;  and  they  went  out,  and  passed  on 
through  one  street,  and  forthwith  the  angel  de- 
parted from  him.  And  when  Peter  was  come  to 
himself,  he  said.  Now  I  know  of  a  surety,  that 
the  Lord  hath  sent  his  angel,  and  hath  delivered 
me  out  of  the  hand  of  Herod,  and  from  all  the 
expectation  of  the  people  of  the  Jews.

WHEN  Jesus  came  into  the  coasts  of  C»- 
sarea  Philippi,  he  asked  his  disciples,  say*- 
ing.  Whom  do  men  say  that  I,  the  Son  of  man^ 
am  ?  And  they  said,  Some  say  that  thou  art  John 
the  Baptist,  some  Elias,  and  others  Jeremias,  or 
one  of  the  prophets.    He  saith  unto  them,  But

whom  say  ye  that  I  am?  And  Simon  Peter 
answered  and  said^  Thou  art  Christ,  the  Son  of 
the  living  God.  And  Jesus  answered  and  said 
onto  him.  Blessed  art  thou,  Simon  Bar-jona:  for 
flesh  and  blood  hath  not  revealed  it  unto  thee, 
but  my  Father  which  is  in  heaven.  And  I  say 
also  unto  thee,  That  thou  art  Peter,  and  upon 
this  rock  I  will  build  my  Church ;  and  the  gates 
of  hell  shall  not  prevail  against  it.  And  I  will 
give  unto  thee  the  keys  of  the  kingdom  of 
heaven :  and  whatsoever  thou  shalt  bind  on 
earth  shall  be  bound  in  heaven;  and  whatso- 
ever thou  shalt  loose  on  earth  shall  be  loosed 
in  heaveD.

And  there  stood  up  one  of 
them  named  Agabus,  and  signified  by  the  Spirit^ 
that  there  should  be  great  dearth  throughout  all 
the  world;  which  came  to  pass  in  the  dayB  of 
Claudius  Csesar.  Then  the  disciples,  every  man 
according  to  his  ability,  determined  to  send  re- 
lief unto  the  brethren  which  dwelt  in  Judsea. 
Which  also  they  did,  and  sent  it  to  the  elders 
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by  the  hands  of  Barnabas  and  Saul.  Now  about 
that  time  Herod  the  king  stretched  forth  his 
hands  to  vex  certain  of  the  Church.  And  he 
killed  James  the  brother  of  John  with  the  sword 
And,  because  he  saw  it  pleased  the  Jews,  he  pro- 
ceeded further  to  take  Peter  also. 

THE  GOSPEL.    St.  Matth.  xx.  20. 

THEN  came  to  him  the  mother  of  Zebedee's 
children  with  her  sons,  worshipping  him, 
and  desiring  a  certain  thing  of  him.  And  he 
said  unto  her,  What  wilt  thou  ?  She  saith  unto 
him.  Grant  that  these  my  two  sons  may  sit,  the 
one  on  thy  right  hand,  and  the  other  on  the  left, 
in  thy  kingdom.  But  Jesus  answered  and  said, 
Ye  know  not  what  ye  ask.  Are  ye  able  to  drink 
of  the  cup  that  I  shall  drink  of,  and  to  be  bap- 
tized with  the  baptism  that  I  am  baptized  with  ? 
They  say  unto  him.  We  are  able.  And  he  saith 
unto  them.  Ye  shall  drink  indeed  of  my  cup,  and 
be  baptized  with  the  baptism  that  I  am  baptized 
with :  but  to  sit  on  my  right  hand,  and  on  my 
left,  is  not  mine  to  give;  but  it  shall  be  given 
to  them  for  whom  it  is  prepared  of  my  Father. 
And  when  the  ten  heard  it,  they  were  moved 
with  indignation  against  the  two  brethren.  But 
Jesus  called  them  unto  him,  and  said.  Ye  know 
that  the  princes  of  the  Gentiles  exercise  domi- 
nion over  them,  and  they  that  are  great  exercise 
authority  upon  them.  But  it  shall  not  be  so 
among  you :  but  whosoever  will  be  great  among 
you,  let  him  be  your  minister;  and  whosoever 
will  be  chief  among  you,  let  him  be  your  ser- 
vant: even  as  the  Son  of  man  came  not  to  be 
ministered  unto,  but  to  minister,  and  to  give  his 
life  a  ransom  for  many.

(and  they  were  all  with  one  accord  in  Solomon's 
porch :  and  of  the  rest  durst  no  man  join  him- 
self to  them :  but  the  people  magnified  them  :

that  they  brought  forth  the  sick  into  the  streets, 
and  laid  them  on  beds  and  couches,  that  at  the 
least  the  shadow  of  Peter  passing  by  might  over- 
shadow some  of  them.  There  came  also  a  mul- 
titude out  of  the  cities  round  about  unto  Jeru- 
salem, bringing  sick  folks,  and  them  which  were 
vexed  with  unclean  spirits ;  and  they  were  heal- 
ed every  one. 

THE  GOSPEL.    St.  Luke  xxii.  24. 

VND  there  was  also  a  strife  among  them, 
which  of  them  should  be  accounted  the 
greatest.  And  he  said  unto  them,  The  kings  of 
the  Gentiles  exercise  lordship  over  them;  and 
they  that  exercise  authority  upon  them  are  call- 
ed benefactors.  But  ye  shall  not  be  so:  but  he 
that  is  greatest  among  you,  let  him  be  as  the 
younger;  and  he  that  is  chief,  as  he  that  doth 
serve.  For  whether  is  greater,  he  that  sitteth  at 
meat,  or  he  that  serveth  ?  is  not  he  that  sitteth 
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at  meat  ?  but  I  am  among  you  as  he  that  serv- 
eth.  Ye  are  they  which  have  continued  with 
me  in  my  temptations.  And  I  appoint  unto  you 
a  kingdom,  as  my  Father  hath  appointed  unto 
me ;  that  ye  may  eat  and  drink  at  my  table  in 
my  kingdom,  and  sit  on  thrones  judging  the 
twelve  tribes  of  Israel.

than  haying  two  hands  or  two  feet  to  be  cast 
into  everlasting  fire.  And  if  thine  eye  offend 
thee,  pluck  it  out,  and  cast  it  from  thee:  it  is 
better  for  thee  to  enter  into  life  with  one  eye, 
rather  than  having  two  eyes  to  be  cast  into 
hell-fire.  Take  heed  that  ye  despise  not  one  of 
these  little  ones ;  for  I  say  unto  you.  That  in 
heaven  their  angels  do  always  behold  the  face 
of  my  Father  which  is  in  heaven.

And  the 
angels  which  kept  not  their  first  estate,  but  left 
their  own  habitation,  he  hath  reserved  in  everlast- 
ing chains  under  darkness  unto  the  judgement 
of  the  great  day.  Even  as  Sodom  and  Gomor- 
rha,  and  the  cities  about  them  in  like  manner 
giving  themselves  over  to  fornication,  and  going 
after  strange  flesh,  are  set  forth  for  an  example, 
suffering  the  vengeance  of  eternal  fire.  Like- 
wise also  these  filthy  dreamers  defile  the  flesh, 
despise  dominion,  and  speak  evil  of  dignities.

THESE  things  I  command  you,  that  ye  love 
one  another.    If  the  world  hate  you,  ye

If  I  had  not  come  and  spoken  unto  them,  they 
had  not  had  sin:  but  now  they  have  no  cloke 
for  their  sin.  He  that  hateth  me  hateth  my  Fa- 
ther also.  If  I  had  not  done  among  them  the 
works  which  none  other  man  did,  they  had  not 
had  sin ;  but  now  have  they  both  seen,  and  hated 
both  me  and  my  Father.  But  this  cometh  to 
pass,  that  the  word  might  be  fulfilled  that  is 
written  in  their  law.  They  hated  me  without  a 
cause.  But  when  the  Comforter  is  come,  whom 
I  will  send  unto  you  from  the  Father,  even  the 
Spirit  of  truth,  which  proceedeth  from  the  Fa.

injury  ye  do  unto  God,  and  how  sore  punish- 
ment hangeth  over  your  heads  for  the  same; 
when  ye  wilfully  abstain  from  the  Lord's  Table, 
and  separate  from  your  brethren,  who  come  to 
feed  on  the  banquet  of  that  most  heavenly  food. 
These  things  if  ye  earnestly  consider,  ye  will  by 
God's  grace  return  to  a  better  mind :  for  the  ob- 
taining whereof  we  shall  not  cease  to  make  our 
humble  petitions  unto  Almighty  God  our  hea- 
venly Father. 

IT  At  the  time  of  the  celebration  of  the  Communion,  the  Communicants 
being  conveniently  placed  for  the  receiving  of  the  hdy  Sacrament,  the 
Priest  shall  say  this  Exhortation. 

DEARLY  beloved  in  the  Lord,  ye  that  mind 
to  come  to  the  holy  Communion  of  the 
Body  and  Blood  of  our  Saviour  Christ,  must 
consider  how  Saint  Paul  exhorteth  all  persons 
diligently  to  try  and  examine  themselves,  before 
they  presume  to  eat  of  that  Bread,  and  drink 
of  that  Cup.

For  then  we  are  guilty  of  the  Body  and  Blood 
of  Christ  our  Saviour;  we  eat  and  drink  our  own 
damnation,  not  considering  the  Lord's  Body; 
we  kindle  God's  wrath  against  us;  we  provoke 
him  to  plague  us  with  divers  diseases,  and  sundry 
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kinds  of  death.  Judge  therefore  yourselves,  bre^ 
thren,  that  ye  be  not  judged  of  the  Lord ;  re- 
pent you  truly  for  your  sins  past ;  have  a  lively 
and  stedfast  faith  in  Christ  our  Saviour ;  amend 
your  lives,  and  be  in  perfect  charity  with  all 
men;  so  shall  ye  be  meet  partakers  of  those 
holy  mysteries.  And  above  all  things  ye  must 
give  most  humble  and  hearty  thanks  to  God,  the 
Father,  the  Son,  and  the  Holy  Ghost,  for  the 
redemption  of  the  world  by  the  death  and  pas- 
sion of  our  Saviour  Christ,  both  God  and  man ; 
who  did  humble  himself,  even  to  the  death  upon 
the  Cross,  for  us,  miserable  sinners,  who  lay  in 
darkness  and  the  shadow  of  death ;  that  he  might 
make  us  the  children  of  God,  and  exalt  us  to 
everlasting  life.  And  to  the  end  that  we  should 
alway  remember  the  exceeding  great  love  of  our 
Master,  and  only  Saviour,  Jesus  Christ,  thus  dy- 
ing for  us,  and  the  innumerable  benefits  which 
by  his  precious  blood-shedding  he  hath  obtain- 
ed to  us ;  he  hath  instituted  and  ordained  holy 
mysteries,  as  pledges  of  his  love,  and  for  a  con- 
tinual remembrance  of  his  death,  to  our  great 
and  endless  comfort.  To  him  therefore,  with 
the  Father  and  the  Holy  Ghost,  let  us  give  (as 
we  are  most  bounden)  continual  thanks;  sub- 
mitting ourselves  wholly  to  his  holy  will  and 
pleasure,  and  studying  to  serve  him  in  true 
holiness  and  righteousness  all  the  days  of  our 
life.

•*  And  if  there  he  not  above  tn'cnti)  persons  in  the  Parish  of  discretion 
to  receive  the  Communion;  yet  there  shall  he  no  Comnnmiimy  except 
four  (or  three  at  the  least)  communicate  n-ith  thf  Priest.

^  The  Bread  and  Wine  .for  the  dmimuniofi  shall  beprmnded  by  the 
Curate  and  the  Church-wardens  at  the  charges  of  the  Parish. 

IT  And  note,  that  every  Parishioner  shall  communicate  at  the  least  three 
times  in  the  year,  of  which  Easter  to  be  one.  And  yearly  at  Easter 
every  Parishioner  shall  reckon  with  the  Parson,  Ficar,  or  Curate,  or 
his  or  their  Deputy  or  Deputies ;  and  pay  to  thefn  or  him  all  Ecclesi- 
astical Duties,  accustomabfy  due,  then  and  at  thxit  time  to  be  paid. 

IT  After  the  Divine  Sennce  ended,  the  money  givai  at  the  Offertory  shall 
be  disposed  of  to  such  pious  and  charitable  uses,  as  the  Minister  and 
Church-wardens  shall  think  fit.  Wherein  if  theif  disagree,  it  shall  be 
disjmsed  of  as  the  Ordinary  shall  apfxtint. 


"  TTTHEREAS  it  is  ordained  in  this  Office  for  the  Administration  of 
"  ▼  ▼  the  Lord's  Supper^  that  the  Communicants  should  receive  the  same 
"  kneeling ;  (which  order  is  well  meant^  for  a  signification  of  our  humble 
''  and  grateful  acknowledgement  of  the  benefits  of  Christ  therein  giTen 
to  aU  worthy  Receivers,  and  for  the  avoiding  of  such  profanation  and 
disorder  in  tne  holy  Communion,  as  might  oUierwise  ensue ;)  yet,  lest 
the  same  kneeling  should  by  any  persons,  either  out  of  ignorance  and 
''  infirmity,  or  out  of  malice  and  oWinacy,  be  misconstrued  and  depraT- 
''  ed ;  It  is  hereby  declared.  That  thereby  no  adoration  is  intendc»,  or 
"  oueht  to  be  done,  either  unto  the  Sacramental  Bread  or  Wine  there 
''  bodily  received,  or  unto  any  Corporal  Presence  of  Christ's  natural 
''  Flesh  and  Blood.  For  the  l^cramental  Bread  and  Wine  remain  still 
''  in  their  very  natural  substances,  and  therefore  may  not  be  adored;  (for 
*'  that  were  Idolatry,  to  be  abhorred  of  all  faithful  Christians ;)  and  the 
"  natural  Body  and  Blood  of  our  Saviour  Christ  are  in  Heaven,  and  not 
''  here ;  it  being  against  the  truth  of  Christ's  natural  Body  to  be  at  one 
"  time  in  more  places  than  one."

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PUBLICK  BAPTISM  OF  INFANTS. 

TO  BE  USED  IN  THE  CHURCH. 


%  The  people  are  to  be  adfuonished,  that  it  is  most  convenient  that  Bap- 
tism  should  not  be  administered  but  upon  Sundays,  and  other  Holy- 
days,  when  the  vuyst  number  of  people  come  together;  as  well  for  that 
the  Congregation  there  present  may  testify  the  receiving  of  them  that 
be  newly  baptized  into  the  number  of  Christ's  Church  ;  as  also  because 
in  the  Baptism  of  Infants  every  Man  present  may  be  put  in  remevi^ 
brance  of  his  own  profession  made  to  God  in  his  Baptism.  For  which 
cause  also  it  is  expedient  that  Bapt'ism  be  ministered  in  the  vulgar 
tongue.  Nevertheless,  (if  necessity  so  require,)  Children  may  be  bap- 
tized upon  any  other  day. 

f  And  note,  that  there  shall  be  for  every  Male-child  to  be  baptized  two 
Godfathers    ami   one    Godmother ;    and   for  every    Fetuale,    one    God- 
father a  tut  two  Godmothers. 

f  IVhen  there  are  Children  to  be  baptized,  the  Parents  shall  give  knon^- 
ledge  thereof  over  night,  or  in  the  morning  before  the  beginning  of 
Morning  Prayer,  to  the  Curate.  And  then  the  Godfathers  and  God- 
mothers, and  the  people  with  the  Children,  must  be  ready  at  the  Font, 
either  immediately  after  the  last  Lesson  at  Morning  Prayer,  or  else 
immediately  afier  the  last  Lesson  at  Evening  Prayer,  as  the  Curate 
by  his  discretion  shall  apjmnt.  Ajul  the  Priest  coming  to  the  Font, 
(which  is  then  to  be  ^filled  with  pure  Water,)  and  standing  there, 
shall  say, 

Jtl  ATH  this  Child  been  ah-ead^r  baptized,  or  no  ? 

f  If  they  answer.  No:    Then  shall  the  Priest  proceed  as  followeih. 

DEARLY  beloved,  forasmuch  as  all  men  are  conceived 
and  bom  in  sin;  and  that  our  Saviour  Christ  saith, 
None  can  enter  into  the  kingdom  of  God,  except  he  be  re- 
generate and  bom  anew  of  Water  and  of  the  holy  Ghost ; 
I  beseech  you  to  call  upon  God  the  Father,  through  our 
Lord  Jesus  Christ,  that  of  his  bounteous  mercy  he  will 
grant  to  this  Child  that  thing  which  by  nature  he  cannot 
have;  that  he  may  be  baptized  with  Water  and  the  holy 
Ghost,  and  received  into  Christ's  holy  Church,  and  be  made 
a  Uedy  member  of  the  same.

IT  Tlic  Curates  of  cverj/  ParLsh  shall  often  admonish  the  pcoplcy  that  iln'i 
defer  not  the  Baptism  of  their  Children  hmu^cr  than  the  first  or  second 
Sundaij  next  after  their  birth,  or  other  Holy-daif  falling  between,  uti- 
less  upon  a  great  and  reasonable  cause,  to  be  approiwd  hi/  the  Curate. 

H  Atui  aho  theij  shall  warn  them,  that  wilhout  like  great  cause  and  ht- 
cessitij  they  procure  not  their  Children  to  be  baptized  at  ho7ne  in  t/irn 
houses.  But  when  need  shall  compel  them  so  to  do.  then  Baplis"' 
shall  be  administered  on  this  fashion  : 

H  First,  let  the  Minister  of  the  Parish  (or,  in  his  absence,  antf  otht-r 
lawful  Minister  that  can  be  procured)  with  them  that  are  present  cr-d 
upon  God,  and  ,say  the  Lord's  Prayer,  and  so  many  of  the  Colin  (^ 
appointed  to  be  said  before  in  the  Form  of  Publtck  Baptism,  as  tat 
time  and  present  exigence  will  suffer.  And  then,  the  Child  bcifi: 
named  by  some  one  that  is  present,  the  Minister  shall  pour  Wuur 
upon  it,  saying  these  words; 

I  baptize  thee  In  the  Name  of  the  Father,  and  of 
the  Son,  and  of  the  Holy  Ghost.    Amen.

II    Then,   all  hnrling   down,  the   Minister  shall    nive   thanks   unto   (i>ml, 

and  say^ 

WE  yield  thee  hearty  thanks,  most  merciful  Father, 
that  it  hath  pleased  thee  to  regenerate  Ais  Infant 
with  thy  holy  Spirit,  to  receive  him  for  thine  own  Ckiit 
by  adoption,  and  to  incorporate  him  into  thy  holy  Church. 
And  we  humbly  beseech  thee  to  grant,  that  os  he  is  now 
made  partaker  of  the  death  of  thy  Son,  so  he  may  be  also 
of  his  resurrection ;  and  that  finally,  with  the  residue  of  thy 
Saints,  he  may  inherit  thine  everlasting  kingdom;  throu^ 
the  same  thy  Son  Jesus  Christ  our  Lord.    Amen. 

II  And  lei  them  not  douht,  but  thai  the  i^tuhi  so  hapnud  t.\  lanfniiy  n.ai 
sufficiently  baptized,  and  ought  not  to  be  baptized  again.  Yet  wcivr- 
theless,  if  the  Child,  which  is  after  this  sort  baptized,  do  afterward  lirr, 
it  is  expedient  that  it  be  brought  into  the  Church,  to  the  intent  ihai. 
if  the  Minister  of  the  same  Parish  did  himself  baptize  that  Child,  tin 
Congregation  may  be  certified  of  the  true  Form  of  Baptism,  by  h:^^' 
privately  before  used :    In  which  case  he  shall  say  thus, 

I  CERTIFY  you,  that  according  to  the  due  and  prescribed 
Order  of  the  Church,  at  such  a  time^  and  ai  such  a  plactj 
before  divers  witnesses  I  baptized  this  Child. 
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^  Hul  if  the  Child  were  baptized  by  any  other  lawful  Minister,  then  the 
yUnijiter  qfthe  Parish,  where  the  Child  was  born  or  christened,  shall 
examine  and  try  whether  the  Child  be  larvfully  baptized,  or  no.  In 
which  case,  if  those  that  brinsr  any  Child  to  the  Church  do  answer,  that 
(he  same  Child  is  already  baptized,  then  shall  the  Minister  examine 
ihrm  fur/ her.  sayhi^, 

BY  whom  was  this  Child  baptized  ? 
Who  was  present  when  this  Child  was  baptized  ? 
Because  some  things  essential  to  this  Sacrament  may 
happen  to  be  omitted  through  fear  or  haste,  in  such  times 
of  extremity ;  therefore  I  demand  further  of  you, 
With  what  matter  was  this  Child  baptized  ? 
With  what  words  was  this  Child  baptized  ? 

^  Attd  if  the  Minister  shall  find  by  the  answers  of  such  as  bring  the 
Child,  that  all  things  were  done  as  they  ought  to  be;  then  shall  tiot 
he  christen  the  Child  again ^  but  shall  receive  hivi  as  one  of  the  JUkIc 
nf  true  christian  people,  saying  thus, 

I  CERTIFY  you,  that  in  this  case  all  is  well  done,  and 
according  unto  due  order,  concerning  the  baptizing  of 
this  Child;  who  being  bom  in  original  sin,  and  in  the 
wrath  of  God,  is  now,  by  the  laver  of  Regeneration  in  Bap- 
tism, received  into  the  number  of  the  children  of  God,  and 
heirs  of  everlasting  life:  for  our  Lord  Jesus  Christ  doth 
not  deny  his  grace  and  mercy  unto  such  Infants,  but  most 
lovingly  doth  call  them  unto  him,  as  the  holy  Gospel  doth 
witness  to  our  comfort  on  this  wise. 

St.  Mark  X.  1 S. 

THEY  brought  young  children  to  Christ,  that  he  should 
touch  them;  and  his  disciples  rebuked  those  that 
brought  them.  But  when  Jesus  saw  it,  he  was  much  dis- 
pleased, and  said  unto  them.  Suffer  the  little  children  to 
come  unto  me,  and  forbid  them  not ;  for  of  such  is  the  king- 
dom of  God.  Verily  I  say  unto  you.  Whosoever  shall  not 
receive  the  kingdom  of  God  as  a  little  child,  he  shall  not 
enter  therein.  And  he  took  them  up  in  his  arms,  put  his 
hands  upon  them,  and  blessed  them. 

^  Af'frr  the  Gospel  fs  read,  the  Minister  .shall  make  this  brief  Exhortation 

Hp(ni  the  words  of  the  Gospel. 

BELOVED,  ye  hear  in  this  Gospel  the  words  of  our 
Saviour  Christ,  that  he  commanded  the  children  to  be 
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brought  unto  him ;  how  he  blamed  those  that  would  have 
kept  them  from  him ;  how  he  exhorted  all  men  to  follow 
their  innocency.  Ye  perceive  how  by  his  outward  gesture 
and  deed  he  declared  his  good  vnSl  toward  them;  for  he 
embraced  them  in  his  arms,  he  laid  his  hands  upon  them, 
and  blessed  them.  Doubt  ye  not  therefore,  but  earnestly 
believe,  that  he  hath  likewise  favourably  received  Ais  pre- 
sent Infant ;  that  he  hath  embraced  him  with  the  arms  of 
his  mercy;  and  (as  he  hath  promised  in  his  holy  Word) 
will  give  unto  him  the  blessing  of  eternal  life,  and  make 
him  partaker  of  his  everlasting  kingdom.  Wherefore,  we 
being  thus  persuaded  of  the  good  will  of  our  heavenly  Far 
ther,  declared  by  his  Son  Jesus  Christ,  towards  this  Infant, 
let  us  faithfully  and  devoutly  give  thanks  unto  him,  and  say 
the  Prayer  which  the  Lord  himself  taught  us :

Thy  will  be  dcme  in 
earth.  As  it  is  in  heaven.  Give  us  this  day  our  daily  bread. 
And  forgive  us  our  trespasses.  As  we  forgive  them  that 
trespass  against  us.  And  lead  us  not  into  temptation ;  But 
deliver  us  from  evil.    Amen. 


ALMIGHTY  and  everlasting  Grod,  heavenly  Father,  wc 
give  thee  humble  thanks,  that  thou  hast  vouchsafed 
to  call  us  to  the  knowledge  of  thy  grace,  and  fiuth  in  thee ;

liaptism  of  Infants;  saving  that  at  the  dijtping  (jf  the  Child  in  the 
Font,  he  shall  use  this  form  of  words. 

IF  thou  art  not  already  baptized,  N.  I  baptize  thee  In 
the  Name  of  the  Father,  and  of  the  Son,  and  of  the 
Holy  Ghost.

Hear  the  words  of  the  Gospel,  written  by  Saint  /a&it,  in 
the  third  Chapter,  beginning  at  the  first  Verse. 

THERE  was  a  man  of  the  Pharisees,  named  Nioode* 
mus,  a  ruler  of  the  Jews.  The  same  came  to  Jesus  by 
night,  and  said  unto  him,  Rabbi,  we  know  that  thou  art 
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a  teacher  come  from  God;  for  no  man  can  do  these  mi* 
racles  that  thou  doest,  except  God  be  vnth  him.  Jesus 
answered  and  said  unto  him,  Verily,  verily  I  say  imto  thee, 
Except  a  man  be  bom  again,  he  cannot  see  the  kingdom  of 
God*  Nicodemus  saith  unto  him.  How  can  a  man  be  bom 
when  he  is  old  ?  Can  he  enter  the  second  time  into  his  mo- 
thei's  womb,  and  be  bom?  Jesus  answered.  Verily,  verily 
I  say  unto  thee,  Except  a  man  be  bom  of  water  and  of  the 
Spirit,  he  cannot  enter  into  the  kingdom  of  God.  That 
which  is  bom  of  the  flesh  is  flesh ;  and  that  which  is  bom 
of  the  Spirit  is  spirit*  Marvel  not  that  I  said  unto  thee. 
Ye  must  be  bom  agam.  The  wind  bloweth  where  it  list- 
eth,  and  thou  hearest  the  sound  thereof;  but  canst  not  tell 
whence  it  cometh,  and  whither  it  goeth:  so  is  every  one 
that  is  bom  of  the  Spirit.

BELOVED,  ye  hear  in  this  Gospel  the  express  words 
of  our  Saviour  Christ,  that  except  a  man  be  bom  of 
water  and  of  the  Spirit,  he  cannot  enter  into  the  kingdom 
of  God.  Whereby  ye  may  perceive  the  great  necessity  of 
this  Sacrament,  where  it  may  be  had.  Likewise,  immedi- 
ately before  his  ascension  into  heaven,  (as  we  read  in  the 
last  Chapter  of  Saint  Mark's  Gospel,)  he  gave  command  to 
his  disciples,  saying.  Go  ye  into  all  the  world,  and  preach 
the  Gospel  to  every  creature.  He  that  believeth  and  is 
baptized  shall  be  saved ;  but  he  that  believeth  not  shall  be 
damned*  Which  also  sheweth  imto  us  the  great  benefit 
we  reap  thereby.  For  which  cause  Saint  Peter  the  Apo- 
stle, when  upon  his  first  preaching  of  the  Gospel  many  were 
pricked  at  the  heart,  and  said  to  him  and  the  rest  of  the 
Apostles,  Men  and  brethren,  what  shall  we  do?  replied 
and  said  unto  them.  Repent,  and  be  baptized  every  one  of 
you  for  the  remission  of  sins,  and  ye  shall  receive  the  g^ft 
of  the  Holy  Ghost.  For  the  promise  is  to  you  and  your 
children,  and  to  all  that  are  afar  off,  even  as  many  as  the 
Lord  our  God  shall  call.  And  with  many  other  words  ex- 
horted he  them,  saying.  Save  yourselves  from  this  untoward 
generation.    For  (as  the  same  Apostle  testifieth  in  another

place)  even  Baptism  doth  also  now  save  us^  (not  the  put- 
ting away  of  the  filth  of  the  fleshy  but  the  answer  of  a 
good  conscience  towards  God,)  by  the  resurrection  of  Je- 
sus Christ.  Doubt  ye  not  therefore,  but  earnestly  believe, 
that  he  will  favourably  receive  these  present  persons^  truly 
repenting,  and  coming  imto  him  by  faith;  that  he  will 
grant  them  remission  of  their  sins,  and  bestow  upon  them 
the  holy  Ghost;  that  he  will  give  them  the  blessing  of 
eternal  life,  and  make  them  partakers  of  his  ev^lasting 
kingdom. 

Wherefore  we  being  thus  persuaded  of  the  good  will 
of  our  heavenly  Father  towards  Aese  persons^  declared  by 
his  Son  Jesus  Christ;  let  us  faithfully  and  devoutly  give 
thanks  to  him,  and  say, 

ALMIGHTY  and  everlasting  God,  heavenly  Father,  we 
give  thee  humble  thanks,  for  that  thou  hast  vouch- 
safed to  call  us  to  the  knowledge  of  thy  grace,  and  faith  in 
thee :  Increase  this  knowledge,  and  confirm  this  faith  in  us 
evermore.  Give  thy  holy  Spirit  to  these  persons^  that  Aqf 
may  be  bom  again,  and  be  made  heirs  of  everlasting  sal- 
vation; through  our  Lord  Jesus  Christ,  who  liveth  and 
reigneth  with  thee  and  the  Holy  Spirit,  now  and  for  ever.

rrisc : 

WELL-BELOVED,  who  are  come  hither  desiring  to 
receive  holy  Baptism,  ye  have  heard  how  the  con- 
gregation hath  prayed,  that  our  Lord  Jesus  Christ  would 
vouchsafe  to  receive  you  and  bless  you,  to  release  you  of 
your  sins,  to  give  you  the  kingdom  of  heaven,  and  ever- 
lasting life.

of  discretion,  and  having  learned  what  their  GodfieUJiers 
and  Grodmothers  promised  for  them  in  Baptism,  they  may 
themselves,  with  their  own  mouth  and  consent^  openly 
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before  the  Church,  ratify  and  confirm  the  same;  and  also 
promise,  that  hy  the  grace  of  God  they  will  evermore 
endeavour  themselves  fidthfully  to  observe  such  things,  as 
they,  by  their  own  confession,  have  assented  unto.

PUBLISH  the  Banns  of  Marriage  between  M.  of 


and  IV.  of .    If  any  of  you  know  cause,  or  just 

impediment,  why  these  two  persons  should  not  be  joined 
together  in  holy  Matrimony,  ye  are  to  declare  it.  This 
is  the  first  [second^  or  third}  time  of  asking.

DEARLY  beloved,  we  are  gathered  together  here  in 
the  sight  of  Grod,  and  in  the  face  of  this  congrega- 
tion, to  join  together  this  Man  and  this  Woman  in  holy 
Matrimony;  which  is  an  honourable  estate,  instituted  of 
God  in  the  time  of  man's  innocency,  signifying  unto  us 
the  mystical  union  that  is  betwixt  Christ  and  his  Church; 
which  holy  estate  Christ  adorned  and  beautified  with  his 
presence,  and  first  miracle  that  he  wrought,  in  Cana  of 
Galilee;  and  is  commended  of  Saint  Paul  to  be  honour- 
able among  all  men:  and  therefore  is  not  by  any  to  be 
enterprised,  nor  taken  in  hand,  unadvisedly,  lightly,  or 
wantonly,  to  satisfy  men's  carnal  lusts  and  appetites,  like 
brute  beasts  that  have  no  understanding;  but  reverently, 
discreetly,  advisedly,  soberly,  and  in  the  fear  of  God ;  duly 
considering  the  causes  for  which  Matrimony  was  ordained. 

First,  It  was  ordained  for  the  procreation  of  children, 
to  be  brought  up  in  the  fear  and  nurture  of  the  Lord,  and 
to  the  praise  of  his  holy  Name. 

Secondly,  It  was  ordained  for  a  remedy  against  sin,  and 
to  avoid  fornication ;  that  such  persons  as  have  not  the  gift 
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of  continency  might  many,  and  keep  themselves  midefiled 
members  of  Christ's  body. 

Thirdly,  It  was  ordained  for  the  mutual  society,  help, 
and  comfort,  that  the  one  ought  to  have  of  the  other,  both 
in  prosperity  and  adversity.  Into  which  holy  estate  these 
two  persons  present  come  now  to  be  joined.  Therefore  if 
any  man  can  shew  any  just  cause,  why  they  may  not  law- 
fully be  joined  together,  let  him  now  speak,  or  else  here- 
after for  ever  hold  his  peace.

ALL  ye  that  are  married,  or  that  intend  to  take  the 
holy  estate  of  Matrimony  upon  you,  hear  what  the 
holy  Scripture  doth  say  as  touching  the  duty  of  husbands 
towards  their  wives,  and  wives  towards  their  husbands. 

Saint  Paul,  in  his  Epistle  to  the  Ephesians,  the  fifth 
Chapter,  doth  give  this  commandment  to  all  married  men ; 
Husbands,  love  your  wives,  even  as  Christ  also,  loved  the 
Church,  and  gave  himself  for  it,  that  he  might  sanctify  and 
cleanse  it  with  the  washing  of  water,  by  the  Word ;  that 
he  might  present  it  to  himself  a  glorious  Church,  not  hav- 
ing spot,  or  wrinkle,  or  any  such  thing ;  but  that  it  should 
be  holy,  and  without  blemish.  So  ought  men  to  love  their 
wives  as  their  own  bodies.  He  that  loveth  his  wife  loveth 
himself:  for  no  man  ever  yet  hated  his  own  flesh,  but 
nourisheth  and  cherisheth  it,  even  as  the  Lord  the  Church : 
for  we  are  members  of  his  body,  of  his  flesh,  and  of  his 
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bones.  For  this  cause  shall  a  man  leave  his  &ther  and 
mother,  and  shall  be  joined  unto  his  wife ;  and  they  two 
shall  be  one  flesh.  This  is  a  great  mystery ;  but  I  speak 
concerning  Christ  and  the  Church.  Nevertheless,  let  every 
one  of  you  in  particular  so  love  his  wife,  even  as  himsell 

Likewise  the  same  Saint  Paul,  writing  to  the  Colos- 
sians,  speaketh  thus  to  all  men  that  are  married;  Hus- 
bands, love  your  wives,  and  be  not  bitter  against  them. 

Hear  also  what  Saint  Peter,  the  Apostle  of  Christ,  who 
was  himself  a  married  man,  saith  unto  them  that  are  mar- 
ried;  Ye  husbands,  dwell  with  your  wives  according  to 
knowledge;  giving  honour  unto  the  wife,  as  unto  the 
weaker  vessel,  and  as  being  heirs  together  of  the  grace  of 
life,  that  your  prayers  be  not  hindered. 

Hitherto  ye  have  heard  the  duty  of  the  husband  toward 
the  wife.  Now  likewise,  ye  wives,  hear  and  leam  your 
duties  toward  your  husbands,  even  as  it  is  plainly  set  forth 
in  holy  Scripture. 

Saint  Paul,  in  the  aforenamed  Epistle  to  the  Ephesians, 
teacheth  you  thus;  Wives,  submit  yourselves  unto  your 
own  husbands,  as  unto  the  Lord.  For  the  husband  is  the 
head  of  the  wife,  even  as  Christ  is  the  head  of  the  Church : 
and  he  is  the  Saviour  of  the  body.  Therefore  as  the 
Church  is  subject  unto  Christ,  so  let  the  wives  be  to  their 
own  husbands  in  every  thing.  And  again  he  saith.  Let 
the  wife  see  that  she  reverence  her  husband. 

And  in  his  Epistle  to  the  Colossians,  Saint  Paul  giveth 
you  this  short  lesson ;  Wives,  submit  yourselves  unto  your 
own  husbands,  as  it  is  fit  in  the  Lord. 

Saint  Peter  also  doth  instruct  you  very  well,  thus  say* 
ing;  Ye  wives,  be  in  subjection  to  your  own  husbands; 
that,  if  any  obey  not  the  Word,  they  also  may  without 
the  Word  be  won  by  the  conversation  of  the  wives ;  while 
they  behold  your  chaste  conversation  coupled  vrith  fear. 
Whose  adorning,  let  it  not  be  that  outward  adorning  of 
plaiting  the  hair,  and  of  wearing  of  gold,  or  of  putting  on 
of  apparel ;  but  let  it  be  the  hidden  man  of  the  heart,  in 
that  which  is  not  corruptible ;   even  the  omamrat  of  a 
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meek  and  quiet  spirit,  which  is  in  the  sight  of  God  of 
great  price.  For  after  this  manner  in  the  old  time  the 
holy  women  also,  who  trusted  in  God,  adorned  themselves, 
being  in  subjection  unto  their  own  husbands ;  even  as  Sa- 
rah obeyed  Abraham,  calling  him  lord;  whose  daughters 
ye  are  as  long  as  ye  do  well,  and  are  not  afraid  with  any 
amazement.

TAKE  therefore  in  good  part  the  chastisement  of  the 
Lord :  For  (as  Saint  Paul  saith  in  the  twelfth  Chap- 
ter to  the  Hebrews)  whom  the  Lord  loveth  he  chasteneth, 
and  scourgeth  every  son  whom  he  receiveth.  If  ye  endure 
chastening,  G^  dealeth  with  you  as  with  sons ;  for  what 
son  is  he  whom  the  father  chasteneth  not?  But  if  ye  be 
without  chastisement,  whereof  all  are  partakers,  then  are 
ye  bastards,  and  not  sons.  Furthermore,  we  have  had  fa- 
thers of  our  flesh,  which  corrected  us,  and  we  gave  them 
reverence :  shall  we  not  much  rather  be  in  subjection  unto 
the  Father  of  spirits,  and  live  ?  For  they  verily  for  a  few 
days  chastened  us  after  their  own  pleasure ;  but  he  for  our 
profit,  that  we  might  be  partakers  of  his  holiness.  These 
words,  good  brother,  are  written  in  holy  Scripture  for  our 
comfort  and  instruction;  that  we  should  patiently,  and 
with  thanksgiving,  bear  our  heavenly  Father's  correction, 
whensoever  by  any  manner  of  adversity  it  shall  please  his 
gracious  goodness  to  visit  us.  And  there  should  be  no 
greater  comfort  to  Christian  persons,  than  to  be  made  like 
unto  Christ,  by  suffering  patiently  adversities,  troubles, 
and  sicknesses.  For  he  himself  went  not  up  to  joy,  but 
first  he  suffered  pain ;  he  entered  not  into  his  glory  before 
he  was  crucified.  So  truly  our  way  to  eternal  joy  is  to 
suffer  here  with  Christ;  and  our  door  to  enter  into  eter- 
nal life  is  gladly  to  die  with  Christ;  that  we  may  rise 
agun  from  death,  and  dwell  with  him  in  everlasting  life. 
Now  therefore,  taking  your  sickness,  which  is  thus  pro-

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fitable  for  you,  patiently,  I  exhort  you,  in  the  Name  of 
God,  to  remember  the  profession  which  you  made  unto 
Grod  in  your  Baptism.  And  forasmuch  as  after  this  Ufe 
there  is  an  account  to  be  given  unto  the  righteous  Judge, 
by  whom  all  must  be  judged,  without  respect  of  persons,  I

0  BLESSED  Lord,  the  Father  of  mercies,  and  the 
Grod  of  all  comforts ;  We  beseech  thee,  look  down  in 
pity  and  compassion  upon  this  thy  afflicted  servant.  Thou 
writest  bitter  things  against  him,  and  makest  him  to  pos- 
sess ^  former  iniquities ;  thy  wrath  lieth  hard  upon  him, 
and  his  soul  is  full  of  trouble :  But,  O  merciful  God,  who 
hast  written  thy  holy  Word  for  our  learning,  that  we, 
through  patience  and  comfort  of  thy  holy  Scriptures,  might 
have  hope ;  give  him  a  right  understanding  of  himself,  and 
of  thy  threats  and  promises;  that  he  may  neither  cast 
away  his  confidence  in  thee,  nor  place  it  any  where  but  in 
thee.  Give  him  strength  against  all  his  temptations,  and 
heal  all  his  distempers.  Break  not  the  bruised  reed,  nor 
quench  the  smoking  flax.  Shut  not  up  thy  tender  mer- 
cies in  displeasure;  but  make  him  to  hear  of  joy  and 
gladness,  that  the  bones  which  thou  hast  broken  may  re- 
joice. Deliver  him  from  fear  of  the  enemy,  and  lift  up 
the  light  of  thy  countenance  upon  Mm,  and  give  him  peace, 
through  the  merits  and  mediation  of  Jesus  Christ  our 
Lmrd.  jimen. 


THE  COMMUNION  OF  THE  SICK. 


II  Forasmuch  a.s  all  mortal  men  be  suhject  to  manif  .sudden  -periU.  du- 
eases,  and  sicknesses,  and  ever  uncertain  what  time  the}i  shall  depart 
out  of  this  life;  therefore,  to  the  intent  theij  may  be  always  in  a  rcadi-  I 
7tess  to  die,  whensoever  if  shall  please  Almighfi/  God  to  call  iliern,  tlir 
Curates  shall  diligently  from  time  to  time  {but  especially  in  the  lime 
of  pestilence,  or  other  infections  sickness)  eahort  their  Parishioners  iu 
the  (ften  receiving  of  the  holy  Communion  of  the  Body  and  Blood  of 
our  Saviour  Christ,  when  it  shall  be  puhiwkly  administered  in  thr 
Church;  that  so  doing,  they  viay^  in  case  of  sudden  visitation,  hm-- 
the  less  cause  to  be  disquieted  for  lack  of  the  same.     But  if  the  sid- 

■  person  be  not  able  to  come  to  the  Church,  and  yet  is  desirous  to  receive  I 
the  Communion  in  h'ui  house ;  then  he  must  give  timeh/  notice  to  the 
Curate,  signifi/ing  also  horn  many  there  are  to  comwunicaie  with  him. 
(rrhich  shall  be  three,  or  two  at  the  lea.H,)  and  having  a  convrmnti 
place  in  the  sick  wans  house,  with  all  things  neccssan/  so  prepared, 
that  the  Curate  may  reverently  minister,  he  shall  there  celebrate  M'' 
holy  Communion,  beginning  with  the  Collect,  Epi.itlc.  and  Gospel,  Ifff- 
fhl  lowing. 

THE  COLLECT, 

ALMIGHTY,  everliving  God,  Maker  of  mankind, 
who  dost  correct  those  whom  thou  doat  love,  and 
chastise  every  one  whom  thou  dost  receive;  We  beseech 
thee  to  have  mercy  upon  this  thy  servant  visited  vdth  thine 
hand,  and  to  grant  that  he  may  take  his  sickness  pati- 
ently, and  recover  his  bodily  health,  (if  it  be  thy  gradons 
will ;)  and  whensoever  his  soul  shall  depart  from  the  body, 
it  may  be  without  spot  presented  unto  thee ;  through  Jesus 
Christ  our  Lord.   Amen. 

THE  EPISTLE.    Heb.  xii.  5. 

MY  son,  despise  not  thou  the  chastening  of  the  Lord, 
nor  £Eiint  when  thou  art  rebuked  of  him.

Jlr.st    receive   the   Communion    him.self,   and   after  minister    unto  thev 
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that  are  apjyointcd  to  communicate    with   the   xic/c,   avd   Inst    of  all  to 
the  xick  person. 

f  But  if  a  majiy  either  bij  reason  of  extremity  ()f  sickness y  or  for  want  of 
naming  in  due  time  to  the  Curate,  or  for  lack  of  coinpani/  to  receive 
with  him,  or  by  any  other  just  impediment,  do  not  receive  the  Sacra- 
ment of  Christ's  Body  and  Blood,  the  Curate  shall  instruct  him,  that 
if  he  do  truly  repent  him  of  his  sins,  and  sled  fast  I y  believe  that  Jesus 
Christ  hath  suffered  death  upon  the  Crass  for  him,  and  shed  his  lihxui 
fur  his  redemption,  earnestly  remembering  the  benefits  he  hath  thereby, 
and  giving  him  hearty  thanks  therefore,  he  doth  eat  and  drink  the 
Body  and  BIcmhI  of  our  Saviour  Christ'  profitably  to  his  Soul's  health, 
althoui^h  he  do  not  receive  the  Sacrament  with  his  mouth. 

f  IVhen  the  sick  per.wn  is  visited,  and  receiveth  the  holy  Communion  all 
at  one  time,  then  the  Priest,  for  more  expedition,  shall  cut  off'  the  Jonn 
of  the  Visitation  at  the  Psalm  \An  thee,  O  Lord,  hjive  I  put  my  trust, 
c^T.]]  and  go  straight  to  the  Communion. 

H  In  the  time  of  the  Plague,  Sweat,  or  such  other  like  contagious  times 
of  sickness  or  diseases,  when  none  of  the  Parish  or  neighbours  can  be 
gotten  to  communicate  with  the  sick  in  their  houses,  for  fear  of  the 
infection,  upon  special  request  of  the  diseased,  the  Minister  may  only 
communicate  with  him. 


THE  ORDER  FOR 

THE  BURIAL  OF  THE  DEAD. 

f  Here  is  to  be  noted,  that  the  Office  ensuing  is  not  to  be  used  for  any 
that  die  unbaptized,  (w  excommunicate,  or  have  laid  violent  hands  upon 
themselves. 

f  The  Priest  and  Clerks  meeting  the  Corpse  at  the  entrance  of  the 
Church-yard,  and  going  before  it,  either  into  the  Church,  or  towards 
the  Grave,  shall  .say,  or  .sing, 

I  AM  the  resurrection  and  the  life,  saith  the  Lord  :  he 
that  believeth  in  me,  though  he  were  dead,  yet  shall 
he  live  :  and  whosoever  liveth  and  helieveth  in  me  shall 
never  die.    St.  John  xi.  25,  26. 

I  KNOW  that  my  Redeemer  liveth,  and  that  he  shall 
stand  at  the  latter  day  upon  the  earth.  And  though 
after  my  skin  worms  destroy  this  body,  yet  in  my  flesh 
shall  I  see  God  :  whom  I  shall  see  for  myself,  and  mine 
eyes  shall  behold,  and  not  another.    Job  xix.  25,  26,  27. 

WE  brought  nothing  into  this  world,  and  it  is  certain 
we  can  carry  nothing  out.  The  Lord  gave,  and 
the  Lord  hath  taken  away;  blessed  be  the  Name  of  the 
Lord.    1  Tim.  vi.  7.  Job  i.  21.

I  SAID,  I  will  take  heed  to  my  ways  :  that  I  offend 
not  in  my  tongue. 

I  will  keep  my  mouth  as  it  were  with  a  bridle  :  wfaUe 
the  ungodly  is  in  my  sight. 

I  held  my  tongue,  and  spake  nothing  :  I  kept  silence, 
yea,  even  from  good  words;  but  it  was  pain  and  grief 
to  me. 

My  heart  was  hot  within  me,  and  while  I  was  thus 
musing  the  fire  kindled  :  and  at  the  last  I  spake  with  my 
tongue; 

Lord,  let  me  know  mine  end,  and  the  number  of  my 
days  :  that  I  may  be  certified  how  long  I  have  to  live. 

Behold,  thou  hast  made  my  days  as  it  were  a  span  long : 
and  mine  age  is  even  as  nothing  in  respect  of  thee ;  and 
verily  every  man  living  is  altogether  vanity. 

For  man  walketh  in  a  vain  shadow,  and  disquieteth 
himself  in  vain  :  he  heapeth  up  riches,  and  cannot  tell 
who  shall  gather  them. 

And  now,  Lord,  what  is  my  hope  :  truly  my  hope  is 
even  in  thee. 

Deliver  me  from  all  mine  oflfences  :  and  make  me  not  i 
rebuke  unto  the  foolish. 

I  became  dumb,  and  opened  not  my  mouth  :  for  it  was 
thy  doing. 

Take  thy  plague  away  from  me  :  I  am  even  consumed 
by  means  of  thy  heavy  hand. 

When  thou  with  rebukes  dost  chasten  man  for  sin, 
thou  makest  his  beauty  to  consume  away,  like  as  it  were 
a  moth  fretting  a  garment  :  every  man  therefore  is  but 
vanity. 

Hear  my  prayer,  O  Lord,  and  with  thine  ears  consider 
my  calling  :  hold  not  thy  peace  at  my  tears. 

For  I  am  a  stranger  with  thee  :  and  a  sojourner^  as  all 
my  fathers  were. 

O  spare  me  a  little,  that  I  may  recover  my  strength  : 
before  I  go  hence,  and  be  no  more  seen. 
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Glory  be  to  the  Father,  and  to  the  Son  :  and  to  the 
Holy  Ghost ; 

As  it  was  in  the  beginning,  is  now,  and  ever  shall  be  :

The  days  of  our  age  are  threescore  years  and  ten ;  and 
though  men  be  so  strong,  that  they  come  to  fourscore 
years  :  yet  is  their  strength  then  but  labour  and  sorrow; 
80  soon  passeth  it  away,  and  we  are  gone. 

But  who  r^ardeth  the  power  of  thy  wrath  :  for  even 
thereafUr  as  a  man  feareth,  so  is  thy  displeasure. 

O  teach  us  to  number  our  days  :  that  we  may  apply  our 
hearts  unto  wisdom. 

Turn  thee  again,  O  Lord,  at  the  last  :  and  be  gracious 
unto  thy  servants. 

O  satisfy  us  with  thy  mercy,  and  that  soon  :  so  shall 
we  rcgoice  and  be  glad  all  the  da]rs  of  our  life. 

Comfort  us  again  now  afier  the  time  that  thou  hast 
plagued  us  :  and  for  the  years  wherein  we  have  suffered 
adversity. 
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Shew  thy  servants  thy  work  :  and  their  children  thy 
glory.

NOW  is  Christ  risen  from  the  dead,  and  become  the 
first-fruits  of  them  that  slept.  For  since  by  man 
came  death,  by  man  came  also  the  resurrection  of  the  dead. 
For  as  in  Adam  all  die,  even  so  in  Christ  shall  all  be  made 
alive.  But  every  man  in  his  own  order:  Christ  the  first- 
fruits  ;  afterward  they  that  are  Christ's,  at  his  coming.  Then 
Cometh  the  end,  when  he  shall  have  delivered  up  the  king- 
dom to  God,  even  the  Father;  when  he  shall  have  put 
down  all  rule,  and  all  authority,  and  power.  For  he  must 
reign,  till  he  hath  put  all  enemies  under  his  feet.  The 
last  enemy  that  shall  be  destroyed  is  death.  For  he  hath 
put  all  things  under  his  feet.  But  when  he  saith,  all 
things  are  put  under  him,  it  is  manifest  that  he  is  ex- 
cepted, which  did  put  all  things  under  him.  And  when 
all  things  shall  be  subdued  unto  him,  then  shall  the  Son 
also  himself  be  subject  unto  him  that  put  all  things  under 
him,  that  God  may  be  all  in  all.  Else  what  shall  they  do 
which  are  baptized  for  the  dead,  if  the  dead  rise  not  at 
all  ?  Why  are  they  then  baptized  for  the  dead  ?  and  why 
stand  we  in  jeopardy  every  hour?  I  protest  by  your  re- 
joicing, which  I  have  in  Christ  Jesus  our  Lord,  I  diie  daily. 
If  after  the  manner  of  men  I  have  fought  with  beasts  at 
Ephesus,  what  advantageth  it  me,  if  the  dead  rise  not? 
Let  us  eat  and  drink,  for  to-morrow  we  die.  Be  not  de- 
ceived :  evil  communications  corrupt  good  manners.  Awake 
to  righteousness,  and  sin  not ;  for  some  have  not  the  know- 
ledge  of  God.    I  speak  this  to  your  shame.    But  some  man 
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will  say.  How  are  the  dead  raised  up  ?  and  with  what  hody 
do  they  come?    Thou  fool,  that  which  thou  sowest  is  not 
quickened,  except  it  die.     And  that  which  thou  sowest, 
thou  sowest  not  that  hody  that  shall  be,  but  bare  grain, 
it  may  chance  of  wheat,  or  of  some  other  grain :  But  God 
giveth  it  a  body,  as  it  hath  pleased  him,  and  to  every  seed 
bis  own  body.    All  flesh  is  not  the  same  flesh;  but.  there 
is  one  kind  of  flesh  of  men,  another  flesh  of  beasts,  another 
of  fishes,  and  another  of  birds.    There  are  also  celestial 
bodies,  and  bodies  terrestrial ;  but  the  glory  of  the  celestial 
is  one,  and  the  glory  of  the  terrestrial  is  another.    There 
is  one  glory  of  the  sun,  and  another  glory  of  the  moon, 
and  another  glory  of  the  stars ;  for  one  star  difiereth  from 
another  star  in  glory.    So  also  is  the  resurrection  of  the 
dead:  It  is  sown  in  corruption;  it  is  raised  in  incorrup- 
tion :  It  is  sown  in  dishonour ;  it  is  raised  in  glory :  It  is 
sown  in  weakness;  it  is  raised  in  power:  It  is  sown  a 
natural  body;  it  is  raised  a  spiritual  body.     There  is  a 
natural  body,  and  there  is  a  spiritual  body.    And  so  it  is 
written.  The  first  man  Adam  was  made  a  living  soul ;  the 
last  Adam  was  made  a  quickening  spirit.    Howbeit,  that 
was  not  first  which  is  spiritual,  but  that  which  is  natural ; 
and  afterward  that  which  is  spiritual.     The  first  man  is 
of  the  earth,  earthy :  the  second  man  is  the  Lord  from 
beaven.    As  is  the  earthy,  such  are  they  that  are  earthy : 
and  as  is  the  heavenly,  such  are  they  also  that  are  hea- 
venly.    And  as  we  have  borne  the  image  of  the  earthy, 
we  shall  also  bear  the  image  of  the  heavenly.    Now  this 
I  say,  brethren,  that  flesh  and  blood  cannot  inherit  the 
kingdom  of  God;  neither  doth  corruption  inherit  incor- 
niption.     Behold,  I  shew  you  a  mystery:  We  shall  not 
all  sleep,  but  we  shall  all  be  changed,  in  a  moment,  in  the 
twinkling  of  an  eye,  at  the  last  trump,  (for  the  trumpet 
shall  sound,)  and  the  dead  shall  be  raised  incorruptible, 
and  we  shall  be  changed.    For  this  corruptible  must  put 
on  incorruption,  and  this  mortal  must  put  on  immortality. 
So  when  this  corruptible  shall  have  put  on  incorruption, 
and  this  mortal  shall  have  put  on  immortality;  then  shall 
be  brought  to  pass  the  saying  that  is  written.  Death  is 
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swallowed  up  in  victory.  O  death,  where  is  thy  sting? 
O  grave,  where  is  thy  victory  ?  The  sting  of  death  is  sin, 
and  the  strength  of  sin  is  the  law.  But  thanks  be  to  God, 
which  giveth  us  the  victory  through  our  Lord  Jesus  Christ 
Therefore,  my  beloved  brethren,  be  ye  stedfSut,  unmove- 
able,  always  abounding  in  the  work  of  the  Lord,  forasmuch 
as  ye  know  that  your  labour  is  not  in  vain  in  the  Lord. 

If  When  i/fet/  come  to  the  Grave,  yvhile  the  Corpse  is  made  ready  to  ''•' 
laid  ifito  the  earth,  the  Priest  shall  say,  or  the  Priest  and  C/erh  -f/''."' 


MAN  that  is  bom  of  a  woman  hath  but  a  short  time 
to  live,  and  is  full  of  misery.  He  cometh  up,  and 
is  cut  down,  like  a  flower ;  he  fleeth  as  it  were  a  shadow, 
and  never  continueth  in  one  stay. 

In  the  midst  of  life  we  are  in  death :  of  whom  may  we 
seek  for  succour,  but  of  thee,  O  Lord,  who  for  our  sins  art 
justly  displeased  ? 

Yet,  O  Lord  God  most  holy,  O  Lord  most  mighty, 
O  holy  and  most  merciful  Saviour,  deliver  us  not  into  the 
bitter  pains  of  eternal  death.

IF  The  Woman,  at  the  usual  time  ajhrr  her  Deiireri^,  shall  comt  in'o 
the  Church  decently  apparelled,  and  there  shall  kneel  down  in  *t;/"r 
convenient  place,  as  hath  been  accustomed,  or  as  the  Ordinan/  s^d'

NOW  seeing  that  all  they  are  accursed  (as  the  prophet 
David  heareth  witness)  who  do  err  and  go  astray  from 
the  commandments  of  God ;  let  us  (remembering  the  dread- 
ful judgement  hanging  over  our  heads,  and  always  ready 
to  fall  upon  us)  return  unto  our  Lord  God,  with  all  con- 
trition and  meekness  of  heart;  bewailing  and  lamenting 
our  sinful  life,  acknowledging  and  confessing  our  offences, 
and  seeking  to  bring  forth  worthy  fruits  of  penance.  For 
now  is  the  ax  put  unto  the  root  of  the  trees,  so  that  every 
tree  that  bringeth  not  forth  good  fruit  is  hewn  down,  and 
cast  into  the  fire.  It  is  a  fearful  thing  to  fall  into  the 
hands  of  the  living  God:  he  shall  pour  down  rain  upon 
the  sinners,  snares,  fire  and  brimstone,  storm  and  tempest; 
this  shall  be  their  portion  to  drink.  For  lo,  the  Lord  is 
come  out  of  his  place  to  visit  the  wickedness  of  such  as 
dwell  upon  the  earth.  But  who  may  abide  the  day  of  his 
coming  ?  Who  shall  be  able  to  endure  when  he  appeareth  ? 
His  fan  is  in  his  hand,  and  he  will  purge  his  floor,  and 
gather  his  wheat  into  the  bam ;  but  he  will  bum  the  chaff 
with  unquenchable  fire.  The  day  of  the  Lord  cometh  as 
a  thief  in  the  night :  and  when  men  shall  say.  Peace,  and 
all  things  are  safe,  then  shall  sudden  destmction  come  up- 
on them,  as  sorrow  cometh  upon  a  woman  travailing  with 
child,  and  they  shall  not  escape.  Then  shall  appear  the 
wrath  of  God  in  the  day  of  vengeance,  which  obstinate 
sinners,  through  the  stubbornness  of  their  heart,  have 
heaped  unto  themselves;  which  despised  the  goodness, 
patience,  and  long-sufferance  of  God,  when  he  calleth  them 
continually  to  repentance.  Then  shall  they  call  upon  me, 
(saith  the  Lord,)  but  I  will  not  hear ;  they  shall  seek  mc 
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early,  but  they  shall  not  find  me ;  and  that,  because  they 
hated  knowledge,  and  received  not  the  fear  of  the  Lord, 
but  abhorred  my  counsel,  and  despised  my  correction.  Then 
shall  it  be  too  late  to  knock  when  the  door  shall  be  shut ; 
and  too  late  to  cry  for  mercy  when  it  is  the  time  of  justice. 
0  terrible  voice  of  most  just  judgement,  which  shall  be 
pronounced  upon  them,  when  it  shall  be  said  unto  them. 
Go,  ye  cursed,  into  the  fire  everlasting,  which  is  prepared 
for  the  devil  and  his  angels.  Therefore,  brethren,  take  we 
heed  betime,  while  the  day  of  salvation  lasteth;  for  the 
night  Cometh,  when  none  can  work.  But  let  us,  while  we 
have  the  light,  believe  in  the  light,  and  walk  as  children 
of  the  light ;  that  we  be  not  cast  into  utter  darkness,  where 
is  weeping  and  gnashing  of  teeth.  Let  us  not  abuse  the 
goodness  of  God,  who  calleth  us  mercifiiUy  to  amendment, 
and  of  his  endless  pity  promiseth  us  forgiveness  of  that 
which  is  past,  if  with  a  perfect  and  true  heart  we  return 
unto  him.  For  though  our  sins  be  as  red  as  scarlet,  they 
shall  be  made  white  as  snow;  and  though  they  be  like 
purple,  yet  they  shall  be  made  white  as  wool.  Turn  ye 
(saith  the  Lord)  from  all  your  wickedness,  and  your  sin 
shall  not  be  your  destruction :  Cast  away  from  you  all  your 
ungodliness  that  ye  have  done :  Make  you  new  hearts,  and 
a  new  spirit :  Wherefore  will  ye  die,  O  ye  house  of  Israel, 
seeing  that  I  have  no  pleasure  in  the  death  of  him  that 
dieth,  saith  the  Lord  God?

6  I  will  not  be  afraid  for  ten  thousands 
of  the  people  :  that  have  set  themselves 
against  me  round  about. 

7  Up,  Lord,  and  help  me,  O  my  God  : 
for  thou  smitest  all  mine  enemies  upon  the 
cheek-bone ;  thou  hast  broken  the  teeth  of 
the  ungodly. 

8  Salvation  belongeth  unto  the  Lord  : 
and  thy  blessing  is  upon  thy  people. 

PSALM  IV.    Cum  invocarem. 

HEAR  me  when  I  call,  O  Grod  of  my 
righteousness  :  thou  hast  set  me  at 
Kberty  when  I  was  in  trouble ;  have  mercy 
upon  me,  and  hearken  unto  my  prayer. 
2  O  ye  sons  of  men,  how  long  will  ye 
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blaspheme  mine  honour  :  and  have  such 
pleasure  in  vanity,  and  seek  after  le.^? 

3  Know  this  also,  that  the  Lord  hath 
chosen  to  himself  the  man  that  is  godly : 
when  I  call  upon  the  Lord,  he  wiU  hear 
me. 

4  Stand  in  awe,  and  sin  not  :  commune 
with  your  own  heart,  and  in  your  cham- 
her,  and  be  still. 

5  Offer  the  sacrifice  of  righteousness  : 
and  put  your  trust  in  the  Lord. 

6  There  be  many  that  say  :  Who  will 
shew  us  any  good  ? 

7  Lord,  lift  thou  up  :  the  light  of  thy 
countenance  upon  us. 

8  Thou  hast  put  gladness  in  my  heart : 
since  the  time  that  their  com,  and  vmie, 
and  oil,  increased. 

9  I  will  lay  me  down  in  peace,  and  take 
my  rest  :  for  it  is  thou,  Lord,  only,  that 
makest  me  dwell  in  safety. 

PSALM  y.    Verba  mea  auribus. 

PONDER  my  words,  O  Lord  :  consider 
my  meditation. 

2  O  hearken  thou  unto  the  voice  of  my 
caUing,  my  King,  and  my  God  :  for  unto 
thee  will  I  make  my  prayer. 

3  My  voice  shalt  thou  hear  betimes,  O 
Lord  :  early  in  the  morning  will  I  direct 
my  prayer  unto  thee,  and  will  look  up. 

4  For  thou  art  the  God  that  hast  no  plea- 
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sure  in  wickedness  :  neither  shall  any  evil 
dwell  with  thee. 

5  Such  as  be  foolish  shall  not  stand  in 
thy  sight  :  for  thou  hatest  all  them  that 
work  vanity. 

6  Thou  shalt  destroy  them  that  speak 
leasing  :  the  Lord  will  abhor  both  the 
blood-thirsty  and  deceitful  man. 

7  But  as  for  me,  I  will  come  into  thine 
house,  even  upon  the  multitude  of  thy 
mercy  :  and  in  thy  fear  will  I  worship 
toward  thy  holy  temple. 

8  Lead  me,  O  Lord,  in  thy  righteous^ 
ness,  because  of  mine  enemies  :  make  thy 
way  plain  before  my  face. 

9  For  there  is  no  faithftdness  in  his 
mouth  :  their  inward  parts  are  very  wick- 
edness. 

10  Their  throat  is  an  open  sepulchre  : 
they  flatter  with  their  tongue. 

11  Destroy  thou  them,  O  God ;  let  them 
perish  through  their  own  imaginations  :  cast 
them  out  in  the  multitude  of  their  ungodli- 
ness ;  for  they  have  rebelled  against  thee. 

12  And  let  all  them  that  put  their  trust 
in  thee  rejoice  :  they  shall  ever  be  giving 
of  thanks,  because  thou  defendest  them ; 
they  that  love  thy  Name  shall  be  joyftd  in 
thee; 

13  For  thou,  Lord,  wilt  give  thy  blessing 
unto  the  righteous  :  and  with  thy  favourable

PSALM  VI.    Domine,  ne  in/urore. 

OLORD,  rebuke  me  not  in  thine  in- 
dignation :  neither  chasten  me  in  thy 
displeasure. 

2  Have  mercy  upon  me,  O  Lord,  for  I 
am  weak  :  O  Lord,  heal  me,  for  my  bones 
are  vexed. 

3  My  soul  also  is  sore  troubled  :  but, 
Lord,  how  long  wilt  thou  punish  me  ? 

4  Turn  thee,  O  Lord,  and  deliver  my 
soul  :  O  save  me  for  thy  mercy's  sake. 

5  For  in  death  no  man  remembereth 
thee  :  and  who  will  give  thee  thanks  in 
the  pit? 

6  I  am  weary  of  my  groaning;  every 
night  wash  I  my  bed  :  and  water  my  couch 
withmytears. 

7  My  beauty  is  gone  for  very  trouble  : 
and  worn  away  because  of  all  mine  ene- 
mies. 

8  Away  from  me,  all  ye  that  work  va- 
nity :  for  the  Lord  hath  heard  the  voice 
of  my  weeping. 

9  The  Lord  hath  heard  my  petition  : 
the  Lord  will  receive  my  prayer. 

10  All  mine  enemies  shall  be  confound- 
ed, aiid  sore  vexed  :  they  shall  be  turned 
back,  and  put  to  shame  suddenly. 
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PSALM  Vn.   Domine,  Deus  meus. 

OLORD  my  God,  in  thee  have  I  put 
my  trust  :  save  me  from  all  them  that 
persecute  me,  and  deliver  me ; 

2  Lest  he  devour  my  soul,  like  a  lion,  and 
tear  it  in  pieces  :  while  there  is  none  to  help. 

3  O  Lord  my  God,  if  I  have  done  any 
such  thing  :  or  if  there  be  any  wickedne^ 
inmyhJds; 

4  If  I  have  rewarded  evil  unto  him  that 
dealt  friendly  with  me  :  yea,  I  have  delivered 
him  that  without  any  cause  is  mine  enemy; 

5  Then  let  mine  enemy  persecute  my 
soul,  and  take  me  :  yea,  let  him  tread  my 
life  down  upon  the  earth,  and  lay  mine 
honour  in  the  dust. 

6  Stand  up,  O  Lord,  in  thy  wrath,  and 
lifr  up  thyself,  because  of  the  indignation 
of  mine  enemies  :  arise  up  for  me  in  the 
judgement  that  thou  hast  commanded. 

7  And  so  shall  the  congregation  of  the 
people  come  about  lliee  :  for  their  sakes 
therefore  lifr  up  thyself  again. 

8  The  Lord  shall  judge  the  people ;  giv6 
sentence  with  me,  O  Lord  :  according  tb 
my  righteousness,  and  according  to  the 
innocency  that  is  in  me. 

9  O  let  the  wickedness  of  the  ungodly 
come  to  an  end  :  but  guide  thou  the  just. 

10  For  the  righteous  God  :  trieth  the 
verr  hearts  and  reins. 
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11  My  help  cometh  of  God  :  who  pre- 
serveth  them  that  are  true  of  heart 

12  Grod  is  a  righteous  Judge,  strong,  and 
patient :  and  God  is  provoked  every  day. 

13  If  a  man  will  not  turn,  he  will  whet 
his  sword  :  he  hath  bent  his  bow,  and 
made  it  ready. 

14  He  hath  prepared  for  him  the  instru- 
ments of  death  :  he  ordaineth  his  arrows 
against  the  persecutors. 

15  Behold,  he  travaileth  with  mischief : 
he  hath  conceived  sorrow,  and  brought 
forth  ungodliness. 

16  He  hath  graven  and  digged  up  a  pit : 
and  is  fallen  himself  into  iSie  destruction 
that  he  made  for  other. 

17  For  his  travail  shall  come  upon  lus 
own  head  :  and  his  wickedness  shall  £dl 
on  his  own  pate. 

18  I  will  give  thanks  unto  the  Lord, 
according  to  Ms  righteousness  :  and  I  will 
praise  the  Name  of  the  Lord  most  High. 

PSALM  ym.   Domine,  Dominua  noster. 

OLORD  our  Govemour,  how  excellent 
is  thy  Name  in  all  the  world :  thou  that 
hast  set  thy  glory  above  the  heavens ! 

2  Out  of  the  mouth  of  very  babes  and 
sucklings  hast  thou  ordained  strength,  be- 
cause of  thine  enemies  :  that  thou  mightest 
still  the  enemy,  and  the  avenger. 

3  For  I  will  consider  thy  heavens,  even 
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the  works  of  thy  fingers  :  the  moon  and 
the  stars,  which  thou  hast  ordained. 

4  What  is  man,  that  thou  art  mindful 
of  him  :  and  the  son  of  man,  that  thou 
visitest  him  ? 

5  Thou  madest  him  lower  than  the  angels : 
to  crown  him  with  glory  and  worship. 

6  Thou  makest  him  to  have  dominion  of 
the  works  of  thy  hands  :  and  thou  hast  put 
all  things  in  subjection  under  his  feet ; 

7  All  sheep  and  oxen  :  yea,  and  the 
beasts  of  the  field ; 

8  The  fowls  of  the  air,  and  the  fishes  of 
the  sea  :  and  whatsoever  walketh  through 
the  paths  of  the  seas. 

9  O  Lord  our  Govemour  :  how  excel- 
lent is  thy  Name  in  all  the  world ! 

MORNINCJ  PRAYER. 

PSALM  IX.    Confttebor  tibi. 

I  WILL  give  thanks  unto  thee,  O  Lord, 
with  my  whole  heart  :  I  will  speak  of 
aU  thy  marvellous  works. 

2  I  will  be  glad  and  rejoice  in  lliee  : 
yea,  my  songs  will  I  make  of  thy  Name, 
O  thou  most  Highest. 

3  While  mine  enemies  are  driven  back  : 
they  shall  fall  and  perish  at  thy  presence. 

4  For  thou  hast  maintained  my  right 
and  my  cause  :  thou  art  set  in  the  throne 
that  judgest  right. 
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5  Thou  hast  rebuked  the  heathen,  and 
destroyed  the  ungodly  :  thou  hast  put  out 
their  name  for  ever  and  ever. 

6  O  thou  enemy,  destructions  are  come 
to  a  perpetual  end  :  even  as  the  cities 
which  thou  hast  destroyed;  their  memo- 
rial is  perished  with  them. 

7  But  the  Lord  shall  endure  for  ever :  he 
hath  also  prepared  his  seat  for  judgement 

8  For  he  shall  judge  the  world  in  righ- 
teousness :  and  minister  true  judgement 
unto  the  people. 

9  The  Lord  also  will  be  a  defence  for 
the  oppressed  :  even  a  refiige  in  due  time 
of  trouble. 

10  And  they  that  know  thy  Name  will 
put  their  trust  in  thee  :  for  thou,  Lord, 
hast  never  failed  them  that  seek  thee. 

11  O  praise  the  Lord  which  dwelleth  in 
Sion  :  shew  the  people  of  his  doings. 

12  For,  when  he  maketh  inquisition  for 
blood,  he  remembereth  them  :  and  £>rget- 
teth  not  the  complaint  of  the  poor. 

13  Have  mercy  upon  me,  O  Lord ;  con- 
sider the  trouble  which  I  suffer  of  them 
that  hate  me  :  thou  that  liftest  me  up  from 
the  gates  of  death. 

14  That  I  may  shew  all  thy  praises 
within  the  ports  of  the  daughter  of  Sion  : 
I  will  rejoice  in  thy  salvation. 

15  The  heathen  are  sunk  down  in  the 
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pit  that  they  made  :  in  the  same  net  which 
they  hid  privily,  is  their  foot  taken. 

16  The  Lord  is  known  to  execute  judge- 
ment :  the  ungodly  is  trapped  in  the  work 
of  his  own  hands. 

17  The  wicked  shall  be  turned  into  hell  : 
and  all  the  people  that  forget  God. 

18  For  the  poor  shall  not  alway  be  for- 
gotten :  the  patient  abiding  of  the  meek 
shall  not  peri^  for  ever. 

19  Up,  Lord,  and  let  not  man  have  the 
upper  hand  :  let  the  heathen  be  judged  in 
thy  sight. 

20  Put  them  in  fear,  O  Lord :  that  the  hea- 
then may  know  themselves  to  be  but  men. 

PSALM  X.    Ut  quid,  Ihminef 

WHY  standest  thou  so  far  off,  O  Lord  : 
and  hidest  thy  &ce  in  the  needful 
time  of  trouble  ? 

2  The  ungodly  for  his  own  lust  doth  per- 
secute the  poor  :  let  them  be  taken  in  the 
crafty  wiliness  that  they  have  imagined. 

3  For  the  ungodly  hath  made  boast  of 
'his  own  heart's  desire  :  and  speaketh  good 
of  the  covetous,  whom  God  abhorreth. 

4  The  ungodly  is  so  proud,  that  he  car- 
eth  not  for  God  :  neither  is  God  in  all  his 
thoughts. 

5  His  ways  are  alway  grievous  :  thy 
judgements  are  far  above  out  of  his  sight, 
and  therefore  defieth  he  all  his  enemies. 
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6  For  he  hath  said  in  his  heart,  Tush, 
I  shall  never  be  cast  down  :  (Jiere  shall  no  , 
harm  happen  unto  me. 

7  His  mouth  is  full  of  cursing,  deceit, 
and  fraud  :  under  his  tongue  is  ungodliness 
iand  vanity. 

8  He    sitteth   lurking  in   the   thievish  , 
comers  of  the  streets  :  and  privily  in  his 
lurking  dens  doth  he  murder  the  innocent;  | 
his  eyes  are  set  against  the  poor. 

9  For  he  lieth  waiting  secretly,  even  as 
a  lion  lurketh  he  in  his  den  :  that  he  may 
ravish  the  poor. 

10  He  doth  ravish  the  poor  :  when  he 
getteth  him  into  his  net. 

11  He  falleth  down,  and  humbleth  him- 
self :  that  the  congregation  of  the  poor 
may  fall  into  the  hands  of  his  captains. 

12  He  hath  said  in  his  heart,  Tush,  God 
hath  forgotten  :  he  hideth  away  his  fece, 
and  he  will  never  see  it. 

13  Arise,  O  Lord  God,  and  lift  up  thine 
hand  :  forget  not  the  poor. 

14  Wherefore  should  the  wicked  blas- 
pheme God  :  while  he  doth  say  in  his 
heart.  Tush,  thou  God  carest  not  for  it. 

15  Surely  thou  hast  seen  it  :  for  thou 
beholdest  ungodliness  and  wrong. 

16  That  thou  mayest  take  the  matter  into 
thine  hand :  the  poor  committeth  himself  unto 
thee;  for  thou  art  the  helper  of  the  friendless. 
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17  Break  thou  the  power  of  the  ungodly 
and  malicious  :  take  away  his  ungodliness, 
and  thou  shalt  find  none. 

18  The  Lord  is  King  for  ever  and  ever  : 
and  the  heathen  are  perished  out  of  the  land. 

19  Lord,  thou  hast  heard  the  desire  of 
the  poor  :  thou  preparest  their  heart,  and 
thine  ear  hearkeneth  thereto ; 

20  To  help  the  fatherless  and  poor  unto 
their  right  :  that  the  man  of  the  earth  be 
no  more  exalted  against  them. 

PSALM  XI.    In  Domino  conjido. 

IN  the  Lord  put  I  my  trust  :  how  say 
ye  then  to  my  soul,  that  she  should  flee 
as  a  bird  unto  the  hill  P 

2  For  lo,  the  ungodly  bend  their  bow, 
and  make  ready  their  arrows  within  the 
quiver  :  that  they  may  privily  shoot  at 
them  which  are  true  of  heai*t. 

3  For  the  foundations  will  be  cast  down  : 
and  what  hath  the  righteous  done  ? 

4  The  Lord  is  in  his  holy  temple  :  the 
Lord's  seat  is  in  heaven. 

5  His  eyes  consider  the  poor  :  and  his 
eye-lids  try  the  children  of  men. 

6  The  Lord  alloweth  the  righteous  :  but 
the  ungodly,  and  him  that  delighteth  in 
wickedness  doth  his  soul  abhor. 

7  Upon  the  ungodly  he  shall  rain  snares, 
fire  and  brimstone,  storm  and  tempest  : 
this  shall  be  their  portion  to  drink. 
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8  For  the  righteous  liord  loveth  ri^t- 
eousness  :  his  countenance  will  behold  the 
thing  that  is  just. 

EVENING   PRAYER. 

PSALM  XIL   Salvum  me  foe. 

HELP  me,  Lord,  for  there  is  not  one 
godly  man  left  :  for  the  £iithfiil  are 
minished  from  among  the  children  of  men. 

2  They  talk  of  vanity  every  one  with  lus 
neighbour  :  they  do  but  flatter  with  their 
lips,  and  dissemble  in  their  double  heart 

3  The  Lord  shall  root  out  all  deceitful 
lips  :  and  the  tongue  that  speaketh  proud 
things; 

4  Which  have  said.  With  our  tongue 
will  we  prevail :  we  are  they  that  ought  to 
speak,  who  is  lord  over  us  ? 

5  Now  for  the  comfortless  troubles'  sake 
of  the  needy  :  and  because  of  the  deep 
sighing  of  the  poor, 

6  I  will  up,  saith  the  Lord  :  and  will 
help  every  one  from  him  that  swelleth 
against  him,  and  will  set  him  at  rest. 

7  The  words  of  the  Lord  are  pure  words : 
even  as  the  silver,  which  from  the  earth  is 
tried,  and  purified  seven  times  in  the  fire. 

8  Thou  shalt  keep  them,  O  Lord  :  thou 
shalt  preserve  him  from  this  generation 
for  ever. 

9  The  ungodly  walk  on  every  side  :  when 
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they  are  exalted,  the  children  of  men  are 
put  to  rebuke. 

PSALM  Xni.    Usque  quo,  Dominef 

HOW  long  wilt  thou  forget  me,  O  Lord, 
for  ever  :  how  long  wilt  thou  hide  thy 
&ce£romme? 

2  How  long  shall  I  seek  counsel  in  my 
soul,  and  be  so  vexed  in  my  heart  :  how 
long  shall  mine  enemies  triumph  over  me  ? 

3  Consider,  and  hear  me,  O  Lord  my 
God  :  lighten  mine  eyes,  that  I  sleep  not 
in  death. 

4  Lest  mine  enemy  say,  I  have  prevailed 
against  him  :  for  if  I  be  cast  down,  they 
that  trouble  me  will  rejoice  at  it. 

5  But  my  trust  is  in  thy  mercy  :  and 
my  heart  is  joyful  in  thy  salvation. 

6 1  will  sing  of  the  Lord,  because  he  hath 
dealt  so  lovingly  with  me :  yea,  I  will  praise 
the  Name  of  the  Lord  most  Highest 

PSALM  XIV.    Dixit  insipiens. 

THK  fool  hath  said  in  his  heart :  There 
is  no  God. 

2  They  are  corrupt,  and  become  abomi- 
nable in  their  doings  :  there  is  none  that 
doeth  good,  no  not  one. 

3  The  Lord  looked  down  from  heaven 
upon  the  children  of  men  :  to  see  if  there 
were  any  that  would  understand,  and  seek 
after  God. 

4  But  they  are  all  gone  out  of  the  way. 
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they  are  altogether  become  abominable  : 
there  is  none  that  doeth  good,  no  not  one. 

5  Their  throat  is  an  open  sepulchre,  with 
their  tongues  have  they  deceived  :  the 
poison  of  asps  is  under  their  lips. 

6  Their  mouth  is  full  of  cursing  and  bit- 
terness :  their  feet  are  swift  to  shed  blood. 

7  Destruction  and  unhappiness  is  in  their 
ways,  and  the  way  of  peace  have  they  not 
known  :  there  is  no  fear  of  God  before 
their  eyes. 

8  Have  they  no  knowledge,  that  they  are 
all  such  workers  of  mischief :  eating  up  my 
people  as  it  were  bread,  and  call  not  upon 
the  Lord  ? 

9  There  were  they  brought  in  great 
fear,  even  where  no  fear  was  ;  for  God  is 
in  the  generation  of  the  righteous. 

10  As  for  you,  ye  have  made  a  mock 
at  the  counsel  of  the  poor  :  because  he 
putteth  his  trust  in  the  Lord. 

11  Who  shall  give  salvation  unto  Israel 
out  of  Sion  ?  When  the  Lord  tumeth  the 
captivity  of  his  people  :  then  shall  Jacob 
rejoice,  and  Israel  shall  be  glad. 

.M()RN1N(}  PRAYER. 

PSALM  XV.   Domine,  quis  habitabit  f 

LORD,  who  shall  dwell  in  thy  taber- 
nacle :  or  who  shall  rest  upon   thy 
holy  hill  ? 
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2  Even  he,  that  leadeth  an  uncomipt 
life  :  and  doeth  the  thing  which  is  right, 
and  speaketh  the  truth  from  his  heart. 

3  He  that  hath  used  no  deceit  in  his 
tongue,  nor  done  evil  to  his  neighbour  : 
and  hath  not  slandered  his  neighbour. 

4  He  that  setteth  not  by  himself,  but  is 
lowly  in  his  own  eyes  :  and  maketh  much 
of  them  that  fear  the  Lord. 

5  He  that  sweareth  unto  his  neighhour, 
and  disappointeth  him  not :  though  it  were 
to  his  own  hindrance. 

6  He  that  hath  not  given  his  money 
upon  usury  :  nor  taken  reward  against  the 
innocent. 

7  Whoso  doeth  these  things  ;  shall  never 
fall. 

PSALM  XVI.    Conserva  me,  Domine. 

PRESERVE  me,  O  God  :  for  in  thee 
have  I  put  my  trust. 

2  O  my  soul,  thou  hast  said  unto  the 
Lord  :  Thou  art  my  God,  my  goods  are 
nothing  unto  thee. 

3  All  my  delight  is  upon  the  saints,  that 
are  in  the  earth  :  and  upon  such  as  excel 
in  virtue. 

4  But  they  that  run  after  another  god  : 
shall  have  great  trouble. 

6  Their  drink-offerings  of  blood  will  I 
not  offer  :  neither  make  mention  of  their 
names  within  my  lips. 
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6  The  Lord   himself  is  the   portion  of  j 
mine  inheritance,  and  of  my  cup  :  thoa 
shalt  maintain  my  lot.  i 

7  The  lot  is  fallen  unto  me  in  a  fur 
ground  :  yea,  I  have  a  goodly  heritage. 

8  I  wiU  thank  the  Lord  for  giving  me 
warning  :  my  reins  also  chasten  me  in  the 
night-season. 

9  I  have  set  God  always  before  me  :  for  he 
is  on  my  right  hand,  therefore  I  shall  not  M. 

10  Wherefore  my  heart  was  glad,  and 
my  glory  rejoiced  :  my  flesh  also  shall  rest 
in  hope. 

11  For  why?  thou  shalt  not  leave  my 
soul  in  hell  :  neither  shalt  thou  suffer  thy 
Holy  One  to  see  corruption. 

12  Thou  shalt  shew  me  the  path  of  life ;  in 
thy  presence  is  the  fulness  of  joy :  and  at  thy 
right  hand  there  is  pleasure  'for  evermore. 

PSALM  XVn.   JSimudi  Domine. 

HEAR  the  right,  O  Lord,  consider  my 
complaint   :   and  hearken   unto  my 
prayer,  that  goeth  not  out  of  feigned  lips. 

2  Let  my  sentence  come  forth  from  thy 
presence  :  and  let  thine  eyes  look  upon  the 
thing  that  is  equal. 

3  Thou  hast  proved  and  visited  mine 
heart  in  the  night-season;  thou  hast  tried 
me,  and  shalt  find  no  wickedness  in  me  : 
for  I  am  utterly  purposed  that  my  mouth 
shall  not  offend. 
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4  Because  of  men's  works,  tliat  are  done 
against  the  words  of  thy  lips  :  I  have  kept 
me  from  the  ways  of  the  destroyer. 

5  O  hold  thou  up  my  goings  in  thy 
paths  :  that  my  footsteps  slip  not. 

6  I  have  called  upon  thee,  O  God,  for 
thou  shalt  hear  me  :  incline  thine  ear  to 
me,  and  hearken  unto  my  words. 

7  Shew  thy  marvellous  loving-kindness, 
thou  that  art  the  Saviour  of  them  which 
put  their  trust  in  thee  :  from  such  as  resist 
thy  right  hand. 

8  Keep  me  as  the  apple  of  an  eye  :  hide 
me  under  the  shadow  of  thy  wings, 

9  From  the  ungodly  that  trouble  me  : 
mine  enemies  compass  me  round  about  to 
take  away  my  soul. 

10  They  are  inclosed  in  their  own  fat  : 
and  their  mouth  speaketh  proud  things. 

11  They  lie  waiting  in  our  way  on  every 
side :  turning  their  eyes  down  to  the  ground ; 

12  Like  as  a  lion  that  is  greedy  of  his 
prey  :  and  as  it  were  a  lion's  whelp,  lurk- 
ing in  secret  places. 

13  Up,  Lord,  disappoint  him,  and  cast 
him  down  :  deliver  my  soul  from  the  un- 
godly, which  is  a  sword  of  thine ; 

14  From  the  men  of  thy  hand,  O  Lord, 
from  the  men,  I  say,  and  from  the  evil  world : 
which  have  their  portion  in  this  life,  whose 
bellies  thou  fillest  with  thy  hid  treasure. 
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15  They  have  children  at  their  desire  : 
and  leave  the  rest  of  their  substance  for 
their  babes. 

16  But  as  for  me,  I  will  behold  thy  pre- 
sence in  righteousness  :  and  when  I  awake 
up  after  thy  likeness,  I  shall  be  satisfied 
with  it.

PSALM  XVIIL    Diligam  te,  Domine. 

I  WILL  love  thee,  O  Lord,  my  strength ; 
the  Lord  is  my  stony  rock,  and  my  de- 
fence :  my  Saviour,  my  God,  and  my  might, 
in  whom  I  will  trust,  my  buckler,  the  horn 
also  of  my  salvation,  and  my  refuge. 

2  I  will  call  upon  the  Lord,  which  \& 
worthy  to  be  praised  :  so  shall  I  be  safe 
from  mine  enemies. 

3  The  sorrows  of  death  compassed  me  : 
and  the  overflowings  of  ungodliness  made 
me  afraid. 

4  The  pains  of  hell  came  about  me  :  the 
snares  of  death  overtook  me. 

5  In  my  trouble  I  will  call  upon  the 
Lord  :  and  complain  unto  my  God. 

6  So  shall  he  hear  my  voice  out  of  his  holy 
temple  :  and  my  complaint  shall  come  be- 
fore him,  it  shall  enter  even  into  his  ears. 

7  The  earth  trembled  and  quaked  :  the 
very  foundations  also  of  the  hills  shook,  and 
were  removed,  because  he  was  wroth. 
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8  There  went  a  smoke  out  in  his  pre- 
sence :  and  a  consuming  fire  out  of  his 
mouth,  so  that  coals  were  kindled  at  it. 

9  He  bowed  the  heavens  also,  and  came 
down  :  and  it  was  dark  under  his  feet. 

10  He  rode  upon  the  cherubims,  and 
did  fly  :  he  came  flying  upon  the  wings 
of  the  wind. 

11  He  made  darkness  his  secret  place  : 
his  pavilion  round  about  him  with  dark 
water,  and  thick  clouds  to  cover  him. 

12  At  the  brightness  of  his  presence  his 
clouds  removed  :  hail-stones,  and  coals  of 
fire. 

13  The  Lord  also  thundered  out  of  hea- 
ven, and  the  Highest  gave  his  thunder  : 
liail-stones,  and  coals  of  fire. 

14  He  sent  out  his  arrows,  and  scat- 
tered them  :  he  cast  foilh  lightnings,  and 
destroyed  them. 

15  The  springs  of  waters  were  seen,  and 
the  foundations  of  the  round  world  were 
discovered,  at  thy  chiding,  O  Lord  :  at 
the  blasting  of  the  breath  of  thy  displear 
sure. 

16  He  shall  send  down  from  on  high  to 
fetch  me  :  and  shall  take  me  out  of  many 
waters. 

17  He  shall  deliver  me  from  my  strong- 
est enemy,  and  from  them  which  hate  me  : 
for  they  are  too  mighty  for  me. 
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18  They  prevented  me  in  the  day  of  my 
trouble  :  but  the  Lord  was  my  upholder. 

19  He  brought  me  forth  also  into  a  place 
of  liberty  :  he  brought  me  forth,  even  be- 
cause he  had  a  &vour  unto  me.  | 

20  The  Lord  shall  reward  me  after  my 
righteous  dealing  :  according  to  the.  dean-  | 
ness  of  my  hands  shall  he  recompense  me. 

21  Because  I  have  kept  the  ways  of  the 
Lord  :  and  have  not  forsaken  my  God,  as 
the  wicked  doth. 

22  For  I  have  an  eye  unto  all  his  laws : 
and  will  not  cast  out  his  commandm^ts 
from  me. 

23  I  was  also  unoorrupt  b^ore  him  : 
and  eschewed  mine  own  wickedness. 

24  Therefore  shall  the  Lord  reward  me 
af%:er  my  righteous  dealing  :  and  according 
unto  the  cleanness  of  my  hands  in  ,his  eye- 
sight. 

25  With  the  holy  thou  shalt  be  holy :  and 
with  a  perfect  man  thou  shalt  be  perfect 

26  With  the  clean  thou  shalt  be  clean  : 
and  with  the  froward  thou  shalt  learn  fro- 
wardness. 

27  For  thou  shalt  save  the  people  that 
are  in  adversity  :  and  shalt  bring  down 
the  high  looks  of  the  proud. 

28  Thou  also  shalt  light  my  candle  :  the 
Lord  my  God  shall  make  my  darkness  to 
be  light. 
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29  For  in  thee  I  shall  discomfit  an  host 
of  men  :  and  with  the  help  of  my  God  I 
shall  leap  over  the  wall. 

30  The  way  of  God  is  an  undefiled  way  : 
the  word  of  the  Lord  also  is  tried  in  the 
fire;  he  is  the  defender  of  all  them  that 
put  their  trust  in  him. 

31  For  who  is  God,  but  the  Lord :  or  who 
hath  any  strength,  except  our  God  ? 

32  It  is  God,  that  girdeth  me  with  strength 
of  war  :  and  maketh  my  way  perfect. 

33  He  maketh  my  feet  like  harts'  feet  : 
and  setteth  me  up  on  high. 

34  He  teacheth  mine  hands  to  fight  : 
and  mine  arms  shall  break  even  a  bow  of 
steel. 

35  Thou  hast  given  me  the  defence  of 
thy  salvation  :  thy  right  hand  also  shall 
hold  me  up,  and  thy  loving  correction  shall 
make  me  great. 

36  Thou  shalt  make  room  enough  under 
me  for  to  go  :  that  my  footsteps  shall  not 
slide. 

37  I  will  follow  upon  mine  enemies,  and 
overtake  them  :  neither  will  I  turn  again 
till  I  have  destroyed  them. 

38  I  will  smite  them,  that  they  shall  not 
be  able  to  stand  :  but  fidl  under  my  feet. 

39  Thou  hast  girded  me  with  strength 
nnto  the  battle  :  thou  shalt  throw  down 
mine  enemies  under  me. 
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40  Thou  hast  made  mine  enemies  also 
to  turn  their  backs  upon  me  :  and  I  shall 
destroy  them  that  hate  me. 

41  They  shall  cry,  but  there  shall  be  none 
to  help  them  :  yea,  even  unto  the  Lord  shall 
they  cry,  but  he  shall  not  hear  them. 

42  I  will  beat  them  as  small  as  the  dust 
before  the  wind  :  I  will  cast  them  out  as 
the  clay  in  the  streets. 

i  43  Thou  shalt  deliver  me  from  the  striv- 
ings of  the  people  :  and  thou  shalt  make 
me  the  head  of  the  heathen. 

44  A  people  whom  I  have  not  known  : 
shall  serve  me. 

45  As  soon  as  they  hear  of  me,  they 
shall  obey  me  :  but  the  strange  children 
shall  dissemble  with  me. 

46  The  strange  children  shall  &il  :  and 
be  afraid  out  of  their  prisons. 

47  The  Lord  liveth,  and  blessed  be  my 
strong  helper  :  and  praised  be  the  Grod  of 
my  salvation. 

48  Even  the  God  that  seeth  that  I  be 
avenged  :  and  subdueth  the  people  unto  me. 

49  It  is  he  that  delivereth  me  from  my 
cruel  enemies,  and.  setteth  me  up  above 
mine  adversaries  :  thou  shalt  rid  me  from 
the  wicked  man. 

50  For  this  cause  will  I  give  thanks 
unto  thee,  O  Lord,  among  the  Grentiles  : 
and  sing  praises  unto  thy  Name. 
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61  Great  prosperity  giveth  he  unto  his 
King  :  and  sheweth  loving-kindness  unto 
David  his  Anointed,  and  unto  his  seed  for 
evermore. 

MORNING  PRAYER. 

PSALM  XIX.  Cceli  enarrant. 

THE    heavens    declare    the    glory   of 
God  :  and  the  firmament  sheweth  his    ! 
handy-work. 

2  One  day  telleth  another  :  and  one 
night  certifieth  another. 

3  There  is  neither  speech  nor  language  : 
hut  their  voices  are  heard  among  them. 

4  Their  sound  is  gone  out  into  all  lands  : 
and  their  words  into  the  ends  of  the  world. 

5  In  them  hath  he  set  a  tabernacle  for 
the  sun  :  which  cometh  forth  as  a  bride- 
groom out  of  his  chamber,  and  rejoiceth  as 
a  giant  to  run  his  course. 

6  It  goeth  forth  from  the  uttermost  part 
of  the  heaven,  and  runneth  about  unto  the 
end  of  it  again  :  and  there  is  nothing  hid 
from  the  heat  thereof. 

7  The  law  of  the  Lord  is  an  undefiled 
law,  converting  the  soul  ;  the  testimony  of 
the  Lord  is  sure,  and  giveth  wisdom  unto 
the  simple. 

8  The  statutes  of  the  Lord  are  right,  and 
rejoice  the  heart :  the  commandment  of  the 
Lord  is  pure,  and  giveth  light  unto  the  eyes. 
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9  The  fear  of  the  Lord  is  clean,  and 
endureth  for  ever  :  the  judgements  of  the 
Lord  are  true,  and  righteous  altogether. 

10  More  to  be  desired  are  they  than 
gold,  yea,  than  much  fine  gold  :  sweeter 
also  than  honey,  and  the  honey-comb. 

11  Moreover,  by  them  is  thy  servant 
taught  :  and  in  keeping  of  them  there  is 
great  reward. 

12  Who  can  tell  how  oft  he  offendeth  : 
O  cleanse  thou  me  from  my  secret  feults. 

13  Keep  thy  servant  also  from  presump- 
tuous sins,  lest  they  get  the  dominion  over 
me  :  so  shall  I  be  undefiled,  and  innocent 
from  the  great  offence. 

14  Let  the  words  of  my  mouth,  and  the 
meditation  of  my  heart  :  be  alway  accept- 
able in  thy  sight, 

15  O  Lord  :  my  strength,  and  my  re- 
deemer. 

PSALM  XX.   Easaudiat  te  Dominus. 

rn  HE  Lord  hear  thee  in  the  day  of  trou- 
X  ble  :  the  Name  of  the  God  of  Jacob 
defend  thee ; 

2  Send  thee  help  from  the  sanctuary  : 
and  strengthen  thee  out  of  Sion ; 

3  Remember  all  thy  offerings  :  and  ac- 
cept thy  burnt-sacrifice ; 

4  Grant  thee  thy  heart's  desire  :  and 
fulfil  all  thy  mind. 

5  We  will  rejoice  in  thy  salvation,  and 
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triumph  in  the  Name  of  the  Lord  our  God  : 
the  Lord  perform  all  thy  petitions. 

6  Now  know  I,  that  the  Lord  helpeth 
his  Anointed,  and  will  hear  him  from  his 
holy  heaven  :  even  with  the  wholesome 
strength  of  his  right  hand. 

7  Some  put  their  trust  in  chariots,  and 
some  m  horses  :  but  we  will  remember  the 
Name  of  the  Lord  our  God. 

8  They  are  brought  down,  and  fallen  : 
but  we  are  risen,  and  stand  upright 

9  Save,  Lord,  and  hear  us,  O  King  of 
heaven  :  when  we  call  upon  thee. 

PSALM  XXI.   Domine,  in  virtitte  tua. 

^  I  ^HE  King  shall  rejoice  in  thy  strength, 
L    O  Lord  :  exceeding  glad  shall  he  be 
of  thy  salvation. 

2  Thou  hast  given  him  his  heart's  de- 
sire :  and  hast  not  denied  him  tiie  request 
of  his  lips. 

3  For  thou  shalt  prevent  him  with  the 
blessings  of  goodness  :  and  shalt  set  a 
crown  of  pure  gold  upon  his  head. 

4  He  asked  life  of  thee,  and  thou  gavest 
him  a  long  life  :  even  for  ever  and  ever. 

5  His  honour  is  great  in  thy  salvation  : 
glory  and  great  worship  shalt  tliou  lay 
upon  him. 

6  For  thou  shalt  give  him  everlasting 
felicity  :  and  make  him  glad  with  the  joy 
of  thy  countenance. 
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7  And  why?  because  the  King  put- 
teth  his  trust  in  the  Lord  :  and  in  the 
mercy  of  the  most  Highest  he  shall  not 
miscarry. 

8  All  thine  enemies  shall  feel  thy  hand  : 
thy  right  hand  shall  find  out  them  that 
hate  thee. 

9  Thou  shalt  make  them  like  a  fiery 
oven  in  time  of  thy  wrath  :  the  Lord  shaU 
destroy  them  in  his  displeasure,  and  the 
fire  shall  consume  them. 

10  Their  fruit  shalt  thou  root  out  of  the 
earth  :  and  their  seed  from  among  the 
children  of  men. 

11  For  they  intended  mischief  against 
thee  :  and  imagined  such  a  device  as  they 
are  not  able  to  perform. 

12  Therefore  shalt  thou  put  them  to 
flight  :  and  the  strings  of  thy  bow  shalt 
thou  make  ready  against  the  face  of  thenh 

13  Be  thou  exalted.  Lord,  in  thine  own 
strength  :  so  wiU  we  sing,  and  praise  thy 
power. 

EVENING  PRAVER. 

PSALM  XXII.   Deus,  Deus  meus. 

MY  God,  my  God,  look  upon  me ;  why 
hast  thou  forsaken  me  :  and  art  so 
far  from  my  health,  and  from  the  words  of 
my  complaint  ? 

2  O  my  God,  I  cry  in  the  day-time,  but 
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thou  hearest  not  :  and  in  the  night-season 
also  I  take  no  rest. 

3  And  thou  continuest  holy  :  O  thou 
worship  of  Israel. 

4  Our  fathers  hoped  in  thee  :  they  trust-^ 
ed  in  thee,  and  thou  didst  deliver  them. 

5  They  called  upon  thee,  and  were 
holpen  :  they  put  their  trust  in  thee,  and 
were  not  confounded. 

6  But  as  for  me,  I  am  a  worm,  and  no 
man  :  a  very  scorn  of  men,  and  the  out^ 
cast  of  the  people. 

7  All  they  that  see  me  laugh  me  to 
scorn  :  they  shoot  out  their  lips,  and  shake 
their  heads,  saying, 

8  He  trusted  in  God,  that  he  would 
deliver  him  :  let  him  deliver  him,  if  he 
will  have  him. 

9  But  thou  art  he  that  took  me  out  of  my 
mother's  womb  :  thou  wast  my  hope,  when 
I  hanged  yet  upon  my  mother's  breasts. 

10  I  have  been  left  unto  thee  ever  since 
I  was  bom  :  thou  art  my  God  even  from 
my  mother's  womb. 

11  O  go  not  from  me,  for  trouble  is  hard 
at  hand  :  and  there  is  none  to  help  me. 

12  Many  oxen  are  come  about  me  :  £it 
bulls  of  Basan  close  me  in  on  every  side. 

13  They  gape  upon  me  with  their  mouths : 
as  it  were  a  ramping  and  a  roaring  lion. 

14  I  am  poured  out  like  water,  and  all  my 
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bones  are  out  of  joint  :  my  heart  also  in  the 
midst  of  my  body  is  even  like  melting  wax. 

15  My  strength  is  dried  up  like  a  potsherd, 
and  my  tongue  cleaveth  to  my  gums  :  and 
thou  shalt  bring  me  into  the  dust  of  death. 

16  For  many  dogs  are  come  about  me  : 
and  the  council  of  the  wicked  layeth  siege 
against  me. 

17  They  pierced  my  hands  and  my  feet ; 
I  may  tell  all  my  bones  :  they  stand  star- 
ing and  looking  upon  me. 

18  They  part  my  garments  among  them  : 
and  cast  lots  upon  my  vesture. 

19  But  be  not  thou  far  from  me,  0 
Lord  :  thou  art  my  succour,  haste  thee  to 
help  me. 

20  Deliver  my  soul  from  the  sword  :  my 
darling  from  the  power  of  the  dog. 

21  Save  me  from  the  lion's  mouth  :  thoa 
hast  heard  me  also  from  among  the  horns 
of  the  unicorns. 

22  I  will  declare  thy  Name  unto  my 
brethren  :  in  the  midst  of  the  congr^a- 
tion  will  I  praise  thee. 

23  O  praise  the  Lord,  ye  that  fear  him  : 
magnify  him,  all  ye  of  the  seed  of  Jacob, 
and  fear  him,  all  ye  seed  of  Israel ; 

24  For  he  hath  not  despised,  nor  abhor- 
red, the  low  estate  of  the  poor  :  he  hath 
not  hid  his  face  from  him,  but  when  he 
called  unto  him  he  heard  him. 
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25  My  praise  is  of  thee  in  the  great  con- 
gregation :  my  vows  wUl  I  perform  in  the 
sight  of  them  that  fear  him. 

26  The  poor  shall  eat,  and  be  satisfied  : 
they  that  seek  after  the  Lord  shall  praise 
him ;  your  heart  shall  live  for  ever. 

27  All  the  ends  of  the  world  shall  re- 
member themselves,  and  be  turned  unto 
the  Lord  :  and  all  the  kindreds  of  the 
nations  shall  worship  before  him. 

28  For  the  kingdom  is  the  Xiord's  :  and 
he  is  the  Govemour  among  the  people. 

29  All  such  as  be  fat  upon  earth  :  have 
eaten,  and  worshipped. 

90  All  they  that  go  down  into  the  dust 
shall  kneel  before  him  :  and  no  man  hath 
quickened  his  own  soul. 

31  My  seed  shall  serve  him  :  they  shall 
be  counted  unto  the  Lord  for  a  generation. 

32  They  shall  come,  and  the  heavens  shall 
declare  his  righteousness :  unto  a  people  that 
shall  be  born,  whom  the  Lord  hath  made. 

PSALM  XXni.   Dominus  regit  me. 

^PHE  Lord  is  my  shepherd  :  therefore 
J-    can  I  lack  nothing. 

2  He  shall  feed  me  in  a  green  pasture :  and 
lead  me  forth  beside  the  waters  of  comfort. 

3  He  shall  convert  my  soul  :  and  bring 
me  forth  in  the  paths  of  righteousness,  for 
his  N^ame's  sake. 

4  Yea,  though  I  walk  through  the  valley 
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of  the  shadow  of  death,  I  will  fear  no  evil : 
for  thou  art  with  me ;  thy  rod  and  thy  staff 
comfort  me. 

5  Thou  shalt  prepare  a  table  before  me 
against  them  that  trouble  me  :  thou  hast 
anointed  my  head  with  oil,  and  my  cup 
shall  be  full. 

6  But  thy  loving-kindness  and  mercy  shall 
follow  me  all  the  days  of  my  life  :  and  I  will 
dwell  in  the  house  of  the  Lord  for  ever. 

iMORNINd  PRAYER. 

PSALM  XXIV.    Domini  est  terra. 

THE  earth  is  the  Lord's,  and  all  that 
therein  is  :  the  compass  of  the  world, 
and  they  that  dwell  therein. 

2  For  he  hath  founded  it  upon  the  seas : 
and  prepared  it  upon  the  floods. 

3  Who  shall  ascend  into  the  hill  of  the 
Lord  :  or  who  shall  rise  up  in  his  holy  place? 

4  Even  he  that  hath  clean  hands,  and  a 
pure  heart  :  and  that  hath  not  lift  up  his 
mind  unto  vanity,  nor  sworn  to  deceive  his 
neighbour. 

5  He  shall  receive  the  blessing  from  the 

Xiord  :  and  righteousness  from  the  God  of 
his  salvation. 

6  This  is  the  generation  of  them  that 
seek  him  :  even  of  them  that  seek  thy  face, 
O  Jacob. 

7  Lift  up  your  heads,  O  ye  gates,  and 
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be  ye  lift  up,  ye  everlasting  doors  :  and 
the  King  of  glory  shall  come  in, 

8  Who  is  the  King  of  glory  :  it  is  the 
Lord  strong  and  mighty,  even  the  liord 
mighty  in  battle. 

9  Lift  up  your  heads,  O  ye  gates,  and 
be  ye  lift  up,  ye  everlasting  doors  :  and 
the  King  of  glory  shall  come  in. 

10  Who  is  the  King  of  glory  :  even  the 
Lord  of  hosts,  he  is  the  King  of  glory. 

PSALM  XXV.   Ad  te,  Dotnine,  levavi. 

T™rTO  thee,  O  Lord,  will  I  lift  up  my 
U  soul ;  my  God,  I  have  put  my  trust  in 
thee  :  O  let  me  not  be  confounded,  neither 
let  mine  enemies  triumph  over  me. 

2  For  all  they  that  hope  in  thee  shall 
not  be  ashamed  :  but  such  as  transgress 
without  a  cause  shall  be  put  to  confusion. 

3  Shew  me  thy  ways,  O  Lord  :  and  teach 
me  thy  paths. 

4  Lead  me  forth  in  thy  truth,  and  learn 
me  :  for  thou  art  the  God  of  my  salvation ; 
in  thee  hath  been  my  hope  all  the  day  long. 

5  Call  to  remembrance,  O  Lord,  thy  ten- 
der mercies  :  and  thy  loving-kindnesses, 
which  have  been  ever  of  old. 

6  O  remember  not  the  sins  and  offences  of 
my  youth  :  but  according  to  thy  mercy  think 
thou  upon  me,  O  Lord,  for  thy  goodness. 

7  Gracious  and  righteous  is  the  liOrd  : 
therefore  will  he  teach  sinners  in  the  way. 
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8  Them  that  are  meek  shall  he  guide  in 
judgement  :  and  such  as  are  gentle,  them 
shall  he  learn  his  way. 

9  All  the  paths  of  the  Iiord  are  mercy 
and  truth  :  unto  such  as  keep  his  covenant, 
and  his  testimonies. 

10  For  thy  Name's  sake,  O  Lord  :  be 
merciful  unto  my  sin,  for  it  is  great. 

11  What  man  is  he,  that  feareth  the 
Lord  :  him  shall  he  teach  in  the  way  that 
he  shall  choose. 

12  His  soul  shall  dwell  at  ease  :  and  his 
seed  shall  inherit  the  land. 

13  The  secret  of  the  Lord  is  among  them 
that  fear  him  :  and  he  will  shew  them  his 
covenant. 

14  Mine  eyes  are  ever  looking  unto  the 
Lord  :  for  he  shall  pluck  my  feet  out  of 
the  net. 

15  Turn  thee  unto  me,  and  have  mercy 
upon  me  :  for  I  am  desolate,  and  in  misery. 

16  The  sorrows  of  my  heart  are  enlarg- 
ed :  O  bring  thou  me  out  of  my  troubles. 

17  Look  upon  my  adversity  and  misery  : 
and  forgive  me  aU  my  sin. 

18  Consider  mine  enemies,  how  many 
they  are  :  and  they  bear  a  tyrannous  hate 
against  me. 

19  O  keep  my  soul,  and  deliver  me  :  let 
me  not  be  confounded,  for  I  have  put  my 
trust  in  thee. 
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20  Let  perfectness  and  righteous  dealing 
wait  upon  me  :  for  ray  hope  hath  been  in 
thee. 

21  Deliver  Israel,  O  God  :  out  of  all  his 
troubles. 

PSALM  XXVI.   Judica  me,  Domine. 

BE  thou  my  Judge,  O  Lord,  for  I  have 
walked  innocently  :  my  trust  hath 
been  also  in  the  Lord,  therefore  shall  I 
not  &11. 

2  Examine  me,  O  Lord,  and  prove  me  : 
try  out  my  reins  and  my  heart. 

3  For  thy  loving-kindness  is  ever  before 
mine  eyes  :  and  I  will  walk  in  thy  truth. 

4  I  have  not  dwelt  with  vain  persons  : 
neither  will  I  have  fellowship  with  the 
deceitful. 

5  I  have  hated  the  congregation  of  the 
wicked  :  and  will  not  sit  among  the  un- 
godly. 

6  I  will  wash  my  hands  in  innocency,  O 
Lord  :  and  so  will  I  go  to  thine  altar ; 

7  That  I  may  shew  the  voice  of  thanks- 
giving :  and  tell  of  all  thy  wondrous  works. 

8  Lord,  I  have  loved  the  habitation  of 
thy  house  :  and  the  place  where  thine 
honour  dwelleth. 

9  O  shut  not  up  my  soul  with  the  sin- 
ners :  nor  my  life  with  the  blood-thirsty ; 

10  In  whose  hands  is  wickedness  :  and 
their  right  hand  is  fiill  of  gifts. 
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11  But  as  for  me,  I  will  walk  inno- 
cently ;  O  deliver  me,  and  be  merciful 
unto  me. 

12  My  foot  standeth  right :  I  will  praise 
the  Lord  in  the  congregations. 

EVENING  PRAYER. 

PSALM  XXYII.    Domintts  illuminatio. 

THE  Lord  is  my  light,  and  my  salva- 
tion; whom  then  shall  I  fear  :  the 
XiOrd  is  the  strength  of  my  life ;  of  whom 
then  shall  I  be  afraid  ? 

2  When  the  wicked,  even  mine  enemies, 
and  my  foes,  came  upon  me  to  eat  up  my 
jlesh  :  they  stumbled  and  fell. 

3  Though  an  host  of  men  were  laid  against 
me,  yet  shall  not  my  heart  be  afraid  :  and 
though  there  rose  up  war  against  me,  yet 
will  I  put  my  trust  in  him. 

4  One  thing  have  I  desired  of  the  Lord, 
which  I  will  require  :  even  that  I  may  dwell 
in  the  house  of  the  Lord  all  the  days  of 
my  life,  to  behold  the  feir  beauty  of  the 
Lord,  and  to  visit  his  temple. 

5  For  in  the  time  of  trouble  he  shall 
hide  me  in  his  tabernacle  :  yea,  in  the  se- 
cret place  of  his  dwelling  shaJl  he  hide  me, 
and  set  me  up  upon  a  rock  of  stone. 

6  And  now  shall  he  lift  up  mine  head  : 
above  mine  enemies  round  about  me. 

7  Therefore  will  I  offer  in  his  dwelling 
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an  oblation  with  great  gladness  :  I  will 
sing,  and  speak  praises  unto  the  Lord. 

8  Hearken  unto  my  voice,  O  Lord,  when 
I  ay  unto  thee  :  have  mercy  upon  me,  and 
hear  me. 

9  My  heart  hath  talked  of  thee.  Seek  ye 
my  face  :  Thy  face.  Lord,  will  I  seek. 

10  O  hide  not  thou  thy  face  from  me  : 
^or  cast  thy  servant  away  in  displeasure. 

U  Thou  hast  been  my  succour  :  leave 
me  not,  neither  forsake  me,  O  God  of  my 
salvation. 

12  When  my  father  and  my  mother  for- 
sake me  :  the  Lord  taketh  me  up. 

13  Teach  me  thy  way,  O.Lord  :  and 
lead  me  in  the  right  way,  because  of  mine 
enemies. 

14  Deliver  me  not  over  into  the  will  of 
mine  adversaries  :  for  there  are  false  wit- 
nesses risen  up  against  me,  and  such  as 
speak  wrong. 

15  I  should  utterly  have  fainted  :  but 
that  I  believe  verily  to  see  the  goodness  of 
the  Lord  in  the  land  of  the  Uving. 

16  O  tarry  thou  the  Lord's  leisure  :  be 
strong,  and  he  shall  comfort  tiiine  heart; 
:and  put  thou  thy  trust  in  the  Lord. 

PSALM  XXVra.   Ad  te,  Damine. 

TTNTO  thee  will  I  cry,  O  Lord  my 
\j  strength  :  think  no  scorn  of  me ;  lest, 
if  thou  make  as  though  thou  hearest  not. 
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I  become  like  them  that  go  down  into  the  i 
pit. 

2  Hear  the  voice  of  my  humble  petitions, 
when  I  cry  unto  thee  :  when  I  hold  up  my 
hands  towards  the  mercy-seat  of  thy  holy 
temple. 

3  O  pluck  me  not  away,  neither  destroy 
me  with  the  ungodly  and  wicked  doeis  : 
which  speak  friendly  to  their  neighbours, 
but  imagine  mischief  in  their  hearts. 

4  Reward  them  according  to  their  deeds : 
and  according  to  the  wickedness  of  their 
own  inventions. 

5  Recompense  them  after  the  work  of 
their  hands  :  pay  them  that  they  have 
deserved. 

6  For  they  regard  not  in  their  mind  the 
works  of  the  Lord,  nor  the  operation  of 
his  hands  :  therefore  shall  he  break  them 
down,  and  not  build  them  up. 

7  Praised  be  the  Lord :  for  he  hath  heard 
the  voice  of -my  humble  petitions. 

8  The  Lord  is  my  strength,  and  my  shield; 
my  heart  hath  trusted  in  him,  and  I  am 
helped  :  therefore  my  heart  danceth  for 
joy,  and  in  my  song  wiU  I  praise  him. 

9  The  Lord  is  my  strength  :  and  he  is 
the  wholesome  defence  of  las  Anointed. 

10  O  save  thy  people,  and  give  thy  bless* 
ing  unto  thine  inheritance  :  feed  them,  and 
set  them  up  for  ever. 
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PSALM  XXE^.   JJerte  Domino. 

BRING  unto  the  Lord,  O  ye  mighty, 
bring  young  rams  unto  the  Lord  :  as- 
cribe unto  the  Lord  worship  and  strength. 

2  Give  the  Lord  the  honour  due  unto  his 
Name :  worship  the  Lord  with  holy  worship. 

3  It  is  the  Lord,  that  commandeth  the 
waters  :  it  is  the  glorious  God,  that  maketh 
the  thunder. 

4  It  is  the  Lord,  that  ruleth  the  sea ;  the 
voice  of  the  Lord  is  mighty  in  operation  : 
the  voice  of  the  Lord  is  a  glorious  voice. 

5  The  voice  of  the  Lord  breaketh  the 
cedar-trees  :  yea,  the  Lord  breaketh  the 
cedars  of  Libanus. 

6  He  maketh  them  also  to  skip  like  a 
calf :  Libanus  also,  and  Sirion,  like  a  young 
iinicom. 

7  The  voice  of  the  Lord  divideth  the 
flames  of  fire ;  the  voice  of  the  Lord  shak- 
eth  the  wilderness  :  yea,  the  Lord  shaketh 
the  wilderness  of  Cades. 

8  The  voice  of  the  Lord  maketh  the 
hinds  to  bring  forth  young,  and  discover- 
eth  the  thick  bushes  :  in  his  temple  doth 
every  man  speak  of  his  honour. 

9  The  Loru  sitteth  above  the  water-flood : 
and  the  Lord  remaineth  a  King  for  ever. 

10  The  Lord  shall  give  strength  unto  his 
people  :  the  Lord  sh^l  give  his  people  the 
blessing  of  peace. 
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MORNING  PRAYER 

PSALM  XXX.    ExaUabo  te,  Damine. 

I  WILL  magnify  thee,  O  Lord,  for  thou 
hast  set  me  up  :  and  not  made  my  foes 
to  triumph  over  me. 

2  O  Lord  my  God,  I  cried  unto  thee  : 
and  thou  hast  healed  me. 

3  Thou,  Lord,  hast  brought  my  soul  out 
of  hell :  thou  hast  kept  my  life  ^m  them 
that  go  down  to  the  pit.

7  Thou  didst  turn  thy  face  from  me  : 
and  I  was  troubled. 

8  Then  cried  I  unto  thee,  O  Lord  :  and 
gat  me  to  my  Lord  right  humbly. 

9  What  profit  is  there  in  my  blood  : 
when  I  go  down  to  the  pit  ? 

10  Shall  the  dust  give  thanks  unto  thee : 
or  shall  it  declare  thy  truth  ? 

11  Hear,  O  Lord,  and  have  mercy  upon 
me :  Lord,  be  thou  my  helper. 
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12  Thou  hast  turned  my  heaviness  into 
joy  :  thou  hast  put  off  my  sackcloth,  and 
girded  me  with  gladness. 

13  Therefore  shall  every  good  man  sing 
of  thy  praise  without  ceasing  :  O  my  God, 
I  will  give  thanks  unto  thee  for  ever. 

PSALM  XXXI.   In  te,  Domme,  speram. 

IN  thee,  O  Lord,  have  I  put  my  trust  : 
let  me  never  he  put  to  coniusion,  deli- 
ver me  in  thy  righteousness. 

2  Bow  down  thine  ear  to  me  :  make    I 
haste  to  deliver  me. 

3  And  be  thou  my  strong  rock,  and  house 
of  defence  :  that  thou  mayest  save  me. 

4  For  thou  art  my  strong  rock,  and  my 
castle  :  be  thou  also  my  guide,  and  lead 
me  for  thy  Name's  sake. 

5  Draw  me  out  of  the  net,  that  they 
have  laid  privily  for  me  :  for  thou  art  my 
strength. 

6  Into  thy  hands  I  commend  my  spirit : 
for  thou  hast  redeemed  me,  O  Lord,  thou 
God  of  truth. 

7  I  have  hated  them  that  hold  of  super- 
stitious vanities  :  and  my  trust  hath  been 
in  the  Lord. 

8  I  will  be  glad,  and  rejoice  in  thy  mer- 
cy :  for  thou  hast  considered  my  trouble, 
and  hast  knovm  my  soul  in  adversities. 

9  Thou  hast  not  shut  me  up  into  the 
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hand  of  the  enemy  :  hut  hast  set  my  feet 
in  a  large  room. 

10  Have  mercy  upon  me,  O  Lord,  for  I  am 
in  trouhle  :  and  mine  eye  is  consumed  for 
very  heaviness ;  yea,  my  soul  and  my  body. 

11  For  my  life  is  waxen  old  with  heavi- 
ness :  and  my  years  with  mourning. 

12  My  strength  faileth  me,  hecause  of  mine 
iniquity  :  and  my  bones  are  consumed. 

13  I  became  a  reproof  among  all  mine 
enemies,  but  especisdly  among  my  ne^h- 
hours  :  and  they  of  mine  acquaintance  were 
afraid  of  me ;  and  they  that  did  see  me 
without  conveyed  themselves  from  me. 

14 1  am  clean  forgotten,  as  a  dead  man  out 
of  mind :  I  am  become  like  a  broken  vessel. 

15  For  I  have  heard  the  blasphemy  of  the 
multitude  :  and  fear  is  on  every  side,  while 
they  conspire  together  against  me,  and  take 
their  counsel  to  take  away  my  Hfe. 

16  But  my  hope  hath  been  in  thee,  0 
Lord  :  I  have  said.  Thou  art  my  God. 

17  My  time  is  in  thy  hand ;  deliver  me 
from  the  hand  of  mine  enemies  :  and  from 
them  that  persecute  me. 

18  Shew  thy  servant  the  light  of  thy  coun- 
tenance :  and  save  me  for  thy  mercy's  sake. 

19  Let  me  not  be  confounded,  O  Lord, 
for  I  have  called  upon  thee  :  let  the  ungodly 
be  put  to  confrision,  and  be  put  to  silence 
in  the  grave. 
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20  Let  the  lying  lips  be  put  to  silence  : 
which  cruelly,  disdainAilly,  and  despiteM* 
ly,  speak  against  the  righteous. 

21 0  how  plentifiil  is  thy  goodness,  which 
thou  hast  laid  up  for  them  that  fear  thee  : 
and  that  thou  hast  prepared  for  them  that 
put  their  trust  in  thee,  even  before  the  sons 
of  men ! 

22  Thou  shalt  hide  them  privily  by  thine 
own  presence  from  the  provoking  of  all 
men  :  thou  shalt  keep  them  secretly  in  thy 
tabernacle  from  the  strife  of  tongues. 

23  Thanks  be  to  the  Lord  :  for  he  hath 
shewed  me  marvellous  great  kindness  in  a 
strong  city. 

24  And  when  I  made  haste,  I  said  :  I  am 
cast  out  of  the  sight  of  thine  eyes. 

25  Nevertheless,  thou  heardest  the  voice 
of  my  prayer  :  when  I  cried  unto  thee. 

26  O  love  the  Lord,  all  ye  his  saints  :  for 
the  Lord  preserveth  them  that  are  faithfiil, 
and  plenteously  rewardeth  the  proud  doer. 

27  Be  strong,  and  he  shall  establish  your 
heart  :  all  ye  that  put  your  trust  in  thie 

Lord. 

EVENING  PRAYKI^ 

PSALM  XXXII.    Beati  quorum. 

BLESSED  is  he  whose  unrighteousness 
is  forgiven  :  and  whose   sin  is  co- 
vered. 
2  Blessed  is  the  man  unto  whom  the 
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Lord  imputeth  no  sin  :  and  in  whose  spirit 
there  is  no  guile. 

3  For  while  I  held  my  tongue  :  my 
hones  consumed  away  through  my  daily 
complaining. 

4  For  thy  hand  is  heavy  upon  me  day 
and  night  :  and  my  moisture  is  like  tiie 
drought  in  summer. 

5  I  will  acknowledge  my  sin  unto  thee : 
and  mine  unrighteousness  have  I  not  hid. 

6  I  said,  I  will  confess  my  sins  unto  the 
Lord  :  and  so  thou  forgavest  the  wicked* 
ness  of  my  sin. 

7  For  this  shall  every  one  that  is  godly 
make  his  prayer  unto  thee,  in  a.  time  when 
thou  mayest  he  found  :  hut  in  the  great 
water-floods  they  shall  not  come  nigh  him. 

8  Thou  art  a  place  to  hide  me  in,  thou 
shalt  preserve  me  from  trouhle  :  thou  shalt 
compass  me  about  with  songs  of  deUver- 
ance« 

9  I  will  inform  thee,  and  teach  thee  in 
the  way  wherein  thou  shalt  go  :  and  I  will 
guide  thee  with  mine  eye. 

10  Be  ye  not  like  to  horse  and  mule, 
which  have  no  understanding  :  whose 
mouths  must  be  held  with  bit  and  bridle, 
lest  they  fall  upon  thee. 

11  Great  plagues  remain  for  the  ungodly : 
but  whoso  putteth  his  trust  in  the  Lord, 
mercy  embraceth  him  on  every  side. 
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12  Be  glad,  O  ye  righteous,  and  rejoice 
in  the  Lord  :  and  be  joyiul,  all  ye  that  are 
true  of  heart. 

PSALM  XXXni.  ExuUate,  justi. 

REJOICE  in  the  Lord,  O  ye  righteous  : 
for  it  becometh  well  the  just  to  be 
thankful. 

2  Praise  the  Lord  with  harp  :  sing 
praises  unto  him  with  the  lute,  and  instru- 
ment  of  ten  strings. 

3  Sing  unto  the  Lord  a  new  song  :  sing 
praises  lustily  unto  him  with  a  good  courage. 

4  For  the  word  of  the  Lord  is  true  : 
and  all  his  works  are  faithAil. 

5  He  loveth  righteousness  and  judge- 
ment :  the  earth  is  fiill  of  the  goodness 
of  the  Lord. 

6  By  the  word  of  the  Lord  were  the 
heavens  made  :  and  all  the  hosts  of  them 
by  the  breath  of  liis  mouth. 

7  He  gathereth  the  waters  of  the  sea 
together,  as  it  were  upon  an  heap  :  and 
layeth  up  the  deep,  as  in  a  treasure-house. 

8  Let  all  the  earth  fear  the  Lord  :  stand 
in  awe  of  him,  all  ye  that  dwell  in  the  world. 

9  For  he  spake,  and  it  was  done  :  he 
commanded,  and  it  stood  fast. 

10  The  Lord  bringeth  the  counsel  of  the 
heathen  to  nought  :  and  maketh  the  de- 
vices of  the  people  to  be  of  none  effect, 
and  casteth  out  the  counsels  of  princes. 
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11  The  counsel  of  the  Lord  shall  endure 
for  ever  :  and  the  thoughts  of  his  heart 
from  generation  to  generation. 

12  Blessed  are  the  people,  whose  God 
is  the  Lord  Jehovah  :  and  hlessed  are  the 
folk,  that  he  hath  chosen  to  him  to  be  his 
inheritance. 

13  The  Lord  looked  down  from  heaven, 
and  beheld  all  the  children  of  men  :  from 
the  habitation  of  his  dwelling  he  consider- 
eth  all  them  that  dwell  on  the  earth. 

14  He  fashioneth  all  the  hearts  of  them : 
and  understandeth  all  their  works. 

15  There  is  no  king  that  can  be  saved 
by  the  multitude  of  an  host :  neither  is  any 
mighty  man  delivered  by  much  strength. 

16  A  horse  is  counted  but  a  vain  thing 
to  save  a  man :  neither  shall  he  deliver  any 
man  by  his  great  strength. 

17  Behold,  the  eye  of  the  Lord  is  upon 
them  that  fear  him  :  and  upon  them  diat 
put  their  trust  in  his  mercy ; 

18  To  deliver  their  soul  from  death  :  and 
to  feed  them  in  the  time  of  dearth. 

19  Our  soul  hath  patiently  tarried  for  the 
Lord  :  for  he  is  our  help,  and  our  shield. 

20  For  our  heart  shall  rejoice  in  him  : 
because  we  have  hoped  in  his  holy  Name. 

21  Let  thy  mercifrd  kindness,  O  Lord, 
,be  upon  us  :  like  as  we  do  put  our  trust 
in  thee. 
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PSALM  XXXIV.   Benedimm  Domino.' 

I  WILL  alway  give  thanks  unto  the  Lord  r 
his  praise  shall  ever  he  in  my  mouth. 

2  My  soul  shall  make  her  hoast  in  the 
Lord  :  the  humhle  shall  hear  thereof,  and 
be  glad. 

3  O  praise  the  Lord  with  me  :  and  let 
us  magnify  his  Name  together. 

4  I  sought  the  Lord,  and  he  heard  me  : 
yea,  he  deKvered  me  out  of  all  my  fear. 

5  They  had  an  eye  unto  him,  and  were 
lightened :  and  their  faces  were  not  ashamed. 

6  Lo,  the  poor  crieth,  and  the  Lord 
heareth  him  :  yea,  and  saveth  him  out  of 
all  his  troubles. 

7  The  angel  of  the  Lord  tarrieth  round 
about  them  that  fear  him  :  and  delivereth 
them. 

8  O  taste,  and  see,  how  gracious  the  Lord 
is  :  blessed  is  the  man  that  trusteth  in  him. 

9  O  fear  the  Lord,  ye  that  are  his  saints  : 
for  they  that  fear  him  lack  nothing. 

10  The  lions  do  lack,  and  suffer  hunger  : 
but  they  who  seek  the  Lord  shall  want  no 
manner  of  thing  that  is  good. 

11  Come,  ye  children,  and  hearken  unto 
me  :  I  will  teach  you  the  fear  of  the  Lord. 

12  What  man  is  he  that  lusteth  to  live  : 
and  would  fain  see  good  days  ? 

13  Keep  thy  tongue  from  evil  :  and  thy 
lips,  that  they  speak  no  guile. 
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14  Eschew  evil,  and  do  good  :  seek 
peace,  and  ensue  it. 

15  The  eyes  of  the  Lord  are  over  the 
righteous :  and  his  ears  are  open  unto  their 
prayers. 

16  The  countenance  of  the  Lord  is 
against  them  that  do  evil :  to  root  out  the 
remembrance  of  them  from  the  earth. 

17  The  righteous  cry,  and  the  Lord 
heareth  them  :  and  delivereth  them  out 
of  all  their  troubles. 

18  The  Lord  is  nigh  unto  them  that  are 
of  a  contrite  heart :  and  will  save  such  as 
be  of  an  humble  spirit. 

19  Great  are  the  troubles  of  the  right- 
eous :  but  the  Lord  delivereth  him  out 
of  all. 

20  He  keepeth  all  his  bones  :  so  that  not 
one  of  them  is  broken. 

21  But  misfortune  shall  slay  the  ungod- 
ly :  and  they  that  hate  the  righteous  shall 
be  desolate. 

22  The  Lord  delivereth  the  souls  of  his 
servants  :  and  all  they  that  put  their  trust 
in  him  shall  not  be  destitute.

PSALM  XXXY.    Judim,  Damine. 

PLEAD  thou  my  cause,  O  Lord,  with 
them  that  strive  with  me  :  and  fight 
thou  against  them  that  fight  against  me. 
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2  Lay  hand  upon  the  shield  and  huck- 
ler  :  and  stand  up  to  help  me. 

3  Bring  forth  the  spear,  and  stop  the 
way  against  them  that  persecute  me  :  say 
unto  my  soul,  I  am  thy  salvation. 

4  Let  them  he  confounded,  and  put  to 
shame,  that  seek  after  my  soul :  let  them 
be  turned  back,  and  hrought  to  confusion, 
that  imagine  mischief  for  me. 

5  Let  them  be  as  the  dust  before  the 
wind  :  and  the  angel  of  the  Lord  scatter- 
ing them. 

6  Let  their  way  be  dark  and  slippery :  and 
let  the  angel  of  the  Lord  persecute  them. 

7  For  they  have  privily  laid  their  net 
to  destroy  me  without  a  cause  :  yea,  even 
without  a  cause  have  they  made  a  pit  for 
my  soul. 

8  Let  a  sudden  destruction  come  upon 
him  unawares,  and  his  net,  that  he  hath 
laid  privily,  catch  himself  :  that  he  may 
fall  into  his  own  mischief. 

9  And,  my  soul,  be  joyful  in  the  Lord  : 
it  shall  rejoice  in  his  salvation. 

10  All  my  bones  shall  say,  Lord,  who 
is  like  unto  thee,  who  deUverest  the  poor 
from  him  that  is  too  strong  for  him  :  yea, 
the  poor,  and  him  that  is  in  misery,  n*om 
him  that  spoileth  him  ? 

11  False  vritnesses  did  rise  up  :  they  laid 
to  my  charge  things  that  I  knew  not. 
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12  They  rewarded  me  evil  for  good  :  to 
the  great  discomfort  of  my  soul. 

13  Nevertheless,  when  they  were  sick,  I 
put  on  sackcloth,  and  humhled  my  soul 
with  fasting  :  and  my  prayer  shall  turn 
into  mine  own  bosom. 

14  I  behaved  myself  as  though  it  had 
been  my  friend,  or  my  brother  :  I  went 
heavily,  as  one  that  moumeth  for  his  mo- 
ther. 

15  But  in  mine  adversity  they  rejoiced, 
and  gathered  themselves  together :  yea,  the 
very  abjects  came  together  against  me  un- 
awares, making  mouths  at  me,  and  ceased 
not 

16  With  the  flatterers  were  busjr  mock- 
ers :  who  gnashed  upon  me  with  their  teeth. 

17  Lord,  how  long  vnlt  thou  look  upon 
this :  O  deliver  my  soul  from  the  calamities 
which  they  bring  on  me,  and  my  darling 
from  the  lions. 

18  So  will  I  give  thee  thanks  in  the  great 
congregation  :  I  will  praise  thee  among 
much  people. 

19  0  let  not  them  that  are  mine  ene- 
mies triumph  over  me  ungodly  :  neither 
let  them  vdnk  with  their  eyes  that  hate 
me  without  a  cause. 

20  And  why?  their  communing  is  not  for 
peace  :  but  they  imagine  deceitftd  words 
against  them  that  are  quiet  in  the  land.

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21  They  gaped  upon  me  with  their 
mouths,  and  said  :  Fie  on  thee,  fie  on 
thee,  we  saw  it  with  our  eyes. 

22  This  thou  hast  seen,  O  Lord  :  hold 
not  thy  tongue  then,  go  not  far  from  me, 
OLord. 

23  Awake,  and  stand  up  to  judge  my 
quarrel  :  avenge  thou  my  cause,  my  God, 
and  my  Lord. 

24  Judge  me,  O  Lord  my  Grod,  accord- 
ing to  thy  righteousness  :  and  let  them  not 
triumph  over  me. 

25  Let  them  not  say  in  their  hearts. 
There,  there,  so  would  we  have  it :  neither 
let  them  say.  We  have  devoured  him. 

26  Let  them  he  put  to  con^sion  and 
shame  together,  that  rejoice  at  my  trouble : 
let  them  be  clothed  with  rebuke  and  dis- 
honour, that  boast  themselves  against  me. 

27  Let  them  be  glad  and  rejoice,  that 
favour  my  righteous  dealing :  yea,  let  them 
say  alway.  Blessed  be  the  Lord,  who  hath 
pleasure  in  the  prosperity  of  his  servant. 

28  And  as  for  my  tongue,  it  shall  be 
talking  of  thy  righteousness  :  and  of  thy 
praise  all  the  day  long. 

PSALM  XXXYI.   Biant  injwtus. 

MY  heart  sheweth  me  the  wickedness 
of  the  ungodly  :  that  there  is  no  fear 
of  God  before  his  eyes. 
2  For  he  fiattereth  himself  in  his  own 


I   • 
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sight  :  lintil  his  ahominable  sin  be  found 
out. 

3  The  words  of  his  mouth  are  unright- 
eous, and  full  of  deceit :  he  hath  left  off  to 
behave  himself  wisely,  and  to  do  good. 

4  He  imagineth  mischief  upon  his  bed, 
and  hath  set  himself  in  no  good  way  :  nei- 
ther doth  he  abhor  any  thing  that  is  evil. 

5  Thy  mercy,  O  Lord,  reacheth  unto 
the  heavens  :  and  thy  faithMness  unto  the 
<}louds. 

6  Thy  righteousness  standeth  like  the 
strong  mountains  :  thy  judgements  are  like 
the  great  deep. 

7  Thou,  Lord,  shalt  save  both  man  and 
beast ;  How  excellent  is  thy  mercy,  O  God : 
and  the  children  of  men  shall  put  their 
trust  under  the  shadow  of  thy  wings. 

8  They  shall  be  satisfied  with  the  plen- 
teousness  of  thy  house  :  and  thou  shalt  give 
them  drink  of  thy  pleasures,  as  out  of  the 
river. 

9  For  with  thee  is  the  well  of  life  :  and 
in  thy  light  shall  we  see  Ught. 

10  O  continue  forth  thy  loving-kindness 
unto  them  that  know  thee  :  and  thy  right- 
eousness unto  them  that  are  true  of  heart 

11 0  let  not  the  foot  of  pride  come  against 
tne  :  and  let  not  the  hand  of  the  ungodly 
cast  me  down. 

12  There  are  they  fallen,  all  that  work 
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wickedness  :  they  are  cast  down,  and  shall 
not  be  able  to  stand.

i  PSALM  XXXVII.    Noli  aamlari. 

fi^RET  not  thyself  because  of  the  un- 
godly :  neither  be  thou  envious  against 
the  evil  doers. 

2  For  they  shall  soon  be  cut  down  like 
the  grass  :  and  be  withered  even  as  the 
green  herb. 

3  Put  thou  thy  trust  in  the  Lord,  and 
be  doing  good  :  dwell  in  the  land,  and 
verily  thou  shalt  be  fed. 

4  Delight  thou  in  the  Lord  :  and  he 
shall  give  thee  thy  heart's  desire. 

5  Commit  thy  way  unto  the  Lord,  and 
put  thy  trust  in  him  :  and  he  shall  bring  it 
to  pass. 

6  He  shall  make  thy  righteousness  as 
clear  as  the  light :  and  thy  just  dealing  as 
the  noon-day. 

7  Hold  thee  still  in  the  Lord,  and  abide 
patiently  upon  him  :  but  grieve  not  thyself 
at  him,  whose  way  doth  prosper,  against 
the  man  that  doeth  after  evil  counsels. 

8  Leave  off  from  wrath,  and  let  go  dis- 
pleasure :  fret  not  thyself,  else  shalt  thou 
be  moved  to  do  evil. 

9  Wicked  doers  shall  be  rooted  out :  and 
they  that  patiently  abide  the  Lord,  those 
shall  inherit  the  land. 
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10  Yet  a  little  while,  and  the  ungodly 
shall  be  clean  gone  :  thou  shalt  look  after 
his  place,  and  he  shall  be  away. 

11  But  the  meek-spirited  shall  possess 
the  earth  :  and  shall  be  refreshed  in  the 
multitude  of  peace. 

12  The  ungodly  seeketh  counsel  against 
the  just :  and  gnasheth  upon  him  with  his 
teeth. 

* 

13  The  Lord  shall  laugh  him  to  scorn  : 
for  he  hath  seen  that  his  day  is  coming. 

14  The  ungodly  have  drawn  out  the 
sword,  and  have  bent  their  bow  :  to  cast 
down  the  poor  and  needy,  and  to  slay  such 
as  are  of  a  right  conversation. 

15  Their  sword  shall  go  through  their 
own  heart  :  and  their  bow  shall  be  bro- 
ken. 

16  A  small  thing  that  the  righteous 
hath  :  is  better  than  great  riches  of  the 
ungodly. 

17  For  the  arms  of  the  ungodly  shall  be 
broken  :  and  the  Lord  upholdeth  the  righ- 
teous. 

18  The  Lord  knoweth  the  days  of  the 
godly  :  and  their  inheritance  shaQ  endure 
tor  ever. 

19  They  shall  not  be  confounded  in  the 
perilous  time  :  and  in  the  days  of  dearth 
they  shall  have  enough. 

20  As  for  the  ungodly,  they  shall  perish ; 
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and  the  enemies  of  tiie  Lord  shall  con- 
sume as  the  fat  of  lamhs  :  yea,  even  as  the 
smoke,  shall  they  consume  away. 

21  The  ungodly  borroweth,  and  payeth 
not  again  :  but  the  righteous  is  merciAil, 
and  liberal. 

22  Such  as  are  blessed  of  Grod  shall  pos- 
sess the  land  :  and  they  that  are  cursed  of 
him  shall  be  rooted  out 

23  The  Lord  ordereth  a  good  man's 
going  :  and  maketh  his  way  acceptable  to 
himself. 

24  Though  he  fall,  he  shall  not  be  cast 
away  :  for  the  Lord  upholdeth  him  with 
his  hand. 

25  I  have  been  young,  and  now  am  old  : 
and  yet  saw  I  never  the  righteous  forsak- 
en, nor  his  seed  begging  their  bread. 

26  The  righteous  is  ever  merciftil,  and 
lendeth  :  and  his  seed  is  blessed. 

27  Flee  from  evil,  and  do  the  thing  that 
is  good  :  and  dwell  for  evermore. 

28  For  the  Lord  loveth  the  thing  that  is 
right  :  he  forsaketh  not  his  that  be  godly, 
but  they  are  preserved  for  ever. 

29  The  unrighteous  shall  be  punished  : 
as  for  the  seed  of  the  ungodly,  it  shall  be 
rooted  out. 

30  The  righteous  shall  inherit  the  land  : 
and  dwell  therein  for  ever. 

31  The  mouth  of  the  righteous  is  exer- 
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<!ised  in  wisdom  :  and  his  tongue  will  be 
talking  of  judgement. 

32  The  law  of  his  God  is  in  his  heart : 
and  his  goings  shall  not  slide. 

33  The  ungodly  seeth  the  righteous  :  and 
seeketh  occasion  to  slay  him. 

34  The  Lord  will  not  leave  him  in  his 
hand :  nor  condemn  him  when  he  is  judged. 

35  Hope  thou  in  the  Lord,  and  keep  his 
way,  and  he  shall  promote  thee,  that  thou 
shfut  possess  the  land  :  when  Ihie  ungodly 
shall  perish,  thou  shalt  see  it. 

36  I  myself  have  seen  the  ungodly  in 
great  power  :  and  flourishing  like  a  green 
bay-tree. 

37  I  went  by,  and  lo,  he  was  gone  :  I 
sought  him,  but  his  place  could  no  where 
be  found. 

38  Keep  innocency,  and  take  heed  unto 
the  thing  that  is  right :  for  that  shall  bring 
a  man  peace  at  the  last. 

39  As  for  the  transgressors,  they  shall 
perish  together :  and  the  end  of  the  ungodly 
is,  they  shall  be  rooted  out  at  the  last. 

40  But  the  salvation  of  the  righteous 
cbmeth  of  the  Lord  :  who  is  also  their 
strength  in  the  time  of  trouble. 

41  And  the  Lord  shall  stand  by  them, 
and  save  them  :  he  shall  deliver  them  from 
the  ungodly,  and  shall  save  them,  I 
they  put  their  trust  in  him. 
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MORNING  PRAYER. 

PSALM  XXXVIIL    Domine,  ne  in  furore. 

PUT  me  not  to  rebuke,  O  Lord,  in  thine 
anger   :   neither  chasten  me   in  thy 
heavy  displeasure. 

2  For  thine  arrows  stick  fast  in  me  : 
and  thy  hand  presseth  me  sore. 

3  There  is  no  health  in  my  flesh,  because 
of  thy  displeasure  :  neither  is  there  any 
rest  in  my  bones,  by  reason  of  my  sin. 

4  For  my  wickednesses  are  gone  over 
my  head  :  and  are  hke  a  sore  burden,  too 
heavy  for  me  to  bear. 

5  My  wounds  stink,  and  are  corrupt  : 
through  my  foolishness. 

6  I  am  brought  into  so  great  trouble  and 
misery :  that  I  go  mourning  all  the  day  long. 

7  For  my  loins  are  filled  with  a  sore  dis- 
ease :  and  there  is  no  whole  part  in  my  body. 

8  I  am  feeble,  and  sore  smitten  :  I  have 
roared  for  the  very  disquietness  of  my  heart. 

9  Lord,  thou  knowest  all  my  desire  : 
and  my  groaning  is  not  hid  from  thee. 

10  My  heart  panteth,  my  strength  hath 
failed  me  :  and  the  sight  of  mine  eyes  is 
gone  from  me. 

11  My  lovers  and  my  neighbours  did 
stand  looking  upon  my  trouble  :  and  my 
kinsmen  stood  afar  off. 

.    12  They  also  that  sought  after  my  life  laid 
snares  for  me  :  and  they  that  went  about 
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to  do  me  evil  talked  of  wickedness,  and 
imagined  deceit  all  the  day  long. 

13  As  for  me,  I  was  like  a  deaf  man, 
and  heard  not  :  and  as  one  that  is  dumb, 
who  doth  not  open  his  mouth. 

14  I  hecame  even  as  a  man  that  heareth 
not :  and  in  whose  mouth  are  no  reproofe. 

15  For  in  thee,  O  Lord,  have  I  put  my 
trust  :  thou  shalt  answer  for  me,  O  Lora 
my  Grod. 

16  I  have  required  that  they,  even  mine 
enemies,  should  not  triumph  over  me  :  for 
when  my  foot  sUpped,  they  rejoiced  greatly 
against  me. 

17  And  I,  truly,  am  set  in  the  plague  : 
and  my  heaviness  is  ever  in  my  sight. 

18  For  I  will  confess  my  vdckedness  : 
and  be  sorry  for  my  sin. 

19  But  mine  enemies  live,  and  are  migh- 
ty :  and  they  that  hate  me  wrongfully  are 
many  in  number. 

20  They  also  that  reward  evil  for  good 
are  against  me  :  because  I  follow  the  tibiog 
that  good  is. 

21  Forsake  me  not,  O  Lord  my  God  : 
be  not  thou  far  from  me. 

22  Haste  thee  to  help  me  :  O  Lord  God 
of  my  salvation. 

PSALM  XXXIX.   Dixi,  eustodiam. 

1SAID,  I  will  take  heed  to  my  wajrs  : 
that  I  offend  not  in  my  tongue. 
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2 1  will  keep  my  mouth  as  it  were  with  a 
bridle  :  while  the  migodly  is  in  my  sight. 

3  I  held  my  tongue,  and  spake  nothing  : 
I  kept  silence,  yea,  even  firom  good  words ; 
but  it  was  pain  and  grief  to  me. 

4  My  heart  was  hot  within  me,  and 
while  I  was  thus  musing  the  lire  kindled  : 
and  at  the  last  I  spake  with  my  tongue ; 

5  Lord,  let  me  know  mine  end,  and  the 
number  of  my  days  :  that  I  may  he  certi- 
fied  how  long  I  have  to  live. 

6  Behold,  thou  hast  made  my  days  as  it 
were  a  span  long  :  and  mine  age  is  even  as 
nothing  in  respect  of  thee ;  and  verily  every 
man  Uving  is  altogether  vanity. 

7  For  man  walketh  in  a  vain  shadow, 
and  disquieteth  himself  in  vain  :  he  heap- 
eth  up  riches,  and  cannot  tell  who  shall 
gather  them. 

8  And  now.  Lord,  what  is  my  hope  : 
truly  my  hope  is  even  in  thee. 

9  Denver  me  from  all  mine  offences :  and 
make  me  not  a  rehuke  unto  the  fooUsh. 

10  I  became  dumb,  and  opened  not  my 
mouth  :  for  it  was  thy  doing. 

11  Take  thy  plague  away  from  me  :  I 
am  even  consumed  by  the  means  of  thy 
heavy  hand. 

12  When  thou  with  rebukes  dost  chasten 
man  for  sin,  thou  makest  his  beauty  to  con- 
sume away,  like  as  it  were  a  moth  fretting 
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a  garment  :  every  man  therefore  is  but 
yamty. 

13  Hear  my  prayer,  O  Lord,  and  with 
thine  ears  consider  my  calling  :  hold  not 
thy  peace  at  my  tears. 

14  For  I  am  a  stranger  with  thee  :  and 
a  sojourner,  as  all  my  fathers  were. 

15  O  spare  me  a  little,  that  I  may  re- 
cover my  strength  :  before  I  go  hence,  and 
be  no  more  seen. 

PSALM .  XL.   Expecians  expeetavi, 

1  WAITED  patiently  for  the  Lord  :  and  he 
inclined  mito  me,  and  heard  my  calling. 

2  He  brought  me  also  out  of  the  horrible 
pit,  out  of  the  mire  and  clay  :  and  set  my 
feet  upon  the  rock,  and  ordered  my  goings. 

3  And  he  hath  put  a  new  song  in  my 
mouth :  even  a  thanksgiving  unto  our  God. 

4  Many  shall  see  it,  and  fear  :  and  shall 
put  their  trust  in  the  Lord. 

5  Blessed  is  the  man  that  hath  set  his 
hope  in  the  Lord :  and  turned  not  unto  the 
proud,  and  to  such  as  go  about  with  lies. 

6  O  Lord  my  God,  great  are  the  won- 
drous works  which  thou  hast  done,  like  as 
be  also  thy  thoughts  which  are  to  us-ward : 
and  yet  there  is  no  man  that  ordereth  them 
unto  thee. 

7  If  I  should  declare  them,  and  speak 
of  them  :  they  should  be  more  than  I  am 
able  to  express. 
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8  Sacrifice,  and  meat-oiFering,  thou  would- 
est  not :  but  mine  ears  hast  thou  opened. 

9  Bumt-oiFerings,  and  sacrifice  for  sin, 
hast  thou  not  required  :  then  said  I,  Lo, 
I  come, 

10  In  the  volume  of  the  book  it  is  writ- 
ten of  me,  that  I  should  fulfil  thy  will,  O 
my  God  :  I  am  content  to  do  it ;  yea,  thy 
law  is  within  my  heart. 

11  I  have  declared  thy  righteousness  in 
the  great  congregation  :  lo,  I  will  not  refrain 
my  ups,  O  Lord,  and  that  thou  knowest. 

12 1  haVe  not  hid  thy  righteousness  with- 
in my  heart  :  my  talk  hath  been  of  thy 
truth,  and  of  thy  sialvation. 

13 1  have  not  kept  back  thy  loving  mercy 
and  truth  :  from  the  great  congregation. 

14  Withdraw  not  thou  thy  mercy  from 
me,  O  Lord  :  let  thy  loving-kindness  and 
thy  truth  alway  preserve  me. 

15  For  innumerable  troubles  are  come 
about  me ;  my  sins  have  taken  such  hold 
upon  me  that  I  am  not  able  to  look  up  :  yea, 
they  are  more  in  number  than  the  hairs  of 
my  head,  and  my  heart  hath  failed  me. 

16  O  Lord,  let  it  be  thy  pleasure  to  deli- 
ver me  :  make  haste,  O  Lord,  to  help  me. 

17  Let  them  be  ashamed,  and  confounded 
together,  that  seek  after  my  soul  to  destroy 
it :  let  them  be  driven  backward,  and  put 
to  rebuke,  that  wish  me  evil. 
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18  Let  them  be  desolate,  and  rewarded 
Ytdth  shame  :  that  say  unto  me.  Fie  upon 
thee,  fie  upon  thee. 

.  19  Let  all  those  that  seek  thee  be  joyful 
and  glad  in  thee  :  and  let  such  as  love  thy 
salvation  say  alway,  The  Lord  be  praised. 

20  As  for  me,  I  am  poor  and  needy  : 
but  the  Lord  careth  for  me. 

21  Thou  art  my  helper  and  redeemer  : 
make  no  long  tarrying,  O  my  God. 

EVENING  PRAYER. 

PSALM  XLI.    Beatns  qui  inteU0it. 

BLESSED  is  he  that  considereth  the 
poor  and  needy  :  the  Lord  shall  de- 
liver him  in  the  time  of  trouble. 

2  The  Lord  preserve  him,  and  keep  him 
alive,  that  he  may  be  blessed  upon  earth  : 
and  deliver  not  thou  him  into  the  will  of 
his  enemies. 

3  The  Lord  comfort  him,  when  he  lieth 
sick  upon  his  bed  :  make  thou  all  his  bed 
in  his  sickness. 

4 1  said.  Lord,  be  merciful  unto  me  :  heal 
my  soul,  for  I  have  sinned  against  thee. 

5  Mine  enemies  speak  evil  of  me  :  When 
shall  he  die,  and  his  name  perish  ? 

6  And  if  he  come  to  see  me,  he  speaketh 
vanity  :  and  his  heart  conceiveth  falshood 
within  himself,  and  when  he  cometh  forth 
he  telleth  it. 
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7  All  mine  enemies  whisper  together 
agamst  me  :  even  against  me  do  they  ima- 
gine this  evil. 

8  Let  the  sentence  of  guiltiness  proceed 
against  him  :  and  now  that  he  lieth,  let 
him  rise  up  no  more. 

9  Yea,  even  mine  own  familiar  friend, 
whom  I  trusted  :  who  did  also  eat  of  my 
bread,  hath  laid  great  wait  for  me. 

10  But  he  thou  merciful  unto  me,  O 
Lord  :  raise  thou  me  up  again,  and  I  shall 
reward  them. 

11  By  this  I  know  thou  favourest  me :  that 
mine  enemy  doth  not  triumph  against  me. 

12  And  when  I  am  in  my  health,  thou 
upholdest  me  :  and  shalt  set  me  before  thy 
face  for  ever. 

13  Blessed  be  the  Lord  God  of  Israel  : 
world  without  end.   Amen. 

PSALM  XLn.    Quemadmodum. 

LIKE  as  the  hart  desireth  the  water- 
brooks  :  so  longeth  my  soul  after  thee, 
OGod. 

2  My  soul  is  athirst  for  God,  yea,  even 
for  the  living  God  :  when  shall  I  come  to 
appear  before  the  presence  of  God  ? 

3  My  tears  have  been  my  meat  day  and 
night :  while  they  daUy  say  unto  me.  Where 
is  now  thy  God  r* 

4  Now  when  I  think  thereupon,  I  pour 
out  my  heart  by  myself  :  for  I  went  with 
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the  multitude,  and  brought  them  forth  into 
the  house  of  God ; 

5  In  the  voice  of  praise  and  thanksgiv- 
ing :  among  such  as  Keep  holy-day. 

6  Why  art  thou  so  full  of  heaviness,  0 
my  soul  :  and  why  art  thou  so  disquieted 
within  me  ? 

7  Put  thy  trust  in  God  :  for  I  will  yet 
give  him  thanks  for  the  help  of  his  coun- 
tenance. 

8  My  God,  my  soul  is  vexed  within  me : 
therefore  will  I  remember  thee  concerning 
the  land  of  Jordan,  and  the  little  hill  of 
Hermon. 

9  One  deep  calleth  another,  because  of 
the  noise  of  the  water-pipes  :  all  thy  waves 
and  storms  are  gone  over  me. 

10  The  Lord  hath  granted  his  loving- 
kindness  in  the  day-time  :  and  in  the  night- 
season  did  I  sing  of  him,  and  made  my 
prayer  unto  the  God  of  my  life. 

11 1  will  say  unto  the  God  of  my  strength, 
Why  hast  thou  forgotten  me  :  why  go  I  thus 
heavily,  while  the  enemy  oppresseth  me? 

12  My  bones  are  smitten  asunder  as  with 
a  sword  :  while  mine  enemies  that  trouble 
me  cast  me  in  the  teeth ; 

13  Namely,  while  they  say  daily  unto 
me  :  Where  is  now  thy  God  ? 

14  Why  art  thou  so  vexed,  O  my  soul : 
and  why  art  thou  so  disquieted  within  me? 
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15  0  put  thy  trust  in  God  :  for  I  will 
yet  thank  him,  which  is  the  help  of  my 
countenance,  and  my  God. 

PSALM  XLUI.    Judica  me,  Deus. 

GIVE  sentence  with  me,  O  God,  and 
defend  my  cause  against  the  ungodly 
people  :  O  deliver  me  from  the  deceitful 
and  wicked  man. 

2  For  thou  art  the  God  of  my  strength, 
why  hast  thou  put  me  from  thee  :  and  why 
go  I  so  heavily,  while  the  enemy  oppress- 
eth  me  ? 

3  O  send  out  thy  light  and  thy  truth, 
that  they  may  lead  me  :  and  bring  me  unto 
thy  holy  hill,  and  to  thy  dweUing. 

4  And  that  I  may  go  unto  the  altar  of 
God,  even  unto  the  God  of  my  joy  and 
gladness  :  and  upon  the  harp  wiU  I  give 
thanks  unto  thee,  O  God,  my  God. 

5  Why  art  thou  so  heavy,  O  my  soul :  and 
why  art  thou  so  disquieted  within  me  ? 

6  O  put  thy  trust  in  God  :  for  I  will  yet 
give  him  thanks,  which  is  the  help  of  my 
countenance,  and  my  God.

PSALM  XLIV.  Deus,  auribus. 

1^7"  E  have  heard  with  our  ears,  O  Grod, 
T  r     our  fathers  have  told  us  :  what  thou 
hast  done  in  their  time  of  old ; 
2  How  thou  hast  driven  out  the  heathen 
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with  thj  hand,  and  planted  them  in  :  how 
thou  hast  destroyed  the  nations,  and  cast 
them  out. 

3  For  they  gat  not  the  land  in  possession 
through  their  own  sword  :  neither  was  it 
their  own  arm  that  helped  them ; 

4  But  thy  right  hand,  and  thine  arm, 
and  the  light  of  thy  countenance  :  because 
thou  hadst  a  favour  unto  them. 

5  Thou  art  my  King,  O  God  :  send  help 
unto  Jacob. 

6  Through  thee  will  we  overthrow  our 
enemies  :  and  in  thy  Name  will  we  tread 
them  under,  that  rise  up  against  us. 

TForlwiU  not  trust  iT^bowrit  is 
not  my  sword  that  shall  help  me ; 

8  But  it  is  thou  that  savest  us  fix)m  our 
enemies  :  and  puttest  them  to  confusion 
that  hate  us. 

9  We  make  our  boast  of  God  all  day 
long  :  and  will  praise  thy  Name  for  ever. 

10  But  now  thou  art  far  off,  and  puttest 
us  to  con^sion  :  and  goest  not  fortii  with 
our  armies. 

11  Thou  makest  us  to  turn  our  backs 
upon  our  enemies :  so  that  they  which  hate 
us  spoil  our  goods. 

12  Thou  lettest  us  be  eaten  up  like  sheep : 
and  hast  scattered  us  among  the  heathen. 

13  Thou  sellest  thy  people  for  nought : 
and  takest  no  money  for  them. 
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14  Thou  makest  us  to  be  rebuked  of  our 
neighbours :  to  be  laughed  to  scorn,  and  had 
in  derision  of  them  that  are  round  about  us. 

15  Thou  makest  us  to  be  a  by-word 
among  the  heathen  :  and  that  the  people 
shake  their  heads  at  us. 

16  My  confusion  is  daUy  before  me  :  and 
the  shame  of  my  face  hath  covered  me ; 

17  For  the  voice  of  the  slanderer  and 
blasphemer  :  for  the  enemy  and  avenger. 

18  And  though  all  this  be  come  upon 
us,  yet  do  we  not  forget  thee  :  nor  behave 
ourselves  frowardly  in  thy  covenant 

19  Our  heart  is  not  turned  back  :  neither 
our  steps  gone  out  of  thy  way ; 

20  No,  not  when  thou  hast  smitten  us 
into  the  place  of  dragons  :  and  covered  us 
with  the  shadow  of  death. 

21  If  we  have  forgotten  the  Name  of  our 
God,  and  holden  up  our  hands  to  any  strange 
god  :  shall  not  God  search  it  out?  for  he 
knoweth  the  very  secrets  of  the  heart. 

22  For  thy  sake  also  are  we  killed  all 
the  day  long  :  and  are  counted  as  sheep 
appointed  to  be  slain. 

23  Up,  Lord,  why  sleepest  thou  :  awake, 
and  be  not  absent  firom  us  for  ever. 

24  Wherefore  hidest  thou  thy  face  :  and 
forgettest  our  misery  and  trouble  ? 

25  For  our  soul  is  brought  low,  even  unto 
the  dust :  our  belly  deaveth  unto  the  ground. 
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26  Arise,  and  help  us  :  and  deliver  us 
for  thy  mercy's  sake. 

PSALM  XLV.    EructavU  cor  tneum. 

MY  heai*t  is  inditing  of  a  good  matter : 
I  speak  of  the.  things  which  I  have 
made  unto  the  King. 

2  My  tongue  is  the  pen :  of  a  ready  writer. 

3  Thou  ail  fairer  than  the'  children  of 
men  :  full  of  grace  are  thy  lips,  because 
God  hath  blessed  thee  for  ever. 

4  Gird  thee  with  thy  sword  upon  thy 
thigh,  O  thou  most  Mighty  :  according  to 
thy  worship  and  renown. 

5  Good  luck  have  thou  with  thine  ho- 
nour :  ride  on,  because  of  the  word  of  truth, 
of  meekness,  and  righteousness ;  and  thy 
right  hand  shall  teach  thee  terrible  things. 

6  Thy  aiTows  are  very  sharp,  and  the 
people  shall  be  subdued  unto  thee  :  even 
in  the  midst  among  the  King's  enemies. 

7  Thy  seat,  O  God,  endureth  for  ever :  the 
sceptre  of  thy  kingdom  is  a  right  sceptre. 

8  Thou  hast  loved  righteousness,  and 
hated  iniquity  :  wherefore  Grod,  even  thy 
God,  hath  anointed  thee  with  the  oil  of 
gladness  above  thy  fellows. 

9  All  thy  garments  smell  of  myrrh,  aloes, 
and  cassia  :  out  of  the  ivory  palaces,  where- 
by they  have  made  thee  glad. 

10  Kings'  daughters  were  among  thy  ho- 
nourable women  :  upon  thy  right  hand  did

stand  the  queen  in  a  vesture  of  gold,  wrought 
•  about  with  divers  coloui's. 

11  Hearken,  O  daughter,  and  consider, 
incline  thine  ear  :  forget  also  thine  own 
people,  and  thy  Other's  house. 

12  So  shall  the  King  have  pleasure  in 
thy  beauty  ;  for  he  is  thy  Lord  God,  and 
worship  thou  him. 

13  And  the  daughter  of  Tyre  shall  be 
there  with  a  gift  :  like  as  the  rich  also 
among  the  people  shall  make  their  suppli- 
cation before  thee. 

14  The  King's  daughter  is  all  glorious 
within  :  her  clothing  is  of  wrought  gold. 

15  She  shall  be  brought  unto  the  King 
in  raiment  of  needle-work  :  the  virgins  that 
be  her  fellows  shall  bear  her  company,  and 
shall  be  brought  unto  thee. 

16  With  joy  and  gladness  shall  they  be 
brought  :  and  shall  enter  into  the  King's 
palace. 

17  Instead  of  thy  fathers  thou  shalt  have 
children  :  whom  thou  mayest  make  princes 
in  all  lands. 

18  I  will  remember  thy  Name  from  one 
generation  to  another  :  therefore  shall  the 
people  give  thanks  unto  thee,  world  with- 
4>ut  end. 

PSALM  XLVI.    Deus  noster  r((fugium. 

GOD  is  our  hope  and  strength  :  a  very 
present  help  in  trouble. 


■  ^^^^  ^  ■■i^iP  ■  i»^»^ 
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2  Therefore  will  we  not  fear,  though  the 
earth  be  moved  :  and  though  the  hUls  be 
earned  into  the  midst  of  the  sea. 

3  Though  the  waters  thereof  rage  and 
swell :  and  though  the  mountains  shake  at 
the  tempest  of  the  same. 

4  The  rivers  of  the  flood  thereof  shaU 
make  glad  the  city  of  God  :  the  holy 
place  of  the  tabernacle  of  the  most  High- 
est. 

5  God  is  in  the  midst  of  her,  therefore 
shall  she  not  be  removed  :  God  shall  help 
her,  and  that  right  early. 

6  The  heathen  make  much  ado,  and 
the  kingdoms  ai'e  moved  :  but  Grod  hath 
shewed  his  voice,  and  the  earth  shall  melt 
away. 

7  The  Lord  of  hosts  is  with  us  :  the 
God  of  Jacob  is  our  refuge. 

8  O  come  hither,  and  behold  the  works 
of  the  Lord  :  what  destruction  he  hath 
brought  upon  the  earth. 

9  He  maketh  wars  to  cease  in  all  the 
world  :  he  breaketh  the  bow,  and  knappeth 
the  spear  in  sunder,  and  bumeth  the  cha- 
riots in  the  fire. 

10  Be  still  then,  and  know  that  I  am 
God  :  I  will  be  exalted  among  the  heathen, 
and  I  will  be  exalted  in  the  earth. 

11  The  Lord  of  hosts  is  with  us  :  the 
God  of  Jacob  is  om*  refuge. 
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EVENING  PRAYER. 

PSALM  XLYII.    Omnes  gentes,  plaudite. 

OCLAP  your  hands  together,  all  ye 
people  :  O  sing  unto  God  with  the 
voice  of  melody. 

2  For  the  Lord  is  high,  and  to  be  feared : 
he  is  the  great  King  upon  all  the  earth. 

3  He  shall  subdue  the  people  under  us  : 
and  the  nations  under  our  feet. 

4  He  shall  choose  out  an  heritage  for  us  : 
even  the  worship  of  Jacob,  whom  he  loved. 

5  Grod  is  gone  up  with  a  merry  noise  : 
and  the  Lord  with  the  sound  of  the  trump. 

6  O  sing  praises,  sing  praises  unto  our  God : 
0  sing  praises,  sing  praises  unto  our  King. 

7  For  God  is  the  King  of  all  the  earth  : 
sing  ye  praises  with  understanding. 

8  Grod  reigneth  over  the  heathen  :  God 
sitteth  upon  his  holy  seat. 

9  The  princes  of  the  people  are  joined 
unto  the  people  of  the  God  of  Abraham  : 
for  God,  which  is  very  high  exalted,  doth 
defend  the  earth,  as  it  were  with  a  shield. 

PSALM  XLYin.    Magnus  Dominus. 

n  REAT  is  the  Lord,  and  highly  to  be 
vT  praised  :  in  the  city  of  our  Grod,  even 
upon  his  holy  hiU. 

2  The  hill  of  Sion  is  a  fair  place,  and  the 
joy  of  the  whole  earth  :  upon  the  north-side 
iieth  the  city  of  the  great  King ;  God  is  well 
known  in  her  palaces  as  a  sure  refuge. 
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3  For  lo,  the  kings  of  the  earth  :  are 
gathered,  and  gone  by  together. 

4  They  marvelled  to  see  such  things :  they 
were  astonished,  and  suddenly  cast  down. 

5  Fear  came  there  upon  them,  and  sor- 
row :  as  upon  a  woman  in  her  travail. 

6  Thou  shalt  break  the  ships  of  the  sea : 
through  the  east-wind. 

7  Like  as  we  have  heard,  so  have  we 
seen  in  the  city  of  the  Lord  of  hosts,  in  the 
city  of  our  God  :  Grod  upholdeth  the  same 
for  ever. 

8  We  wait  for  thy  loving-kindness,  0 
God  :  in  the  midst  of  thy  temple. 

9  O  God,  according  to  thy  Name,  so  is 
thy  praise  unto  the  world's  end  :  thy  right 
hand  is  full  of  righteousness. 

10  Let  the  mount  Sion  rejoice,  and  the 
daughter  of  Judah  be  glad  :  because  of  thy 
judgements. 

11  Walk  about  Sion,  and  go  round  about 
her  :  and  tell  the  towers  thereof. 

12  Mark  well  her  bulwarks,  set  up  her 
houses  :  that  ye  may  tell  them  that  come 
after. 

13  For  this  God  is  our  God  for  ever  and 
ever  :  he  shall  be  our  guide  unto  death. 

PSALM  XLIX.   Audita  luee,  omnes. 

OHEAR  ye  this,  all  ye  people  :  ponder 
it  with  your  ears,  all  ye  that  dwell  in 
the  world ; 
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2  High  and  low,  rich  and  poor  :  one 
with  another. 

3  My  mouth  shall  speak  of  wisdom  :  and 
my  heart  shall  muse  of  understanding. 

4  I  will  incline  mine  ear  to  the  parable  : 
and  shew  my  dark  speech  upon  the  harp. 

5  Wherefore  should  I  fear  in  the  days 
of  wickedness  :  and  when  the  wickedness 
of  my  heels  compasseth  me  round  about  ? 

6  There  be  some  that  put  their  trust  in 
their  goods  :  and  boast  themselves  in  the 
multitude  of  their  riches. 

7  But  no  man  may  deliver  his  brother  : 
nor  make  agreement  unto  God  for  him ; 

8  For  it  cost  more  to  redeem  their  souls : 
80  that  he  must  let  that  alone  for  ever ; 

9  Yea,  though  he  live  long  :  and  see  not 
the  grave. 

10  For  he  seeth  that  wise  men  also  die, 
and  perish  together  :  as  well  as  the  ignorant 
and  £x>lish,  and  leave  their  riches  for  other. 

11  And  yet  they  think  that  their  houses 
shall  continue  for  ever :  and  that  their  dwell- 
ing-places shall  endure  from  one  generation 
to  another;  and  call  the  lands  after  their 
own  names. 

12  Nevertheless,  man  will  not  abide  in  ho- 
nour :  seeing  he  may  be  compared  unto  the 
beasts  that  perish ;  this  is  the  way  of  them. 

13  This  is  their  foolishness  :  and  their 
posterity  praise  their  saying. 
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14  They  lie  in  the  hell  like  sheep,  death 
gnaweth  upon  them,  and  the  righteous  shall 
have  domination  over  them  in  the  morn- 
ing :  their  beauty  shall  consume  in  the 
sepulchre  out  of  their  dwelling. 

16  But  God  hath  delivered  my  soul  finom 
the  place  of  hell  :  for  he  shall  receive  me. 

16  Be  not  thou  afraid,  though  one  be 
made  rich  :  or  if  the  glory  of  his  house  be 
increased ; 

17  For  he  shall  carry  nothing  away  with 
him  when  he  dieth  :  neither  shall  his  pomp 
follow  him. 

18  For  while  he  lived,  he  counted  him- 
self an  happy  man  :  and  so  long  as  thou 
doest  well  unto  thyself,  men  will  speak 
good  of  thee. 

19  He  shall  follow  the  generation  of  his 
fathers  :  and  shall  never  see  light. 

20  Man  being  in  honour  hath  no  under- 
standing :  but  is  compared  unto  the  beasts 
that  perish. 

MORNING  PRAYER 

PSALM  L.   Demdeorum. 

rPHE  Lord,  even  the  most  mighty  God, 
J-    hath  spoken  :  and  called  the  world, 
from  the  rising  up  of  the  sun,  unto  the 
going  down  thereof. 

2  Out  of  Sion  hath  God  appeared  :  in 
perfect  beauty.

3  Our  God  shall  come,  and  shall  not 
keep  silence  :  there  shall  go  before  him  a 
consuming  fire,  and  a  mighty  tempest  shall 
be  stirred  up  round  about  him. 

4  He  shall  call  the  heaven  from  above  : 
and  the  earth,  that  he  may  judge  his  peo- 
ple. 

5  Gather  my  saints  together  unto  me  : 
those  that  have  made  a  covenant  with  me 
with  sacrifice.  i 

6  And  the  heaven  shall  declare  his  righ-  i 
teousne^  :  for  God  is  Judge  himself. 

7  Hear,  O  my  people,  and  I  will  speak  :  [ 
I  myself  will  testify  against  thee,  O  Israel ;  \ 
for  I  am  God,  even  thy  God. 

8  I  will  not  reprove  thee  because  of 
thy  sacrifices,  or  for  thy  burnt-offerings  : 
because  they  were  not  alway  before  me. 

9  I  will  take  no  bullock  out  of  thine 
house  :  nor  he-goat  out  of  thy  folds. 

10  For  all  the  beasts  of  the  forest  are 
mine  :  and  so  are  the  cattle  upon  a  thou- 
sand hills. 

11  I  know  all  the  fowls  upon  the  moun- 
tains :  and  the  wild  beasts  of  the  field  are 
in  my  sight. 

12  If  I  be  hungry,  I  will  not  tell  thee  : 
for  the  whole  world  is  mine,  and  all  that 
is  therein. 

13  Thinkest  thou  that  I  will  eat  bulls* 
ilesh  :  and  drink  the  blood  of  goats  ?

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14  Offer  unto  God  thanksgiving  :  and 
pay  thy  vows  unto  the  most  Highest. 

15  And  call  upon  me  in  the  time  of 
trouble  :  so  will  I  hear  thee,  and  thou 
shalt  praise  me. 

16  But  unto  the  ungodly  said  Grod :  Why 
dost  thou  preach  my  laws,  and  takest  my 
covenant  in  thy  mouth ; 

17  Whereas  thou  hatest  to  be  reformed : 
and  hast  cast  my  words  behind  thee  ? 

18  When  thou  sawest  a  thief,  thou  oon- 
sentedst  unto  him  :  and  hast  been  partaker 
with  the  adulterers. 

19  Thou  hast  let  thy  mouth  speak  wid^- 
edness  :  and  with  thy  tongue  thou  hast  set 
forth  deceit. 

20  Thou  satest,  and  spakest  against  thy 
brother  :  yea,  and  hast  slandered  thine  own 
mother's  son. 

21  These  things  hast  thou  done,  and  I 
held  my  tongue,  and  thou  thoughtest  wick- 
edly, that  I  am  even  such  a  one  as  thyself : 
but  I  will  reprove  thee,  and  set  before  thee 
the  things  that  thou  hast  done. 

22  O  consider  this,  ye  that  forget  God  : 
lest  I  pluck  you  away,  and  there  be  none 
to  deliver  you. 

23  Whoso  offereth  me  thanks  and  praise, 
he  honoureth  me  :  and  to  him  that  order- 
eth  his  conversation  right  will  I  shew  the 
salvation  of  God. 
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PSALM  LI.   Miserere  mei,  Deus. 

HAVE  mercy  upon  me,  O  God,  after 
thy  great  goodness  :  according  to  the 
multitude  of  thy  mercies  do  away  mine 
offences. 

2  Wash  me  throughly  from  my  wicked- 
ness :  and  cleanse  me  from  my  sin. 

3  For  I  acknowledge  my  &ults  :  and 
my  sin  is  ever  before  me. 

4  Against  thee  only  have  I  sinned,  and 
done  this  evil  in  thy  sight  :  that  thou 
mightest  be  justified  in  thy  saying,  and 
clear  when  thou  art  judged. 

5  Behold,  I  was  shapen  in  wickedness  : 
and  in  sin  hath  my  mother  conceived  me. 

6  But  lo,  thou  requirest  truth  in  the 
inward  parts  :  and  shalt  make  me  to  un- 
derstand wisdom  secretly. 

7  Thou  shalt  purge  me  with  hyssop,  and 
I  shall  be  clean  :  thou  shalt  wash  me,  and 
I  shall  be  whiter  than  snow. 

8  Thou  shalt  make  me  hear  of  joy  and 
gladness  :  that  the  bones  which  thou  hast 
broken  may  rejoice. 

9  Turn  thy  &ce  from  my  sins  :  and  put 
out  all  my  misdeeds. 

10  Make  me  a  clean  heart,  O  God  :  and 
renew  a  right  spirit  within  me. 

11  Cast  me  not  away  from  thy  presence  : 
and  take  not  thy  holy  Spirit  from  me. 

12  O  give  me  the  comfort  of  thy  help 
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again  :  and  stablish  me  with  thy  free  Spi- 
rit. 

13  Then  shall  I  teach  thy  ways  unto  the 
wicked  :  and  sinners  shall  be  converted 
unto  thee. 

14  Deliver  me  from  blood-guiltiness,  0 
God,  thou  that  art  the  God  of  my  health  : 
and  my  tongue  shall  sing  of  thy  righteous- 
ness. 

15  Thou  shalt  open  my  lips,  O  Lord  : 
and  my  mouth  shall  shew  thy  praise. 

16  For  thou  desirest  no  sacrifice,  dse 
would  I  give  it  thee  :  but  thou  delightest 
not  in  burnt-offerings. 

17  The  sacrifice  of  God  is  a  troubled 
spirit  :  a  broken  and  contrite  heart,  0 
God,  shalt  thou  not  despise. 

18  O  be  favourable  and  gracious  unto 
Sion  :  build  thou  the  walls  of  Jerusalem. 

19  Then  shalt  thou  be  pleased  with  the 
sacrifice  of  righteousness,  with  the  bumtp 
offerings  and  oblations  :  then  shall  they 
offer  young  bullocks  upon  thine  altar. 

PSALM  LII.    Quid  gUniarUt 

WHY  boastest  thou  thyself,  thou  ty- 
rant :  that  thou  canst  do  mischief; 

2  Whereas  the  goodness  of  God  :  endur- 
eth  yet  daily  ? 

3  Thy  tongue  imagineth  wickedness  :  and 
with  lies  thou  cuttest  like  a  sharp  razor. 

4  Thou  hast  loved  unrighteousness  more 
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than  goodness  :  and  to  talk  of  lies  more 
than  righteousness. 

5  Thou  hast  loved  to  speak  all  words 
that  may  do  hurt :  O  thou  false  tongue. 

6  Therefore  shall  God  destroy  thee  for 
ever  :  he  shall  take  thee,  and  pluck  thee 
out  of  thy  dwelling,  and  root  thee  out  of 
the  land  of  the  living. 

7  The  righteous  also  shall  see  this,  and 
fear  :  and  shall  laugh  him  to  scorn ; 

8  Lo,  this  is  the  man  that  took  not 
Crod  for  his  strength  :  but  trusted  unto  the 
multitude  of  his  riches,  and  strengthened 
himself  in  his  wickedness. 

9  As  for  me,  I  am  like  a  green  olive-tree 
in  the  house  of  God  :  my  trust  is  in  the 
tender  mercy  of  God  for  ever  and  ever. 

10  I  will  always  give  thanks  unto  thee 
for  that  thou  hast  done  :  and  I  will  hope 
in  thy  Name,  for  thy  saints  like  it  well. 

EVENING  PRAYER. 

PSALM  Lni.    Dixit  insipiens. 

THE  foolish  body  hath  said  in  his  heart : 
There  is  no  God. 
2  Corrupt  are  they,  and  become  abomi- 
nable in  their  wickedness  :  there  is  none 
that  doeth  good. 

3  God  looked  down  from  heaven  upon  the 
children  of  men  :  to  see  if  there  were  any, 
that  would  understand,  and  seek  after  God. 
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4  But  they  are  all  gone  out  of  the  way,  they 
are  altogether  become  abominable  :  there  is 
also  none  that  doeth  good,  no  not  one. 

5  Are  not  they  without  understanding 
that  work  wickedness  :  eating  up  my  peo- 
ple as  if  they  would  eat  bread  ?  they  have 
not  called  upon  God. 

6  They  were  afraid  where  no  fear  was  : 
for  God  hath  broken  the  bones  of  him  that 
besieged  thee ;  thou  hast  put  them  to  con- 
fusion, because  God  hath  despised  them. 

7  Oh,  that  the  salvation  were  given  unto 
Israel  out  of  Sion  :  Oh,  that  the  Lord 
would  deliver  his  people  out  of  captivity ! 

8  Then  should  Jacob  rejoice  :  and  Israel 
should  be  right  glad. 

PSALM  LIV.    DeuXt  in  nomine. 

SAVE  me,  O  God,  for  thy  Name's  sake  : 
and  avenge  me  in  thy  strength. 

2  Hear  my  prayer,  O  God  :  and  hearken 
unto  the  words  of  my  mouth. 

3  For  strangers  are  risen  up  against  me  : 
and  tyrants,  which  have  not  God  before 
their  eyes,  seek  after  my  soul. 

4  Behold,  God  is  my  helper  :  the  Lord 
is  with  them  that  uphold  my  soul. 

5  He  shall  reward  evil  unto  mine  ene- 
mies :  destroy  thou  them  in  thy  truth. 

6  An  offering  of  a  free  heart  will  I  give 
thee,  and  praise  thy  Name,  O  Lord  :  be- 
cause it  is  so  comfortable. 
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7  For  he  hath  delivered  me  out  of  all 
my  trouble  :  and  mine  eye  hath  seen  his 
desire  upon  mine  enemies. 

PSALM  LV.    Emudiy  Deus. 

HEAR  my  prayer,  O  God  :  and  hide 
not  thyself  fi'om  my  petition. 

2  Take  heed  unto  me,  and  hear  me  :  how 
I  mourn  in  my  prayer,  and  am  vexed. 

3  The  enemy  crieth  so,  and  the  ungodly 
Cometh  on  so  fast  :  for  they  are  minded  to 
do  me  some  mischief;  so  maliciously  are 
they  set  against  me. 

4  My  heart  is  disquieted  within  me  :  and 
the  fear  of  death  is  fallen  upon  me. 

5  Fearfiilness  and  trembling  are  come 
upon  me :  and  an  horrible  dread  hath  over- 
whelmed me. 

6  And  I  said,  O  that  I  had  wings  like  a  dove : 
for  then  would  I  flee  away,  and  be  at  rest. 

7  Lo,  then  would  I  get  me  away  far  off  : 
and  remain  in  the  wilderness. 

8  I  would  make  haste  to  escape  :  because 
of  the  stormy  wind  and  tempest. 

9  Destroy  their  tongues,  O  Lord,  and 
divide  them  :  for  I  have  spied  unrighte- 
ousness and  strife  in  the  dty. 

10  Day  and  night  they  go  about  within 
the  walls  thereof :  mischief  also  and  sorrow 
are  in  the  midst  of  it. 

11  Wickedness  is  therein  :  deceit  and 
guile  go  not  out  of  their  streets. 
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12  For  it  is  not  an  open  enemy,  that  hath 
done  me  this  dishonour  :  for  then  I  could 
have  borne  it. 

13  Neither  was  it  mine  adversary,  that 
did  magnify  himself  against  me  :  for  then 
peradventure  I  would  have  hid  myself  fiom 
him. 

14  But  it  was  even  thou,  my  companion : 
my  guide,  and  mine  own  familiar  friend. 

15  We  took  sweet  counsel  together  :  and 
walked  in  the  house  of  God  as  friends. 

16  Let  death  come  hastily  upon  th^n, 
and  let  them  go  down  quick  into  hell  : 
for  wickedness  is  in  their  dwellings,  and 
among  them. 

17  As  for  me,  I  will  call  upon  God  :  and 
the  Lord  shall  save  me. 

18  In  the  evening,  and  morning,  and  at 
noon-day  will  I  pray,  and  that  instantly  : 
and  he  shall  hear  my  voice. 

19  It  is  he  that  hath  delivered  my  soul 
in  peace  from  the  battle  that  was  against 
me  :  for  there  were  many  with  me. 

20  Yea,  even  God,  that  endureth  for  ever, 
shall  hear  me,  and  bring  them  down  :  for 
they  will  not  tuiii,  nor  fear  God. 

21  He  laid  his  hands  upon  such  as  be 
at  peace  with  him  :  and  he  brake  his  co- 
venant. 

22  The  words  of  his  mouth  were  softer 
than  butter,  having  war  in  his  heart  :  his 
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words  were  smoother  than  oil,  and  yet  be 
they  very  swords. 

23  O  cast  thy  burden  upon  die  Lord, 
and  he  shall  nourish  thee  :  and  shall  not 
suffer  the  righteous  to  fall  for  ever. 

24  And  as  for  them  :  thou,  O  God,  shalt 
bring  them  into  the  pit  of  destruction. 

25  The  blood-thirsty  and  deceitful  men 
shall  not  live  out  half  their  days  :  ne- 
vertheless, my  trust  shall  be  in  thee,  O 
Lord. 

MORNING  PRAYER 

PSALM  LVI.    Miserere  met,  Deus. 

BE  merciful  unto  me,  O  God,  for  man 
goeth  about  to  devour  me  :  he  is  daily 
fighting,  and  troubling  me. 

2  Mine  enemies  are  daily  in  hand  to 
swallow  me  up  :  for  they  be  many  that 
fight  against  me,  O  thou  most  Highest 

3  Nevertheless,  though  I  am  sometime 
afraid  :  yet  put  I  my  trust  in  thee. 

4  I  will  praise  God,  because  of  his  word : 
I  have  put  my  trust  in  God,  and  will  not 
fear  what  flesh  can  do  unto  me. 

5  They  daily  mistake  my  words  :  all  that 
they  imagine  is  to  do  me  evil. 

6  They  hold  all  together,  and  keep  them- 
selves close  :  and  mark  my  steps,  when  they 
lay  wait  for  my  soul. 

7  Shall  they  escape  for  their  wickedness  : 
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thou,  O  God,  in  thy  displeasure  shalt  cast 
them  down. 

8  Thou  tellest  my  flittings ;  put  my  tears 
into  thy  bottle  :  are  not  these  things  noted 
in  thy  book  ? 

9  Whensoever  I  call  upon  thee,  then  shall 
mine  enemies  be  put  to  flight  :  this  I  know; 
for  God  is  on  my  side. 

10  In  God's  word  will  I  rejoice  :  in  the 
Lord's  word  will  I  comfort  me. 

11  Yea,  in  God  have  I  put  my  trust :  I 
will  not  be  afraid  what  man  can  do  unto 
me. 

12  Unto  thee,  O  God,  will  I  pay  my 
Vows  :  unto  thee  will  I  give  thanks. 

13  For  thou  hast  delivered  my  soul  irom 
death,  and  my  feet  from  falling  :  that  I  may 
walk  before  Grod  in  the  light  of  the  living. 

PSALM  LVn.    Miserere  mei,  Deus. 

BE  mercifril  unto  me,  O  God,  be  merciful 
unto  me,  for  my  soul  trusteth  in  thee  : 
and  under  the  shadow  of  thy  wings  shall  be 
tny  refuge,  until  this  tyranny  be  over-past 

2  I  will  call  unto  the  most  high  God  : 
even  unto  the  God  that  shall  peiform  the 
cause  which  I  have  in  hand. 

3  He  shall  send  from  heaven  :  and  save 
me  from  the  reproof  of  him  that  would  eat 
tne  up. 

4  God  shall  send  forth  his  mercy  and 
truth  :  my  soul  is  among  lions. 
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5  And  I  lie  even  among  the  children  of 
men,  that  are  set  on  fire  :  whose  teeth  are 
spears  and  arrows,  and  their  tongue  a  sharp 
sword. 

6  Set  up  thyself,  O  God,  above  the  hea- 
vens :  and  thy  glory  above  all  the  earth. 

7  They  have  laid  a  net  for  my  feet,  and 
pressed  down  my  soul  :  they  have  digged 
a  pit  before  me,  and  are  ^len  into  the 
midst  of  it  themselves. 

8  My  heart  is  fixed,  O  God,  my  heai*t 
is  fixed  :  I  will  sing,  and  give  praise. 

9  Awake  up,  my  glory ;  awake,  lute  and 
Jiarp  :  I  myself  will  awake  right  early. 

10  I  will  give  thanks  unto  thee,  O  Lord, 
among  the  people  :  and  I  will  sing  unto 
thee  among  the  nations. 

11  For  the  greatness  of  thy  mercy  reach- 
eth  unto  the  heavens  :  and  thy  truth  unto 
the  clouds. 

12  Set  up  thyself,  O  God,  above  the  hea- 
vens :  and  thy  glory  above  all  the  earth. 

PSALM  LVIII.    Si  vere  utique. 

VB,E  your  minds  set  upon  righteous- 
ness, O  ye  congregation  :  and  do  ye 
judge  the  thing  that  is  right,  O  ye  sons 
of  men  ? 

2  Yea,  ye  imagine  mischief  in  your  heart 
upon  the  earth  :  and  your  hands  deal  with 
wickedness. 
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3  The  ungodly  ai*e  froward,  even  from  , 
their  mother's  womb  :  as  soon  as  they  are 
bom,  they  go  astray,  and  speak  lies. 

4  They  are  as  venomous  as  the  poison  of  ; 
a  serpent  :  even  like  the  deaf  adder  that 
stoppeth  her  ears ; 

5  Which  refiiseth  to  hear  the  voice  of 
the  charmer  :  charm  he  never  so  wisely. 

6  Break  their  teeth,  O  God,  in  their 
mouths ;  smite  the  jaw-bones  of  the  lions, 
O  Lord  :  let  them  &11  away  like  water  that 
runneth  apace ;  and  when  they  shoot  thdr 
arrows  let  them  be  rooted  out. 

7  Let  them  consume  away  like  a  snail, 
and  be  like  the  untimely  fruit  of  a  woman : 
and  let  them  not  see  the  sun. 

8  Or  ever  your  pots  be  made  hot  with 
thorns  :  so  let  indignation  vex  him,  even 
as  a  thing  that  is  raw. 

9  The  righteous  shall  rejoice  when  he 
seeth  the  vengeance  :  he  shall  wash  lus 
footsteps  in  the  blood  of  the  ungodly. 

10  So  that  a  man  shall  say.  Verily  there 
is  a  reward  for  the  righteous  :  doubtless 
there  is  a  Grod  that  judgeth  the  earth. 

EVENING   PRAVEU. 

PSALM  LIX.   £ripe  me  de  inimieia. 

DELIVER  me  from  mine  enemies,  0 
God  :  defend  me  from  them  that  rise 
up  against  me. 
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2  0  deliver  me  from  the  wicked  doers  : 
and  save  me  from  the  blood-thirsty  men. 

3  For  lo,  they  lie  waiting  for  my  soul :  the 
mighty  men  are  gathered  against  me,  with- 
out any  offence  or  fault  of  me,  O  Lord. 

4  They  run  and  prepare  themselves  with- 
out my  fault  :  arise  thou  therefore  to  help 
me,  and  behold. 

5  Stand  up,  O  Lord  God  of  hosts,  thou 
God  of  Israel,  to  visit  all  the  heathen  :  and 
be  not  merciBil  unto  them  that  offend  of 
malicious  wickedness. 

6  They  go  to  and  fro  in  the  evening  : 
they  grin  like  a  dog,  and  run  about  through 
the  city. 

7  Behold,  they  speak  with  their  mouth, 
and  swords  are  in  their  lips  :  for  who  doth 
hear? 

8  But  thou,  O  Lord,  shalt  have  them 
in  derision  :  and  thou  shalt  laugh  all  the 
heathen  to  scorn. 

9  My  strength  will  I  ascribe  unto  thee  : 
for  thou  art  the  God  of  my  refuge. 

10  God  sheweth  me  his  goodness  plen- 
teously  :  and  God  shall  let  me  see  my 
desire  upon  mine  enemies. 

11  Slay  them  not,  lest  my  people  forget  it : 
but  scatter  them  abroad  among  the  people, 
and  put  them  down,  O  Lord,  our  d^ence. 

12  For  the  sin  of  their  mouth,  and  for 
the  words  of  their  lips,  they  shall  be  taken 
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in  their  pride  :  and  why?  their  preaching 
is  of  cui'sing  and  lies. 

13  Consume  them  in  thy  wrath,  consume 
them,  that  they  may  perish  :  and  know 
that  it  is  God  that  ruleth  in  Jacob,  and 
unto  the  ends  of  the  world. 

14  And  in  the  evening  they  will  return : 
grin  like  a  dog,  and  will  go  about  the  city. 

15  They  will  i*un  here  and  there  for  meat : 
and  grudge  if  they  be  not  satisfied. 

16  As  for  me,  I  will  sing  of  thy  power, 
and  will  praise  thy  mercy  betimes  in  the 
morning  :  for  thou  hast  been  my  defence 
and  refiige  in  the  day  of  my  trouble. 

17  Unto  thee,  O  my  strength,  will  I  sing : 
for  thou,  O  God,  art  my  refuge,  and  my 
merciful  God. 

PSALM  LX.   Dem,  repulisH  nos. 

OGOD,  thou  hast  cast  us  out,  and  scat- 
tered us  abroad  :  thou  hast  also  been 
displeased ;  O  turn  thee  unto  us  again. 

2  Thou  hast  moved  the  land,  and  divided 
it  :  heal  the  sores  thereof,  for  it  shaketh. 

3  Thou  hast  shewed  thy  people  heavy 
things  :  thou  hast  given  us  a  drink  of 
deadly  wine. 

4  Thou  hast  given  a  token  for  such  as 
fear  thee  :  that  they  may  triumph  because 
of  the  truth. 

5  Therefore  were  thy  beloved  delivered  : 
help  me  with  thy  right  hand,  and  hear  me. 
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6  God  hath  spoken  in  his  holiness,  I  will 
rejoice,  and  divide  Sichem  :  and  mete  out 
the  valley  of  Succoth. 

7  Gilead  is  mine,  and  Manasses  is  mine  : 
Ephraim  also  is  fJie  strength  of  my  head ; 
Judah  is  my  law-giver ; 

8  Moab  is  my  wash-pot ;  over  Edom  will 
I  cast  out  my  shoe  :  Fhilistia,  be  thou  glad 
of  me. 

9  Who  will  lead  me  into  the  strong  city : 
who  will  bring  me  into  Edom  ? 

10  Hast  not  thou  cast  us  out,  O  God  :  wilt 
not  thou,  O  God,  go  out  with  our  hosts  ? 

11  O  be  thou  our  help  in  trouble  :  for 
vain  is  the  help  of  man. 

12  Through  God  will  we  do  great  acts :  for 
it  is  he  that  shall  tread  down  our  enemies. 

PSALM  LXI.    Exaudi,  Deus. 

HEAR  my  crying,  O  God  :  give  ear 
unto  my  prayer. 

2  From  the  ends  of  the  earth  will  I  call 
upon  thee  :  when  my  heart  is  in  heaviness. 

3  O  set  me  up  upon  the  rock  that  is  higher 
than  I  :  for  thou  hast  been  my  hope,  and  a 
strong  tower  for  me  against  the  enemy. 

4  I  will  dwell  in  thy  tabernacle  for  ever ; 
and  my  trust  shall  be  under  the  covering 
of  thy  wings. 

5  For  thou,  O  Lord,  hast  heard  my 
desires  :  and  hast  given  an  heritage  unto 
those  that  fear  thy  Name. 
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6  Thou  shalt  grant  the  King  a  long  life  : 
that  his  years  may  endure  throughout  all 
generations. 

7  He  shall  dwell  before  God  for  ever  : 
O  prepare  thy  loving  mercy  and  faithful- 
ness, that  they  may  preserve  him. 

8  So  will  I  alway  sing  praise  unto  thy 
Name  :  that  I  may  daily  perform  my  vows. 

MORNING  PRAYER 

PSALM  LXn.   Nonne  Deo? 

MY  soul  truly  waiteth  still  upon  God  : 
for  of  him  cometh  my  salvation. 

2  He  verily  is  my  strength  and  my  sal- 
vation :  he  is  my  defence,  so  that  I  shall 
not  greatly  fell. 

3  How  long  will  ye  imagine  mischief 
against  every  man  :  ye  shall  be  slain  all  the 
sort  of  you ;  yea,  as  a  tottering  wall  shall 
ye  be,  and  like  a  broken  hedge. 

4  Their  device  is  only  how  to  put  him 
out  whom  God  will  exalt  :  their  delight  is 
in  lies;  they  give  good  words  with  their 
mouth,  but  curse  with  their  heart 

5  Nevertheless,  my  soul,  wait  thou  still 
upon  God  :  for  my  hope  is  in  him. 

6  He  truly  is  my  strength  and  my  sal- 
vation :  he  is  my  defence,  so  that  I  shall 
not  fall. 

7  lu  God  is  my  health,  and  my  glory :  the 
rock  of  my  might,  and  in  Grod  is  my  trust 
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8  O  put  your  trust  in  him  alway,  ye 
people  :  pour  out  your  hearts  before  him, 
for  God  is  our  hope. 

9  As  for  the  children  of  men,  they  are 
but  vanity  :  the  children  of  men  are  deceit- 
ful upon  the  weights,  they  are  altogether 
lighter  than  vanity  itself. 

10  O  trust  not  in  wrong  and  robbery, 
give  not  yourselves  unto  vanity  :  if  riches 
increase,  set  not  your  heart  upon  them. 

11  God  spake  once,  and  twice  I  have 
also  heard  the  same  :  that  power  belongeth 
unto  God ; 

12  And  that  thou.  Lord,  art  merciftil  : 
for  thou  rewardest  every  man  according  to 
his  work. 

PSALM  LXm.   Deus,  Deus  mens. 

OGOD,  thou  art  my  God  :  early  will  I 
seek  thee. 

2  My  soul  thirsteth  for  thee,  my  flesh 
also  longeth  after  thee  :  in  a  barren  and 
dry  land  where  no  water  is. 

3  Thus  have  I  looked  for  thee  in  holi- 
ness :  that  I  might  behold  thy  power  and 
glory. 

4  For  thy  loving-kindness  is  better  than 
the  life  itself :  my  lips  shall  praise  thee. 

5  As  long  as  I  live  will  I  magnify  thee 
on  this  manner  :  and  lift  up  my  hands  in 
thy  Name. 

6  My  soul  shall  be  satisfied,  even  as  it 
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were  with  marrow  and  fatness  :  when  my 
mouth  praiseth  thee  with  joyfal  lips. 

7  Have  I  not  remembered  thee  in  my 
bed  :  and  thought  upon  thee  when  I  was 
waking  ? 

8  Because  thou  hast  been  my  helper  : 
therefore  under  the  shadow  of  thy  wings 
will  I  rejoice. 

9  My  soul  hangeth  upon  thee  :  thy  right 
hand  hath  upholden  me. 

10  These  also  that  seek  the  hurt  of  my 
soul  :  they  shall  go  under  the  earth. 

11  Let  them  £a\\  upon  the  edge  of  the 
sword  :  that  they  may  be  a  portion  for 
foxes. 

12  But  the  King  shall  rejoice  in  God; 
all  they  also  that  swear  by  him  shall  be 
commended  :  for  the  mouth  of  them  that 
speak  lies  shall  be  stopped. 

PSALM  LXrV.   Eivaudi,  Deus. 

HEAR  my  voice,  O  God,  in  my  prayer : 
preserve  my  life  from  fear  of  the  enemy. 

2  Hide  me  from  the  gathering  together 
of  the  froward  :  and  from  the  insurrection 
of  wicked  doers ; 

3  Who  have  whet  their  tongue  like  a 
sword  :  and  shoot  out  their,  arrows,  even 
bitter  words ; 

4  That  they  may  privily  shoot  at  him 
that  is  perfect  :  suddenly  do  they  hit  hiffi) 
and  fear  not 
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6  They  encourage  themselves  in  mischief : 
and  commune  among  themselves  how  they 
may  lay  snares,  and  say,  that  no  man  shall 
see  them. 

6  They  imagine  wickedness,  and  practise 
it :  that  they  keep  secret  among  themselves, 
every  man  in  the  deep  of  his  heart. 

7  But  God  shall  suddenly  shoot  at  them 
with  a  swift  arrow  :  that  they  shall  be 
wounded. 

8  Yea,  their  own  tongues  shall  make 
them  &11  :  insomuch  that  whoso  seeth  them 
shall  laugh  them  to  scorn. 

9  And  all  men  that  see  it  shall  say,  This 
hath  God  done  :  for  they  shall  perceive 
that  it  is  his  work. 

10  The  righteous  shall  rejoice  in  the 
Lord,  and  put  his  trust  in  him  :  and  all 
they  that  are  true  of  heart  shall  be  glad. 

RVENINM  PRAVKIf 

PSALM  LXV.    Te  decet  hynmus. 

THOU,  O  God,  art  praised  in  Sion  :  and 
unto  thee  shall  the  vow  be  performed 
in  Jerusalem. 

2  Thou  that  hearest  the  prayer  :  unto 
thee  shall  all  flesh  come. 

3  My  misdeeds  prevail  against  me  :  O 
be  thou  merciful  unto  our  sins. 

4  Blessed  is  the  man,  whom  thou  choos- 
est,  and  receivest  unto  thee  :  he  shall  dwell 
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in  thy  court,  and  shall  be  satisfied  with 
the  pleasures  of  thy  house,  even  of  thy 
holy  temple. 

5  Thou  shalt  shew  us  wonderful  things 
in  thy  righteousness,  O  God  of  our  salva- 
tion :  thou  that  art  the  hope  of  all  the  ends 
of  the  earth,  and  of  them  that  remain  in 
the  broad  sea. 

6  Who  in  his  strength  setteth  fast  the 
mountains  :  and  is  girded  about  with  power. 

7  Who  stilleth  the  raginff  of  the  sea  : 
and  the  noise  of  his  wavVand  the  mad- 
ness  of  the  people. 

8  They  also  that  dwell  in  the  uttermost 
parts  of  the  earth  shall  be  afraid  at  thy 
tokens  :  thou  that  makest  the  outgoings  of 
the  morning  and  evening  to  praise  thee. 

9  Thou  visitest  the  earth,  and  blessest  it : 
thou  makest  it  very  plenteous. 

10  The  river  of  God  is  full  of  water  : 
thou  preparest  their  com,  for  so  thou  pro- 
videst  for  the  earth. 

11  Thou  waterest  her  furrows,  thou  send- 
est  rain  into  the  little  valleys  thereof :  thou 
makest  it  soft  with  the  drops  of  rain,  and 
blessest  the  increase  of  it. 

12  Thou  crownest  the  year  with  thy 
goodness  :  and  thy  clouds  drop  &tness. 

13  They  shall  drop  upon  the  dwellings 
of  the  wilderness  :  and  the  little  hills  shall 
rejoice  on  every  side. 
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14  The  folds  shall  be  full  of  sheep  :  the 
valleys  also  shall  stand  so  thick  with  com, 
that  they  shall  laugh  and  sing. 

PSALM  LXVI.  Jvbilate  Deo. 

OBE  joyful  in  God,  all  ye  lands  :  sing 
praises  unto  the  honour  of  his  Name, 
make  his  praise  to  be  glorious. 

2  Say  unto  God,  O  how  wonderful  art 
thou  in  thy  works  :  through  the  greatness 
of  thy  power  shall  thine  enemies  be  found 
liars  unto  thee. 

3  For  all  the  world  shall  worship  thee  : 
sing  of  thee,  and  praise  thy  Name. 

4  O  come  hither,  and  behold  the  works 
of  Grod  :  how  wonderful  he  is  in  his  doing 
toward  the  children  of  men. 

5  He  turned  the  sea  into  dry  land  :  so 
that  they  went  through  the  water  on  foot ; 
there  did  we  rejoice  thereof. 

6  He  ruleth  with  his  power  for  ever ;  his 
eyes  behold  the  people  :  and  such  as  will 
not  believe  shall  not  be  able  to  exalt  them- 
selves. 

7  O  praise  our  God,  ye  people  :  and  make 
the  voice  of  his  praise  to  be  heard ; 

8  Who  holdeth  our  soul  in  life  :  and 
suffereth  not  our  feet  to  slip. 

9  For  thou,  O  God,  hast  proved  us :  thou 
also  hast  tried  us,  like  as  silver  is  tried. 

10  Thou  broughtest  us  into  the  snare  : 
and  laidest  trouble  upon  our  loins. 
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11  Thou  sufferedst  men  to  ride  over  our 
heads  :  we  went  through  fire  and  water, 
and  thou  broughtest  us  out  into  a  wealthy 
place. 

12  I  will  go  into  thine  house  with  burnt- 
offerings  :  and  will  pay  thee  my  vows,  which 
I  promised  with  my  lips,  and  spake  with 
my  mouth,  when  I  was  in  trouble. 

13  I  will  offer  unto  thee  &t  bumt-sacri- 
iices,  with  the  incense  of  rams  :  I  will  offer 
bullocks  and  goats. 

14  O  come  hither,  and  hearken,  all  ye 
that  fear  God  :  and  I  will  tell  you  what 
he  hath  done  for  my  soul. 

15  I  called  unto  him  with  my  mouth  : 
and  gave  him  praises  with  my  tongue. 

16  If  I  incline  unto  wickedness  with  mine 
heart  :  the  Lord  will  not  hear  me. 

17  But  God  hath  heard  me  :  and  con- 
sidered the  voice  of  my  prayer. 

18  Praised  be  Gcod  who  hath  not  cast  out 
my  prayer  ;  nor  turned  his  mercy  from  me. 

PSALM  LXVII.    Deus  misereatur. 

GOD  be  merciful  unto  us,  and  bless  us  : 
and  shew  us  the  light  of  his  counte- 
nance, and  be  merciful  unto  us ; 

2  That  thy  way  may  be  known  upon 
earth  :  thy  saving  health  among  all  nations. 

3  Let  the  people  praise  thee,  O  God  : 
yea,  let  all  the  people  praise  thee. 

4  O  let  the  nations  rejoice  and  be  glad  : 
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for  thou  shalt  judge  the  folk  righteously, 
and  govern  the  nations  upon  earth. 

5  Let  the  people  praise  thee,  O  God  : 
let  all  the  people  praise  thee. 

6  Then  shall  the  earth  bring  forth  her 
increase  :  and  God,  even  our  own  God, 
shall  give  us  his  blessing. 

7  God  shall  bless  us  :  and  all  the  ends 
of  the  world  shall  fear  him. 

MORNIX(;  PJiAYRU 

PSALM  LXyni.   Easurgat  Deus. 

LET  God  arise,  and  let  his  enemies  be 
scattered  :  let  them  also  that  hate  him 
flee  before  him. 

2  Like  as  the  smoke  vanisheth,  so  shalt 
thou  drive  them  away  :  and  like  as  wax 
melteth  at  the  fire,  so  let  the  ungodly  pe- 
rish at  the  presence  of  God. 

3  But  let  the  righteous  be  glad  and  re- 
joice before  God  :  let  them  also  be  merry 
and  joyful. 

4  O  sing  unto  God,  and  sing  praises  unto 
his  Name  :  magnify  him  that  rideth  upon 
the  heavens,  as  it  were  upon  an  horse; 
praise  him  in  his  Name  JAH,  and  rejoice 
before  him. 

5  He  is  a  Father  of  the  fatherless,  and 
defendeth  the  cause  of  the  widows  :  even 
God  in  his  holy  habitation. 

6  He  is  the  God  that  maketh  men  to  be

of  one  mind  in  an  house,  and  bringeth  the 
prisoners  out  of  captivity  :  but  letteth  the 
runagates  continue  in  scarceness. 

7  O  God,  when  thou  wentest  forth  be- 
fore the  people :  when  thou  wentest  through 
the  wilderness, 

8  The  earth  shook,  and  the  heavens 
dropped  at  the  presence  of  God  :  even  as 
Sinai  also  was  moved  at  the  presence  of 
God,  who  is  the  God  of  Israel. 

9  Thou,  O  God,  sentest  a  gracious  rain 
upon  thine  inheritance  :  and  refreshedst  it 
when  it  was  weary. 

10  Thy  congregation  shall  dwell  there- 
in :  for  thou,  O  God,  hast  of  thy  goodness 
prepared  for  the  poor. 

11  The  Lord  gave  the  woi*d  :  great  was 
the  company  of  the  preachers. 

12  Kings  with  their  armies  did  flee,  and 
were  discomfited  :  and  they  of  the  houshold 
divided  the  spoil. 

13  Though  ye  have  lien  among  the  pots, 
yet  shall  ye  be  as  the  wings  of  a  dove  : 
that  is  covered  with  silver  wings,  and  her 
feathers  like  gold. 

14  When  the  Almighty  scattered  kings 
for  their  sake  :  then  were  they  as  white  as 
snow  in  Salmon.  \ 

15  As  the  hill  of  Basan,  so  is  God's  hill : 
even  an  high  hill,  as  the  hill  of  Basan. 

16  Why  hop  ye  so,  ye  high  hills  ?  this  is 
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God's  hill,  in  the  which  it  pleaseth  him  to 
dwell  :  yea,  the  JLord  will  abide  in  it  for 
ever. 

17  The  chariots  of  God  are  twenty  thou- 
sand, even  thousands  of  angels  :  and  the 
Lord  is  among  them,  as  in  the  holy  place 
of  Sinai. 

18  Thou  art  gone  up  on  high,  thou  hast 
led  captivity  captive,  and  received  gifts  for 
men  :  yea,  even  for  thine  enemies,  that  the 
Lord  God  might  dwell  among  them. 

19  Praised  be  the  Lord  daily  :  even  the 
God  who  helpeth  us,  and  poureth  his  be- 
nefits upon  us. 

20  He  is  our  God,  even  the  God  of 
whom  cometh  salvation  :  God  is  the  Lord, 
by  whom  we  escape  death. 

21  God  shall  wound  the  head  of  his  ene- 
mies :  and  the  hairy  scalp  of  such  a  one 
as  goeth  on  still  in  his  wickedness. 

22  The  Lord  hath  said,  I  will  bring  my 
people  again,  as  I  did  from  Basan  :  mine 
own  will  I  bring  again,  as  I  did  sometime 
from  the  deep  of  the  sea. 

23  That  thy  foot  may  be  dipped  in  the 
blood  of  thine  enemies :  and  that  the  tongue 
of  thy  dogs  may  be  red  through  the  same. 

24  It  is  well  seen,  O  Goa,  how  thou 
goest :  how  thou,  my  God  and  Xing,  goest 
in  the  sanctuary. 

25  The  singers  go  before,  the  minstrels

follow  after  :  in  the  midst  are  the  damsels 
playing  with  the  timbrels. 

26  Give  thanksj  O  Israel,  unto  God  the 
liOrd  in  the  congregations  :  from  the  ground 
of  the  heart. 

27  There  is  little  Benjamin  their  ruler, 
and  the  princes  of  Judah  their  counsel  : 
the  princes  of  Zabulon,  and  the  princes  of 
Nephthali. 

28  Thy  God  hath  sent  forth  strength  for 
thee  :  stablish  the  thing,  O  God,  that  thou 
hast  wrought  in  us, 

29  For  thy  temple's  sake  at  Jerusalem  : 
so  shall  kings  bring  presents  unto  thee. 

30  When  the  company  of  the  spear-men, 
and  multitude  of  the  mighty  are  scattered 
abroad  among  the  beasts  of  the  people,  so 
that  they  humbly  bring  pieces  of  silver  : 
tmd  when  he  hath  scattered  the  people  that 
delight  in  war ; 

31  Then  shall  the  princes  come  out  of 
Egypt :  the  Morians*  land  shall  soon  stretch 
out  her  hands  unto  God. 

32  Sing  unto  God,  O  ye  kingdoms  of  the 
«arth  :  O  sing  praises  unto  the  Loi'd ; 

•  33  Who  sitteth  in  the  heavens  over  all 
from  the  beginning  :  lo,  he  doth  send  out 
his  voice,  yea,  and  that  a  mighty  voice. 

34  Ascribe  ye  the  power  to  God  over 
Israel  :  his  worship,  and  strength  is  in  the 
K^louds. 
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'  S5  O  Grod,  wonderAil  art  thou  in  thy 
holy  places  :  even  the  God  of  Israel ;  he 
will  give  strength  and  power  unto  his  peo- 
ple ;  blessed  be  God.

SAVE  me,  O  God  :  fi>r  the  waters  are 
come  in,  even  unto  my  soul.

5  I  paid  them  the  things  that  I  never 
iook  :  God,  thou  knowest  my  simpleness, 
^nd  my  &ults  are  not  hid  from  thee. 

6  Liet  not  them  that  trust  in  thee,  O  Lord 
God  of  hosts,  be  ashamed  for  my  cause  : 
let  not  those  that  seek  thee  be  confounded 
through  me,  O  Lord  God  of  Israel. 

7  And  why  P  for  thy  sake  have  I  suflered 
reproof :  shame  hath  covered  my  face. 

8  I  am  become  a  stranger  unto  my  bre- 
thren :  even  an  alien  unto  my  mother's 
children. 
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9  For  the  zeal  of  thine  house  hath  even 
eaten  me  :  and  the  rebukes  of  them  that 
rebuked  thee  are  fallen  upon  me. 

10 1  wept,  and  chastened  myself  with  &str 
ing  :  and  that  was  turned  to  my  reproof. 

11  I  put  on  sackcloth  also  :  and  they 
jested  upon  me. 

12  They  that  sit  in  the  gate  speak  against 
me :  and  the  drunkards  make  songs  upon  me. 

13  But,  Lord,  I  make  my  prayer  unto 
thee  :  in  an  acceptable  time. 

14  Hear  me,  O  God,  in  the  multitude  of 
thy  mercy  :  even  in  the  truth  of  thy  sal- 
vation. 

15  Take  me  out  of  the  mire,  that  I  sink 
not :  O  let  me  be  delivered  fix>m  them  that 
hate  me,  and  out  of  the  deep  wat^^. 

16  Let  not  the  water-flood  drown  me, 
neither  let  the  deep  swallow  me  up  :  and 
let  not  the  pit  shut  her  mouth  upon  me. 

17  Hear  me,  O  Lord,  for  thy  loving-kind- 
ness is  comfortable  :  turn  thee  unto  me  ac- 
cording to  the  multitude  of  thy  mercies. 

18  And  hide  not  thy  &ce  from  thy  ser- 
vant, for  I  am  in  trouble  :  O  haste  thee, 
and  hear  me. 

19  Draw  nigh  unto  my  soul,  and  save  it : 
O  deliver  me,  because  of  mine  enemies. 

20  Thou  hast  known  my  reproof,  my 
shame,  and  my  dishonour  :  mine  advei^ 
saries  are  all  in  thy  sight. 
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21  Thy  rebuke  hath  broken  my  heart; 
I  am  fidl  of  heaviness  :  I  looked  for  some 
to  have  pity  on  me,  but  there  was  no  man, 
neither  found  I  any  to  comfort  me. 

22  They  gave  me  gall  to  eat :  and  when  I 
was  thirsty  they  gave  me  vinegar  to  drink. 

23  Let  their  teble  be  made  a  snare  to 
take  themselves  withal  :  and  let  the  things 
that  should  have  been  for  their  wealth  be 
unto  them  an  occasion  of  idling. 

24  Let  their  eyes  be  blinded,  that  they  see 
not :  and  ever  bow  thou  down  their  backs. 

25  Pour  out  thine  indignation  upon  them : 
and  let  thy  wrathful  displeasure  take  hold 
of  them. 

26  Let  their  habitation  be  void  :  and  no 
man  to  dwell  in  their  tents. 

27  For  they  persecute  him  whom  thou 
hast  smitten  :  and  they  talk  how  they  may 
vex  them  whom  thou  hast  wounded. 

28  Ijet  them  fall  from  one  wickedness 
to  another  :  and  not  come  into  thy  right- 
eousness. 

29  Let  them  be  wiped  out  of  the  book 
of  the  living  :  and  not  be  written  among 
the  righteous. 

30  As  for  me,  when  I  am  poor  and  in 
heaviness  :  thy  help,  O  God,  shall  lift  me 
up. 

31 1  will  praise  the  Name  of  God  with  a 
song  :  and  magnify  it  with  thanksgiving. 
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32  This  also  shall  please  the  Lord :  better 
than  a  bullock  diat  hath  horns  and  hoo6. 

33  The  humble  shall  consider  this,  and 
be  glad  :  sediL  ye  after  God,  and  your  soul 
shall  live. 

34  For  the  Lord  heareth  the  poor  :  and 
despiseth  not  his  prisoners. 

35  Let  heaven  and  earth  praise  him  : 
the  sea,  and  all  that  moveth  therein. 

36  For  God  will  save  Sion,  and  build 
the  cities  of  Judah  :  that  men  may  dwell 
there,  and  have  it  in  possesdon. 

37  The  posterity  also  of  his  servants  shall 
inherit  it  :  aiid  they  that  love  his  Name 
shall  dwell  therein. 

PSALM  LXX.   J)eu8  in  adfutorium. 

HASTE  thee,  O  God,  to  deliver  me  : 
make  haste  to  help  me,  O  Lord. 

2  Let  them  be  ashamed  and  confounded 
that  seek  after  my  soul :  let  them  be  turned 
backward  and  put  to  conftision  that  wii^ 
me  evil. 

3  Let  them  for  their  reward  be  soon 
brought  to  shame  :  that  cry  over  me, 
There,  there. 

4  But  let  all  those  that  seek  thee  be 
joyftd  and  glad  in  thee  :  and  let  all  sack 
as  delight  in  thy  salvation  say  alway.  The 
Lord  be  praised. 

5  As  for  me,  I  am  poor  and  in  misery ' 
haste  thee  unto  me,  O  Grod.

0  Lord,  make  no  long  tarrying.

3  Deliver  me,  O  my  God,  out  of  the  hand 
of  the  ungodly  :  out  of  the  hand  of  the.

4  For  thou,  O  Lord  Grod,  art  the  thing 
that  I  long  £)r  :  thou  art  my  hope,  even 
from  my  youth. 

5  Tlu'ough  thee  have  I  been  holden  up 
ever  since  I  was  bom  :  thou  art  he  that 
took  me  out  of  my  mother's  womb ;  my 
praise  shall  be  always  of  thee. 

6  I  am  become  as  it  were  a  monster  un-. 
to  many  :  but  my  sure  trust  is  in  thee. 

7  O  let  my  mouth  be  filled  with  thy 
praise  :  that  I  may  sing  of  thy  glory  and 
honour  all  the  day  long. 

8  Cast  me  not  away  in  the  time  of  age  : 
forsake  me  not  when  my  strength  fiiileth  me. 

9  For  mine  enemies  speak  against  me. 
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and  they  that  lay  wait  for  my  sonl  take 
their  counsel  together,  saying  :  God  hath 
forsaken  him ;  persecute  him,  and  take  him, 
for  there  is  none  to  deUver  him. 

10  Go  not  far  from  me,  O  God  :  my 
God,  haste  thee  to  help  me. 

11  liet  them  be  confounded  and  perish 
that  are  against  my  soul  :  let  them  be  co- 
vered with  shame  and  dishonour  that  seek 
to  do  me  evil. 

12  As  for  me,  I  will  patiently  abide  al- 
way  :  and  will  praise  thee  more  and  more. 

13  My  mouth  shall  daily  speak  of  thy 
righteousness  and  salvation  :  for  I  know 
no  end  thereof. 

14  I  will  go  forth  in  the  strength  of  the 
Lord  Grod  :  and  will  make  mention  of  thy 
righteousness  only. 

15  Thou,  O  God,  hast  taught  me  from 
my  youth  up  until  now  :  therefore  will  I 
tell  of  thy  wondrous  works. 

16  Forsake  me  not,  O  God,  in  mine  old 
age,  when  I  am  gray-headed  :  until  I  have 
shewed  thy  strength  unto  this  generation, 
and  thy  power  to  all  them  that  are  yet  £)r 
to  come. 

17  Thy  righteousness,  O  God,  is  very 
high  :  and  great  things  are  they  that  thou 
hast  done ;  O  God,  who  is  like  unto  thee  ? 

18  O  what  great  troubles  and  adversities 
hast  thou  shewed  me !    and  yet  didst  thou 
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turn  and  refresh  me  :  yea,  and  broughtest 
me  from  the  deep  of  the  earth  again. 

19  Thou  hast  brought  me  to  great  ho- 
nour :  and  comforted  me  on  every  side. 

20  Therefore  will  I  praise  thee  and  thy 
feithfuhiess,  O  God,  playing  upon  an  instru- 
ment  of  musick  :  unto  thee  will  I  sing  upon 
the  harp,  O  thou  Holy  One  of  Israel. 

21  My  lips  will  be  &in  when  J  sing  un- 
to thee  :  and  so  will  my  soul  whom  thou 
hast  delivered. 

22  My  tongue  also  shall  talk  of  thy  righ- 
teousness all  the  day  long  :  for  they  are 
confounded  and  brought  unto  shame  that 
seek  to  do  me  evil. 

PSALM  LXXn.   Deu8,  Judicium. 

/^  IVE  the  King  thy  judgements,  O 
vT  God  :  and  thy  righteousness  unto  the 
King's  son. 

2  Then  shall  he  judge  thy  people  accord- 
ing unto  right :  and  defend  the  poor. 

3  The  mountains  also  shall  bring  peace  : 
and  the  little  hills  righteousness  unto  the 
people. 

4  He  shall  keep  the  simple  folk  by  their 
right :  defend  the  children  of  the  poor,  and 
punish  the  wrong  doer. 

5  They  shall  fear  thee,  as  long  as  the 
sun  and  moon  endureth  :  from  one  gene- 
ration to  another. 

6  He  shall  come  down  like  the  rain  into 
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a  fleece  of  wool  :  even  as  the  drops  that 
water  the  earth. 

7  In  his  time  shall  the  righteous  flou- 
rish :  yea,  and  abundance  of  peace,  so  long 
as  the  moon  endureth. 

8  His  dominion  shall  be  also  from  the 
one  sea  to  the  other  :  and  from  the  flood 
unto  the  world's  end. 

9  They  that  dwell  in  the  wilderness  shall 
kneel  before  him  :  his  enemies  shall  lick 
the  dust. 

10  The  kings  of  Tharsis  and  of  the  isles 
shall  give  presents  :  the  kings  of  Arabia 
and  Saba  shall  bring  gifts. 

11  All  kings  shall  &11  down  before  him : 
aU  nations  shaU  do  him  service. 

12  For  he  shall  deliver  the  poor  when 
he  crieth  :  the  needy  also,  and.  him  that 
hath  no  helper. 

13  He  shall  be  favourable  to  the  idniple 
and  needy  :  and  shall  preserve  the  souls  of 
t^e  poor. 

14  He  shall  deliver  their  souls  from  &ls- 
hood  and  wrong  :  and  dear  shall  their,  blood 
be  in  his  sight. 

15  He  shall  live,  and  unto  lum  shall  be 
given  of  the  gold  of  Arabia  :  prayer  shall 
be  made  ever  unto  him,  and  daily  shall  he 
be  praised. 

16  There  shall  be  an  heap  of  com  in  the 
earth,  high  upon  the  hills  :  his  fruit  shall 
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shake  like  Libanus,  and  shall  be  green;  in 
the  city  like  grass  upon  die  earth.  > 

17  His  Name  shall  endure  for  ever ;  his 
Name  shall  remain  under  the  sun  among 
the  posterities  :  which  shall  be  blessed 
through  him ;  and  all  the  heathen  shall 
praise  him. 

18  Blessed  be  the  Lord  God,  even  the 
God  of  Israel :  which  only  doeth  wondrous 
things; 

19  And  blessed  be  the  Name  of  his  Ma- 
jesty for  ever  :  and  all  the  earth,  shall  be 
filled  with  his  Majesty.   Amen,  Amen.

TRULY  God  is  loving  unto  Israel :  even 
unto  such  as  are  of  a  clean  heart. 

2  Nevertheless,  my  feet  were  almost 
gone  :  my  treadings  had  well-nigh  slipt. 

3  And  why  ?  f  was  grieved  at  the  wic- 
ked :  I  do  also  see  the  ungodly  in  such 
prosperity. 

4  For  they  are  in  no  peril  of  death  :  but 
are  lusty  and  strong. 

5  They  come  in  no  misfortune  like  other 
folk  :  neither  are  they  plagued  like  pther 
men. 

6  And  this  is  the  cause  that  they  are  so 
holden  with  pride  :  and  overwhelmed  with 
cruelty. 
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7  Their  eyes  swell  with  fatness :  and  they 
do  even  what  they  lust. 

8  They  corrupt  other,  and  speak  of  wic- 
ked blasphemy  :  their  talking  is  against 
the  most  High. 

9  For  they  stretch  forth  their  mouth 
unto  the  heaven  :  and  their  tongue  goeth 
through  the  world. 

10  Therefore  &11  the  people  unto  them  : 
and  thereout  suck  they  no  small  advantage. 

11  Tush,  say  they,  how  should  God  p^- 
ceive  it  :  is  there  knowledge  in  the  most 
High? 

12  Lo,  these  are  the  ungodly,  these  pro- 
sper in  the  world,  and  these  have  riches  in 
possession :  and  I  said,  Then  have  I  cleansed 
my  heart  in  vain,  and  washed  mine  hands 
in  innocency. 

13  All  the  day  long  have  I  been  punish- 
ed :  and  chastened  every  morning. 

14  Tea,  and  I  had  almost  saia  even  as 
they  :  but  lo,  then  I  should  have  condemn- 
ed the  generation  of  thy  children. 

15  Then  thought  I  to  understand  this  : 
but  it  was  too  hard  for  me, 

16  Until  I  went  into  the  sanctuary  of 
God  :  then  understood  I  the  end  of  these 
men; 

17  Namely,  how  thou  dost  set  them  in 
slippery  places  :  and  castest  th^n  down, 
and  destroyest  them. 
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18  Oh,  how  suddenly  do  they  consume  : 
perish,  and  come  to  a  fearful  end ! 

19  Yea,  even  like  as  a  dream  when  one 
awaketh  :  so  shalt  thou  make  their  image 
to  vanish  out  of  the  city. 

20  Thus  my  heart  was  grieved  :  and  it 
went  even  through  my  reins. 

21  So  foolish  was  I,  and  ignorant  :  even 
as  it  were  a  beast  before  thee. 

22  Nevertheless,  I  am  alway  by  thee :  for 
thou  hast  holden  me  by  my  right  hand. 

23  Thou  shalt  guide  me  with  thy  coun- 
sel :  and  after  that  receive  me  with  glory. 

24  Whom  have  I  in  heaven  but  thee  : 
and  there  is  none  upon  earth  that  I  desire 
in  comparison  of  thee. 

25  My  flesh  and  my  heart  faileth  :  but 
God  is  the  strength  of  my  heart,  and  my 
portion  for  ever. 

26  For  lo,  they  that  forsake  thee  shall 
perish  :  thou  hast  destroyed  all  them  that 
conunit  fornication  against  thee. 

27  But  it  is  good  for  me  to  hold  me  &st 
by  God,  to  put  my  trust  in  the  Lord  God  : 
and  to  speak  of  all  thy  works  in  the  gates 
of  the  daughter  of  Sion. 

PSALM  LXXIV.    Utquid,Deu8f 

OGOD,  wherefore  art  thou  absent  from 
us  so  long  :  why  is  thy  wrath  so  hot 
against  the  sheep  of  thy  pasture  ? 
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:   2  O  think  upon  thy  congregation  :  whom 
thou  hast  purchased,  and  redeemed  of  old. 

3  Think  upon  the  tribe  of  thine  inherit- 
ance :  and  mount  Sion,  wherein  thou  hast 
dwelt. 

]  4  Lift  up  thy  feet,  that  thou  mayest 
utterly  destroy  every  enemy  :  which  hath 
done  evil  in  thy  sanctuary. 

5  Thine  adversaries  roar  in  the  midst  of 
thy  congregations  :  and  set  up  their  ban- 
ners  for  tokens. 

.  6  He  that  hewed  timber  afore  out  of  the 
thick  trees  :  was  known  to  bring  it  to  an. 
excellent  work. 

7  But  now  they  break  down  all  the 
carved  work  thereof  :  with  axes  and  ham- 
mers. 

8  They  have  set  fire  upon  thy  holy  places : 
and  have  defiled  the  dwelling-place  of  thy 
Name,  even  unto  the  ground. 

9  Tea,  they  said  in  their  hearts,  Jjei  us 
make  havock  of  them  altogether  :  thus 
have  they  burnt  up  all  the  houses  of  God 
i|i  the  land. 

.  10  We  see  not  our  tokens,  ther^  is  not 
one  prophet  more  :  no,  not  one  is  there 
among  us,  that  understandeth  any  more. 

11  O  God,  how  long  shall  the  adversary 
do  this  dishonour  :  how  long  shall  thet  ene- 
my blaspheme  thy  Name,  for  ever  ?    . 

12  Why  withdrawest  thou  thy  hand  : 
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why  piuckest  thou  not  thy  right  hand  out 
of  thy  bosom  to  consume  the  enemy  ? 

13  For  Grod  is  my  King  of  old  :  the  help 
that  is  done  upon  earth  he  doeth  it  himself. 

14  T'hou  didst  divide  the  sea  through 
thy  power  :  thou  brakest  the  heads  of  the 
dragons  in  the  waters. 

15  Thou  smotest  the  heads  of  Leviathan 
in  pieces  :  and  gavest  him  to  be  meat  for 
theVple  in  thi  wilderness. 

16  Thou  broughtest  out  fountains  and 
waters  out  of  the  hard  rocks  :  thou  driedst 
up  mighty  waters. 

17  The  day  is  thine,  and  the  night  is 
thine  :  thou  hast  prepared  the  light  and 
the  sun. 

18  Thou  hast  set  all  the  borders  of  the 
earth  :  thou  hast  made  summer  and  winter. 

19  Remember  this,  O  Lord,  how  the 
enemy  hath  rebuked  :  and  how  the  foolish 
people  hath  blasphemed  thy  Name. 

20  O  deliver  not  the  soul  of  thy  turtle- 
dove unto  the  multitude  of  the  enemies  : 
and  forget  not  the  congregation  of  the  poor 
for  ever. 

21  Look  upon  the  covenant  :  for  all  the 
earth  is  full  of  darkness,  and  cruel  habi- 
tatioiis. 

22  O  let  not  the  simple  go  away  asham- 
ed :  but  let  the  poor  and  needy  give  praise 
unto  thy  Name.

23  Arise,  O  God,  maintain  thine  own 
cause  :  remember  how  the  foolish  man  blas- 
phemeth  thee  daily. 

24  Forget  not  the  voice  of  thine  ene- 
mies :  the  presumption  of  them  that  hate 
thee  increaseth  ever  more  and  more.

PSALM  LXXY.    Coti/Uebimur  HH. 

UNTO  thee,  O  God,  do  we  give  thanks :

11  But  I  will  talk  of  the  God  of  Jacob  : 
and  praise  him  for  ever. 

12  AJl  the  horns  of  the  ungodly  also  will 
I  break  :  and  the  horns  of  the  righteous 
shaU  be  exalted.

T  N  Jewry  is  God  known  :  his  Name  is 
-L   great  in  Israel. 

2  At  Salem  is  his  tabernacle  :  and  his 
dwelling  in  Sion. 

3  There  brake  he  the  arrows  of  the  bow  : 
the  shield,  the  sword,  and  the  battle. 

4  Thou  art  of  more  honour  and  might : 
than  the  hills  of  the  robbers. 

5  The  proud  are  robbed,  they  have  filept 
their  sleep  :  and  all  the  men  whose  hands 
were  mighty  have  found  nothing. 

6  At  thy  rebuke,  O  God  of  Jacob  :  both 
the  chariot  and  horse  are  &.llen. 

7  Thou,  even  thou  art  to  be  feared  :  and 
who  may  stand  in  thy  sight  when  thou  art 
angry  ? 

8  Thou  didst  cause  thy  judgement  to  be 
heard  firom  heaven  :  the  earth  trembled, 
and  was  still, 

9  When  God  arose  to  judgement :  and 
to  help  all  the  meek  upon  eartibu 

10  The  fierceness  of  man  shall  turn  to 
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thy  praise  :  and  the  fierceness  of  them  shalt 
thou  refrain. 

11  Promise  unto  the  Lord  your  God,  and 
keep  it,  all  ye  that  are  round  about  him  : 
bring  presents  unto  him  that  ought  to  be 
&ared. 

12  He  shall  refrain  the  spirit  of  princes : 
and  is  wonderful  among  the  kings  of  the 
earth. 

PSALM  LXXVII.    Voce  mea  ad  Dominum. 

I  WILL  cry  unto  God  with  my  voice : 
even  unto  God  will  I  cry  with  my  voice, 
and  he  shall  hearken  unto  me. 

2  In  the  time  of  my  trouble  I  sought  the 
liord  :  my  sore  ran,  and  ceased  not  in  the 
night-season  ;  my  soul  refused  comfort. 

3  When  I  am  in  heaviness,  I  will  think 
upon  God  :  when  my  heart  is  vexed,  I  will 
complain. 

4  Thou  boldest  mine  eyes  waking  :  I  am 
so  feeble,  that  I  cannot  speak. 

5  I  have  considered  the  days  of  old  : 
iand  the  years  that  are  past. 

6  I  call  to  remembrance  my  song  :  and 
in  the  night  I  commune  witli  mine  own 
heart,  and  search  out  my  spirits. 

,    7  Will  the  Lord  absent  himself  for  ever : 
Wkdi  will  he  be  no  more  intreated  ? 

8  Is  his  mercy  clean  gone  for  ever  :  and 
is  his  promise  come  utterly  to  an  end  for 
evermore  ? 
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9  Hath  God  forgotten  to  be  gracious  : 
and  will  he  shut  up  his  loving-kindness  in 
displeasure  ? 

10  And  I  said,  It  is  mine  own  infirmity  : 
but  I  will  remember  the  years  of  the  right 
hand  of  the  most  Highest. 

11  I  will  remember  the  works  of  the 
Lord  :  and  call  to  mind  thy  wonders  of 
old  time. 

12  I  will  think  also  of  all  thy  works  : 
and  my  talking  shall  be  of  thy  doings. 

13  Thy  way,  O  God,  is  holy  :  who  is  so 
great  a  God  as  our  God  ? 

14  Thou  art  the  God  that  doeth  won- 
ders :  and  hast  declared  thy  power  among 
the  people. 

15  Thou  hast  mightily  delivered  thy  peo- 
ple :  even  the  sons  of  Jacob  and  Joseph. 

16  The  waters  saw  thee,  O  God,  the 
waters  saw  thee,  and  were  ajfraid  :  the 
depths  also  were  troubled. 

17  The  clouds  poured  out  water,  the 
air  thundered  :  and  thine  arrows  went 
abroad. 

18  The  voice  of  thy  thunder  was  heard 
round  about :  the  lightnings  shone  upon  the 
ground ;  the  earth  was  moved,  and  shook 
withal. 

19  Thy  way  is  in  the  sea,  and  thy  paths 
in  the  great  waters  :  and  thy  footsteps  are 
not  known.

Day  15.        THE  PSALMS. 

20  Thou  leddest  thy  people  like  sheep  : 
by  the  hand  of  Moses  and  Aaron. 

EVENING  PRAYER. 

PSALM  LXXVm.   Attendite,  popule. 

HEAR  my  law,  O  my  people  :  incline 
your  ears  unto  the  words  of  my  mouth. 

2  I  will  open  my  mouth  in  a  parable  : 
I  will  declare  hard  sentences  of  old ; 

3  Which  we  have  heard  and  known  : 
and  such  as  our  Others  have  told  us ; 

4  That  we  should  not  hide  them  from 
the  children  of  the  generations  to  come :  but 
to  shew  the  honour  of  the  Lord,  his  mighty 
and  wonderful  works  that  he  hath  done. 

5  He  made  a  covenant  with  Jacob,  and 
gave  Israel  a  law  :  which  he  commanded 
our  forefathers  to  teach  their  children ; 

6  That  their  posterity  might  know  it : 
and  the  children  which  were  yet  unborn ; 

7  To  the  intent  that  when  they  came  up : 
they  might  shew  their  children  the  same ; 

8  That  they  might  put  their  trust  in 
God  :  and  not  to  forget  the  works  of  God, 
but  to  keep  his  conmiandments ; 

9  And  not  to  be  as  their  fore&thers, 
a  Ruthless  and  stubborn  generation  :  a 
generation  that  set  not  their  heart  ari^t, 
and  whose  spirit  cleaveth  not  sted£i8tly 
unto  Giod; 

10  Like  as  the  children  of  Ephraim :  who 
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being  harnessed,  and  carrying  bows,  turned 
themselves  back  in  the  day  of  battle. 

11  They  kept  not  the  covenant  of  God  : 
and  would  not  walk  in  his  law ; 

12  But  forgat  what  he  had  done  :  and 
the  wonderful  works  that  he  had  shewed 
for  them. 

13  Marvellous  things  did  he  in  the  sight 
of  our  fi>refiithers,  in  the  land  of  JBgypt  : 
even  in  the  field  of  Zoan. 

14  He  divided  the  sea,  and  let  them  go 
through  :  he  made  the  waters  to  stand  on 
an  heap. 

15  In  the  day-time  also  he  led  them 
with  a  cloud  :  and  all  the  night  through 
with  a  light  of  fire. 

16  He  dave  the  hard  rocks  in  the  wil- 
derness :  and  gave  them  drink  thereof,  as 
it  had  been  out  of  the  great  depth. 

17  He  brought  waters  out  of  the  stony 
Fock  :  so  that  it  gushed  out  like  the  rivers. 

18  Tet  for  all  this  they  sinned  more 
against  him  :  and  provoked  the  most  High- 
est in  the  wilderness. 

19  They  tempted  God  in  their  hearts  : 
and  required  meat  for  their  lust. 

90  They  spake  against  God  also,  saying  : 
Shall  God  prepare  a  table  in  the  i/nlder- 
ness? 

21  He  smote  the  stony  rock  indeed,  that 
the  water  gushed  out,  and  the  streams 
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flowed  withal :  but  can  he  give  bread  also, 
or  provide  flesh  for  his  people  ? 

22  When  the  Lord  heard  this,  he  was 
wroth  :  so  the  fire  was  kindled  in  Jacob, 
and  there  came  up  heavy  displeasure  against 
Israel ; 

23  Because  diey  believed  not  in  God : 
iand  put  not  their  trust  in  his  help. 

24  So  he  commanded  the  clouds  above  : 
and  opened  the  doors  of  heaven. 

25  He  rained  down  manna  also  upon 
them  for  to  eat :  and  gave  them  food  from 
heaven. 

26  So  man  did  eat  angels'  food  :  for  he 
sent  them  meat  enough* 

27  He  caused  the  east^wind  to  blow 
imder  heaven  :  and  through  his  power  he 
brought  in  tihe  south-west-wind. 

28  He  rained  flesh  upon  them  as  thick 
as  dust  :  and  feathered  fowls  like  as  the 
sand  of  the  sea. 

29  He  let  it  fall  among  their  tents  :  evoi 
round  about  their  habitation. 

30  So  they  did  eat,  and  were  well  filled; 
for  he  gave  them  their  own  desire  :  they 
were  not  disappointed  of  their  lust. 

31  But  while  the  meat  was  yet  in  thdr 
mouths,  the  heavy  wrath  of  God  came  upon 
them,  and  slew  the  wealthiest  of  them  : 
yea,  and  smote  down  the  chosen  men  that 
were  in  Israel. 
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32  But  for  all  this  they  sinned  yet  more  : 
and  believed  not  his  wondrous  works. 

33  Therefore  their  days  did  he  consume 
in  vanity  :  and  their  years  in  trouble. 

34  When  he  slew  them,  they  sought  him : 
and  turned  them  early,  and  enquired  after 
God. 

35  And  they  remembered  that  God  was 
their  strength  :  and  that  the  high  God  was 
their  redeemer. 

36  Nevertheless,  they  did  but  flatter  him 
with  their  mouth  :  and  dissembled  with 
him  in  their  tongue. 

37  For  their  heart  was  not  whole  with 
him  :  neither  continued  they  stedfast  in  his 
covenant. 

38  But  he  was  so  merciful,  that  he  for- 
gave  their  misdeeds  :  and  destroyed  them 
not. 

39  Yea,  many  a  time  turned  he  his  wrath 
away  :  and  would  not  suffer  his  whole 
displeasure  to  arise. 

40  For  he  considered  that  they  were  but 
flesh  :  and  that  they  were  even  a  wind  that 
passeth  away,  and  cometh  not  again. 

41  Many  a  time  did  they  provoke  him 
in  the  wilderness  :  and  grieved  him  in  the 
desert. 

42  They  turned  back,  and  tempted  God : 
and  mov^  the  Holy  One  in  Israel. 

43  They  thought  not  of  his  hand  :  and 
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of  the  day  when  he  delivered  them  from 
the  hand  of  the  enemy ; 

44  How  he  had  wrought  his  miracles  in 
Egypt  :  and  his  wonders  in  the  field  of 
Zoan. 

45  He  turned  their  waters  into  blood  :  so 
that  they  might  not  drink  of  the  rivers. 

46  He  sent  lice  among  them,  and  devour- 
ed them  up  :  and  frogs  to  destroy  them. 

47  He  gave  their  fruit  unto  the  cater- 
pillar :  and  their  labour  unto  the  grass- 
hopper. 

48  He  destroyed  their  vines  with  hail- 
stones :  and  their  mulberry-trees  with  the 
firost. 

49  He  smote  their  cattle  also  with  hail- 
stones :  and  their  flocks  with  hot  thunder- 
bolts. 

50  He  cast  upon  them  the  furiousness  of 
his  wrath,  anger,  displeasure,  and  trouble : 
and  sent  evil  angels  among  them. 

51  He  made  a  way  to  his  indignation, 
and  spared  not  their  soul  from  death  :  but 
gave  their  life  over  to  the  pestilence ; 

52  And  smote  all  the  first-bom  in 
Egypt  :  the  most  principal  and  mightiest 
in  the  dwellings  of  Ham. 

53  But  as  for  his  own  people,  he  led 
them  forth  like  sheep  :  and  carried  them 
in  the  wilderness  like  a  flock. 

54  He  brought  them  out  safely,  that  they 
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should  not  fear  :  and  oyenrhelmed  their 
enemies  with  the  sea. 

55  And  brought  them  within  the  bor- 
ders of  his  sanctuary  :  even  to  his  mountain 
which  he  purchased  with  his  right  hand. 

66  He  cast  out  the  heathen  also  before 
them  :  caused  their  land  to  be  divided 
among  them  for  an  heritage,  and  made  the 
tribes  of  Israel  to  dwell  in  their  tents. 

57  So  they  tempted,  and  displeased  the 
most  high  God  :  and  kept  not  his  testi- 
monies ; 

58  But  turned  their  backs,  and  fell  away 
like  their  forefathers  :  starting  aside  like  a 
broken  bow. 

89  For  they  grieved  him  with  their  hill- 
altars  :  and  provoked  him  to  displeasure 
with  their  images. 

60  When  God  heard  tliis,  he  was  wroth  : 
and  took  sore  displeasure  at  IsraeL 

61  So  that  he  forsook  the  tabernacle  in 
Silo  :  even  the  tent  that  he  had  pitched 
among  men. 

62  He  delivered  their  power  into  cap- 
tivity :  and  their  beauty  into  the  enemy's 
hand. 

63  He  gave  his  people  over  also  unto  the 
sword :  and  was  wroth  with  his  inheritance. 

64  The  fire  consumed  their  young  men  : 
and  their  maidens  were  not  given  to  mar- 
riage. 
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65  Their  priests  were  slain  with  the 
sword  :  and  there  were  no  widows  to  make 
lamentation. 

66  So  the  Lord  awaked  as  one  out  of 
sleep  :  and  like  a  giant  refreshed  with  wine. 

67  He  smote  his  enemies  in  the  hinder 
parts  :  and  put  them  to  a  perpetual  shame. 

68  He  refused  the  tabernacle  of  Joseph : 
and  chose  not  the  tribe  of  Ephraim ; 

69  But  chose  the  tribe  of  Judah  :  even 
the  hill  of  Sion  which  he  loved. 

70  And  there  he  built  his  temple  on  high : 
and  laid  the  foundation  of  it  like  the  ground 
which  he  hath  made  continually. 

71  He  chose  David  also  his  servant :  and 
took  him  away  from  the  sheep-folds. 

72  As  he  was  following  the  ewes  great 
with  young  ones  he  took  him  :  that  he 
might  feed  Jacob  his  people,  and  Israel  his 
inheritance. 

73  So  he  fed  them  with  a  faithful  and 
true  heart  :  and  ruled  them  prudently  with 
all  his  power. 

MORNING  PRAYER. 

PSALM  LXXIX.   Deus,  veneruta. 

OGOD,  the  heathen  are  come  into  thine 
inheritance  :  thy  holy  temple  have  they 
defiled,  and  made  Jerusalem  an  heap  of 
stones. 

2  The  dead  bodies  of  thy  servants  have 
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they  given  to  be  meat  unto  the  fowls  of 
the  air  :  and  the  flesh  of  thy  saints  unto 
the  beasts  of  the  land. 

3  Their  blood  have  they  shed  like  water 
on  every  side  of  Jerusalem  :  and  there  was 
no  man  to  bury  them. 

4  We  are  become  an  open  shame  to  our 
enemies  :  a  very  scorn  and  derision  unto 
them  that  are  round  about  us. 

5  Lord,  how  long  wilt  thou  be  angry  : 
shall  thy  jealousy  bum  like  fire  for  ever  ? 

6  Four  out  thine  indignation  upon  the 
heathen  that  have  not  known  thee  :  and 
upon  the  kingdoms  that  have  not  called 
upon  thy  Name. 

7  For  they  have  devoured  Jacob  ;  and 
laid  waste  his  dwelling-place. 

8  O  remember  not  our  old  sins,  but  have 
mercy  upon  us,  and  that  soon  :  for  we  are 
come  to  great  misery. 

9  Help  us,  O  God  of  our  salvation,  for 
the  glory  of  thy  Name  :  O  deliver  us,  and 
be  merciful  unto  our  sins,  for  thy  Name's 
sake. 

10  Wherefore  do  the  heathen  say :  WTiere 
is  now  their  God  ? 

11  O  let  the  vengeance  of  thy  servants' 
blood  that  is  shed  :  be  openly  shewed  upon 
the  heathen  in  our  sight. 

12  O  let  the  sorrowful  sighing  of  the 
prisoners  come  before  thee  :  according  to 
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the  greatness  of  thy  power,  presenre  thou 
those  that  are  appointed  to  die. 

13  And  for  the  blasphemy  wherewith  our 
neighbours  have  blasphemed  thee  :  reward 
thou  them,  O  Lord,  seven-fold  into  their 
bosom. 

14  So  we,  that  are  thy  people,  and  sheep 
of  thy  pasture,  shall  give  thee  thanks  for 
ever  :  and  will  alway  be  shewing  forth  thy 
praise  from  generation  to  generation. 

PSALM  LXXX.   Qui  regis  Imid. 

HEAR,  O  thou  Shepherd  of  Israel, 
thou  that  leadest  Joseph  like  a  sheep : 
shew  thyself  also,  thou  that  sittest  upon  the 
cherubims. 

2  Before  Ephraim,  Benjamin,  and  Ma- 
nasses  :  stir  up  thy  strength,  and  come, 
and  help  us. 

8  Turn  us  again,  O  God  :  shew  the 
light  of  thy  countenance,  and  we  shall  be 
whole. 

4  O  Lord  God  of  hosts  :  how  long  wilt 
thou  be  angry  with  thy  people  that  pray- 
eth? 

5  Thou  feedest  them  with  the  bread  of 
tears  :  and  givest  them  plenteousness  of 
tears  to  drink. 

6  Thou  hast  made  us  a  very  strife  unto 
our  neighbours  :  and  our  enendes  laugh  lu 
to  scorn. 

7  Turn  us  again,  thou  God  of  hosts  : 
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shew  the  light  of  thy  countenance,  and  we 
shall  be  whole. 

8  Thou  hast  brought  a  vine  out  of  E- 
gypt :  thou  hast  cast  out  the  heathen,  and 
pkmted  it 

9  Thou  madest  room  for  it  :  and  when 
it  had  taken  root  it  filled  the  land. 

10  The  hills  were  covered  with  the  sha- 
dow of  it  :  and  the  boughs  thereof  were 
like  the  goodly  cedar>trees. 

11  She  stretched  out  her  branches  unto 
the  sea  :  and  her  boughs  unto  the  river. 

12  Why  hast  thou  then  broken  down 
her  hedge  :  that  all  they  that  go  by  pluck 
off  her  grapes  ? 

13  The  wild  boar  out  of  the  wood  doth 
root  it  up  :  and  the  wild  beasts  of  the  field 
devour  it. 

14  Turn  thee  again,  thou  God  of  hosts, 
look  down  from  heaven  :  behold,  and  visit 
this  vine ; 

15  And  the  place  of  the  vineyard  that  thy 
right  hand  hath  planted  :  and  the  branch 
that  thou  madest  so  strong  for  thyself 

16  It  is  burnt  with  fire,  and  cut  down  : 
and  they  shall  perish  at  the  rebuke  of  thy 
countenance. 

17  Let  thy  hand  be  upon  the  man  of  thy 
right  hand  :  and  upon  the  son  of  man, 
whom  thou  madest  so  strong  for  thine  own 
self. 
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18  And  so  will  not  we  go  back  from 
thee  :  O  let  us  live,  and  we  shall  call  upon 
thy  Name. 

19  Turn  us  again,  O  Lord  God  of  hosts : 
shew  the  light  of  thy  countenance,  and  we 
shall  be  whole. 

PSALM  LXXXI.  EamUateDeo. 

SING  we  merrily  unto  God  our  strength : 
make  a  cheerful  noise  unto  the  Grod  of 
Jacob. 

2  Take  the  psalm,  bring  hither  the  ta- 
bret :  the  merry  harp  with  the  lute. 

3  Blow  up  the  trumpet  in  the  new-moon  : 
even  in  the  time  appointed,  and  upon  our 
solemn  feast-day. 

4  For  this  was  made  a  statute  for  Israel : 
and  a  law  of  the  God  of  Jacob. 

5  This  he  ordained  in  Joseph  for  a  tes- 
timony :  when  he  came  out  of  the  land  of 
£gypt,  and  had  heard  a  strange  language. 

6  I  eased  his  shoulder  from  the  burden  : 
and  his  hands  were  delivered  from  making 
the  pots. 

7  Thou  calledst  upon  me  in  troubles, 
and  I  delivered  thee  :  and  heard  thee  what 
time  as  the  storm  fell  upon  thee. 

8  I  proved  thee  also  :  at  the  waters  of 
strife. 

9  Hear,  O  my  people,  and  I  will  assure 
thee,  O  Israel  :  if  thou  wilt  hearken  unto 
me. 
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10  There  shall  no  strange  god  be  in  thee  : 
neither  shalt  thou  worship  any  other  god. 

11 1  am  the  Lord  thy  God,  who  brought 
thee  out  of  the  land  of  Egypt  :  open  thy 
moath  wide,  and  I  shall  fill  it. 

12  But  my  people  would  not  hear  my 
voice  :  and  Israel  would  not  obey  me. 

13  So  I  gave  them  up  unto  their  own 
hearts'  lusts  :  and  let  them  follow  their 
own  imaginations. 

14  O  that  my  people  would  have  heark- 
ened unto  me  :  for  if  Israel  had  walked  in 
my  ways, 

15  I  should  soon  have  put  down  their 
enemies  :  and  turned  my  hand  against  their 
adversaries. 

16  The  haters  of  the  Lord  should  have 
been  found  liars  :  but  their  lime  should 
have  endured  for  ever. 

17  He  should  have  fed  them  also  with  the 
finest  wheat-flour  :  and  with  honey  out  of 
the  stony  rock  should  I  have  satisfied  thee. 

EVENING  PRAYER 

PSALM  LXXXn.   Dem  stetit. 

/^  OD  standeth  in  the  congregation  of 
\JC  princes  :  he  is  a  Judge  among  gods. 

2  How  long  will  ye  give  wrong  judge- 
ment :  and  accept  the  persons  of  the  un- 
godly? 

3  Defend  the  poor  and  fatherless  :  see

that  such  as  are  in  need  and  necessity  have 
right 

4  Deliver  the  out-cast  and  poor  :  save 
them  from  the  hand  of  the  ungodly. 

5  They  will  not  be  learned  nor  under- 
stand, but  walk  on  still  in  darkness  :  all  the 
foundations  of  the  earth  are  out  of  course. 

6  I  have  said,  Te  are  gods  :  and  ye  are 
all  the  children  of  the  most  Highest. 

7  But  ye  shall  die  like  men  :  and  M 
like  one  of  the  princes. 

8  Arise,  O  God,  and  judge  thou  the 
earth  :  for  thou  shalt  take  all  heathen  to 
thine  inheritance. 

PSALM  LXXXm.   DeH$,qui8  9imiiisr 

HOLD  not  thy  tongue,  O  God,  keep 
not  still  silence  :  refrain  not  thyself, 
OGod. 

2  For  lo,  thine  enemies  make  a  murmur- 
ing  :  and  they  that  hate  thee  have  lift  up 
theh-  head. 

3  They  have  imagined  craftily  against 
thy  people  :  and  taken  counsel  against  thy 
secret  ones. 

4  They  have  said.  Come,  and  let  us  root 
them  out,  that  they  be  no  more  a  people  : 
and  that  the  name  of  Israel  may  be  no 
more  in  remembrance. 

5  For  they  have  cast  their  heads  togt' 
ther  with  one  consent :  and  are  confederate 
against  thee; 
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6  The  tabernacles  of  the  Edomites,  and  the 
Ismaelites  :  the  Moabites,  and  Hagarens ; 

7  Gebal,  and  Ammon,  and  Amalek  :  the 
Philistines,  with  them  that  dwell  at  Tyre. 

8  Assur  also  is  joined  with  them  :  and 
have  holpen  the  chUdren  of  Lot. 

9  But  do  thou  to  them  as  unto  the 
Madianites  :  unto  Sisei*a,  and  unto  Jabin 
at  the  brook  of  Kison ; 

10  Who  perished  at  Endor  :  and  became 
as  the  dung  of  the  earth. 

11  Make  them  and  their  princes  like 
Oreb  and  Zeb  :  yea,  make  all  iJieir  princes 
like  as  Zeba  and  Salmana ; 

12  Who  say,  Let  us  take  to  ourselves  : 
the  houses  of  God  in  possession. 

13  O  my  Grod,  make  them  like  unto  a 
wheel :  and  as  the  stubble  before  the  wind ; 

14  Like  as  the  fire  that  bumeth  up  the 
wood  :  and  as  the  flame  that  consumeth  the 
mountains. 

15  Persecute  them  even  so  with  thy  tem- 
pest :  and  make  them  afraid  with  thy  storm. 

16  Make  their  £ices  ashamed,  O  Lord  : 
that  they  may  seek  thy  Name. 

17  Let  them  be  confounded  and  vexed 
ever  more  and  more  :  let  them  be  put  to 
shame,  and  perish. 

18  And  they  shall  know  that  thou,  whose 
Name  is  Jehovah  :  art  only  the  most  High- 
est over  all  the  earth. 
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PSALM  LXXXIV.    Quam  dUecta ! 

OHOW  amiable  are  thy  dwellings  : 
thou  Lord  of  hosts ! 

2  My  soul  hath  a  desire  and  longing  to 
enter  into  the  courts  of  the  liord :  my  heart 
and  my  flesh  rejoice  in  the  living  God. 

3  Yea,  the  sparrow  hath  found  her  an 
house,  and  the  swallow  a  nest  where  she 
may  lay  her  young  :  even  thy  altars,  0 
Lord  of  hosts,  my  King  and  my  God. 

4  Blessed  are  they  that  dwell  in  thy 
house  :  they  will  be  alway  praising  thee. 

5  Blessed  is  the  man  whose  strength  is 
in  thee  :  in  whose  heart  are  thy  ways. 

6  Who  going  through  the  vale  of  misery 
use  it  for  a  well  :  and  the  pools  are  filled 
with  water. 

7  They  will  go  from  strength  to  strength : 
and  unto  the  God  of  gods  appeareth  every 
one  of  them  in  Sion. 

8  O  Lord  God  of  hosts,  hear  my  prayer : 
hearken,  O  God  of  Jacob. 

.    9  Behold,  O  God  our  defender  :  and  look 
upon  the  face  of  thine  Anointed. 

10  For  one  day  in  thy  courts  :  is  better 
than  a  thousand. 

11  I  had  rather  be  a  door-keeper  in  the 
house  of  my  God  :  than  to  dwell  in  the 
tents  of  ungodliness. 

12  For  the  Lord  God  is  a  light  and  de- 
fence :  the  Lord  will  give  grace  and  wor- 
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ship,  and  no  good  thing  shall  he  withhold 
from  them  that  live  a  godly  life. 

13  O  Lord  God  of  hosts  :  blessed  is  the 
man  that  putteth  his  trust  in  thee. 

PSALM  LXXXV.    Benedixisti,  Domine. 

LORD,  thou  art  become  gradous  unto 
thy  land  :  thou  hast  tui'ned  away  the 
captivity  of  Jacob. 

2  Thou  hast  forgiven  the  oflFence  of  thy 
people  :  and  covered  all  their  sins. 

3  Thou  hast  taken  away  all  thy  dis- 
pleasure :  and  turned  thyself  from  thy 
wrathful  indignation. 

4  Turn  us  then,  O  God  our  Saviour  : 
and  let  thine  anger  cease  from  us. 

5  Wilt  thou  be  displeased  at  us  for  ever : 
and  wilt  thou  stretch  out  thy  wrath  from 
one  generation  to  another  ? 

6  Wilt  thou  not  turn  again,  and  quicken 
lis  :  that  thy  people  may  rejoice  in  thee  ? 

7  Shew  us  thy  mercy,  O  Lord  :  and 
grant  us  thy  salvation. 

8  I  will  hearken  what  the  Lord  Grod 
will  say  concerning  me  :  for  he  shall  speak 
peace  unto  his  people,  and  to  his  saints, 
that  they  turn  not  again. 

9  For  his  salvation  is  nigh  them  that  fear 
him  :  that  glory  may  dwell  in  our  land. 

10  Mercy  and  truth  are  met  together  : 
righteousness  and  peace  have  kissed  each 
other. 
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11  Truth  shall  flourish  out  of  the  earUi : 
and  righteousness  hath  looked  down  from 
heaven. 

12  Yea,  the  Lord  shall  shew  loving- 
kindness  :  and  our  land  shall  give  her 
increase. 

13  Bighteousness  shall  go  before  him : 
and  he  shall  direct  his  going  in  the  way.

PSALM  LXXXVI.    Indina,  Ikmine. 

BOW  down  thine  ear,  O  Lord,  and  hear 
me  :  for  I  am  poor,  and  in  misery.

5  For  thou.  Lord,  art  good  and  gracious : 
and  of  great  mercy  unto  all  them  that  cau 
upon  thee. 

6  Give  ear.  Lord,  unto  my  prayer  :  and 
ponder  the  voice  of  my  humble  desires. 

7  In  the  time  of  my  trouble  I  will  call 
upon  thee  :  for  thou  hearest  me. 

8  Among  the  gods  there  is  none  like 
unto  thee,  O  Lord  :  there  is  not  one  that 
can  do  as  thou  doest. 

9  All  nations  whom  thou  hast  made  shall 
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come  and  worship  thee,  O  Lord  :  and  shall 
'   glorify  thy  Name. 

10  For  thou  art  great,  and  doest  won- 
drous things  :  thou  art  Grod  alone. 

11  Teach  me  thy  way,  O  Lord,  and  I  will 
walk  in  thy  truth  :  O  knit  my  heart  unto 
thee,  that  I  may  fear  thy  Name. 

12  I  will  thank  thee,  O  Lord  my  Crod, 
with  all  my  heart  :  and  will  praise  thy 
Name  for  evermore. 

13  For  great  is  thy  mercy  toward  me  : 
and  thou  hast  delivered  my  soul  from  the 
nethermost  helL 

14  O  God,  the  proud  are  risen  against 
me  :  and  the  congregations  of  naughty  men 
have  sought  after  my  soul,  and  have  not 
set  thee  before  their  eyes. 

15  But  thou,  O  Lord  (^od,  art  full  of 
compassion  and  mercy :  long-su£fering,  plen- 
teous in  goodness  and  truth. 

16  O  turn  thee  then  unto  me,  and  have 
mercy  upon  me  :  give  thy  strength  unto  thy 
servant,  and  help  the  son  of  thine  handmaid. 

17  Shew  some  token  upon  me  for  good, 
that  they  who  hate  me  may  see  it,  and  be 
ashamed  :  because  thou.  Lord,  hast  holpen 
me,  and  comforted  me. 

PSALM  LXXXVn.   Fundamenta  efus. 

H£SR  foundations  are  upon  the  holy 
hills  :  the  Lord  loveth  the  gates  of 
Sion  more  than  all  the  dwellings  of  Jacob. 
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2  Very  excellent  things  are  spoken  of 
thee  :  thou  city  of  God. 

3  I  will  think  upon  Rahab  and  Babylon : 
with  them  that  know  me. 

4  Behold  ye  the  PhiHslines  also  :  and 
they  of  Tyre,  with  the  Morians  ;  lo,  there 
was  he  bom. 

5  And  of  Sion  it  shall  be  reported  that 
he  was  bom  in  her  :  and  the  most  High 
shall  stablish  her. 

6  The  liord  shall  rehearse  it  when  he  writ- 
eth  up  the  people :  that  he  was  bom  there. 

7  The  singers  also  and  trumpeters  shaU 
he  rehearse  :  All  my  fresh  springs  shall  be 
in  thee. 

PSALM  LXXXVm.   DomineDetu. 

OLORD  God  of  my  salvation,  I  have 
cried  day  and  night  before  thee  :  O  let 
my  prayer  enter  into  thy  presence,  indine 
thine  ear  unto  my  calling. 

2  For  my  souL  is  frdl  of  trouble  :  and 
my  life  draweth  nigh  unto  hell. 

3  I  am  counted  as  one  of  them  that  go 
down  into  the  pit  :  and  I  have  been  evea 
as  a  man  that  hath  no  strength. 

4  Free  among  the  dead,  like  unto  them 
that  are  wounded,  and  lie  in  the  grave  : 
who  are  out  of  remembrance,  and  are  cut 
away  from  thy  hand. 

5  Thou  hast  laid  me  in  the  lowest  pit : 
in  a  place  of  darkness,  and  in  the  deep. 
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6  Thine  indignation  lieth  hard  upon 
me :  and  thou  hast  vexed  me  with  all  thy 
storms. 

7  Thou  hast  put  away  mine  acquaint- 
ance &r  from  me  :  and  made  me  to  be 
abhorred  of  them. 

8  I  am  so  fast  in  prison  :  that  I  cannot 
get  forth. 

9  My  sight  faileth  for  very  trouble  ; 
Lord,  I  have  called  daily  upon  thee,  I  have 
stretched  forth  my  hands  unto  thee. 

10  Dost  thou  shew  wonders  among  the 
dead  :  or  shall  the  dead  rise  up  again,  and 
praise  thee  ? 

11  Shall  thy  loving-kindness  be  shewed 
in  the  grave  :  or  thy  faithfulness  in  de- 
struction ? 

12  Shall  thy  wondrous  works  be  known 
in  the  dark  :  and  thy  righteousness  in  the 
land  where  all  things  are  forgotten  ? 

13  Unto  thee  have  I  cried,  O  Lord  :  and 
early  shall  my  prayer  come  before  thee. 

14  Lord,  why  abhorrest  thou  my  soul  : 
and  hidest  thou  thy  &ce  from  me  ? 

15  I  am  in  misery,  and  like  unto  him 
that  is  at  the  point  to  die  :  even  from  my 
youth  up  thy  terrors  have  I  suffered  with 
a  troubled  mind. 

16  Thy  wrathful  displeasure  goeth  over 
me  :  and  the  fear  of  thee  hath  undone  me. 

17  They  came  round  about  me  daily  like 
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water  :   and   compassed  me  together  on 
every  side. 

18  My  lovers  and  fiiends  hast  thou  put 
away  from  me  :  and  hid  mine  acquaintance 
out  of  my  sight.

PSALM  LXXXDL   Mmrieordias  Dondm. 

MY  song  shall  be  alway  of  the  loving- 
kindness  of  the  Lord  :  with  my  mourn 
will  I  ever  be  shewing  thy  truth  from  one 
generation  to  another. 

2  For  I  have  said,  Mercy  shall  be  set 
up  for  ever  :  thy  truth  shalt  thou  stablish 
in  the  heavens. 

3 1  have  made  a  covenant  with  my  chosen : 
I  have  sworn  unto  David  my  servant ; 

4  Thy  seed  will  I  stablish  for  ever  :  and 
set  up  thy  throne  from  one  generation  to 
another. 

5  O  Lord,  the  very  heavens  shall  praise 
thy  wondrous  works  :  and  thy  truth  in  the 
congregation  of  the  saints. 

6  For  who  is  he  among  the  clouds  :  that 
shall  be  compared  unto  me  Lord  ? 

7  And  what  is  he  among  the  gods  :  that 
shall  be  like  unto  the  Lord  ? 

8  God  is  very  greatly  to  be  feared  in  the 
council  of  the  saints  :  and  to  be  had  in 
reverence  of  all  them  that  are  round  about 
him. 
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9  O  Lord  God  of  hosts,  who  is  like  unto 
thee  :  thy  truth,  most  mighty  Lord,  is  on 
every  side. 

10  Thou  rulest  the  raging  of  the  sea :  thou 
stillest  the  waves  thereof  when  they  arise. 

11  Thou  hast  subdued  Egypt,  and  de- 
stroyed it  :  thou  hast  scattered  thine  ene- 
mies abroad  with  thy  mighty  arm. 

12  The  heavens  are  thine,  the  earth  also 
is  thine  :  thou  hast  laid  the  foundation  of 
the  round  world,  and  all  that  therein  is. 

13  Thou  hast  made  the  north  and  the 
south  :  Tabor  and  Hermon  shall  rejoice  in 
thy  Name. 

14  Thou  hast  a  mighty  arm  :  strong  is 
thy  hand,  and  high  is  thy  right  hand. 

15  Righteousness  and  equity  are  the 
habitation  of  thy  seat  :  mercy  and  truth 
shall  go  before  thy  £ice. 

16  Blessed  is  ike  people,  O  Lord,  that 
can  rejoice  in  thee  :  they  shall  walk  in  the 
Hght  of  thy  countenance. 

17  Their  delight  shall  be  daily  in  thy 
Name  :  and  in  thy  righteousness  shall  they 
make  their  boast. 

18  For  thou  art  the  glory  of  their 
strength  :  and  in  thy  loving-kindness  thou 
shalt  lift  up  our  horns. 

19  For  the  Lord  is  our  defence  :  the 
Holy  One  of  Israel  is  our  King. 

20  Thou  spakest  sometime  in  visions  unto 
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thy  saints,  and  saidst  :  I  have  laid  help 
upon  one  that  is  mighty;  I  have  exalted 
one  chosen  out  of  the  people. 

21  I  have  found  David  my  servant :  with 
my  holy  oil  have  I  anointed  him. 

22  My  hand  shall  hold  him  &st  :  and 
my  arm  shall  strengthen  him. 

23  The  enemy  shall  not  be  able  to  do 
him  violence  :  the  son  of  wickedness  shall 
not  hurt  him. 

24  I  will  smite  down  his  foes  before  his 
face  :  and  plague  them  that  hate  him. 

25  My  truth  also  and  my  mercy  shall 
be  with  him  :  and  in  my  Name  shall  his 
horn  be  exalted. 

26  I  will  set  his  dominion  also  in  the 
sea  :  and  his  right  hand  in  the  floods. 

27  He  shall  call  me,  Thou  art  my  Fa- 
ther :  my  God,  and  my  strong  salvation. 

28  And  I  will  make  him  my  first-born  : 
higher  Aan  the  kings  of  the  earth. 

29  My  mercy  will  I  keep  for  him  for 
evermore  :  and  my  covenant  shall  stand 
&st  with  him. 

30  His  seed  also  will  I  make  to  endure 
fi>r  ever  :  and  his  throne  as  the  days  of 
heaven. 

31  But  if  his  children  forsake  my  law  : 
and  walk  not  in  my  judgements ; 

32  If  they  break  my  statutes,  and  keep 
not  my  commandments  :  I  will  visit  their 
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offences  with  the  rod,  and  their  sin  with 
scourges. 

33  Nevertheless,  my  loving-kindness  will 
I  not  utterly  take  from  him  :  nor  suffer  my 
tiTith  to  fail. 

34  My  covenant  will  I  not  break,  nor 
alter  the  thing  that  is  gone  out  of  my  lips  : 
I  have  sworn  once  by  my  holiness,  that  I 
will  not  fail  David. 

35  His  seed  shall  endure  for  ever  :  and 
his  seat  is  like  as  the  sun  before  me. 

36  He  shall  stand  £ist  for  evermore  as 
the  moon  :  and  as  the  faithful  witness  in 
heaven. 

37  But  thou  hast  abhorred  and  forsaken 
thine  Anointed  :  and  art  displeased  at  him. 

38  Thou  hast  broken  the  covenant  of 
thy  servant  :  and  cast  his  crown  to  the 
ground. 

39  Thou  hast  overthrown  all  his  hedges  : 
and  broken  down  his  strong  holds. 

40  All  they  that  go  by  spoil  him  :  and 
he  is  become  a  reproach  to  his  neighbours. 

41  Thou  hast  set  up  the  right  hand  of 
his  enemies  :  and  made  all  his  adversaries 
to  rejoice. 

42  Thou  hast  taken  away  the  edge  of 
his  sword  :  and  givest  him  not  victory  in 
the  battle. 

43  Thou  hast  put  out  his  glory :  and  cast 
his  throne  down  to  the  ground. 
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44  The  days  of  his  youth  hast  thou  short- 
ened :  and  covered  him  with  dishonour. 

45  Lord,  how  long  wilt  thou  hide  thy- 
self, for  ever  :  and  shall  thy  wrath  bum 
like  fire? 

46  O  remember  how  short  my  time  is  : 
wherefore  hast  thou  made  all  men  for 
nought  ? 

47  What  man  is  he  that  liveth,  and  shall 
hot  see  death  :  and  shall  he  deliver  his  soul 
from  the  hand  of  hell  ? 

48  Lord,  where  are  thy  old  loving-kind- 
nesses :  which  thou  swarest  unto  David  in 
thy  truth  ? 

49  Kemember,  Lord,  the  rebuke  that  thy 
servants  have  :  and  how  I  do  bear  in  my 
bosom  the  rebukes  of  many  people ; 

50  Wherewith  thine  enemies  have  blas- 
phemed thee,  and  slandered  the  footsteps 
of  thine  Anointed  :  Praised  be  the  Lord 
for  evermore.    Amen,  and  Amen. 

MORNING  PRAYER. 

PSALM  XC.   Domine,  rffugium.. 

LORD,  thou  hast  been  our  refuge  :  firom 
one  generation  to  another. 

2  Before  the  mountains  were  brought 
forth,  or  ever  the  earth  and  the  world  were 
made  :  thou  art  God  from  everlasting,  and 
world  without  end. 

3  Thou  tumest  man  to    destruction  : 
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again  thou  sayest,  Come  again,  ye  children 
of  men. 

4  For  a  thousand  years  in  thy  sight  are 
but  as  yesterday  :  seeing  that  is  past  as  a 
watch  in  the  night. 

5  As  soon  as  thou  scatterest  them  they 
are  even  as  a  sleep  :  and  &de  away  sud- 
denly like  the  grass. 

6  In  the  morning  it  is  green,  and  grow- 
eth  up  :  but  in  the  evening  it  is  cut  down, 
dried  up,  and  withered. 

7  For  we  consume  away  in  thy  dis- 
pleasure :  and  are  afiraid  at  thy  wrathful 
indignation. 

8  Thou  hast  set  our  misdeeds  before 
thee  :  and  our  secret  sins  in  the  light  of 
thy  countenance. 

9  For  when  thou  art  angry  all  our  days 
are  gone  :  we  bring  our  years  to  an  end, 
as  it  were  a  tale  that  is  told. 

10  The  days  of  our  age  are  threescore 
years  and  ten;  and  though  men  be  so 
strong  that  they  come  to  fourscore  years  : 
yet  is  their  strength  then  but  labour  and 
sorrow;  so  soon  passeth  it  away,  and  we 
are  gone. 

11  But  who  regardeth  the  power  of  thy 
wrath  :  for  even  thereafter  as  a  man  fear- 
eth,  so  is  thy  displeasure. 

12  So  teach  us  to  number  our  days  :  that 
we  may  apply  our  hearts  unto  wisdom. 


Day  18.        THE  PSALMS. 

13  Turn  thee  again,  O  Lord,  at  the  last : 
and  be  gracious  unto  thy  servants. 

14  O  satisfy  us  with  thy  mercy,  and  that 
soon  :  so  shall  we  rejoice  and  be  glad  all 
the  days  of  our  life. 

15  Comfort  us  again  now  after  the  time 
that  thou  hast  plagued  us  :  and  for  the  years 
wherein  we  have  suffered  adversity. 

16  Shew  thy  servants  thy  work  :  and 
theii*  children  thy  glory. 

17  And  the  glorious  Majesty  of  the  Lord 
our  God  be  upon  us  :  prosper  thou  the 
work  of  our  hands  upon  us,  O  prosper  thou 
our  handy-work. 

PSALM  XCI.    Qui  habitat. 

WHOSO   dwelleth   under  the  defence 
of  the  most  High  :  shall  abide  under 
the  shadow  of  the  Almighty. 

2  I  will  say  unto  the  Lord,  Thou  art  my 
hope,  and  my  strong  hold  :  my  God,  in 
him  will  I  trust. 

3  For  he  shall  deliver  thee  from  the 
snare  of  the  hunter  :  and  from  the  noisome 
pestilence. 

4  He  shall  defend  thee  under  his  wings, 
and  thou  shalt  be  safe  under  his  feathers : 
his  faithfrilness  and  truth  shall  be  thy  shield 
and  buckler. 

5  Thou  shalt  not  be  afraid  for  any  terror  by 
night :  nor  for  the  arrow  that  flieth  by  day ; 

6  For  the   pestilence   that   walketh  in 
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diarkness  :  nor  for  the  sickness  that  destroy- 
eth  in  the  noon-day. 

7  A  thousand  shall  &11  beside  thee,  and 
ten  thousand  at  thy  right  hand  :  but  it  shall 
not  comQ  nigh  thee. 

8  Yea,  with  thine  eyes  shalt  thou  behold : 
and  see  the  reward  of  the  ungodly. 

9  For  thou,  Lord,  art  my  hope  :  thou 
hast  set  thine  house  of  defence  very  high. 

10  There  shall  no  evil  happen  unto  thee  : 
neither  shall  any  plague  come  nigh  thy 
dwelling. 

11  For  he  shall  give  his  angels  charge 
over  thee  :  to  keep  thee  in  all  thy  ways. 

12  They  shall  bear  thee  in  their  hands  : 
that  thou  hurt  not  thy  foot  against  a  stone. 

13  Thou  shalt  go  upon  the  lion  and  ad- 
der :  the  young  lion  and  the  dragon  shalt 
thou  tread  under  thy  feet. 

14  Because  he  hath  set  his  love  upon  me, 
therefore  will  I  deliver  him  :  I  will  set  him 
up,  because  he  hath  known  my  Name. 

15  He  shall  call  upon  me,  and  I  will  hear 
him  :  yea,  I  am  with  him  in  trouble ;  I  will 
deUver  him,  and  bring  him  to  honour. 

16  With  long  life  will  I  satisfy  him  :  and 
shew  him  my  salvation. 

PSALM  XCn.    Bonum  est  conJUeri. 

IT  is  a  good  thing  to  give  thanks  unto 
the  Lord  :  and  to  sing  praises  unto  thy 
iNTame,  O  most  Highest ; 


Day  18.        THE  PSALMS. 

2  To  tell  of  thy  loving-kindness  early 
in  the  morning  :  and  of  thy  truth  in  the 
night-season ; 

3  Upon  an  instrument  often  strings,  and 
upon  the  lute  :  upon  a  loud  instrument, 
and  upon  the  harp. 

4  For  thou,  Lord,  hast  made  me  glad 
through  thy  works  :  and  I  will  rejoice  in 
giving  praise  for  the  operations  of  thy 
hands. 

5  O  Lord,  how  glorious  are  thy  works : 
thy  thoughts  are  very  deep. 

6  An  unwise  man  doth  not  well  consider 
this  :  and  a  fool  doth  not  understand  it 

7  When  the  ungodly  are  green  as  the 
grass,  and  when  all  the  workers  of  wick- 
edness do  flourish  :  then  shall  they  be  de- 
stroyed for  ever ;  but  thou,  Lord,  art  the 
most  Highest  for  evermore. 

8  For  lo,  thine  enemies,  O  Lord,  lo,  thine 
enemies  shall  perish  :  and  all  the  workers 
of  wickedness  shall  be  destroyed. 

9  But  mine  horn  shall  be  exalted  like 
llie  horn  of  an  unicorn  :  for  I  am  anointed 
with  fresh  oil 

10  Mine  eye  also  shall  see  his  lust  of  mine 
enemies  :  and  mine  ear  shall  hear  his  desire 
of  the  wicked  that  ariise  up  against  me. 

11  The  righteous  shall  flourish  like  a 
palm-tree  :  and  shall  spread  abroad  like  a 
cedar  in  Libanus. 
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12  Such  as  are  planted  in  the  house  of 
the  Lord  :  shall  flourish  in  the  courts  of 
the  house  of  our  God. 

13  They  also  shall  bring  forth  more  fruit 
in  their  age  :  and  shall  be  fat  and  well-liking. 

14  That  they  may  shew  how  true  the 
Lord  my  strength  is  :  and  that  there  is  no 
unrighteousness  in  him. 

EVENING  PRAYER. 

PSALM  XCni.   Domimu  regnatit. 

TILE  Lord  is  King,  and  hath  put  on  glo- 
rious apparel :  the  Lord  hath  put  on  his 
apparel,  and  girded  himself  with  strength. 

2  He  hath  made  the  round  world  so  sure  : 
that  it  cannot  be  moved. 

3  [Ever  since  the  world  began  hath  thy 
seat  been  prepared  :  thou  art  from  ever- 
lasting. 

4  The  floods  are  risen,  O  Lord,  the  floods 
have  lift  up  their  voice  :  the  floods  lifit  up 
their  waves. 

5  The  waves  of  the  sea  are  mighty,  and 
rage  horribly  :  but  yet  the  Lord,  who 
dwelleth  on  high,  is  mightier. 

6  Thy  testimonies,  O  Lord,  are  very  sure : 
holiness  becometh  thine  house  for  ever. 

PSALM  XCIV.   DeuA  ultiomm. 

OLORD  God,  to  whom  vengeance  be- 
longeth  :  thou  God,  to  whom  venge- 
ance belongeth,  shew  thyself. 
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2  Arise,  thou  Judge  of  the  world  :  and 
reward  the  proud  after  their  deserving. 

3  liOrd,  how  long  shall  the  ungodly  : 
how  long  shall  the  ungodly  triumph  ? 

4  How  long  shall  all  wicked  doers  speak 
so  disdain&Uy  :  and  make  such  proud 
boasting  ? 

5  They  smite  down  thy  people,  O  Lord : 
and  trouble  thine  heritage. 

6  They  murder  the  widow,  and  the  stran- 
ger :  and  put  the  fatherless  to  death. 

7  And  yet  they  say.  Tush,  the  Lord  shall 
not  see  :  neither  shall  the  Grod  of  Jacob 
regard  it. 

r    8  Take  heed,  ye  unwise  among  the  peo* 
pie  :  O  ye  fools,  when  will  ye  understand? 

9  He  that  planted  the  ear,  shall  he  not 
hear  :  or  he  that  made  the  eye,  shall  he  not 
see? 

10  Or  he  that  nurtureth  the  heathen  : 
it  is  he  that  teacheth  man  knowledge,  shall 
not  he  punish  ? 

11  The  Lord  knoweth  the  thoughts  of 
man  :  that  they  are  but  vain. 

12  Blessed  is  the  man  whom  thou  chasten- 
est,  O  Lord  :  and  teachest  him  in  thy  law; 

13  That  thou  mayest  give  him  patience 
in  time  of  adversity  :  until  the  pit  be  dig- 
ged up  for  the  ungodly. 

14  For  the  Lord  will  not  fail  his  people  : 
neither  will  he  forsake  his  inheritance ; 
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1«  Unta  righteousness  turn  again  unto 
judgement  :  all  such  as  are  true  m  heart 
shall  follow  it. 

16  Who  will  rise  up  with  me  against  the 
wicked  :  or  who  will  take  my  part  against 
the  evil-doers  ? 

17  If  the  Lord  had  not  helped  me  :  it 
had  not  &iled  but  my  soul  had  been  put 
to  silence. 

18  But  when  I  said,  My  foot  hath  slipt  : 
thy  mercy,  O  Lord,  held  me  up. 

19  In  the  multitude  of  the  sorrows  that 
I  had  in  my  heart  :  thy  comforts  have  re- 
freshed my  soul. 

20  Wilt  thou  have  any  thing  to  do  with 
the  stool  of  wickedness  :  which  imagineth 
mischief  as  a  law  ? 

21  They  gather  them  together  against 
the  soul  of  the  righteous  :  and  condemn 
the  innocent  blood. 

22  But  the  Lord  is  my  refuge  :  and  my 
God  is  the  strength  of  my  confidence. 

23  He  shall  recompense  them  their  wicked- 
ness, and  destroy  them  in  their  own  malice : 
yea,  the  Lord  our  God  shall  destroy  them. 

MORNING  rUAYKK. 

PSALM  XCV.    Venite,  etmliemus. 

OCOME,  let  us  sing  unto  the  Lord  : 
let  us  heartily  rejoice  in  the  strength 
of  our  salvation. 
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2  Let  lis  come  before  his  presence  with 
thanksgiving  :  and  shew  ourselves  glad  in 
him  with  psahns. 

3  For  the  Lord  is  a  great  Grod  :  and  a 
great  King  above  all  gods. 

4  In  his  hand  are  all  the  ocnmers  of  the 
earth  :  and  the  strength  of  the  hills  is  his 
also. 

5  The  sea  is  his,  and  he  made  it  :  and 
his  hands  prepared  the  dry  land. 

6  O  come,  let  us  worship  and  fall  down : 
and  kneel  before  the  Lord  our  Maker. 

7  For  he  is  the  Lord  our  God  :  and  we 
are  the  people  of  his  pasture,  and  the  sheep 
of  his  hand. 

8  To-day  if  ye  will  hear  his  voice,  harden 
not  your  hearts  :  as  in  the  provocation, 
and  as  in  the  day  of  temptation  in  the 
wilderness ; 

9  When  your  &thers  tempted  me  :  proT* 
ed  me,  and  saw  my  works. 

10  Forty  years  long  was  I  grieved  with 
this  generation,  and  said  :  It  is  a  peq)le 
that  do  err  in  their  hearts,  for  they  hxn 
not  known  my  ways ; 

11  Unto  whom  I  sware  in  my  wrath  : 
that  they  should  not  enter  into  my  rest 

PSALM  XCVI.    Cantate  Domino. 

OSING  unto  the  Lord  a  new  song :  sing 
unto  the  Lord,  all  the  whole  earth. 
2   Sing  unto  the  Lord,  and  praise  \m 
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Name  :  be  telling  of  his  salyation  from  day 
today. 

3  Declare  his  honour  unto  the  heathen  : 
and  his  wonders  unto  all  people. 

4  For  the  Lord  is  great,  and  cannot  wor- 
thily be  praised  :  he  is  more  to  be  feared 
than  all  gods. 

5  As  for  all  the  gods  of  the  heathen, 
they  are  but  idols  :  but  it  is  the  Lord  that 
made  the  heavens. 

6  Glory  and  worship  are  before  him  ; 
power  and  honour  are  in  his  sanctuary. 

7  Ascribe  unto  the  Lord,  O  ye  kindreds 
of  the  people  :  ascribe  unto  the  Lord  wor- 
ship and  power. 

8  Ascribe  unto  the  Lord  the  honour  due 
unto  his  Name  :  bring  presents,  and  come 
into  his  courts. 

9  O  worship  the  Lord  in  the  beauty  of  holi- 
ness :  let  the  whole  earth  stand  in  awe  of  him. 

10  Tell  it  out  among  the  heathen  that 
the  Lord  is  King  :  and  that  it  is  he  who 
hath  made  the  round  world  so  fast  that  it 
cannot  be  moved;  and  how  that  he  shall 
judge  the  people  righteously. 

11  X<et  the  heavens  rejoice,  and  let  the 
earth  be  glad  :  let  the  sea  make  a  noise, 
and  all  that  therein  is. 

12  Let  the  field  be  joyful,  and  all  that  is 
in  it  :  then  shall  all  the  trees  of  the  wood 
rejoice  before  the  Lord. 
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13  For  he  oometh,  for  he  cometh  to  judge 
the  earth  :  and  with  righteousness  to  judge 
the  world,  and  the  people  with  his  truth. 

PSALM  XCVn.    DonUnus  ngnavU. 

THE  Lord  is  King,  the  earth  may  be 
glad  thereof  :  yea,  the  multitude  of 
the  isles  may  be  glad  thereof. 

2  Clouds  and  darkness  are  round  aboat 
him  :  righteousness  and  judgement  are  the 
habitation  of  his  seat. 

3  There  shall  go  a  fire  before  him  :  and 
bum  up  his  enemies  on  every  side. 

4  His  lightnings  gave  shine  unto  the 
world  :  the  earth  saw  it,  and  was  afi*aid. 

5  The  hills  melted  like  wax  at  the  pre- 
sence of  the  Lord  :  at  the  presence  of  the 
Lord  of  the  whole  earth. 

6  The  heavens  have  declared  his  rightr 
eousness  :  and  all  the  people  have  seen  his 
glory. 

7  Confounded  be  all  they  that  worship 
carved  images,  and  that  delight  in  vain 
gods  :  worship  him,  all  ye  gods. 

8  Sion  heard  of  it,  and  rejoiced  :  and 
the  daughters  of  Judah  were  glad,  because 
of  thy  judgements,  O  Lord. 

9  For  thou.  Lord,  art  higher  than  all 
that  are  in  the  earth  :  thou  art  exalted  & 
above  all  gods. 

10  O  ye  that  love  the  Lord,  see  that  ye 
hate  the  thing  which  is  evil  :  the  Lord 
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preserveth  the  souls  of  his  saints ;  he  shall 
deliver  them  from  the  hand  of  the  ungodly. 

11  There  is  sprung  up  a  light  for  the 
righteous  :  and  joyful  gladness  for  such  as 
are  true-hearted. 

12  Rejoice  in  the  Lord,  ye  righteous  : 
and  give  thanks  for  a  remembrance  of  his 
holiness. 

EVENING  PRAYER 

PSALM  XCVm.    Cantate  Domino. 

OSING  unto  the  Lord  a  new  song  :  for 
he  hath  done  marvellous  things. 

2  With  his  own  right  hand,  and  with 
his  holy  arm  :  hath  he  gotten  himself  the 
victory. 

3  The  Lord  declared  his  salvation  :  his 
righteousness  hath  he  openly  shewed  in  the 
sight  of  the  heathen. 

4  He  hath  remembered  his  mercy  and 
truth  toward  the  house  of  Israel  :  and  all 
the  ends  of  the  world  have  seen  the  sal- 
vation of  our  God. 

5  Shew  yourselves  joyful  unto  the  Lord, 
all  ye  lands  :  sing,  rejoice,  and  give  thanks. 

6  Praise  the  Lord  upon  the  harp  :  sing 
to  the  harp  with  a  psalm  of  thanksgiving. 

7  With  trumpets  also,  and  shawms  :  O 
shew  yourselves  joyfiil  before  the  Lord  the 
King. 

8  Let  the  sea  make  a  noise,  and  all  that 
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therein  is  :  the  round  world,  and  they  that 
dwell  therein. 

9  Let  the  floods  clap  their  hands,  and  let 
the  hiUs  be  joyful  together  before  the  Lord : 
for  he  is  come  to  judge  the  earth. 

10  With  righteousness  shall  he  judge  the 
world  :  and  the  people  with  equity. 

PSALM  XCIX.    Dominus  regnavit. 

THE  Lord  is  King,  be  the  people  never 
so  impatient  :  he  sitteth  between  the 
cherubims,  be  the  earth  never  so  unquiet 

2  The  Lord  is  great  in  Sion  :  and  high 
above  all  people. 

3  They  shadl  give  thanks  unto  thy  Name : 
which  is  great,  wonderful,  and  holy. 

4  The  King's  power  loveth  judgement; 
thou  hast  prepar^  equity  :  thou  hast  exe* 
cuted  judgement  and  righteousness  in  Jacob. 

5  O  magnify-  the  Lord  our  God  :  and  fall 
down  before  ms  footstool,  for  he  is  holy. 

6  Moses  and  Aaron  among  his  priests, 
and  Samuel  among  such  as  call  upon  his 
Name  :  these  called  upon  the  Lord,  and 
he  heard  them. 

7  He  spake  unto  them  out  of  the  cloudy 
piUar  :  for  they  kept  his  testimonies,  and 
the  law  that  he  gave  them. 

8  Thou  heardest  them,  O  Lord  our  God : 
thou  forgavest  them,  O  God,  and  punish- 
edst  their  own  inventions. 

9  O  magnify  the  Lord   our  Grod,  and 
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worship  him  upon  his  holy  hill  :  for  the 
Lord  our  God  is  holy. 

PSALM  C.  Jubilate  Deo. 

OBE  joyful  in  the  Lord,  all  ye  lands  : 
serve   the  Lord   with   gladness,  and 
come  before  his  presence  with  a  song. 

2  Be  ye  sure  that  the  Lord  he  is  God  : 
it  is  he  that  hath  made  us,  and  not  we 
ourselves ;  we  are  his  people,  and  the  sheep 
of  his  pasture. 

3  O  go  your  way  into  his  gates  with 
thanksgiving,  and  into  his  courts  with 
praise  :  be  thankful  unto  him,  and  speak 
good  of  his  Name. 

4  For  the  Lord  is  gracious,  his  mercy  is 
everlasting  :  and  his  truth  endureth  from 
generation  to  generation. 

PSAUif  CI.   Mieaieordiam  etjudieium. 

"jl  T  Y  song  shall  be  of  mercy  and  judge- 
jLVL  ment :  unto  thee,  O  Lord,  will  I  sing. 

2  O  let  me  have  understanding  :  in  the 
way  of  godliness. 

3  When  wilt  thou  come  unto  me  :  I  will 
walk  in  my  house  with  a  perfect  heart 

4  I  will  take  no  wicked  thing  in  hand ; 
I  hate  the  sins  of  unfaithfulness  :  there 
shall  no  such  cleave  unto  me. 

5  A  froward  heart  shall  depart  from  me : 
I  will  not  know  a  wicked  person. 

6  Whoso  privily  slandereth  his  neigh- 
bour :  him  will  I  destroy. 
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7  Whoso  hath  also  a  proud  look  and  high 
stomach  :  I  will  not  suffer  hun. 

8  Mine  eyes  look  upon  such  as  are  feith- 
fill  in  the  land  :  that  they  may  dwell  with 
me. 

9  Whoso  leadeth  a  godly  life  :  he  shall 
be  my  servant. 

10  There  shall  no  deceitful  person  dwell 
in  my  house  :  he  that  telleth  lies  shall  not 
tarry  in  my  sight. 

11  I  shall  soon  destroy  all  the  ungodly 
that  are  in  the  land  :  that  I  may  root 
out  all  wicked  doers  from  the  city  of  the 
Lord. 

MORNING  PRAYER. 

PSALM  ClI.  Domine,  exaudi. 

HEAR  my  prayer,  O  Lord  :  and  let  my 
crying  come  unto  thee. 

2  Hide  not  thy  &ce  from  me  in  the  time 
of  my  trouble  :  incline  thine  ear  unto  me 
when  I  call;  O  hear  me,  and  that  right 
soon. 

3  For  my  days  are  consumed  away  like 
smoke  :  and  my  bones  are  burnt  up  as  it 
were  a  fire-brand. 

4  My  heart  is  smitten  down,  and  wither- 
ed  like  grass  :  so  that  I  forget  to  eat  my 
bread. 

5  For  the  voice  of  my  groaning  :  my 
bones  will  scarce  cleave  to  my  flesh. 
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6  I  am  become  like  a  pelican  in  the  wil- 
derness :  and  like  an  owl  that  is  in  the 
desert. 

7  I  have  watched,  and  am  even  as  it 
were  a  sparrow  :  that  sitteth  alone  upon 
the  house-top. 

8  Mine  enemies  revile  me  all  the  day 
long  :  and  they  that  are  mad  upon  me  are 
sworn  together  against  me. 

9  For  I  have  eaten  ashes  as  it  were  bread : 
and  mingled  my  drink  with  weeping ; 

10  And  that  because  of  thine  indigna- 
tion and  wrath  :  for  thou  hast  taken  me 
up,  and  cast  me  down. 

11  My  days  are  gone  like  a  shadow  : 
and  I  am  withered  like  grass. 

12  But,  thou,  O  Lord,  shalt  endure  for 
ever  :  and  thy  remembrance  throughout  all 
generations. 

13  Thou  shalt  arise,  and  have  mercy  upon 
Sion  :  for  it  is  time  that  thou  have  mercy 
upon  her,  yea,  the  time  is  come. 

14  And  why  ?  thy  servants  think  upon 
her  stones  :  and  it  pitieth  them  to  see  her 
in  the  dust. 

15  The  heathen  shall  fear  thy  Name,  O 
Lord  :  and  all  the  kings  of  the  earth  thy 
Majesty ; 

16  When  the  Lord  shall  build  up  Sion  : 
and  when  his  glory  shall  appear ; 

17  When  he  tumeth  him  unto  the  prayer 
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of  the  poor  destitute  :  and  despiseth  not 
their  desire. 

18  This  shall  be  written  for  those  that 
come  after  :  and  the  people  which  shall  be 
bom  shall  praise  the  Lord. 

19  For  he  hath  looked  down  from  his 
sanctuary  :  out  of  the  heavoi  did  the  Lord 
b^old  the  earth ; 

20  That  he  might  hear  the  mournings  of 
such  as  are  in  captivity  :  and  deliver  the 
children  appointed  unto  death ; 

21  That  they  may  declare  the  Name  of 
the  Lord  in  Sion  :  and  his  worship  at 
Jerusalem ; 

22  When  the  people  are  gathered  to- 
gether :  and  the  kingdoms  also,  to  serve 
the  Lord. 

23  He  brought  down  my  strength  in  my 
journey  :  and  shortened  my  days. 

24  But  I  said,  O  my  Grod,  take  me  not 
away  in  the  midst  of  mine  age  :  as  for  thy 
years,  they  endure  throughout  all  genera- 
tions. 

25  Thou,  Lord,  in  the  banning  hast 
laid  the  foundation  of  the  earth  :  and  the 
heavens  are  the  work  of  lliy  hands. 

26  They  shall  perish,  but  thou  shalt 
endure  :  they  all  i^all  wax  old  as  doth  a 
garment; 

27  And  as  a  vesture  shalt  thou  change 
them,  and   they   shall   be  changed   :   bat 
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thou  art  the  same,  and  thy  years  shall  not 
faU. 

28  The  children  of  thy  servants  shall 
continue  :  and  their  seed  shall  stand  fast 
in  thy  sight. 

PSALM  cm.    Benedic,  anima  mea. 

PRAISE  the  Lord,  O  my  soul  :  and  all 
that  is  within  me  praise  his  holy  Name. 

2  Praise  the  Lord,  O  my  soul  :  and  for- 
get not  all  his  benefits ; 

3  Who  forgiveth  all  thy  sin  :  and  heal- 
eth  all  thine  infirmities ; 

4  Who  saveth  thy  life  from  destruction  : 
and  crowneth  thee  with  mercy  and  loving- 
kindness  ; 

5  Who  satisfieth  thy  mouth  with  good 
things  :  making  thee  young  and  lusty  as 
an  eagle. 

6  The  Lord  executeth  righteousness  and 
judgement :  for  all  them  that  are  oppressed 
with  wrong. 

7  He  shewed  his  ways  unto  Moses  :  his 
works  unto  the  children  of  Israel. 

8  The  Lord  is  full  of  compassion  and  mer- 
cy :  long-suffering,  and  of  great  goodness. 

9  He  will  not  alway  be  chiding  :  neither 
keepeth  he  his  anger  for  ever. 

10  He  hath  not  dealt  with  us  after  our 
sins  :  nor  rewarded  us  according  to  our 
wickednesses. 

11  For  look  how  high  the  heaven  is  in 
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comparison  of  the  earth  :  so  great  is  Ms 
mercy  also  toward  them  that  fear  him. 

12  Look  how  wide  also  the  east  is  from 
the  west  :  so  &r  hath  he  set  our  sins  from 
us. 

13  Yea,  like  as  a  &.ther  pitieth  his  own 
children  :  even  so  is  the  Lord  merciful 
unto  them  that  fear  him. 

14  For  he  knoweth  whereof  we  are  made : 
he  remembereth  that  we  are  but  dust 

15  The  days  of  man  are  but  as  grass  : 
for  he  flourisheth  as  a  flower  of  the  field. 

16  For  as  soon  as  the  wind  goeth  over 
it,  it  is  gone  :  and  the  place  thereof  shall 
know  it  no  more. 

17  But  the  mercifril  goodness  of  the  Lord 
endureth  for  ever  and  ever  upon  them  that 
fear  him  :  and  his  righteousness  upon  chil- 
dren's children ; 

18  Even  upon  such  as  keep  his  cove- 
nant :  and  think  upon  his  commandments 
to  do  them. 

19  The  Lord  hath  prepared  his  seat  io 
heaven  :  and  his  kingdom  ruleth  over  all. 

20  O  praise  the  Loixl,  ye  angels  of  Us, 
ye  that  excel  in  strength  :  ye  that  fulfil  his 
commandment,  and  hearken  unto  the  voice 
of  his  words. 

21  O  praise  the  Lord,  all  ye  his  hosts  : 
ye  servants  of  his  that  do  his  pleasure. 

22  O  speak   good  of  the  Lord,  all  ye 
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works  of  his,  in  all  places  of  his  dominion  : 
praise  thou  the  Lord,  O  my  soul. 

EVENING  PRAYER. 

PSALM  CIY.   Benedie,  anima  mea. 

PRAISE  the  Lord,  O  my  soul  :  O  Lord 
my  God,  thou  art  become  exceeding 
glorious;  thou  art  clothed  with  majesty 
and  honour. 

2  Thou  deckest  thyself  with  light  as  it 
were  with  a  garment  :  and  spreadest  out 
the  heavens  liKe  a  curtain. 

3  Who  layeth  the  beams  of  his  chambers 
in  the  waters  :  and  maketh  the  clouds  his 
chariot,  and  walketh  upon  the  wings  of  the 
wind. 

4  He  maketh  his  angels  spirits  :  and  his 
ministers  a  flaming  fire. 

5  He  laid  the  foundations  of  the  earth  : 
that  it  never  should  move  at  any  time. 

6  Thou  coveredst  it  with  the  deep  like 
as  with  a  garment  :  the  waters  stand  in 
the  hills. 

7  At  thy  rebuke  they  flee  ;  at  the  voice 
of  thy  thunder  they  are  afraid. 

8  They  go  up  as  high  as  the  hills,  and 
down  to  the  valleys  beneath  :  even  unto  the 
place  which  thou  hast  appointed  for  them. 

9  Thou  hast  set  them  their  bounds  which 
they  shall  not  pass  :  neither  turn  again  to 
cover  the  earth. 
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10  He  sendefli  the  springs  into  the  rivers : 
which  run  among  the  hUls. 

11  All  beasts  of  the  field  drink  thereof : 
and  the  wild  asses  quench  their  thirst 

12  Beside  them  shall  the  fowls  of  the  air 
have  their  habitation  :  and  sing  among  the 
branches. 

13  He  watereth  the  hills  from  above  :  the 
earth  is  filled  with  the  fruit  of  thy  works. 

14  He  bringeth  forth  grass  fi>r  the  cattle : 
and  green  herb  for  the  service  of  men ; 

15  That  he  may  bring  food  out  of  the 
earth,  and  wine  that  maketh  glad  the  heart  of 
man :  and  oil  to  make  him  a  cheerful  counte- 
nance, and  bread  to  strengthen  man*8  heart 

16  The  trees  of  the  Lord  also  are  fiill  of 
sap  :  even  the  cedars  of  Libanus  which  he 
hath  planted ; 

17  Wherein  the  birds  make  their  nests  : 
and  the  fir-trees  are  a  dwelling  for  the  stoik. 

18  The  high  hills  are  a  refuge  for  the 
wild  goats  :  and  so  are  the  stony  rocks  for 
the  conies. 

19  He  appointed  the  moon  for  certain  sea- 
sons :  and  the  sun  knoweth  his  going  down. 

20  Thou  makest  darkness  that  it  may  be 
night  :  wherein  all  the  beasts  of  the  forest 
do  move. 

21  The  Uons  roaring  after  their  piey  : 
do  seek  their  meat  from  God. 

22  The  sun  ariseth,  and  they  get  them 
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away  together  :  and  lay  them  down  in  their 
dens. 

23  Man  goeth  forth  to  his  work,  and  to 
his  labour  :  until  the  evening. 

24  O  Lord,  how  manifold  are  thy  works  : 
in  wisdom  hast  thou  made  them  all ;  the 
earth  is  full  of  thy  riches. 

25  So  is  the  great  and  wide  sea  also  : 
wherein  are  things  creeping  innumerable, 
both  small  and  great  beasts. 

26  There  go  the  ships,  and  there  is  that 
Leviathan  :  whom  thou  hast  made  to  take 
his  pastime  therein. 

27  These  wait  all  upon  thee  :  that  thou 
mayest  give  them  meat  in  due  season. 

28  When  thou  givest  it  them  they  gather 
it  :  and  when  thou  openest  thy  hand  they 
are  filled  with  good. 

29  When  thou  hidest  thy  fiice  they  are  trou- 
bled :  when  thou  takest  away  their  breath 
they  die,  and  are  turned  again  to  their  dust. 

90  When  thou  lettest  thy  breath  go  forth 
they  shall  be  made  :  and  thou  shalt  renew 
the  £ice  of  the  earth. 

31  The  glorious  Majesty  of  the  Lord  shall 
endure  for  ever  :  the  Lord  shall  rejoice  in 
his  works. 

32  The  earth  shall  tremble  at  the  look  of 
him  :  if  he  do  but  touch  the  hiUs,  they  shall 
smoke. 

33  I  will  sing  unto  the  Lord  as  long  as 
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I  live  :  I  will  praise  my  Grod  while  I  have 
my  beiDg. 

34  And  so  shall  my  words  please  him  : 
my  joy  shall  be  in  the  Lord. 

35  As  for  sinners,  they  shall  be  consum- 
ed out  of  the  earth,  and  the  ungodly  shall 
come  to  an  end  :  praise  thou  the  Lord, 
O  my  soul,  praise  the  Lord. 

MORNING   PRAYER. 

PSALM  CV.    Co^Uemmi  Domino. 

OGIVE  thanks  unto  the  Lord,  and  call 
upon  his  Name  :  tell  the  people  what 
things  he  hath  done. 

2  O  let  your  songs  be  of  him,  and  praise 
him  :  and  let  your  talking  be  of  all  his 
wondrous  works. 

3  Kejoice  in  his  holy  Name  :  let  the  heart 
of  them  rejoice  that  seek  the  Lord. 

4  Seek  the  Lord  and  his  strength  :  se^ 
his  face  evermore. 

5  Kemember  the  marvellous  works  that 
he  hath  done  :  his  wonders,  and  the  judge- 
ments of  his  mouth, 

6  O  ye  seed  of  Abraham  his  servant  : 
ye  children  of  Jacob  his  chosen. 

7  He  is  the  Lord  our  God  :  his  judge- 
ments are  in  all  the  world. 

8  He  hath  been  alway  mindful  of  his 
covenant  and  promise  :  that  he  made  to  a 
thousand  generations ; 
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9  Even  the  covenant  that  he  made  with 
Abraham :  and  the  oath  that  he  sware  unto 
Isaac; 

10  And  appointed  the  same  unto  Jacob 
for  a  law  :  and  to  Israel  for  an  everlasting 
testament ; 

11  Saying,  Unto  thee  will  I  give  the  land 
of  Canaan  :  the  lot  of  your  inheritance ; 

12  When  there  were  yet  but  a  few  of 
them  :  and  they  strangers  in  the  land ; 

13  What  time  as  they  went  from  one 
nation  to  another  :  from  one  kingdom  to 
another  people ; 

14  He  suffered  no  man  to  do  them  wrong : 
but  reproved  even  kings  for  their  sakes ; 

15  Touch  not  mine  Anointed  :  and  do 
my  prophets  no  harm. 

16  Moreover,  he  called  for  a  dearth  upon 
the  land  :  and  destroyed  all  the  provision 
of  bread. 

17  But  he  had  sent  a  man  before  them  : 
even  Joseph,  who  was  sold  to  be  a  bond- 
servant ; 

18  Whose  feet  they  hurt  in  the  stocks  : 
the  iron  entered  into  his  soul ; 

19  Until  the  time  came  that  his  cause  was 
known  :  the  word  of  the  Lord  tried  him. 

20  The  king  sent,  and  delivered  him  : 
the  prince  of  the  people  let  him  go  free. 

.   21  He  made  him  lord  also  of  his  house  : 
and  ruler  of  all  his  substance ; 
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22  That  he  might  inform  his  princes  after 
his  will  :  and  teach  his  senators  wisdom. 

23  Israel  also  came  into  Egypt :  and  Ja- 
cob was  a  stranger  in  the  land  of  Ham. 

24  And  he  increased  his  people  exceed- 
ingly :  and  made  them  stronger  than  their 
enemies ; 

25  Whose  heart  turned  so,  that  they 
hated  his  people  :  and  dealt  untruly  with 
his  servants. 

26  Then  sent  he  Moses  his  servant :  and 
Aaron  whom  he  had  chosen. 

27  And  these  shewed  his  tokens  among 
them  :  and  wonders  in  the  land  of  Ham. 

28  He  sent  darkness,  and  it  was  dark : 
and  they  were  not  obedient  unto  his  word. 

29  He  turned  their  waters  into  blood  : 
and  slew  their  fish. 

30  Their  land  brought  forth  frogs  :  yea, 
even  in  their  kings'  chambers. 

31  He  spake  the  word,  and  there  came  all 
manner  of  flies  :  and  lice  in  all  their  quarters. 

32  He  gave  them  hailHstones  for  rain  : 
and  flames  of  fire  in  their  land. 

33  He  smote  their  vines  also  and  fig- 
trees  :  and  destroyed  the  trees  that  were 
in  their  coasts. 

34  He  spake  the  word,  and  the  grasshop- 
pers came,  and  caterpillars  innumerable  : 
and  did  eat  up  all  the  grass  in  their  land, 
and  devoured  the  fruit  of  their  ground. 
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35  He  smote  all  the  first-bom  in  their 
land  :  even  the  chief  of  all  their  strength. 

36  He  brought  them  forth  also  with  sil- 
ver and  gold  :  there  was  not  one  feeble 
person  among  their  tribes. 

37  Egypt  was  glad  at  their  departing  : 
for  they  were  afraid  of  them. 

38  He  spread  out  a  cloud  to  be  a  covering : 
and  fire  to  give  light  in  the  night-season. 

39  At  their  desire  he  brought  quails  :  and 
he  filled  them  with  the  bread  of  heaven. 

40  He  opened  the  rock  of  stone,  and  the 
waters  flowed  out  :  so  that  rivers  ran  in 
the  dry  places. 

41  For  why?  he  remembered  his  holy 
promise  :  and  Abraham  his  servant. 

42  And  he  brought  forth  his  people  with 
joy  :  and  his  chosen  with  gladness ; 

43  And  gave  them  the  lands  of  the 
heathen  :  and  they  took  the  labours  of  the 
people  in  possession ; 

44  That  they  might  keep  his  statutes  : 
and  observe  his  laws. 

KVENJNG   PRAYKK. 

PSALM  CVI.    Cot0temini  Domino. 

OGIVE  thanks  unto  the  Lord,  for  he 
is  gracious  :  and  his  mercy  endureth 
for  ever. 

2  Who  can  express  the  noble  acts  of  the 
Lord  :  or  shew  forth  all  his  praise  ? 
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3  Blessed  are  they  that  alway  keep  judge- 
ment :  and  do  righteousness. 

4  Remember  me,  O  Lord,  according  to 
the  favour  that  thou  bearest  unto  thy  peo- 
ple :  O  Visit  me  with  thy  salvation ; 

5  That  I  may  see  the  felicity  of  thy  chosen: 
and  rejoice  in  the  gladness  of  thy  people, 
and  give  thanks  with  thine  inheritance. 

6  We  have  sinned  with  our  Others  :  we 
have  done  amiss,  and  dealt  wickedly. 

7  Our  fathers  regarded  not  ihy  wonders 
in  Egypt,  neither  kept  they  thy  great  good- 
ness in  remembrance  :  but  were  disobeoieot 
at  the  sea,  even  at  the  Red  sea. 

8  Nevertheless,  he  helped  them  for  his 
Name's  sake  :  that  he  might  make  his 
power  to  be  known. 

9  He  rebuked  the  Red  sea  also,  and  it 
was  dried  up  :  so  he  led  them  through  the 
deep,  as  through  a  wilderness. 

10  And  he  saved  them  from  the  advet' 
sary's  hand  :  and  delivered  them  from  the 
hand  of  the  enemy. 

11  As  for  those  that  troubled  them,  the 
waters  overwhelmed  them  :  there  was  not 
one  of  them  left. 

12  Then  believed  they  his  words  :  and 
sang  praise  unto  him. 

13  But  within  a  while  they  forgat  his 
works  :  and  would  not  abide  his  counsel. 

14  But  lust  came  upon  them  in  the  wil* 
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demess  :  and  they  tempted  God  in  the 
desert 

15  And  he  gave  them  their  desire  :  and 
sent  leanness  withal  into  their  soul. 

16  They  angered  Moses  also  in  the  tents  : 
and  Aaron  the  saint  of  the  Lord. 

17  So  the  earth  opened,  and  swallowed 
up  Dathan  :  and  covered  the  congregation 
of  Abiram. 

18  And  the  fire  was  kindled  in  their  com- 
pany :  the  flame  burnt  up  the  ungodly. 

19  They  made  a  calf  in  Horeb  :  and 
worshipped  the  molten  image. 

20  Thus  they  turned  their  glory  :  into 
the  similitude  of  a  calf  that  eateth  hay. 

21  And  they  forgat  God  their  Saviour  : 
who  had  done  so  great  things  in  ]Bgypt ; 

22  Wondrous  works  in  the  land  of  Ham  : 
and  fearful  things  by  the  Red  sea. 

23  So  he  said,  he  would  have  destroyed 
them,  had  not  Moses  his  chosen  stood  before 
him  in  the  gap  :  to  turn  away  his  wrathful 
indignation,  lest  he  should  destroy  them. 

24  Yea,  they  thought  scorn  of  that  pleasant 
land  :  and  gave  no  credence  unto  his  word ; 

25  But  murmured  in  their  tents  :  and 
hearkened  not  unto  the  voice  of  the  Lord. 

26  Then  lift  he  up  his  hand  against  them  : 
to  overthrow  them  in  the  wilderness ; 

27  To  cast  out  their  seed  among  the  na- 
tions :  and  to  scatter  them  in  the  lands. 
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28  They  joined  them8elves  unto  Baal- 
peor  :  and  ate  the  offerings  of  the  dead. 

29  Thus  they  provoked  him  to  anger 
with  their  own  inventions  :  and  the  plague 
was  great  among  them. 

30  Then  stood  up  Phinees  and  prayed : 
and  so  the  plague  ceased. 

31  And  that  was  counted  unto  him  for 
righteousness  :  among  all  posterities  for 
evermore. 

32  They  angered  him  also  at  the  waters 
of  strife  :  so  that  he  punished  Moses  for 
their  sakes ; 

33  Because  they  provoked  his  spirit  :  so 
that  he  spake  unadvisedly  with  his  lips. 

34  Neither  destroyed  they  the  heathen  : 
as  the  Lord  commanded  them ; 

35  But  were  mingled  among  the  heathen : 
and  learned  their  works. 

36  Insomuch  that  they  worshipped  their 
idols,  which  turned  to  their  own  decay :  yea, 
they  offered  their  sons  and  their  daughters 
unto  devils ; 

37  And  shed  innocent  blood,  even  the 
blood  of  their  sons  and  of  their  daughters : 
whom  they  offered  unto  the  idols  of  Canaan; 
and  the  land  was  defiled  with  blood. 

38  Thus  were  they  stained  with  their 
own  works  :  and  went  a  whoring  with  their 
own  inventions. 

39  Therefore  was  the  wrath  of  the  Lord

kindled  against  his  people  :  insomuch  that 
he  abhorred  his  own  inheritance. 

40  And  he  gave  them  over  into  the  hand 
of  the  heathen  :  and  they  that  hated  them 
were  lords  over  them. 

41  Their  enemies  oppressed  lliem  :  and 
had  them  in  subjection. 

42  Many  a  time  did  he  deliver  them  : 
but  they  rebelled  against  him  with  their 
own  inventions,  and  were  brought  down  in 
their  wickedness. 

43  Nevertheless,  when  he  saw  their  ad- 
versity :  he  heard  their  complaint. 

44  He  thought  upon  his  covenant,  and 
pitied  them,  according  unto  the  multitude 
of  his  mercies  :  yea,  he  made  all  those  that 
led  them  away  captive  to  pity  them. 

45  Deliver  us,  O  Lord  our  God,  and 
gather  us  from  among  the  heathen  :  that 
we  may  give  thanks  unto  thy  holy  Name, 
and  make  our  boast  of  thy  praise. 

46  Blessed  be  the  Lord  God  of  Israel 
from  everlasting,  and  world  without  end  : 
and  let  all  the  people  say.  Amen. 

MORNING   PRAYER. 

PSALM  CVn.    C<mfitemmi  Domino. 

OGIVE  thanks  unto  the  Lord,  for  he 
is  gracious  :  and  his  mercy  endureth 
for  ever. 

2  Let  them  give  thanks  whom  the  Lord 
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hath  redeemed  :  and  delivered  from  the 
hand  of  the  enemy ; 

3  And  gathered  them  out  of  the  lands, 
from  the  east,  and  from  the  west  :  from 
the  north,  and  from  the  south. 

4  They  went  astray  in  the  wilderness  out 
of  the  way  :  and  found  no  city  to  dwell  in; 

5  Hungry  and  thirsty  :  their  soul  fainted 
in  them. 

6  So  they  cried  unto  the  Lord  in  their 
trouble  :  and  he  delivered  them  from  their 
distress. 

7  He  led  them  forth  by  the  right  way : 
that  they  might  go  to  the  city  where  they 
dwelt. 

8  O  that  men  would  therefore  praise  the 
Lord  for  his  goodness  :  and  declare  the 
wonders  that  he  doeth  for  the  children  of 
men! 

9  For  he  satisfieth  the  empty  soul  :  and 
filleth  the  hungry  soul  with  goodness. 

10  Such  as  sit  in  darkness,  and  in  the 
shadow  of  death  :  being  fast  bound  in  mi- 
sery and  iron ; 

11  Because  they  rebelled  against  the  words 
of  the  Lord  :  and  lightly  regarded  the  coun- 
sel of  the  most  Highest ; 

12  He  also  brought  down  their  heart 
through  heaviness  :  they  fell  down,  and 
there  was  none  to  help  them. 

13  So  when  they  cried  unto  the  Lord 
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in  their  trouble  :  he  delivered  them  out  of 
their  distress. 

14  For  he  brought  them  out  of  darkness, 
and  out  of  the  shadow  of  death  :  and  brake 
their  bonds  in  sunder. 

15  O  that  men  would  therefore  praise 
the  Lord  for  his  goodness  :  and  declare  the 
wonders  that  he  doeth  for  the  children  of 
men! 

16  For  he  hath  broken  the  gates  of  brass  : 
and  smitten  the  bars  of  iron  in  sunder. 

17  Foolish  men  are  pished  for  their 
offence  :  and  because  of  their  wickedness. 

18  Their  soul  abhorred  all  manner  of 
meat :  and  they  were  even  hard  at  death's 
door. 

19  So  when  they  cried  unto  the  Lord  in 
their  trouble  :  he  delivered  them  out  of 
their  distress. 

20  He  sent  his  word,  and  healed  them  : 
and  they  were  saved  from  their  destruction. 

21  O  that  men  would  therefore  praise  the 
Lord  for  his  goodness  :  and  declare  the  won- 
ders that  he  doeth  for  the  children  of  men ! 

22  That  they  would  offer  unto  him  the 
sacrifice  of  thanksgiving  :  and  tell  out  his 
works  with  gladness ! 

23  They  that  go  down  to  the  sea  in  ships  : 
and  occupy  their  business  in  great  waters ; 

24  These  men  see  the  works  of  the  Lord  : 
and  his  wonders  in  the  deep. 
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25  For  at  his  word  the  stormy  wind  aris- 
eth  :  which  lifteth  up  the  waves  thereof. 

26  They  are  carried  up  to  the  heaven, 
and  down  again  to  the  deep  :  their  soul 
melteth  away  because  of  the  trouble. 

27  They  reel  to  and  fi*o,  and  stagger  like 
a  drunken  man  :  and  sure  at  their  wit's  end. 

28  So  when  they  cry  unto  the  Lord  in 
their  trouble  :  he  delivereth  them  out  of 
their  distress. 

29  For  he  maketh  the  storm  to  cease  : 
so  that  the  waves  thereof  are  still. 

30  Then  are  they  glad,  because  they  are 
at  rest  :  and  so  he  bringeth  them  unto  the 
haven  where  they  would  be. 

31 0  that  men  would  therefore  praise  the 
Lord  for  his  goodness  :  and  declare  the  won- 
ders that  he  doeth  for  the  children  of  men! 

32  That  they  would  exalt  him  also  in 
the  congregation  of  the  people  :  and  praise 
him  in  the  seat  of  the  elders ! 

33  Who  tumeth  the  floods  into  a  wilder- 
ness :  and  drieth  up  the  water-springs. 

34  A  fhiitAil  land  maketh  he  barren  :  for 
the  wickedness  of  them  that  dwell  therein. 

35  Again,  he  maketh  the  wilderness  a 
standing  water  :  and  water-springs  of  a  dry 
ground. 

36  And  there  he  setteth  the  hungry  :  that 
they  may  build  them  a  city  to  dwell  in ; 

37  That  they  may  sow  their  land,  and 
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plant  vineyards  :  to  yield  them  fruits  of 
increase. 

38  He  blesseth  them,  so  that  they  mul- 
tiply exceedingly  :  and  suffereth  not  their 
cattle  to  decrease. 

39  And  again,  when  they  are  minished, 
and  brought  low  :  through  oppression, 
through  any  plague,  or  trouble ; 

40  Though  he  suffer  them  to  be  evil 
intreated  through  tyrants  :  and  let  them 
wander  out  of  the  way  in  the  wilderness ; 

41  Yet  helpeth  he  the  poor  out  of  misery : 
and  maketh  him  housholds  like  a  flock  of 
sheep. 

42  The  righteous  will  consider  this,  and 
rejoice  .*  and  the  mouth  of  all  wickedness 
shall  be  stopped. 

43  Whoso  is  wise  will  ponder  these  things : 
and  they  shall  understand  the  loving-kind- 
ness of  the  Lord.

2  Awake,  thou  lute,  and  harp  :  I  myself 
will  awake  right  early. 

3  I  will  ^ve  thanks  unto  thee,  O  Lord, 
among  the  people  :  I  will  sing  praises  unto 
thee  among  the  nations. 
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4  For  thy  mercy  is  greater  than  the 
heavens  :  and  thy  truth  reacheth  unto  the 
clouds. 

5  Set  up  thyself,  O  God,  above  the  hea- 
vens :  and  thy  glory  above  all  the  earth. 

6  That  thy  beloved  may  be  delivered :  let 
thy  right  hand  save  them,  and  hear  thou  me. 

7  God  hath  spoken  in  his  holiness  :  I 
will  rejoice  therefore,  and  divide  Sichem, 
and  mete  out  the  valley  of  Succoth. 

8  Gilead  is  mine,  and  Manasses  is  mine  : 
Ephraim  also  is  the  strength  of  my  head. 

9  Judah  is  my  law-giver,  Moab  is  my 
wash-pot  :  over  Edom  will  I  cast  out  my 
shoe ;  upon  FhiUstia  will  I  triumph. 

10  Who  will  lead  me  into  the  strong 
city  :  and  who  will  bring  me  into  !Edom  ? 

11  Hast  not  thou  forsaken  us,  O  God  : 
and  wilt  not  thou,  O  God,  go  forth  with 
our  hosts  ? 

12  O  help  us  against  the  enemy  :  for 
vain  is  the  help  of  man. 

13  Through  God  we  shall  do  great  acts : 
and  it  is  he  that  shall  tread  down  our  ene- 
mies. 

PSALM  CDC.    Deuslaudum. 

HOLD  not  thy  tongue,  O  God  of  my 
praise  :  for  the  mouth  of  the  ungodly, 
yea,  the  mouth  of  the  deceitful  is  opened 
upon  me. 

2  And  they  have  spoken  against  me  with 
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&Ise  tongues  :  they  compassed  me  about 
also  with  words  of  hatred,  and  fought  a- 
gainst  me  without  a  cause. 

3  For  the  love  that  I  had  unto  them, 
lo,  they  take  now  my  contrary  part  ;  but 
I  give  myself  unto  prayer. 

4  Thus  have  they  rewarded  me  evil  for 
good  :  and  hatred  for  my  good  will. 

5  Set  thou  an  ungodly  man  to  be  ruler 
over  him  :  and  let  Satan  stand  at  his  right 
hand. 

6  When  sentence  is  given  upon  him,  let 
him  be  condemned  :  and  let  his  prayer  be 
turned  into  sin. 

7  Let  his  days  be  few  :  and  let  another 
take  his  office. 

8  Let  his  children  be  fatherless  :  and  his 
wife  a  widow. 

9  Let  his  children  be  vagabonds,  and 
beg  their  bread  :  let  them  seek  it  also  out 
of  desolate  places. 

10  Let  the  extortioner  consume  all  that  he 
hath  :  and  let  the  stranger  spoil  his  labour. 

11  Let  there  be  no  man  to  pity  him  : 
nor  to  have  compassion  upon  his  fatherless 
children. 

12  Let  his  posterity  be  destroyed  :  and 
in  the  next  generation  let  his  name  be  clean 
put  out. 

13  Let  the  wickedness  of  his  Others  be 
had  in  remembrance  in  the  sight  of  the 
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liord  :  and  let  not  the  sin  of  his  mother 
be  done  away. 

14  Let  them  alway  be  before  the  Lord : 
that  he  may  root  out  the  memorial  of  them 
from  off  the  earth ; 

15  And  that,  because  his  mind  was  not 
to  do  good  :  but  persecuted  the  poor  help- 
less man,  that  he  might  slay  him  that  was 
vexed  at  the  heart 

16  His  delight  was  in  cursing,  and  H 
shall  happen  unto  him  :  he  loved  not  bless* 
ing,  therefore  shall  it  be  far  from  him. 

17  He  clothed  himself  with  cursing,  like 
as  with  a  raiment :  and  it  shall  come  into 
his  bowels  like  water,  and  like  oil  into  his 
bones. 

18  Let  it  be  unto  him  as  the  cloke  that 
he  hath  upon  him  :  and  as  the  girdle  that 
he  is  alway  ^ded  withal. 

19  Let  it  thus  happen  from  the  liOrd 
unto  mine  enemies  :  and  to  those  that  speak 
evil  against  my  soul. 

20  But  deal  thou  with  me,  O  Lord  God, 
according  unto  thy  Name  :  for  sweet  is  thy 
mercy. 

21  O  deliver  me,  for  I  am  helpless  and 
poor  :  and  my  heart  is  woundeid  within 
me. 

22  I  go  hence  like  the  shadow  that 
departeth  :  and  am  driven  away  as  the 
grasshopper. 
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23  My  knees  are  weak  through  fasting  : 
my  flesh  is  dried  up  for  want  of  fatness. 

24  I  became  also  a  reproach  unto  them  : 
they  that  looked  upon  me  shaked  their 
heads. 

25  Help  me,  O  Lord  my  God  :  O  save 
me  according  to  thy  mercy ; 

26  And  they  shall  know,  how  that  this  is 
thy  hand :  and  that  thou,  Lord,  hast  done  it. 

27  Though  they  curse,  yet  bless  thou  : 
and  let  them  be  confounded  that  rise  up 
against  me ;  but  let  thy  servant  rejoice. 

28  Let  mine  adversaries  be  clothed  with 
shame  :  and  let  them  cover  themselves  with 
their  own  confusion,  as  with  a  cloke. 

29  As  for  me,  I  will  give  great  thanks 
unto  the  Lord  with  my  mouth  :  and  praise 
him  among  the  multitude ; 

30  For  he  shall  stand  at  the  right  hand 
of  the  poor  :  to  save  his  soul  from  unrigh> 
teous  judges. 

MORNING  PRAYER. 

PSALM  ex.  DioBit  Domimu. 

THE  Lord  said  unto  my  Lord  :  Sit  thou 
on  my  right  hand,  until  I  make  thine 
enemies  thy  footstool. 

2  The  Lord  shall  send  the  rod  of  thy 
power  out  of  Sion  :  be  thou  ruler,  even  in 
the  midst  among  thine  enemies. 

3  In  the  day  of  thy  power  shall  the  people 
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offer  thee  free-wiU  offerings  with  an  holy 
worship  :  the  dew  of  thy  birth  is  of  the 
womb  of  tbe  morning. 

4  The  Lord  sware,  and  will  not  repent : 
Thou  art  a  Priest  for  ever  after  the  order 
of  Melchisedech. 

5  The  Lord  upon  thy  rieht  hand  :  shall 
wound  even  Un^  in  the  day  of  his  wratL 

6  He  shall  judge  among  the  heathen ;  he 
shall  fill  the  places  with  the  dead  bodies  : 
and  smite  in  sund^  the  heads  over  divers 
countries. 

7  He  shall  drink  of  the  brook  in  the 
way  :  therefore  shall  he  lift  up  his  head. 

PSALM  CXI.    ConJUebar  tUn. 

I  WILL  give  thanks  unto  the  Lord  with 
my  whole  heart  :  secretly  among  the 
feithful,  and  in  the  congregation. 

2  The  works  of  the  Lord  are  great  : 
sought  out  of  all  them  that  have  pleasure 
therein. 

3  His  work  is  worthy  to  be  praised,  and 
had  in  honour  :  and  his  righteousness  en- 
dureth  for  ever. 

4  The  merciftil  and  gracious  Lord  hath 
so  done  his  marvellous  works  :  that  they 
ought  to  be  had  in  remembrance. 

5  He  hath  given  meat  unto  them  that 
fear  him  :  he  shall  ever  be  mindftd  of  his 
covenant. 

6  He  hath  shewed  his  people  the  power 
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of  his  works  :  that  he  may  give  them  the 
heritage  of  the  heathen. 

7  The  works  of  his  hands  are  verity  and 
judgement :  all  his  commandments  are  tine. 

8  They  stand  fast  for  ever  and  ever  :  and 
are  done  in  truth  and  equity. 

9  He  sent  redemption  unto  his  people  : 
he  hath  commanded  his  covenant  for  ever ; 
holy  and  reverend  is  his  Name. 

10  The  fear  of  the  Lord  is  the  begin- 
ning of  wisdom  :  a  good  understanding 
have  all  they  that  do  thereafter ;  the  praise 
of  it  endureth  for  ever. 

PSALM  CXn.    Beatusvir. 

BLSSSED  is  the  man  that  feareth  the 
Lord  :  he  hath  great  delight  in  his 
commandments. 

2  His  seed  shall  be  mighty  upon  earth :  the 
generation  of  the  faithful  shall  be  blessed. 

3  Riches  and  plenteousness  shall  be  in 
his  house  :  and  his  righteousness  endureth 
for  ever. 

4  Unto  the  godly  there  ariseth  up  light 
in  the  darkness  :  he  is  merciful,  loving, 
and  righteous. 

5  A  good  man  is  merciful,  and  lendeth  : 
and  will  guide  his  words  with  discretion. 

6  For  he  shall  never  be  moved  :  and 
the  righteous  shall  be  had  in  everlasting 
remembrance. 

7  He  will  not  be  afraid  of  any  evil  tid- 
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ings  :  for  his  heart  standeth  ^t,  and  be* 
lieveth  in  the  Lord. 

8  His  heart  is  established,  and  will  not 
shrink  :  until  he  see  his  desire  upon  his 
enemies. 

9  He  hath  dispersed  abroad,  and  ^ven 
to  the  poor  :  and  his  righteousness  remain- 
eth  for  ever ;  his  horn  shall  be  exalted  with 
honour. 

10  The  ungodly  shall  see  it,  and  it  shall 
grieve  him  :  he  shall  gnash  with  his  teeth, 
and  consume  away ;  the  desire  of  the  un- 
godly shall  perish. 

PSALM  CXni.    Mudate,  pueri. 

PIAISE  the  Lord,  ye  servants :  O  praise 
the  Name  of  the  Lord. 

2  Blessed  be  the  Name  of  the  Lord  : 
from  this  time  forth  for  evermore. 

3  The  Lord's  Name  is  praised  :  from  the 
rising  up  of  the  sun  unto  the  going  down 
of  the  same. 

4  The  Lord  is  high  above  all  heathen : 
and  his  glory  above  the  heavens.

14  And  made  Israel  to  go  through  the 
midst  of  it  :  for  his  mercy  endureth  for 
ever. 

15  But  as  for  Pharaoh  and  his  host,  he 
overthrew  them  in  the  Red  sea  :  for  his 
mercy  endureth  for  ever. 

16  Who  led  his  people  through  the  wil- 
derness :  for  his  mercy  endureth  for  ever. 

17  Who  smote  great  kings :  for  his  mercy 
endureth  for  ever ; 

18  Tea,  and  slew  mighty  kings  :  for  his 
mercy  endureth  for  ever ; 

19  Sehon  king  of  the  Amorites  :  for  his 
mercy  endureth  for  ever ; 

20  And  Og  the  king  of  Basan  :  for  his 
mercy  endureth  for  ever ; 

21  And  gave  away  their  land  for  an  he- 
ritage :  for  his  mercy  endureth  for  ever ; 

22  Even  for  an  heritage  unto  Israel  his 
servant :  for  his  mercy  endureth  for  ever. 

23  Who  remembered  us  when  we  were 
in  trouble  :  for  his  mercy  endureth  for 
ever ; 
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24  And  hath  delivered  us  from  our  ene- 
mies :  for  his  mercy  endureth  for  ever. 

25  Who  giveth  food  to  all  flesh  :  for  lus 
mercy  endureth  for  ever. 

26  O  give  thanks  unto  the  God  of  hea- 
ven :  for  his  mercy  endureth  for  ever. 

27  O  give  thanks  unto  the  Lord  of  lords  : 
for  his  mercy  endureth  for  ever. 

PSALM  CXXXYIL   Super  flumim. 

BY  the  waters  of  Babylon  we  sat  down 
and  wept :  when  we  remembered  thee, 
O  Sion. 

2  As  for  our  harps,  we  hanged  them  up  : 
upon  the  trees  that  are  therein. 

3  For  they  that  led  us  away  captive  re- 
quired of  us  then  a  song,  and  melody,  in  our 
heaviness :  Sing  us  one  of  the  songs  of  Sion. 

4  How  shall  we  sing  the  Lord's  song  : 
in  a  strange  land  ? 

5  If  I  forget  thee,  O  Jerusalem  :  let  my 
right  hand  forget  her  cunning. 

6  If  I  do  not  remember  thee,  let  my 
tongue  cleave  to  the  roof  of  my  mouth  : 
yea,  if  I  prefer  not  Jerusalem  in  my  mirth. 

7  Remember  the  children  of  Edom,  O 
Ix>rd,  in  the  day  of  Jerusalem  :  how  they 
said,  Down  wiA  it,  down  with  it,  even  to 
the  ground. 

8  O  daughter  of  Babylon,  wasted  with 
misery  :  yea,  happy  shall  he  be  that  re- 
wardeth  thee,  as  thou  hast  served  us. 
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9  Blessed  shall  he  be  that  taketh  thy 
children  :  and  throweth  them  against  the 
stones. 

PSALM  CXXXVIII.    ConJUOor  iSn. 

I  WILL  give  thanks  unto  thee,  O  Lord, 
with  my  whole  heart  :  even  before  the 
gods  will  I  sing  praise  unto  thee. 

2  I  will  worship  toward  thy  holy  temple, 
and  praise  thy  Name,  because  of  thy  lov- 
ing-kindness and  truth  :  for  thou  hast  mag- 
nified thy  Name,  and  thy  Word,  above  all 
things. 

3  When  I  called  upon  thee,  thou  heard- 
est  me  :  and  enduedst  my  soul  with  much 
strength. 

4  All  the  kings  of  the  earth  shall  praise 
thee,  O  Lord  :  for  they  have  heard  the 
words  of  thy  mouth. 

5  Yea,  they  shall  sing  in  the  ways  of 
the  Lord  :  that  great  is  the  glory  of  the 
Liord. 

6  For  though  the  Lord  be  high,  yet 
hath  he  respect  unto  the  lowly  :  as  for  the 
proud,  he  beholdeth  them  a&r  off. 

7  Though  I  walk  in  the  midst  of  trou- 
ble, yet  shalt  thou  refresh  me  :  thou  shalt 
stretch  forth  thy  hand  upon  the  fiiriousness 
of  mine  enemies,  and  thy  right  hand  shall 
save  me. 

8  The  liord  shall  make  good  his  loving* 
kindness  toward  me  :  yea,  thy  mercy,  O 
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Lord,  endureth  for  ever;  despise  not  then 
the  works  of  thine  own  hands. 

MORNING  PRAYER. 

PSALM  CXXXIX.   Domine,  probasti. 

OLORD,  thou  hast  searched  me  out, 
and  known  me  :  thou  knowest  my 
down-sitting,  and  mine  up-rising ;  thou  un- 
derstandest  my  thoughts  long  before. 

2  Thou  art  about  my  path,  and  about 
my  bed  :  and  spiest  out  all  my  ways. 

3  For  lo,  there  is  not  a  word  in  my 
tongue  :  but  diou,  O  liord,  knowest  it 
altogether. 

4  Thou  hast  fashioned  me  behind  and 
before  :  and  laid  thine  hand  upon  me. 

5  Such  knowledge  is  too  wonderful  and 
excellent  for  me  :  I  cannot  attain  unto  it. 

6  Whither  shall  I  go  then  from  thy  Spi- 
rit :  or  whither  shall  I  go  then  from  thy 
presence  ? 

7  If  I  climb  up  into  heaven,  thou  art 
there  :  if  I  go  down  to  hell,  thou  art  there 
also. 

8  If  I  take  the  wings  of  the  morning :  and 
remain  in  the  uttermost  parts  of  the  sea ; 

9  Even  there  also  shall  thy  hand  lead 
me  :  and  thy  right  hand  shall  hold  me. 

10  If  I  say,  Peradventure  the  darkness 
shall  cover  me  :  then  shall  my  night  be 
turned  to  day. 
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11  Tea,  the  darkness  is  no  darkness  with 
thee,  but  the  night  is  as  clear  as  the  day  : 
the  darkness  and  light  to  thee  are  both 
alike. 

12  For  my  reins  are  thine  :  thou  hast 
covered  me  in  my  mother's  womb. 

13  I  will  give  thanks  unto  thee,  for  I 
am  fearfully  and  wonderfiiUy  made  :  mar- 
vellous are  thy  works,  and  that  my  soul 
knoweth  right  well. 

14  My  bones  are  not  hid  from  thee  : 
though  I  be  made  secretly,  and  £ishioned 
beneath  in  the  earth. 

15  Thine  eyes  did  see  my  substance,  yet 
being  imperfect  :  and  in  thy  book  were  all 
my  members  written ; 

16  Which  day  by  day  were  £ishioned  : 
when  as  yet  there  was  none  of  them. 

17  How  dear  are  thy  counsels  unto  me, 
O  God  :  O  how  great  is  the  sum  of  them  I 

18  If  I  tell  them,  they  are  more  in  num- 
ber than  the  sand  :  when  I  wake  up  I  am 
present  with  thee. 

19  Wilt  thou  not  slay  the  wicked,  O  God : 
depart  from  me,  ye  blood-thirsty  men. 

20  For  they  speak  unrighteously  against 
thee  :  and  thine  enemies  take  thy  Name 
in  vain. 

21  Do  not  I  hate  them,  O  Lord,  tihat 
hate  thee  :  and  am  not  I  grieved  with 
those  that  rise  up  against  thee  ? 
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22  Yea,  I  hate  them  right  sore  :  even  as 
though  they  were  mine  enemies. 

23  Try  me,  O  God,  and  seek  the  ground 
of  my  heart  :  prove  me,  and  examine  my 
thoughts. 

24  Look  well  if  there  be  any  way  of 
wickedness  in  me  :  and  lead  me  in  the  way 
everlasting. 

PSALM  CXL.   Eripe  me,  Domine. 

DELIVER  me,  O  Lord,  from  the  evil 
man  :  and  preserve  me  from  the  wick- 
ed man. 

2  Who  imagine  mischief  in  their  hearts  : 
and  stir  up  stnfe  all  the  day  long. 

3  They  have  sharpened  their  tongues  like 
a  serpent :  adder's  poison  is  under  their  lips. 

4  Keep  me,  O  Lord,  from  the  hands  of 
the  ungodly  :  preserve  me  from  the  wicked 
men,  who  are  purposed  to  overthrow  my 
goings. 

5  The  proud  have  laid  a  snare  for  me, 
and  spread  a  net  abroad  with  cords  :  yea, 
and  set  traps  in  my  way. 

6 1  said  unto  the  Lord,  Thou  art  my  God : 
hear  the  voice  of  my  prayers,  O  Lord. 

7  O  Lord  God,  thou  strength  of  my 
health  :  thou  hast  covered  my  head  in  the 
day  of  battle. 

8  Let  not  the  ungodly  have  his  desire,  O 
Lord  :  let  not  his  mischievous  imagination 
prosper,  lest  they  be  too  proud. 
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9  Let  the  mischief  of  their  own  lips  M 
upon  the  head  of  them  :  that  compass  me 
about. 

10  Xiet  hot  burning  coals  fall  upon  them  : 
let  them  be  cast  into  the  fire,  and  into  the 
pit,  that  they  never  rise  up  again. 

11  A  man  full  of  words  shall  not  prosper 
upon  the  earth  :  evil  shall  hunt  the  wicked 
person  to  overthrow  him. 

12  Sure  I  am  that  the  Lord  will  avenge 
the  poor  :  and  maintain  the  cause  of  the 
helpless. 

13  The  righteous  also  shall  give  thanks 
unto  thy  Name  :  and  the  just  shall  con- 
tinue in  thy  sight. 

PSALM  CXLI.    Domine,  damatn. 

LORD,  I  call  upon  thee,  haste  thee  unto 
me  :  and  consider  my  voice  when  I 
cry  unto  thee. 

2  Let  my  prayer  be  set  forth  in  thy  sig^t 
as  the  incense  :  and  let  the  lifting  up  of 
my  hands  be  an  evening  sacrifice. 

3  Set  a  watch,  O  Lord,  before  my  mouth : 
and  keep  the  door  of  my  lips. 

4  O  let  not  mine  heart  be  inclined  to 
any  evil  thing  :  let  me  not  be  occupied  in 
ungodly  works  with  the  men  that  work 
wickedness,  lest  I  eat  of  such  things  as 
please  them. 

5  Let  the  righteous  rather  smite  me 
friendly  :  and  reprove  me. 
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6  But  let  not  their  precious  balms  break 
my  head  :  yea,  I  will  pray  yet  against  their 
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'"f^'^eir  judges  be  ovenhrown  i„ 
stony  places  :  that  they  may  hear  my 
words,  for  they  are  sweet 

8  Our  bones  lie  scattered  before  the 
pit  :  Kke  as  when  one  breaketh  and  hew- 
eth  wood  upon  the  earth. 

9  But  mine  eyes  look  unto  thee,  O  Lord 
God  :  in  thee  is  my  trust,  O  cast  not  out 
my  soul. 

10  Keep  me  from  the  snare  that  they 
have  laid  for  me  :  and  from  the  traps  of 
the  wicked  doers. 

11  Let  the  ungodly  fall  into  their  own  nets 
together  :  and  let  me  ever  escape  them. 

KVENING  PRAYEK. 

PSALM  GXLn.    Voce  mea  ad  Ihminum. 

I  CRIED  unto  the  Lord  with  my  voice  : 
yea,  even  unto  the  Lord  did  I  make 
my  supplication. 

2  I  poured  out  my  complaints  before 
him  :  and  shewed  him  of  my  trouble. 

3  When  my  spirit  was  in  heaviness  thou 
knewest  my  path  :  in  the  way  wherein  I 
walked  have  they  privily  laid  a  snare  for 
me. 

4  I  looked  also  upon  my  right  hand  :  and 
saw  there  was  no  man  that  would  know  me. 
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5  I  had  no  place  to  flee  unto  :  and  no 
man  cared  for  my  soul. 

6  I  cried  unto  thee,  O  Lord,  and  said  : 
Thou  art  my  hope,  and  my  portion  in  the 
land  of  the  living. 

7  Consider  my  complaint  :  for  I  am 
brought  very  low. 

8  O  deliver  me  from  my  persecutors  : 
for  they  are  too  strong  for  me. 

9  Bring  my  soul  out  of  prison,  that  I 
may  give  thanks  unto  thy  Name  :  which 
thing  if  thou  wilt  grant  me,  then  shall  the 
righteous  resort  unto  my  company. 

PSALM  CXLin.    Domine,  emudi. 

HEAR  my  prayer,  O  Lord,  and  con- 
sider my  desire  :  hearken  unto  me 
for  thy  truth  and  righteousness'  sake. 

2  And  enter  not  into  judgement  with 
thy  servant  :  for  in  thy  sight  shall  no  man 
living  be  justified. 

3  For  the  enemy  hath  persecuted  my 
soul ;  he  hath  smitten  my  life  down  to  the 
ground  :  he  hath  laid  me  in  the  darkness, 
as  the  men  that  have  been  long  dead. 

4  Therefore  is  my  spirit  vexed  within 
me  :  and  my  heart  within  me  is  desolate. 

5  Tet  do  I  remember  the  time  past ;  I 
muse  upon  all  thy  works  :  yea,  I  exercise 
myself  in  the  works  of  thy  hands. 

6  I  stretch  forth  my  hands  unto  thee  :  my 
soul  gaspeth  unto  thee  as  a  thirsty  land. 
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7  Hear  me,  O  Lord,  and  that  soon,  for 
my  spirit  waxeth  faint  :  hide  not  thy  &ce 
from  me,  lest  I  be  like  unto  them  that  go 
down  into  the  pit. 

8  O  let  me  hear  thy  loving-kindness  be- 
times in  the  morning,  for  in  thee  is  my 
trust :  shew  thou  me  the  way  that  I  should 
walk  in,  for  I  lift  up  my  soul  unto  thee. 

9  Deliver  me,  O  Lord,  from  mine  ene- 
mies :  for  I  flee  unto  thee  to  hide  me. 

10  Teach  me  to  do  the  thing  that  pleas- 
eth  thee,  for  thou  art  my  God  :  let  thy 
loving  Spirit  lead  me  forth  into  the  land 
of  righteousness. 

11  Quicken  me,  O  Lord,  for  thy  Name's 
sake  :  and  for  thy  righteousness'  sake  bring 
my  soul  out  of  trouble. 

12  And  of  thy  goodness  slay  mine  ene- 
mies :  and  destroy  all  them  that  vex  my 
soul ;  for  I  am  thy  servant.

God  :  and  sing  praises  unto  thee  upon  a 
teuHstringed  lute. 

10  Thou  hast  given  victory  unto  kings  : 
and  hast  delivered  David  thy  servant  from 
the  peril  of  the  sword. 

11  Save  me,  and  deliver  me  from  the 
hand  of  strange  children  :  whose  month 
talketh  of  vanity,  and  their  right  hand  b 
a  right  hand  of  iniquity. 

12  That  our  sons  may  grow  up  as  the 
young  plants  :  and  that  our  daughters  may 
be  as  the  polished  corners  of  ihe  temple. 

13  That  our  gamers  may  be  full  and 
plenteous  with  all  manner  of  store  :  that 
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oar  sheep  may  bring  forth  thousands  and 
ten  thousands  in  our  streets. 

14  That  our  oxen  may  be  strong  to  la- 
bour, that  diere  be  no  decay  :  no  leading 
into  captivity,  and  no  complaining  in  our 
streets. 

15  Happy  are  the  people  that  are  in  such 
a  case  :  yea,  blessed  are  the  people  who 
have  the  Lord  for  their  God. 

PSALM  CXLV.   ExaUaJbo  U,  Deus. 

I  WILL  magnify  thee,  O  Grod,  my  King  : 
and  I  will  praise  thy  Name  for  ever 
and  ever. 

2  £very  day  will  I  give  thanks  unto  thee : 
and  praise  thy  Name  for  ever  and  ever. 

3  Great  is  the  Lord,  and  marvellous, 
worthy  to  be  praised  :  there  is  no  end  of 
his  greatness. 

4  One  generation  shall  praise  thy  works 
unto  another  :  and  declare  thy  power. 

5  As  for  me,  I  will  be  talking  of  thy 
worship  :  thy  glory,  thy  praise,  and  won- 
drous works ; 

6  So  that  men  shall  speak  of  the  might 
of  thy  marvellous  acts  :  and  I  will  also  tell 
of  thy  greatness.

7  The  Lord  looseth  men  out  of  prison  : 
the  Lord  giveth  sight  to  the  blind. 

8  The  Lord  helpeth  them  that  are  fallen  : 
the  liOrd  careth  for  the  righteous. 

9  The  Lord  careth  for  the  strangers ;  he 
defendeth  the  &therless  and  widow  :  as  for 
the  way  of  the  ungodly,  he  tumeth  it  up- 
side down. 

10  The  Lord  thy  God,  O  Sion,  shall  be 
King  for  evermore  :  and  throughout  all  ge- 
nerations.

VERILY,  verily  I  say  unto  you,  He  that  entereth  not  by  the  door 
into  the  sheep-fold,  but  climbeth  up  some  other  way,  the  same 
is  a  thief  and  a  robber.  But  he  that  entereth  in  by  the  door  is  the 
Shepherd  of  the  sheep.    To  him  the  porter  openeth,  and  the  sheep 
hear  his  voice ;  and  he  calleth  his  own  sheep  by  name,  and  leadeth 
them  out.  And  when  he  putteth  forth  his  own  sheep  he  goeth  before 
them,  and  the  sheep  follow  him ;  for  they  know  his  voice.    And  a 
stranger  will  they  not  follow,  but  will  flee  from  him ;  for  they  know 
not  the  voice  of  strangers.  This  parable  spake  Jesus  unto  them,  but 
they  understood  not  what  things  they  were  which  he  «oske  unto 
them.    Then  said  Jesus  unto  them  again.  Verily,  verily  I  say  unto 
you,  I  am  the  door  of  the  sheep.  All  that  ever  came  before  me  are 
thieves  and  robbers;  but  the  sheep  did  not  hear  them.    I  am  the 
door;  by  me  if  any  man  enter  in,  he  shall  be  saved,  and  shall  go  in 
and  out,  and  find  pasture.  The  thief  oometh  not  but  for  to  steal,  and 
to  kill,  and  to  destroy :  I  am  come  that  they  might  have  life,  and 
thai  they  might  have  it  more  abundantly.   I  am  the  good  Shepherd : 
the  good  Shepherd  giveth  his  life  for  the  sheep.  But  he  that  is  an 
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hireling,  and  not  the  Shepherd,  whose  own  the  sheep  are  not,  aeeth 
the  wm  coming,  and  leaveth  the  sheep,  and  fleeth;  and  the  wdf 
catcheth  them,  and  scattereth  the  sheep.  The  hirding  fleeth,  be- 
cause he  IS  an  hireling,  and  careth  not  for  the  sheep.  I  am  the  good 
Shepherd,  and  know  my  sheep,  and  am  known  of  mine.  As  the 
Father  laioweth  me,  even  so  Imow  I  the  Father ;  and  I  lay  down 
my  life  for  the  sheep.  And  other  sheep  I  have,  which  are  not  of  this 
fold :  them  also  I  must  bring,  and  they  shall  hear  my  voice;  and 
there  shaU  be  one  fold,  and  one  Shepherd.

YOU  have  heard.  Brethren,  as  well  in  your  private  eraminatioii, 
as  in  the  exhortation  which  was  now  made  to  you,  and  in 
the  holy  Lessons  taken  out  of  the  Oospel,  and  the  writmgs  of  the 
Apostles,  of  what  dignity,  and  of  how  great  importance  this  Oflice  iii 
whereunto  ye  are  called.  And  now  again  we  exhort  you,  in  the 
Name  of  our  Lord  Jesus  Christ,  that  you  have  in  remembnuioe,  into 
how  high  a  Dignity,  and  to  how  weighty  an  Office  and  CSiaige  ye 
are  calfed :  that  is  to  say,  to  be  Messengers,  Watchmen,  and  Stew- 
ards of  the  Lord ;  to  teach,  and  to  premonish,  to  feed  and  provide  for 
the  Lord^s  family;  to  seek  for  Chrisf's  sheep  that  are  diqpened 
abroad,  and  for  his  children  who  are  in  the  midst  of  this  nangfatr 
world,  that  they  may  be  saved  through  Christ  for  ever. 

Have  always  therefore  printed  in  your  remembrance,  how 
a  treasure  is  committed  to  your  chu^.  For  they  are  the 
of  Christ,  which  he  bought  with  his  death,  and  for  whom  he 
his  blood.  The  Church  and  Congregation  whom  you  must  serve,  k 
his  Spouse,  and  his  Body.  And  if  it  shall  hi4>pen  the  same  Church, 
or  any  Member  thereof,  to  take  any  hurt  or  mndrance  by  reason  of 
your  negligence,  ye  know  the  greatness  of  the  fault,  and  also  the 
horrible  punishment  that  will  ensue.  Wherefore  cannder  with  yois^ 
selves  the  end  of  your  Ministry  towards  ths  children  of  Ood,  towards 
the  Spouse  and  Body  of  Christ ;  and  see  that  you  never  cease  jvtt 
labour,  your  care  and  diligence,  until  you  have  dcme  all  that  lieth  in 
you,  according  to  your  bounden  duty,  to  bring  all  such  as  are  or  ahaD 
be  committed  to  your  charge,  unto  that  agreement  in  the  fiuth  anl 
knowledge  of  God,  and  to  that  ripenesB  and  perfectneaa  of  age  in 
Christ,  uiat  there  be  no  place  left  among  yon,  either  for  enor  ia 
religion,  or  for  viciousness  in  life. 

Forasmuch  then  as  your  Office  is  both  of  so  great  excdleiicj,  and 
of  so  great  difficulty,  ye  see  with  how  great  care  and  study  ye  onght 
to  apply  yourselves,  as  well  that  ye  may  riiew  youndvea  dutifiil  aod 
thanldiil  unto  that  Lord,  who  hatti  placed  you  in  so  high  a  D^pntr; 
as  also  to  beware,  that  neither  you  yourselves  oflEend,  nor  be  occaM 
that  others  oifend.  Howbeit,  ye  cannot  have  a  mind  and  will  tfaefcto 
of  yourselves ;  for  that  will  and  ability  is  given  of  Ood  akme:  there- 
fore ye  ought,  and  have  need,  to  pray  earnestly  for  his  holy  Spoit 
And  seeing  that  you  cannot  by  any  other  means  compass  the  doing 
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of  so  weighty  a  work,  pertaining  to  the  salvation  of  man,  but  with 
doctrine  and  exhortation  taken  out  of  the  holy  Scriptures,  and  with 
a  life  agreeable  to  the  same ;  consider  how  studious  ye  ought  to  be 
in  reading  and  learning  the  Scriptures,  and  in  framing  the  manners 
both  of  yourselves,  and  of  them  that  speciaUy  pertain  unto  you, 
according  to  the  rule  of  the  same  Scriptures :  and  for  this  self-same 
cause,  how  ye  ought  to  forsake  and  set  aside  (as  much  as  you  may) 
all  worldly  cares  and  studies. 

We  have  good  hope  that  you  have  well  weighed  and  pondered 
these  things  with  yourselves  long  before  this  time;  and  that  you 
have  clear^  determined,  by  Ood^s  grace,  to  give  yourselves  wholly 
to  this  Office,  whereunto  it  hath  pleased  God  to  call  you :  so  that,  as 
much  as  lieth  in  you,  you  will  apply  yourselves  wholly  to  this  one 
thing,  and  draw  all  your  cares  and  studies  this  way ;  and  that  you 
will  continually  pray  to  God  the  Father,  by  the  Mediation  of  our 
only  Saviour  Jesus  Christ,  for  the  heavenly  assistance  of  the  Holy 
Ghost;  that,  by  daily  reading  and  weighing  of  the  Scriptures,  ye 
maywax  riper  and  stronger  m  your  Ministry;  apd  that  ye  may  ao 
endeavour  yourselves,  from  time  to  time,  to  sanctify  the  lives  of  you 
and  yours,  and  to  fashion  them  after  the  Rule  and  Doctrine  of  Christ, 
that  ye  may  be  wholesome  and  godly  examples  and  patterns  for  the 
people  to  follow. 

And  now,  that  this  present  Congregation  of  Christ  here  assembled 
may  also  understand  your  minds  and  wills  in  these  things,  and  that 
this  your  promise  may  the  more  move  you  to  do  your  duties,  ye  shall 
answerplainly  to  these  things,  which  we,  in  the  Name  of  God,  and 
of  his  Church,  shall  demand  of  you  touching  the  same. 

DO  you  think  in  your  heart,  that  you  be  truly  called,  according 
to  the  will  of  our  Lord  Jesus  Christ,  and  the  order  of  this 
United  Church  of  England  and  Ireland,  to  the  Order  and  Ministry 
of  Priesthood  ? 

Answer.    I  think  it.

ARE  you  persuaded  that  the  holy  Scriptures  contain  sufficiently 
all  Doctrine  required  of  necessity  for  eternal  salvation  through 
faith  in  Jesus  Christ?  and  are  you  determined,  out  of  the  said 
Scriptures  to  instruct  the  people  committed  to  your  charge,  and  to 
teacn  nothing,  as  required  of  necessity  to  eternal  salvation,  but  that 
which  you  SasH  be  persuaded  may  be  concluded  and  proved  by

THIS  is  a  true  saying.  If  a  man  desire  the  Office  of  a  Bishop, 
he  desireth  a  good  work.  A  Bishop  then  must  be  blameless, 
the  husband  of  one  wife,  vigilant,  sober,  of  good  behaviour,  given  to 
hospitality,  apt  to  teach ;  not  given  to  wine,  no  striker,  not  greedy 
of  filthy  lucre,  but  patient,  not  a  brawler,  not  covetous;  one  that 
nileth  well  his  own  house,  having  his  children  in  subjection  with  all 
gravity;  (For  if  a  man  know  not  how  to  rule  his  own  house,  how 
shaO  he  take  care  of  the  Church  of  God  ?)  Not  a  novice,  lest  being 
lifted  up  with  pride  he  fiill  into  the  condemnation  of  the  devil.  More- 
over, he  must  have  a  good  report  of  them  which  are  without ;  lest 
he  fall  into  reproach,  and  the  snare  of  the  devil.

For  the  Epistle,    Acts  xx.  17. 

FROM  Miletus  Paul  sent  to  Ephesus,  and  called  the  elders  of 
the  Church.  And  when  they  were  come  to  him,  he  said  unto 
them.  Ye  know,  from  the  first  day  that  I  came  into  Asia,  after  what 
manner  I  have  been  with  you  at  all  seasons,  serving  the  Lord  with 
all  hmnility  of  mind,  and  with  many  tears  and  temptations  which 
befel  me  by  the  lying  in  wait  of  the  Jews :  And  how  I  kept  back 
nothing  that  was  pro&able  unto  you,  but  have  shewed  you,  and  have 
taught  you  publickly,  and  from  house  to  house,  testifying  both  to 
the  Jews,  and  also  to  the  Greeks,  repentance  toward  Cfod,  and  futh 
toward  our  Lord  Jesus  Christ.  And  now  behold,  I  go  bound  in  the 
spirit  unto  Jerusalem,  not  knowing  the  things  that  shaQ  befal  me 
there ;  save  that  the  Holy  Ghost  witnesseth  in  every  city,  saying. 
That  bmids  and  afflictions  abide  me.  But  none  of  these  things  move 
me,  neither  count  I  my  life  dear  unto  myself,  so  that  I  might  finish 
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my  course  with  joy,  and  the  ministry  which  I  have  received  of  the 
Lord  Jesus,  to  testify  the  Gospel  of  the  grace  of  God.  And  now 
behold,  I  know  that  ye  all,  among  whom  I  nave  gone  preaching  the 
kingdom  of  God,  shall  see  my  face  no  more.  Wherefore  I  take  yoa 
to  record  this  day,  that  I  am  pure  from  the  blood  of  all  men.  For 
I  have  not  shunned  to  declare  unto  you  all  the  counsel  rf  God. 
Take  heed  therefore  unto  yourselves,  and  to  all  the  flock  over  the 
which  the  Holy  Ghost  hath  made  you  Overseers,  to  feed  the  Qiuich 
of  God,  which  he  hath  purchased  with  his  own  blood.  For  I  know 
this,  that  after  my  departing  shall  grievous  wolves  enter  in  among 
you,  not  sparing  ^e  nock.

For  what  glory  is  it, 
if  when  ye  be  buflRsted  for  your  faults  ye  shaU  take  it  patiently  ?  but 
if  when  ye  do  well,  and  suffer  for  it,  ye  take  it  patiently ;  this  is 
acceptable  with  God.  For  even  hereunto  were  ye  called;  because 
Christ  also  sufiered  for  us,  leaving  us  an  example,  that  ye  should 
follow  his  steps;  who  did  no  sin,  neither  was  guile  found  in  his 
mouth. 

The  Gospel.    St.  Matth.  xxi.  33. 

THERE  was  a  certain  housholder  which  planted  a  vineyard,  and 
hedged  it  round  about,  and  digged  a  wine-press  in  it,  and  built 
a  tower,  and  let  it  out  to  husbandmen,  and  w^it  into  a  far  country. 
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And  when  the  time  of  the  fruit  dzew  near,  he  sent  his  aervmto  to 
the  husbandmen,  that  they  might  receive  the  fruits  of  it.  And  the 
husbandmen  took  his  servants,  and  beat  one,  and  killed  another,  and 
stoned  another.  Again  he  sent  other  servants,  more  than  the  fint: 
and  they  did  unto  them  likewise.  But  last  of  all  he  sent  mito  tbem 
his  son,  saying,  They  will  reverence  my  son.  But  when  the  hmband- 
men  saw  the  son,  they  said  among  themselves,  This  is  the  heir, 
come,  let  us  kiU  him,  and  let  us  seize  on  his  inheritance.  And  they 
caught  him,  and  cast  him  out  of  the  vineyard,  and  slew  him.  When 
the  lord  therefore  of  the  vineyard  cometh,  what  will  he  do  «mto 
those  husbandmen  ?  They  say  unto  him.  He  will  miserably  destror 
those  wicked  men,  and  will  let  out  his  vineyard  unto  other  nosbana- 
men,  which  shall  render  him  the  fruits  in  their  seasons.

In  the  Convocation  bolden  at  London  in  the  Year  1562,  for  the  avoid- 
ing of  Diversities  of  Opinions,  and  for  the  establishing  of  Consent 
touching  true  Religion :  Reprinted  by  His  Majesty's  Commandment, 
with  His  Royal  Declaration  prefixed  thereunto. 


I  HIS  MAJESTY'S  DECLARATION. 

TOEING  htf  Gods  Ordinanre^  ua:ordniff  to  Our  juH  T'ltlc^  Dcfoiuler  of 
"^^  the  Faitli,  and  Supremo  Goveniour  of  the  Church,  witliin  thewe  Our 
Doniinions',  We  hold  it  mo.^t  (UirecahJc  to  thh  Our  K'mnJy  Offu'.e^  and  Our 
own  rd'ufious  Zeal^  to  conserce  and  maintain  the  Church  committed  to 
Our  chartje^  \n  Unitij  of  true  Relit/ ion ^  and  in  (he  Bond  of  Peace  ;  and 
not  to  suffer  unnecessart/  Disputations^  Altercations^  or  Questions  to  he 
raised^  which  ynay  nourish  Faction,  loth  in  the  Church  and  Common - 
irfuhh.  We  hare  therefore,  upon  mature  Deliheratiim^  and  with  the  Ad- 
I'ice  of  so  nunn/  of  Our  Bishops  a^-  viufht  conamienth/  be  callcil  Vuiether^ 
thowfht  Jit  to  make  this  Declaration  followinif  :

ARTICLES  OF  RELIGION. 


I.  CfFaiih  in  the  Holy  Trinity. 

THERE  is  but  one  living  and  true  Ood,  everlasting,  without 
body,  parts,  or  passions ;  of  infinite  power,  wisdom,  and  good- 
ness; the  Maker,  and  Preserver  of  all  things  both  visible  and  in- 
visible. And  in  unity  of  this  Godhead  there  be  three  Persons,  of 
one  substance,  power,  and  eternity;  the  Father,  the  Son,  and  the 
Holy  Ohost. 

n.  Of  the  Word  or  Son  ofGody  which  teas  made  very  Man. 

THE  Son,  which  is  the  Word  of  the  Father,  begotten  from  ever- 
lasting of  the  Father,  the  very  and  eternal  God,  and  of  one 
substance  with  the  Father,  took  Man^s  nature  in  the  womb  of  the 
blessed  Virgin,  of  her  substance:  so  that  two  whole  and  perfect 
Natures,  that  is  to  say,  the  (Godhead  and  Manhood,  were  Joined 
together  in  one  Person,  never  to  be  divided,  whereof  is  one  Christ, 
veiT  Ood,  and  very  TAbsi;  who  truly  suffered,  was  crucified,  dead 
and  buried,  to  reconcile  his  Father  to  us,  and  to  be  a  sacrifice,  not 
only  for  original  guilt,  but  also  for  all  actual  sins  of  men.

ni.  Of  the  going  dawn  of  Christ  into  Hell. 

S  Christ  died  for  us,  and  was  buried,  so  also  is  it  to  be  believed, 
that  he  went  down  into  HelL 

IV.  Of  the  Resurrection  of  Christ. 

CHRIST  did  truly  rise  again  from  death,  and  took  again  his 
body,  with  flesh,  bones,  and  all  things  appertaining  to  the  per- 
fection of  Man^s  nature ;  wherewith  he  ascended  into  Heaven,  and 
there  atteth,  until  he  return  to  judge  all  Men  at  the  last  day. 

V.  Of  the  Holy  Ghost. 

THE  Holy  Ghost,  proceeding  fixnn  the  Father  and  the  Son,  is 
of  one  substance,  majesty,  and  glory,  with  the  Father  and  the 
Son,  very  and  eternal  God. 

VI.  Of  the  Sufficiency  of  the  hcliy  Scriptures  fw 

HOLY  Scripture  containeth  all  things  necessary  to  salvation: 
so  that  whatsoever  is  not  read  therdn,  nor  may  be  proved 
thereby,  is  not  to  be  required  of  any  man,  that  it  should  be  believed 
as  an  article  of  the  Faith,  or  be  uiought  requisite  or  necessary  to 
salvation.  In  the  name  of  the  holy  Scripture  we  do  understand 
those  canonical  Books  of  the  Old  and  New  Testament,  of  ^idioee 
authority  was  never  any  doubt  in  the  Church.

All  the  Books  of  the  New  Testament,  as  they  are  oommonlj  re- 
ceived, we  do  receive,  and  account  them  Ganonicd. 

VU.  Of  the  Old  Testament. 

THE  Old  Testament  is  not  contrary  to  the  New:  for  both  in 
the  Old  and  New  Testament  everlasting  life  is  ofiered  to  Man* 
kind  by  Christ,  who  is  the  only  Mediator  between  Qod  and  Man, 
bein^  both  God  and  Man.  Wherefore  they  are  not  to  be  hetrd, 
whi(£  feign  that  the  old  Fathers  did  look  only  for  tranattoiy  fto- 
mises.  Althoush  the  Law  given  from  God  by  Moses,  as  touching 
Ceremonies  and  Rites,  do  not  bind  Christian  men,  nor  the  Civil 
precepts  thereof  ought  of  necessity  to  be  received  in  any  commoii- 
wealth;  yet  notwithstanding,  no  Christian  man  whatsoever  is  free 
from  the  obedience  of  the  Commandments  which  are  called  MonL 

Vm.  Of  the  Three  Creeds. 

THE  Three  Creeds,  Nioene  Creed,  Jthanasius's  Creed,  and  tbt 
which  is  commonly  called  the  Apostles^  Creed,  ought  thoroagUf 
to  be  received  and  believed :  for  they  may  be  proved  by  most  certain 
warrants  of  holy  Scripture. 

IX.  Of  Original  or  Birthrsin. 

ORIGINAL  Sm  standeth  not  in  the  following  of  Jdam^  (as  the 
Pelagians  do  vainly  talk;)  but  it  is  the  fault  and  cornqptioa 
of  the  Nature  of  every  roan,  that  naturally  is  ingendered  of  the  oft 
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spring  of  Adam ;  whereby  man  is  very  far  gone  from  original  ru;fat- 
eoumesB,  and  is  of  his  own  nature  inclined  to  evil,  so  that  the  &sh 
lusteth  always  contrary  to  the  spirit;  and  therefore  in  every  person 
bom  into  this  worid,  it  deserveth  CkxTs  wrath  and  damnation.  And 
this  infection  of  nature  doth  remain,  yea  in  them  that  are  regene- 
rated ;  whereby  the  lust  of  the  flesh,  called  in  the  Greek,  ^f^vmia 
oupic&f  ,  which  some  do  expound  the  wisdom,  some  sensuality,  some 
the  a£kction,  some  the  desire,  of  the  flesh,  is  not  subject  to  the 
Law  of  God.  And  although  there  is  no  condemnation  for  them  that 
believe  and  are  baptized,  yet  the  Apostle  doth  confess,  that  con- 
cupiscence and  lust  nath  of  itself  the  nature  of  sin. 

X.  OfFree-WiU. 

THE  condition  of  Man  after  the  fall  of  Adam  is  such,  that  he 
cannot  turn  and  prepare  himself,  by  his  own  natural  str^igth 
and  good  worics,  to  faith,  and  calling  upon  God :  Wherefore  we  have 
no  power  to  do  good  works  pleasant  and  acceptable  to  God,  without 
the  grace  of  Gbd  by  Christ  preventing  us,  that  we  may  have  a  good 
will,  and  working  with  lis,  when  we  have  that  good  will. 

XI.  Of  the  JustyUxMon  of  Man. 

WE  are  accounted  righteous  before  God,  only  for  the  merit  of 
our  Lord  and  Saviour  Jesus  Christ  by  Faitli,  and  not  for  our 
own  works  or  deservings :  Wherefore,  that  we  are  justified  by  Faith 
only  is  a  most  wholesome  Doctrine,  and  very  full  of  comfort,  as 
more  largely  is  expressed  in  the  Homily  of  Justification. 

XU.  Of  Good  Works. 

ALBEIT  that  Good  Works,  which  are  the  fruits  of  Faith,  and 
.  follow  after  Justification,  cannot  put  away  our  sins,  and  endure 
the  severity  of  God'^s  Judgement ;  yet  are  they  pleasing  and  accept- 
able to  God  in  Christ,  and  do  sonng  out  necessarily  of  a  true  and 
livdy  Fudi ;  insomuch  that  by  them  a  lively  Faith  may  be  as  e  vi- 
denfly  known  as  a  tree  discerned  by  the  fruit. 

Xm.  Of  Works  before  Justifioiium. 

WORKS  done  before  the  grace  of  Christ,  and  the  Inspiration 
of  his  Spirit,  are  not  j^easant  to  God,  forasmuch  as  they 
spring  not  of  &ith  in  Jesus  Christ,  neither  do  they  make  men  meet 
to  receive  grace,  or  (as  the  School-authors  say)  deserve  grace  of 
congruity :  yea  rather,  for  that  they  are  not  done  as  God  haQi  willed 
and  commanded  them  to  be  done,  we  doubt  not  but  they  have  the 
nature  of  sin. 

XrV.  Of  Works  of  Supererogation. 

VOLUNTARY  Works  besides,  over  and  above,  God's  Com- 
mandments, which  they  call  Works  of  Supererogation,  cannot 
be  taught  without  arrogancy  and  impiety:  for  by  mem  men  do 
declare,  that  they  do  not  only  render  unto  God  as  much  as  they 
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are  bound  to  do,  but  that  they  do  more  for  his  sake,  than  of  boanden 
duty  is  required :  whereas  Christ  saith  pliunly,  When  ye  have  dooe 
all  that  are  commanded  to  you,  say,  We  are  unprofitable  servaotB. 

XV.  Of  Christ  aUme  taUhotU  Sin. 

CHRIST  in  the  truth  of  our  nature  was  made  like  mito  us  id 
all  things,  sin  only  except,  from  which  he  was  cleariy  void,  both 
in  his  flesh,  and  in  his  spirit.  He  came  to  be  the  Lamb  without 
spot,  who,  by  sacrifice  of  himself  once  made,  should  take  away  the 
sins  of  the  world,  and  sin,  as  Saint  John  saith,  was  not  in  him.  But 
all  we  the  rest,  although  baptized,  and  bom  again  in  Christ,  yet 
ofiend  in  many  things ;  and  S  we  say  we  have  no  sin,  we  decme 
ourselves,  and  the  truth  is  not  in  us. 

XVI.  Of  Sin  after  Baptism. 

NOT  every  deadly  sin  willingly  committed  after  Baptiam  is  ain 
agiunst  the  Holy  Ghost,  and  unpardonable.  Wherefore  the 
grant  of  repentance  is  not  to  be  denied  to  such  as  fiJl  into  sin  afker 
Baptism.  After  we  have  received  the  Holy  Ghost,  we  may  depart 
from  grace  given,  and  fall  into  sin,  and  by  tne  grace  of  God.  we  may 
arise  again,  and  amend  our  lives.  And  therefore  they  are  to  be  ood- 
denme^  which  say,  they  can  no  more  sin  as  long  as  they  live  here, 
or  deny  the  place  of  forgiveness  to  such  as  truly  repent. 

XVII.  Of  PredesHnaHon  and  ElecHan. 

PREDESTINATION  to  Life  is  the  everlasting  purpose  of  God, 
whereby  (before  the  foundations  of  the  world  were  laid)  he 
hath  constantly  decreed  by  his  counsel  secret  to  us,  to  deliver  from 
curse  and  damnation  those  whom  he  hath  chosen  in  Christ  out  of 
mankind,  and  to  bring  them  by  Christ  to  everlasting  salvation,  as 
vessels  made  to  honour.  Wherefore,  they  which  be  endued  with  so 
excellent  a  benefit  of  God  be  called  according  to  God*s  poipoae  by 
his  Spirit  working  in  due  season :  they  througn  Grace  obey  the  call- 
ing: they  be  justified  freely:  they  be  made  sons  of  God  by  adoptioo: 
they  be  made  like  the  image  of  his  only-begotten  Son  Jeexm  Quist: 
they  walk  religiously  in  good  works,  and  at  length,  by  Godls  mercy, 
they  attain  to  everlaisting  felicity. 

As  the  godly  consideration  of  Predestination,  and  our  EHection  m 
Christ,  is  lull  of  sweet,  pleasant,  and  unspeakable  comfort  to  godly 
persons,  and  such  as  feel  in  themselves  the  working  of  the  Spirit  of 
Christ,  mortifying  the  works  of  the  flesh,  and  their  earthly  memben, 
and  drawing  up  their  mind  to  high  and  heavenly  thii^  as  wdl 
because  it  doth  greatly  establish  and  confirm  their  faith  of  eternal 
Salvation  to  be  enjoyed  through  Christ,  as  because  it  doth  fervently 
kindle  their  love  towards  God :  So,  for  curious  and  carnal  petsoos, 
lacking  the  Spirit  of  Christ,  to  have  continuaOy  before  their  eyes 
the  sentence  of  QoS'b  Predestination,  is  a  most  dangerous  down&ll, 
whereby  the  Devil  doth  thrust  them  either  into  desperation,  or  into 
wretchlessness  of  most  unclean  living,  no  lees  perilous  than  despe- 
ration. 
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Furthermore,  we  must  receive  Ood'^s  promises  in  such  wise,  as 
they  be  generally  set  forth  to  us  in  holy  Scripture :  and,  in  our  do- 
ings, that  Will  of  Qod  is  to  be  followed,  which  we  have  expressly 
declared  unto  us  in  the  Word  of  God. 

XVIII.  Of  obtaining  eternal  Salvation  only  by  the  Name  of  Christ. 

THEY  also  are  to  be  had  accursed  that  presume  to  say.  That 
every  man  shall  be  saved  by  the  Law  or  Sect  which  he  pro- 
fesseth,  so  that  he  be  diligent  to  frame  his  life  according  to  that 
Law,  and  the  light  of  Nature.  For  holy  Scripture  doth  set  out  unto 
us  only  the  Name  of  Jesus  Christ,  whereby  men  must  be  saved. 

XIX.  Of  the  Church. 

THE  visible  Church  of  Christ  is  a  congregation  of  faithful  men, 
in  the  which  the  pure  Word  of  Qod  is  preached,  and  the  Sa- 
craments be  duly  ministered  according  to  Christ^s  ordinance  in  all 
those  things  that  of  necessity  are  requisite  to  the  same. 

As  the  Church  of  Jerusalem,  Aleofandria,  and  Antioch,  have 
erred;  so  also  the  Church  of  Rome  hath  erred,  not  only  in  their 
living  and  manner  of  Ceremonies,  but  also  in  matters  of  Faith. 

XX.  Of  the  Authority  of  the  Church. 

THE  Church  hath  power  to  decree  Rites  or  Ceremonies,  and 
authority  in  Controversies  of  Faith :  And  yet  it  is  not  lawful 
for  the  Church  to  ordain  any  thing  that  is  contrary  to  God's  Word 
written,  neither  may  it  so  expound  one  place  of  Scripture,  that  it  be 
repugnant  to  another.  Wherefore,  although  the  Church  be  a  witness 
and  a  keeper  of  holy  Writ,  yet,  as  it  ought  not  to  decree  any  thing 
against  the  same,  so  besides  the  same  ought  it  not  to  enforce  any 
thing  to  be  believed  for  necessity  of  Salvation. 

XXL  Of  the  Authority  of  General  Councils. 

GENERAL  Councils  may  not  be  gathered  together  without  the 
commandment  and  will  of  Princes.  And  when  they  be  ga- 
thered together,  (forasmuch  as  they  be  an  assembly  of  men,  whereof 
all  be  not  governed  with  the  Spirit  and  Word  of  God,)  they  may 
err,  and  sometimes  have  erred,  even  in  things  pertaining  unto  Qod. 
Wherefore  things  ordained  by  them  as  necessary  to  salvation  have 
neither  strength  nor  authority,  unless  it  may  be  declared  that  they 
be  taken  out  of  holy  Scripture. 

XXn.  Of  FurgaJtory. 

THE  Romish  Doctrine  concemmg  Purgatory,  Pardons,  Wor- 
shipping and  Adoration,  as  well  of  Ima^  as  of  Reliques,  and 
also  invocation  of  Saints,  is  a  fond  thing  vainly  invented,  and 
grounded  upon  no  warranty  of  Scripture,  but  rather  repugnant  to 
the  Word  of  God. 

XXHL  Of  Ministering  in  the  Congregation. 

IT  is  not  lawful  for  any  man  to  take  upon  him  the  oflBce  of  pub* 
lick  preaching,  or  ministering  the  Sacraments  in  the  Congregar 
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tion,  before  he  be  lawfiiUy  called,  and  sent  to  execute  the  flme.  And 
those  we  ought  to  judge  lawfully  called  and  aent,  which  be  dioKo 
and  called  to  this  work  by  men  who  have  publidc  authority  ghco 
unto  them  in  the  Congregation,  to  call  and  send  Mimsten  into  the 
Lord'^s  vineyard. 

XXIV.  Of  speaking  in  the  Congregation  in  stuA  a  tongue  aa  the 

peopk  understandeth. 


IT  is  a  thing  plainly  repugnant  to  the  Word  of  God,  and  the 
torn  of  the  Primitive  Church,  to  have  pubiick  Phiyer  in  the 
Church,  or  to  minister  the  Sacraments  in  a  tongue  not  undmstanded 
of  the  people. 

XXV.  Of  the  Sacramenis. 

SACRAMENTS  oidained  of  Christ  be  not  only  badges  or  tokens 
of  Christian  men'^s  ^rofesoon,  but  rather  tiiey  be  oertam  sore 
vritnessesy  and  eflkctual  signs  of  grace,  and  God*s  good  will  towards 
us,  by  the  which  he  doth  work  mvisibly  in  us,  and  doth  not  only 
quicken,  but  also  strengthen  and  confinn  our  Faith  in  him. 

There  are  two  Samunents  ordained  of  Christ  our  Lord  in  the 
Goiroel,  that  is  to  say,  Biytism,  and  the  Supper  of  the  Lord. 

Those  five  conunonly  called  Sacraments,  that  is  to  say,  Coofr 
mation.  Penance,  Orders,  Matrimony,  and  Extreme  Unction,  ard  not 
to  be  counted  for  Sacraments  of  the  Goepel,  being  such  as  have 
grown  pardy  of  the  corrupt  following  of  the  Aposties,  partly  are 
states  of  life  allowed  in  the  Scriptures;  but  yet  have  not  like  nature 
of  Sacraments  with  Biytism,  and  the  Lordjs  Sapper,  for  thai  thej 
have  not  any  visible  sign  or  ceremony  ordained  of  God. 

The  Sacraments  were  not  ordained  of  Christ  to  be  gaaed  upon, 
or  to  be  carried  about,  but  that  we  should  duly  use  them.  And  in 
such  only  as  worthily  recdve  the  same  they  have  a  wholesome  efibet 
or  operation:  but  they  that  receive  them  unworthily  purduse  to 
then^ves  damnation,  as  Saint  Paid 


XXVL  Of  the  Unworihmeas  of  the  Mnmien,  whidk  hmden  wd 

the  effect  of  the  Saerameni. 

ALTHOUGH  in  tiie  visible  Church  the  evil  be  ever  mii^ 
.  with  the  good,  and  sometimes  the  evil  have  duef  anthority  in 
the  Ministration  of  the  Word  and  Sacraments,  yet  foraamQdi  ai 
they  do  not  the  same  in  tiieir  own  name,  but  in  CSuistlB,  and  io 
minister  by  his  commisBion  and  anthcxity,  we  may  use  their  Minii- 
try,  both  in  hearing  the  Word  of  God,  and  in  receiving  of  the  Sana- 
menta  Neither  is  the  eflEbct  dT  CSuist^s  ordinance  token  away  1)f 
their  wickedness,  nor  the  grace  of  God*s  gifla  diminished  fifom  an 
as  by  £uth  and  rightiy  do  receive  the  Sacraments  ministered  onto 
them;  which  be  eflectual,  because  of  Christie  institotion  and  pio- 
mise,  although  they  be  ministered  by  evil  men. 
Neverthmn,  it  appertuneth  to  the  discipline  of  the  Clinid»»  tint 
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enquiry  be  made  of  evil  Ministers,  and  that  they  be  aocnaed  by  those 
that  have  knowledse  of  their  offences;  and  finally  being  found  guilty, 
by  just  judgement  DO  deposed. 

XXVIL  CfBapHm. 

BAPTISM  is  not  only  a  sign  of  profeaedon,  and  mark  of  difier- 
enoe,  wherry  Christian  men  are  discerned  fSrom  others  that  be 
not  christened,  but  it  is  also  a  sign  of  R^eration  or  new  Birth, 
whereby,  as  by  an  instrument,  they  that  receive  Baptism  rightly  are 
grafted  into  tne  Church ;  the  promises  of  forsiveness  of  sin,  and  of 
our  adoption  to  be  the  sons  of  Ood  by  the  Holy  Ghost,  are  visibly 
signed  and  sealed ;  Faith  is  confirmed,  and  Grace  increased  by  virtue 
of  prayer  unto  God.  The  B^)tism  of  young  Children  is  in  any  wise 
to  be  retained  in  the  Church,  as  most  agreeable  with  the  institution 
of  Christ 

XXVm.  Cf  the  Lwd's  Supper. 

THE  Supper  of  the  Lord  is  not  only  a  edgn  of  the  love  that  Chris- 
tians ought  to  have  among  themselves  one  to  another;  but 
rather  is  a  Sacrament  of  our  Redemption  by  Christ^s  death :  inso- 
much that  to  such  as  rightiy,  worthily,  and  with  faith,  receive  the 
same,  the  &ead  which  we  break  is  a  partaking  of  the  Body  of 
Christ ;  and  likewise  the  Gup  of  Blessing  is  a  partaking  of  the  Blood 
of  Christ. 

Transubstantiation  (or  the  change  of  the  substance  of  Bread  and 
Wine)  in  the  Supper  of  the  Lord,  cannot  be  proved  by  holy  Writ ; 
but  is  repugnant  to  the  plain  words  of  Scripture,  overthroweth  the 
nature  or  a  Sacrament,  and  hath  given  occasion  to  many  supers 
stitions. 

The  Body  of  Cflhrist  is  given,  taken,  and  eaten,  in  the  Supper,  only 
after  an  heavenly  and  spiritual  nuinner.  And  the  mean  whereby  tbe 
Body  of  Christ  is  received  and  eaten  in  the  Supper  is  Faith. 

llie  Sacrament  of  the  Lord's  Siqyper  was  not  by  Christ^s  ordinance 
reserved,  carried  about,  lifted  up,  or  worshipped. 

XXDL  Of  the  Wicked  which  eat  ml  the  Body  of  Christ  in  the 

uee  of  the  Lord'^e  Supper. 

THE  Wicked,  and  such  as  be  void  of  a  lively  faith,  although  they 
do  carnally  and  visibly  press  with  their  teeth  (as  Samt  Augue- 
tine  saith)  the  Sacrament  of  the  Body  and  Kood  of  Christ,  yet  in 
no  wise  are  they  partakers  of  Christ :  out  rather,  to  their  condemna- 
tion, do  eat  and  cbnnk  tiie  sign  or  Sacrament  of  so  great  a  thing. 

XXX.  Of  both  kinds. 

THE  Cun  of  the  Lord  is  not  to  be  denied  to  the  Lay-peq)le :  for 
both  the  parts  of  the  Lord's  Sacrament,  by  Christ's  ordinance 
and  commandment,  ought  to  be  ministered  to  all  Christian  men 
alike. 


ARTICLES  OF  RELIGION. 

XXXI.  Of  the  one  Oblation  of  Christ  finished  upon  the  Cross. 

THE  Offering  of  Christ  once  made  is  that  perfect  red^nption, 
propitiation,  and  satisfaction,  for  all  the  sins  of  the  whole  world, 
both  original  and  actual ;  and  there  is  none  other  8atisfacti<»i  for  an, 
but  that  alone.  Wherefore  the  sacrifices  of  Masses,  in  the  which  it 
was  conunonly  said,  that  the  Priest  did  oflfer  Christ  for  the  quick 
and  the  dead,  to  have  remission  of  pain  or  guilt,  were  Uasphemoos 
fables,  and  dangerous  deceits. 

XXXII.  Of  the  Marriage  of  Priests. 

BISHOPS,  Priests,  and  Deacons,  are  not  commanded  by  God's 
Law,  either  to  vow  the  estate  of  single  life,  or  to  abstain  from 
marriage :  therefore  it  is  lawful  for  them,  as  for  all  other  Christian 
men,  to  many  at  their  own  discretion,  as  they  shall  jud^  the  same 
to  serve  better  to  godliness. 

XXXIIL  Of  ewoommumcate  Persons^  how  they  are  to  be  avoided. 

THAT  person  which  by  open  denunciation  of  the  Church  is 
rightly  cut  off  from  the  unity  of  the  Church,  and  exccHnmo- 
nicated,  ought  to  be  taken  of  the  whole  multitude  of  the  faithfiil,  as 
an  Heathen  iEUid  Publican,  until  he  be  openly  reconciled  by  paiaoce, 
and  received  into  the  Church  by  a  Judge  thiett  hath  authority  there- 
unto. 

XXXIV.  Of  the  Traditions  of  the  Church. 

IT  is  not  necessary  that  Traditions  and  Ceremonies  be  in  all  piaocs 
one,  and  utterly  like ;  for  at  all  times  they  have  been  divers,  and 
may  be  changed  according  to  the  diversities  of  countries,  times,  and 
men^s  manners,  so  that  nothing  be  ordained  against  God  s  Wori 
Whosoever  through  his  private  judgement,  willingly  and  purpoadv, 
doth  openly  breaS:  the  traditions  and  ceremonies  of  the  Cfauick 
which  be  not  repugnant  to  the  Word  of  God,  and  be  ordained  and 
approved  by  common  authority,  ought  to  be  rebuked  openly,  (that 
others  may  fear  to  do  the  like,)  as  he  that  oifendeth  aoainst  the 
conunon  order  of  the  Church,  and  hurteth  the  authority  of  the  3fa- 
gistrate,  and  woundeth  the  consciences  of  the  weak  bretJbren. 

Every  particular  or  national  Church  hath  authority  to  oMn, 
change,  and  abolish,  ceremonies  or  rites  of  the  Church  ordained  onk 
by  man's  authority,  so  that  all  things  be  done  to  edifying, 

XXXV.  Of  the  Homilies. 

THE  second  Book  of  Homilies,  the  several  titles  whereof  we  have 
joined  under  this  Article,  doth  contain  a  godly  and  wholesome 
Doctrine,  and  necessary  for  these  times,  as  doth  the  former  Book 
of  Homilies,  which  were  set  forth  in  the  time  of  Edward  the  Sixtht 
and  therefore  we  jud^  them  to  be  read  in  Churches  by  the  Minis- 
ters, diligently  and  distinctly,  that  they  may  be  understanded  of  the 
people.

XXXVI.  Of  Consecration  of  Bishops  and  Ministers. 

THE  Book  of  Consecration  of  Archbishops  and  Bishops,  and 
Ordering  of  Priests  and  Deacons,  lately  set  forth  in  the  time 
of  Edward  the  Sixth,  and  confirmed  at  the  same  time  by  authority 
of  Parliament,  doth  contain  all  things  necessary  to  such  Consecrar 
tion  and  Ordering :  neither  hath  it  any  thing,  that  of  itself  is  super- 
stitious and  ungmlly.  And  therefore  whosoever  are  consecrated  or 
ordered  according  to  the  Rites  of  that  Book,  since  the  second  year 
of  the  forenamed  King  Edward  unto  this  time,  or  hereafter  shall  be 
consecrated  or  ordered  according  to  the  same  Rites ;  we  decree  all 
such  to  be  ri^tly,  orderly,  and  lawfully  consecrated  and  ordered. 

XXXVII.  Of  the  Ciml  Magistrates. 

THE  Q^een^s  Majesty  hath  the  chief  power  in  this  Realm  of 
England^  and  other  her  Dominions,  unto  whom  the  chief  Go- 
vernment of  aD  Estates  of  this  Realm,  whether  they  be  Ecclesiastical 
or  Civil,  in  all  causes  doth  appertain,  and  is  not,  nor  ought  to  be, 
subject  to  any  foreign  Jurisdiction. 

Where  we  attribute  to  the  Queen^s  Majesty  the  chief  government, 
by  which  Titles  we  understand  the  minds  of  some  slanderous  folks 
to  be  offended ;  we  give  not  to  our  Princes  the  ministering  either  of 
God^s  Word,  or  of  £e  Sacraments,  the  which  thing  the  Injunctions 
also  lately  set  forth  by  EHxabeth  our  Queen  do  most  plainly  testify ; 
but  that  only  prerogative,  which  we  see  to  have  been  given  always 
to  all  godly  Pnnces  in  holy  Scriptures  by  God  himself;  that  is,  that 
they  should  rule  all  states  and  degrees  conunitted  to  their  charge  by 
Ood,  whether  they  be  Ecclesiastical  or  Temporal,  and  restrain  with 
the  civil  sword  the  stubborn  and  evil-doers. 

The  Bishop  of  Rome  hath  no  jurisdiction  in  this  Realm  of 
England. 

The  Laws  of  the  Realm  may  punish  Christian  men  with  death, 
for  heinous  and  grievous  ofiences. 

It  is  lawful  for  Christian  men,  at  the  commandment  of  the  Magisr 
trate,  to  wear  weapons,  and  serve  in  the  wars. 


ARTICLES  OF  RELIGION. 

XXXVIII.  Of  Christian  memiB  Goods^  which  are  not  common. 

THE  Riches  and  Goods  of  Cihristiaiis  are  not  common,  as  toadi- 
ing  the  riffht,  title,  and  possession  of  the  same,  as  certain  Ana- 
baptists do  fabely  boast  Notwithstanding,  every  man  ought,  of 
sach  things  as  he  possesseth,  liberally  to  give  alms  to  the  poor,  ai&- 
cording  to  his  ability. 

XXXIX.  Of  a  Christian  man's  Oath. 

AS  we  confess  that  vain  and  rash  Swearing  is  forbidden  CSiristiaii 
.  men  1^  our  Lord  Jesus  Christ,  and  James  his  Apostle,  so  we 
judge,  that  Quistian  Religion  doth  not  prohibit,  but  that  a  man  may 
swear  when  the  Magistrate  requireth,  in  a  cause  of  fidth  and  duuity, 
so  it  be  done  acooraing  to  the  Projdiet^s  teaching,  in  juatioe,  judge- 
ment, and  truth.
